LECTURE    FIRST. 

On  the  Doctrine  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  oj 
Latter-day  Saints,  originally  delivered  before  a 
Class  of  tlie  Elders,  in  Kirtland,  Ohio, 

1.  Faith  being  the  first  principle  in  revealed  reli- 
gion, and  the  foundation  of  all  nghteonsness,  neces- 
sarily claims  the  first  place  in  a  course  of  lectures 
which  are  designed  to  unfold  to  the  understanding  the 
doctrine  of  Jesus  Christ. 

2.  In  presenting  the  subject  of  faith,  we  shall 
observe  the  following  order — 

3.  First,  faith  itself — what  it  is. 

4.  Secondly,  the  object  on  which  it  rests.     And, 

5.  Thirdly,  the  eff'ects  which  flow  firom  it. 

6.  Agreeable  to  this  order  we  have  first  to  show 
what  faith  is. 

7.  The  author  of  the  epistle  to  the  Hebrews,  in 
the  eleventh  chapter  of  that  epistle  and  first  verse, 
gives  the  following  definition  of  the  wotd  fe\\k  \ 

8.  "  Now  faith  is  the  sxibstaxvc^    l^kg»M\^\x^<^  ^^ 
tbiDgs  hoped  for,  the  evidence  oi  tYmi^^  \io\»  "^^^^ 
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9.  From  this  we  learn  that  faith  is  tne  assurance 
which  men  have  of  the  existence  of  things  which  they 
have  not  seen,  and  the  principle  of  action  in  all  intelli- 
gent  beings. 

10.  If  men  were  duly  te  consider  themselves,  and 
turn  their  thoughts  and  reflections  to  the  operations  of 
their  own  minds,  they  would  readily  discover  th«(,t  it 
is  faith,  and  faith  only,  which  is  the  moving  cause  of 
all  action  in  them ;  that  without  it  both  mind  and 
body  would  be  in  a  state  of  inactivity,  and  all  their 
exertions  would  cease,  both  physical  and  mental. 

11.  Were  this  class  to  go  back  and  reflect  upon  the 
history  of  their  lives,  from  the  period  of  their  first  re- 
collection, and  ask  themselves  what  principle  excited 
them  to  action,  or  what  gave  them  energy  and  activity 
in  all  their  lawful  avocations,  callings,  and  pursuits, 
what  would  be  the  answer  ?  Would  it  not  be  that  it 
was  the  assurance  which  they  had  of  the  existence  of 
things  which  they  had  not  seen  as  yet  ?  Was  it  not 
the  hope  which  you  had,  in  consequence  of  your  belief 
in  the  existence  of  unseen  things,  which  stimulated  you 
to  action  and  exertion  in  order  to  obtain  them  ?  Are 
you  not  dependent  on  your  faith,  or  belief,  for  the  ac- 
quisition of  all  knowledge,  wisdom,  and  intelligence  ? 
Would  you  exert  yourselves  to  obtain  wisdom  and  in- 
telligence, unless  you  did  believe  that  you  could  obtain 
them  ?  WoiJd  you  have  ever  sown,  if  you  had  not 
believed  that  you  would  reap  ?  Would  you  have  ever 
planted,  if  you  had  not  believed  that  you  would  gather  ? 
Would  you  have  ever  asked,  unless  you  had  believed 
that  you  would  receive  ?  Would  you  have  ever  sought 
unless  you  had  beUeved  that  you  would  have  found  ( 
Or,  would  you  have  ever  knocked,  unless  you  had  be- 
lieved that  it  would  have  been  opened  unto  you  ?  In 
a  word,  is  there  anything  that  you  would  have  done, 
either  physical  or  mental,  if  you  had  not  previously 
believed  ?     Are  not  all  your  exertions  of  every  kind , 

dependent  on  your  faith  ?     Or,  may  we  not  ask,  what 
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have  you,  or  what  do  you  possess,  which  you  have  not 
obtamed  by  reason  of  your  faith  ?  Your  food,  your 
raiment,  your  lodgings,  are  they  not  all  by  reason  of 
your  faith  ?  Reflect,  and  ask  yourselves  if  these  things 
are  not  so.  Turn  your  thoughts  on  your  own  minds, 
and  see  if  faith  is  not  the  moving  cause  of  all  action 
in  yourselves ;  and,  if  the  moving  cause  in  you,  is  it 
not  in  all  other  intelligent  beings  ? 

12.  And  as  faith  is  the  moving  cause  of  all  action 
in  temporal  concerns,  so  it  is  in  spiritual ;  for  the 
Saviour  has  said,  and  that  truly,  that  "  He  that  be- 
Ueveth  and  is  baptized,  shall  be  saved."     Mark  xvi.  16. 

13.  As  we  receive  by  faith  all  temporal  blessings 
that  we  do  receive,  so  we  in  like  manner  receive  by 
faith  all  spiritual  blessings  that  we  do  receive.  But 
&ith  is  not  only  the  principle  of  action,  but  of  power 
also,  in  all  intelligent  beings,  whether  in  heaven  or  on 
eartL  Thus  says  the  author  of  the  epistle  to  the 
Hebrews,  xi.  3 — 

14.  "  Through  faith  we  understand  that  the  worlds 
were  firamed  by  the  word  of  God  ;  so  that  things 
which  are  seen  were  not  made  of  things  which  do  ap- 
pear." 

15.  By  this  we  understand  that  the  principle  of 
power  which  existed  in  the  bosom  of  God,  by  which 
the  worlds  were  framed,  was  faith  ;  and  that  it  is  by 
reason  of  this  principle  of  power  existing  in  the  Deity, 
that  all  created  things  exist;  so  that  all  things  in 
heaven,  on  earth,  or  under  the  earth,  exist  by  reason  of 
£uth  as  it  existed  in  Him. 

16.  Had  it  not  been  for  the  principle  of  faith  the 
worlds  would  never  have  been  framed,  neither  would 
man  have  been  formed  of  the  dust.  It  is  the  principle 
bjr  which  Jehovah  works,  and  through  which  he  exer- 
ciaes  power  over  all  temporal  as  well  as  eternal  things. 
Take  this  principle  or  attribute — for  it  is  aii  ^tts&sss^ 
— ^from  the  Deity,  and  he  would  ceas^  to  eiK\&\,. 

/;:   Who  cajmot  see,  that  if  God  ?ramedL  \!t\^  >«o^^ 
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by  faith,  that  it  is  bv  faith  that  he  exercises  power  over 
them,  and  that  faith  is  the  principle  of  power  ?  And 
if  the  principle  of  power,  it  must  be  so  in  man  as  well 
as  in  the  Deity?  This  is  the  testimony  of  all  the 
sacred  writers,  and  the  lesson  which  they  have  been 
endeavouring  to  teach  to  man» 

18.  The  Saviour  says  (Matthew  xvii.  19,  20),  in 
explaining  the  reason  why  the  disciples  could  not  cast 
out  the  devil,  that  it  was  because  of  their  unbelief— 
"  For  verily  I  say  unto  you  "  (said  he),  "if  ye  have 
faith  as  a  grain  oi  mustard  se6d,  ye  shall  say  unto  this 
mountain,  *  Remove  hence  to  yonder  place,'  and  it  shall 
remove  ;  and  nothing  shall  be  impossible  unto  you." 

19.  Moroni,  while  abridging  and  compiling  the 
record  of  his  fathers,  has  given  us  the  following 
account  of  faith  as  the  principle  of  power.  He  sajrs, 
page  597,  that  it  was  the  faith  of  Alma  and  Amulek 
wmch  caused  the  walls  of  the  prison  to  be  rent,  as  re- 
corded on  the  278th  page  ;  it  was  the  faith  of  Nephi 
and  Lehi  which  caused  a  change  to  be  wrought  upon- 
the  hearts  of  the  Lamanites,  when  they  were  immersed 
with  the  Holy  Spirit  and  with  fire,  as  seen  on 
the  44:3rd  page  ;  and  that  it  was  by  faith  that  the 
mountain  Zerin  was  removed  when  the  brother  of  Jared 
spake  in  the  name  of  the  Lord.     See  also  599th  page. 

20.  In  addition  to  this  we  are  told  in  Hebrews  xi. 
32,  33,  34,  35,  that  Gideon,  Barak,  Samson,  Jeplithah, 
David,  Samuel,  and  the  prophets,  through  faith  sub- 
dued kingdoms,  wrought  righteousness,  obtained  pro- 
mises, stopped  the  mouths  of  lions,  quenched  the 
violence  of  fire,  escaped  the  edge  of  the  sword  ;  out 
of  weakness  were  made  strong,  waxed  valiant  in  fight, 
turned  to  flight  the  armies  of  the  aliens,  and  that 
women  received  their  dead  raised  to  life  again,  &c.,  &c. 

21.  Also  Joshua,  in  the  sight  of  all  Israel,  bade  the 
sun  and  moon  to  stand  still,  and  it  was  done.  Joshua 
X.  12. 

4^?.    We  here  uoderstand,  that  the  sacred  writers 
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say  that  all  these  things  were  done  by  faith.  It  was  by 
faith  that  the  worlds  were  framed.  God  spake,  chaos 
heard,  and  worlds  came  into  order  by  reason  of  the 
faith  there  was  in  Him.  So  with  man  also  ;  he  spake 
by  faith  in  the  name  of  God,  and  the  sun  stood  still, 
the  moon  obeyed,  mountains  removed,  prisons  fell, 
lions'  mouths  were  closed,  the  human  heart  lost  its 
enmity,  fire  its  violence,  armies  their  power,  the  sword 
its  terror,  and  death  its  dominion ;  and  all  this  by 
reason  of  the  faith  which  was  in  him. 

23.  Had  it  not  been  Ibr  the  faith  which  was  in 
men,  they  might  have  spoken  to  the  sun,  the  moon, 
the  mountains,  prisons,  the  human  heart,  fire,  armies, 
the  sword,  or  to  death  in  vain  ! 

24.  Faith,  then,  is  the  first  great  governing  prin- 
ciple which  has  power,  dominion,  and  authority  over 
all  things  ;  by  it  they  exist,  by  it  they  are  upheld,  by 
it  they  are  changed,  or  by  it  they  remain,  agreeable  to 
the  will  of  God.  Without  it  there  is  no  power,  and 
without  power  there  could  be  no  creation  nor  exist- 
ence! 


QUESTIONS     AND.    ANSWERS     ON     THE    FOREGOING 

PRINCIPLES. 

What  is  theology  ?  It  is  that  revealed  science  which 
treats  of  the  being  and  attributes  of  God,  his  relations 
to  us,  the  dispensations  of  his  providence,  his  will 
with  respect  to  our  actions,  and  his  purposes  with  re- 
spect to  our  end.  Buck's  Theological  Dictionary,  page 
582. 

What  is  the  first  principle  in  this  revealed  science  ? 
Faith.     Lecture  i.  1. 

Why  is  faith  the  first  principle  in  this  revealed 
science  ?.  Because  it  is  the  foundation  of  all  righteous- 
ness,    Hebrews  xi.  6  :  "  Withowt  i^\t\i  \\,S&yck^Q'^^^.' 
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to  please  God."  1  John  iii.  7  :  "Little  children,  let 
no  man  deceive  you  ;  he  that  doeth  righteousness,  is 
righteous,  even  as  he  (God)  is  righteous."     Lecture  i.  1. 

What  arrangement  should  be  followed  in  presenting 
the  subject  of  faith  ?  First,  it  should  be  shown  what 
fiaith  is.  Lecture  i.  3.  Secondly,  the  object  upon 
which  it  rests.  Lecture  i.  4.  And,  thirdly,  the  effects 
which  flow  from  it.     Lecture  i.  5. 

What  is  faith  ?  It  is  the  assurance  of  things  hoped 
for,  the  evidence  of  things  not  seen  (Hebrews  xi.  1) ; 
that  is,  it  is  the  assurance  we  have  of  the  existence  of 
unseen  things.  And  being  the  assurance  which  we 
have  of  the  existence  of  unseen  things,  must  be  the 
principle  of  action  •  in  all  intelligent  beings.  Hebrews 
xi.  3  :  "  Through  faith  we  understand  the  worlds  were 
framed  by  the  word  of  God."     Lecture  i.  8,  9. 

How  do  you  prove  that  faith  is  the  principle  of 
action  in  all  intelligent  beings  ?  First,  by  duly  con- 
sidering the  operations  of  my  own  mind  ;  and,  secondly, 
by  the  direct  declaration  of  Scripture.  Hebrews  xi. 
7  :  "By  faith  Noah,  being  warned  of  things  not  .seen 
as  yet,  moved  with  fear,  prepared  an  ark  to  the  saving 
of  his  house,  by  the  which  he  condemned  the  world, 
and  became  heir  of  the  righteousness  which  is  by  faith." 
Hebrews  xi.  8  :  "  By  faith  Abraham,  when  he  was 
called  to  go  into  a  place  which  he  should  afterwards 
receive  for  an  inheritance,  obeyed,  and  he  went  out 
not  knowing  whither  he  went."  Hebrews  xi.  9  :  "By 
faith  he  sojourned  in  the  land  of  promise,  as  in  a 
strange  country,  dwelling  in  tabernacles  with  Isaac 
and  Jacob,  the  heirs  with  him  of  the  same  promise." 
Hebrews  xi.  27  :  By  faith  Moses  "  forsook  Egypt,  not 
fearing  the  wrath  of  the  king,  for  he  endured  as  seeing 
him  who  is  invisible."     Lecture  i.  10,  11. 

Is  not  faith  the  principle  of  action  in  spiritual 
things  as  well  as  in  temporal  ?     It  is. 

How  do  you  prove  it  ?  Hebrews  xi.  6  :  "Without 
/aJth  Jt  28  impossible  to  please  God."     Mark  xvi.  16: 
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"  He  that  believeth  and  is  baptized  shall  be  saved." 
Romaais  iv.  16  :  "  Therefore  it  is  of  faith  that  it 
might  be  bv  grace  ;  to  the  end  the  promise  might  be 
sure  to  all  tne  seed  ;  not  to  that  only  which  is  of  the 
law,  but  to  that  also  which  is  of  the  faith  of  Abraham, 
who  is  the  father  of  us  alL"    Lecture  i.  12,  13. 

Is  &ith  an3rthing  else  beside  the  principle  of  action  ? 
It  is. 

What  is  it?    It  is  the  principle  of  power  also. 
Lecture  i.  13. 

How  do  you  prove  it  ?  First,  it  is  the  principle  of 
power  in  the  Deity  as  well  as  in  man.  Hebrews  xi.  3  : 
"  Through  faith  we  understand  that  the  worlds  were 
framed  by  the  word  of  God,  so  that  things  which  are 
geen  were  not  made  of  things  which  do  appear."  Lec- 
ture i.  14,  15,  16.  Secondly,  it  is  the  principle  oi 
power  in  man  also.  Book  of  Mormon,  page  278.  Alma 
and  Amulek  are  delivered  from  prison.  Ibid,  page  443. 
Nephi  and  Lehi,  with  the  Lamanites,  are  immersed 
with  the  Spirit.  Ibid,  page  599.  The  mountain  Zerin, 
by  the  feith  of  the  brother  of  Jared,  is  removed. 
Joshua  X.  12  :  "  Then  spake  Joshua  to  the  Lord  in  the 
day  when  the  Lord  dehvered  up  the  Amorites  before 
the  children  of  Israel,  and  he  said,  in  the  sight  of 
Israel,  'Sun,  stand  thou  stiU  upon  Gibeon, and  thou  moon 
in  the  valley  of  Ajalon.' "  Joshua  x.  13  :  "  And  the 
?un  stood  still,  and  the  moon  stayed,  until  the  people 
had  avenged  themselves  of  their  enemies.  Is  not  this 
«mtten  in  the  book  of  Jasher  ?  So  the  sun  stood  still 
in  the  midst  of  heaven,  and  hasted  not  to  go  down 
about  a  whole  day."  Matthew  xvii.  19  :  "Then  came 
the  disciples  to  Jesus  apart,  and  said,  '  Why  could  not 
we  cast  him  out  ? ' "  Matthew  xvii.  20  :  "  And  Jesus 
said  unto  them.  Because  of  your  unbelief ;  for  verily  I 
say  unto  you,  if  ye  have  faith  as  a  grain  of  mustard 
seed,  ye  shall  say  unto  this  mountain,  '  RemoN^  W^ssj^ 
to  yonder  place,'  and  it  shall  xemoN^^  ^lA  ^^""Swiss.^ 
shall  be  impossible  unto  you."     H^^ot^^^  i\.  ^"^  ^>^^ 
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the  following  verses :  '*  And  what  shall  I  say  more  ? 
for  the  time  would  fail  me  to  tell  of  Gideoii,  and  oi 
Barak,  and  of  Samson,  and  of  Jephthah,  of  David  also, 
and  Samuel,  g^nd  of  the  prophets,  wlio  through  faith 
subdued  kingdoms,  wrought  righteousness,  obtained 
promises,  stopped  the  mouths  of  lions,  quenched  the 
violence  of  fire,  escaped  the  edge  of  the  sword  ;  out  of 
weakness  were  made  strong,  waxed  valiant  in  fight, 
turned  to  flight  the  armies  of  the  aliens.  Women 
received  their  dead  raised  to  life  again,  and  others  were 
tortured,  not  accepting  deliverance,  that  they  might 
obtain  a  better  resurrection."  Lecture  i.  16,  17,  18, 
19,  20,  21,  22.

How  do  you  convey  to  the  understanding  more 
clearly  that  faith  is  the  first  great  governing  principle 
which  has  power,  dominion,  and  authority  over  all 
things  ?  By  it  they  exist,  by  it  they  are  upheld,  by  it 
they  are  changed,  or  by  it  they  remain,  agreeable  to 
the  will  of  God  ;  and  without  it  there  is  no  power,  and 
without  power  there  could  be  no  creation  nor  existence  J

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LECTURE    SECOND. 

1.  Having  shown  in  our  previous  lecture  "  faith  it- 
self— ^what  it  is/*  we  shall  proceed  to  show,  secondly, 
the  object  on  which  it  rests. 

2.  We  here  observe  that  God  is  the  only  supreme 
governor  and  independent  being  in  whom  all  fiillness 
and  perfection  dwell ;  who  is  omnipotent,  omnipresent, 
and  omniscient ;  without  beginning  of  days  or  end  of 
life ;  and  that  in  him  every  good  gift  and  every  good . 
principle  dwell ;  and  that  he  is  the  Father  of  lights ; 
in  him  the  principle  of  faith  dwells  independently, 
and  he  is  the  object  in  whom  the  faith  of  all  other 
rational  and  accountable  beings  center  for  life  and 
salvation. 

3.  In  order  to  present  this  part  of  the  subject  in  a 
dear  and  conspicuous  point  of  light,  it  is  necessary  to 

o  back  and  show  the  evidences  which  mankind  have 
ad,  and  the  foundation  on  which  these  evidences  are, 
or  were,  based  since  the  creation,  to  believe  in  the  exist- 
ence of  a  God. 

4.  We  do  not  mean  those  evidences  which  are 
manifested  by  the  works  of  creation  which  we  daily 
behold  with  our  natural  eyes.  We  are  sensible  that, 
after  a  revelation  of  Jesus  Christ,  the  works  of  crea- 
tion, throughout  their  vast  forms  and  varieties,  clearly 
exhibit  his  eternal  power  and  Godhead.  Romans  i. 
20  :  ".  For  the  invisible  things  of  him  from  the  crea- 
tion of  the  world  are  clearly  seen,  being  understood 
by  the  things  that  are  made,  even  his  ^t^wi^k.  y^^^^ 
and  Godhead;"  but  we  mean  t\iO^^  e^ni&L^evjia^  ^5^ 
which  the  Srst  thoughts  were  suggea^fedi  \iO  \!tva  \ssfl^ 

of  mm  that  Oiere  was  a  God  wlio  createdL  «XV  ^2ciw^ 
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5.  We  shall  now  proceed  to  examine  the  situation 
of  man  at  his  first  creation.  Moses,  the  historian,  has 
given  us  the  following  account  of  him  in  the  first  chap- 
ter of  the  book  of  Genesis,  beginning  with  the  20th 
verse,  and  closing  with  the  30th.  We  copy  from  the 
new  translation  : 

6.  "  And  I,  God,  said  unto  mine  Only  Begotten, 
which  was  with  me  from  the  beginning,  *  Let  us  make 
man  in  our  image,  after  our  likeness  ; '  and  it  was  so. 

7.  "  And  I,  God,  said,  '  Let  them  have  dominion 
over  the  fishes  of  the  sea,  and  over  the  fowl  of  the  air, 
and  over  the  cattle,  and  over  all  the  earth,  and  over 
every  creeping  thing  that  creepeth  upon  the  earth.' 

8.  "  And  I,  God,  created  man  in  mine  own  image, 
.  in  the  image  of  mine  Only  Begotten  created  I  him  ; 

male  and  female  created  I  them.  And  I,  God,  blessed 
them,  and  said  unto  them,  *  Be  firuitful,  and  multiply, 
and  replenish  the  earth,  and  subdue  it ;  and  have  do- 
minion over  the  fish  of  the  sea,  and  over  the  fowl  of 
the  air,  and  over  every  living  thing  that  moveth  upon 
the  earth.' 

9.  '*  And  I,  God,  said  unto  man,  *  Behold,  I  have 
given  you  every  herb  bearing  seed,  which  is  upon  the 
face  of  all  the  earth,  and  every  tree  in  the  which  shall 
be  the  fruit  of  a  tree  yielding  seed  ;  to  you  it  shall  be 
for  meat.'  " 

10.  Again,  Genesis  ii.  15,  16,  17,  19,  20  :  "And  I, 
the  Lord  God,  took  the  man,  and  put  him  into  the 
garden  of  Eden,  to  dress  it  and  to  keep  it.  And  I,  the 
Lord  God,  commanded  the  man  saying,  '  Of  every  tree 
of  the  garden  thou  niayest  freely  eat ;  but  of  the  tree 
of  the  knowledge  of  good  and  evil  thou  shalt  not  eat 
of  it ;  nevertheless  thou  mayest  choose  for  thyself,  for 
it  is  given  unto  thee  ;  but  remember  that  I  forbid  it, 
for  in  the  day  thou  eatest  thereof  thou  shalt  surely  die.' 

IJ.    *'And  out  of  the  ground  I,  the    Lord  God, 
^jrmed  every  beast  of  the  field,  and  eveT^  icy«\  Q^  ^\\a 
/>7>;   ojid  commanded  that   they  a\io\Ad    com^   ^ixi\ft 
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Adam,  to  see  what  he  would  call  them.  *  *  *  And 
whatsoever  Adam  called  every  living  creature,  thai 
should  be  the  name  thereof.  And  Adam  gave  nrvni(\; 
to  all  cattle,  and  to  the  fowl  of  the  air,  and  to  every 
beast  of  the  field." 

12.  From  the  foregoing  we  learn  man's  situation  at 
his  first  creation,  the  knowledge  with  which  he  wa:. 
endowed,  and  the  high  and  exalted  station  in  wliuli 
he  was  placed — lord  or  governor  of  all  things  on  earth, 
and  at  the  same  time  enjoying  communion  and  inter- 
course with  his  Maker,  without  a  vail  to  separate 
between.  We  shall  next  proceed  to  examine  the 
account  given  of  his  fall,  ana  of  his  being  driven  out 
of  the  garden  of  Eden,  and  from  the  presence  of  the 
Lord. 

13.  Moses  proceeds — "  And  they  "  (Adam  and  Eve) 
"  heard  the  voice  of  the  Lord  God,  as  they  were  walk- 
ing in  the  garden,  in  the  cool  of  the  day  ;  and  Adam 
and  his  wife  went  to  hide  themselves  from  the  presence 
of  the  Lord  God  amongst  the  trees  of  the  garden. 
And  I,  the  Lord  God,  caUed  unto  Adam,  and  said  unto 
him,  *  Where  goest  thou  ? '  And  he  said,  '  I  heard  thy 
voice  in  the  garden,  and  I  was  afraid,  because  I  beheld 
that  I  was  naked,  and  I  hid  myself.' 

14.  "  And  I,  the  Lord  God,  said  unto  Adam,  *  Who 
told  thee  thou  wast  naked  ?  Hast  thou  eaten  of  the 
tree  whereof  I  commanded  thee  that  thou  shouldst  not 
eat  ?  If  so,  thou  shouldst  surely  die  ? '  And  the  man 
said,  *The  woman  whom  thou  gavest  me,  and  com- 
mandedst  that  she  should  remain  with  me,  gave  me 
of  the  fruit  of  the  tree,  and  I  did  eat/ 

15.  "  And  I,  the  Lord  God,  said  unto  the  woman. 
What  is  this  thing  which  thou  hast  done  ? '     And 

the  woman  said,  *  The  serpent  beguiled  me,  and  I  did 
eat' 

16.  And  again,  the  Lord  said  \iii\«  \)[v^  \^Q\xi^^/\''^    . 
will  greatljr  multiply  thy  sorrow,  and  >;k^  q.qm,^^^^ 

In  aanow  thou  shalt   bring  fortYi  cbi\die.ii  \    ^>:^  "^ 
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desire  shall  be  to  thy  husband,  and  he  shall  rule  over 
thee. 

1 7.  "  And  unto  Adam,  I,  the  Lord  God,  said,  *  Because 
thou  hast  hearkened  unto  the  voice  of  thy  wife,  and 
hast  eaten  of  the  fruit  of  the  tree  of  which  I  com- 
manded thee,  saying,  Thou  shalt  not  eat  of  it !  cursed 
shall  be  the  ground  for  thy  sake  ;  in  sorrow  thou  shalt 
eat  of  it  all  the  days  of  thy  life.  Thorns  also,  and 
thistles  shall  it  bring  forth  to  thee,  and  thou  shalt  eat 
the  herb  of  the  field.  By  the  sweat  of  thy  face  shalt 
thou  eat  bread,  until  thou  shalt  return  unto  the 
ground — ^fbr  thou  shalt  surely  die — for  out  of  it  wast 
thou  taken :  for  dust  thou  wast,  and  unto  dust  shalt 
thou  return.'  "  This  was  immediately  followed  by  the 
fulfillment  of  what  we  previously  said — Man  was 
driven  or  sent  out  of  Eden. 

18.  Two  important  items  are  shown  from  the  former 
quotations.  First,  after  man  was  created,  he  was  not 
left  without  intelligence  or  understanding,  to  wander 
in  darkness  and  spend  an  existence  in  ignorance  and 
doubt  (on  the  great  and  important  point  which  effected 
his  happiness)  as  to  the  real  fact  by  whom  he  was 
created,  or  unto  whom  he  was  amenable  for  his  con- 
duct. God  conversed  with  him  face  to  face.  In  his 
presence  he  was  permitted  to  stand,  and  from  his 
own  mouth  he  was  permitted  to  receive  instruction. 
He  heard  his  voice,  walked  before  him  and  gazed  upon 
his  glory,  while  intelligence  burst  upon  his  understand- 
ing, and  enabled  him  to  give  names  to  the  vast  assem- 
blage of  his  Maker's  works. 

19.  Secondly,  we  have  seen,  that  though  man  did 
transgress,  his  transgression  did  not  deprive  him  of 
the  previous  knowledge  with  which  he  was  endowed 
relative  to  the  existence  and  glory  of  his  Creator  ;  for 
no  sooner  did  he  Ittar  his  voice  than  he  sought  to  hide 

himself  firom  his  presence. 

^j^^^'  -Having  shown,  then,  in  the  &re,t  \\\*^\\^^\  ^^^"^ 
"^^  b^:nn  to  converse  with  man  \mme4.\«A.e\Y  ^^^^e^^t^s 
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"breathed  into  his  nostrils  the  breath  of  life,"  and 
that  he  did  not  cease  to  manifest  himself  to  lii  n,  evei/ 
after  liis  fall,  we  shall  next  proceed  to  show,  that 
though  he  was  cast  out  from  the  garden  of  Eden,  hip 
knowledge  of  the  existence  of  God  was  not  lost, 
neither  did  God  cease  to  manifest  his  will  unto  him. 

21.  We  next  proceed  to  present"  the  account  of  tlio 
direct  revelation  which  man  received  after  he  was 
cast  out  of  Eden,  and  farther  copy  from  the  new 
translation — 

22.  After  Adam  had  been  driven  out  of  the  ;2;arden, 
he  "began  to  till 'the  earth,  and  to  have  dominion  over 
all  the  beasts  of  the  field,  and  to  eat  his  bread  by  the 
sweat  of  his  brow,  as  I  the  Lord  had  commanded  him." 
And  he  called  upon  the  name  of  the  Lord,  and  so  did 
Eve,  his  wife,  also.  "  And  they  heard  the  voice  of  tlie 
Lord,  from  the  way  toward  the  garden  of  Eden,  speak- 
ing unto  them,  and  they  saw  him  not,  for  they  were 
shut  out  from  his  presence ;  and  he  gave  unto  them 
commandments  that  they  should  worship  the  Lord 
their  God,  and  should  offer  the  firstlings  of  their  flocks 
for  an  offering  unto  the  Lord.  And  Adam  was  obe- 
dient unto  the  commandments  of  the  Lord. 

23.  "  And  after  many  days  an  angel  of  the  Lord 
appeared  unto  Adam,  saying,  *Why  dost  thou  offer 
sacrifices  unto  the  Lord  ? '  And  Adam  said  unto  him, 
*  I  know  not ;  save  the  Lord  commanded  me.' 

24.  "  And  then  the  angel  spake,  saying,  *This  thing 
is  a  similitude  of  the  sacrifice  of  the  Only  Begotten 
of  the  Father,  who  is  fall  of  grace  and  truth.  And 
thou  shalt  do  all  that  thou  doest  in  the  name  of  the 
Son,  and  thou  shalt  repent  and  call  upon  God  in  the 
name  of  the  Son  for  evermore.'  And  in  that  day  the 
Holy  Ghost  fell  upon  Adam,  which  beareth  record  of 
the  Father  and  the  Son." 

25.  This  last  quotation,  ot  ^umm^^^ ,  ^^^'^'^  *^iKia» 
important  fact,  that    thoucrh    owt   ^t^X.  \>^\<i"vv^  ^'s^ 

dnrm  out  of  the  g^ardeu  of  V.dew,  Mvdi  ^e^^  c^<«s.^^ 
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rated  from  the  presence  of  God  by  a  vail,  they  still 
retained  a  knowledge  of  his  existence,  and  that  suffi- 
ciently to  move  them  to  call  upon  him.  And  further, 
that  no  sooner  was  the  plan  of  redemption  revealed  to 
man,  and  he  began  to  call  upon  God,  than  the  Holji 
Spirit  was  given,  bearing  record  of  the  Father  and 
Son. 

26.  Moses  also  gives  us  an  account,  in  the  fourth  of 
Genesis,  of  the  transgression  of  Cain,  and  the  right- 
eousness of  Abel,  and  of  the  revelations  of  God  to  them. 
He  says,  "  In  process  of  time,  Cain  brought  of  the 
fruit  of  the  ground  an  offering  unto  the  Lord.  And 
Abel  also  brought  of  the  firstlings  of  his  flock,  and  of 
the  &t  thereof  And  the  Lord  had  respect  unto  Abel, 
and  to  his  offering  ;  but  unto  Cain  and  to  his  offering 
he  had  not  respect.  Now  Satan  knew  this,  and  it 
pleased  him.  And  Cain  was  very  wroth,  and  his  coun- 
tenance fell.  And  the  Lord  said  unto  Cain,  *  Why  art 
thou  wroth  ?    Why  is  thy  countenance  fallen  ?    If  thou 

.  doest  well,  thou  shalt  be  accepted.  And  if  thou  doest 
not  well,  sin  lieth  at  the  door,  and  Satan  desireth  to 
have  thee ;  and  except  thou  shalt  hearken  unto  my 
commandments,  I  will  deliver  thee  up,  and  it  shall  be 
unto  thee  according  to  his  desire.' 

27.  "And  Cain  went  into  the  field,  and  Cain  talked 
with  Abel,  his  brother.  And  it  came  to  pass  that 
while  they  were  in  the  field,  Cain  rose  up  against  Abel, 
his  brother,  and  slew  him.  And  Cain  gloried  in  that 
which  he  had  done,  saying,  *  I  am  free ;  surely  the 
flocks  of  my  brother  faUeth  into  my  hands.' 

28.  "  But  the  Lord  said  unto  Cain,  *  Where  is  Abel, 
thy  brother  ? '  And  he  said,  '  I  know  not.  Am  I  my 
brother's  keeper?'  And  the  Lord  said,  'What  hast 
thou  done  ?  the  voice  of  thy  brother's  blood  cries  unto 
me  from  the  ground.  And  now,  thou  shalt  be  cursed 
from  the  earth  which  hath  opened  her  mouth  to  receive 

thy  brother's  blood  from  thy  hand.    WYieci  tViou  't\!l'^«t 
^e  ground,  it  shall  not  henceforth  yieVA  \xii\ft  ^S^i^^Vet 
( 
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strengtL     A  fugitive  and  a  vagabond  shalt  thou  be  in 
the  earth.' 

29.  "  And  Cain  said  unto  the  Lord, '  Satan  tempted 
me  because  of  my  brother's  flocks.  And  I  was  wroth 
also  ;  for  his  offering  thou  didst  accept  and  not  mine  ; 
my  punishment  is  greater  than  I  can  bear.  Behold 
thou  hast  driven  me  out  this  day  from  the  face  of  the 
Lord,  and  from  thy  face  shall  I  be  hid  ;  and  I  shall  be 
a  fugitive  and  a  vagabond  in  the  earth ;  and  it  shall 
come  to  pass  that  he  that  findeth  me  will  slay  me 
because  of  mine  iniquities,  for  these  things  are  not  hid 
from  the  Lord.'  And  the  Lord  said  unto  him,  *  Who- 
soever slayeth  thee,  vengeance  shall  be  taken  on  him 
sevenfold.*  And  I  the  Lord  set  a  mark  upon  Cain,  lest 
any  finding  him  should  kill  him." 

30.  The  object  of  the  foregoing  quotations  is  to 
show  to  this  class  the  way  by  which  mankind  were  first 
made  acquainted  with  the  existence  of  a  God  ;  that  it 
was  by  a  manifestation  of  God  to  man,  and  that  God 
continued,  after  man's  transgression,  to  manifest  him- 
self to  him  and  to  his  posterity  ;  and,  notwithstanding 
they  were  separated  from  his  immediate  presence  that 
they  could  not  see  his  face,  they  continued  to  hear  his 
voice. 

31.  Adam,  thus  being  made  acquainted  with  God, 
communicated  the  knowledge  which  he  had  unto  his 
posterity ;  and  it  was  through  this  means  that  the 
thought  was  first  suggested  to  their  minds  that  there 
was  a  God,  which  laid  the  foundation  for  the  exercise 
of  their  faith,  through  which  they  could  obtain  a  know- 
ledge of  his  character  and  also  of  his  glory. 

32.  Not  only  was  there  a  manifestation  made  unto 
Adam  of  the  existence  of  a  God  ;  but  Moses  informs 
us,  as  before  quoted,  that  God  condescended  to  talk 
with  Cain  after  his  great  transgression  in  slaying  his 
brother,  and  that  Cain  knew  that  it  \j^  \\i<^\jsytS.  "^^csi^ 
wafi  UJking  with  him,  so  that  wken  Ve  ^^  $ccvn<£^  ^"^ 

Grom  tie  presence  of  his  brethreii,  Vie  c«uTt\^^  ^*^  ^^^ 
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the  knowledge  of  the  existence  of  a  God  ;  and,  through 
this  means,  doubtless,  his  posterity  became  acquainted 
with  the  fact  that  such  a  Being  existed. 

38.  From  this  we  can  see  that  the  whole  human 
family  in  the  early  age  of  their  existence,  in  all  their 
dififerent  branches,  had  this  knowledge  disseminated 
among  them  ;  so  that  the  existence  of  God  became  an 
object  of  faith  in  the  early  age  of  the  world.  And  the 
evidences  which  these  men  had  of  tlie  existence  of  n 
(jod,  was  the  testimony  of  their  fathers  in  the  fir;  t 
instance. 

34.  The  reason  why  we  have  been  thus  particul .:- 
on  this  part  of  our  subject,  is  that  this  class  may  see 
by  what  means  it  was  that  God  became  an  object  of 
faith  among  men  after  the  fall  ;  and  what  it  was  that 
^^tir^ed  up  the  faith  of  multitudes  to  feel  after  him- -to 
search  after  a  knowledge  of  his  character,  perfections 
and  attributes,  until  thin'  became  extensively  acquaint- 
ed with  him,  and  not  only  commune  with  him  and 
behold  his  glory,  but  be  partakers  of  his  power  and 
stand  in  his  presence. 

35.  Let  this  class  mark  particularly,  that  the  testi- 
mony which  these  men  had  of  the  existence  of  a  God, 
was  the  testimony  of  man  ;  for  previous  to  the  time 
that  p.ny  of  Adam's  posterity  had  obtained  a  manifesta- 
tion of  God  to  themselves,  Adam,  their  common  father, 
liad  testified  unto  them  of  the  existence  of  God,  and 
)F  his  eternal  power  and  Godhead. 

36.  For  instance,  Abel,  before  he  received  the  as- 
surance from  heaven  that  his  offerings  were  acceptable 
unto  God,  had  received  the  important  information  of 
his  fatlier  that  such  a  Being  did  exist,  who  had  created 
and  who  did  uphold  all  things.  Neither  can  there  be 
a  doubt  existing  on  the  mind  of  any  person,  thatf 
Adam  was  the  first  who  did  connnunicate  the  kiow- 
ledge  of  the  existence  of  a  (lod  to  his  posterity  and 
/)jat  the  whole  faith  of  the  world,  from  that  time 
.'  fr/y  to  the  present^  is  in  a  certain  de^ee  dct\iiTv.dftiit 
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on  the  knowledge  first  communicated  to  them  by  their 
common  progenitor ;  and  it  has  been  handed  down  to 
the  day  and  generation  in  which  we  live,  as  we  shall 
show  from  the  face  of  the  sacred  records. 

37.  First,  Adam  was  130  years  old  when  Seth  was 
bom.  Genesis  v.  3.  And  the  days  of  Adam,  after  he 
had  begotten  Seth,  were  800  years,  making  him  930 
years  old  when  he  died.  Genesis  v.  4,  5.  Seth  was 
105  when  Enos  was  bom  (verse  6) ;  Enos  was  90  when 
Cainan  was  bom  (verse  9)  ;  Cainan  was  70  when  Ma- 
halaleel  was  bom  (verse  12)  ;  Mahalaleel  was  65  when 
Jared  waa  born  (verse  15) ;  Jared  was  162  when  Enoch 
was  bom  Tverse  18) ;  Enoch  was  65  when  Methuselah 
was  bom  (verse  2X1 ;  Methuselah  was  187  when  Lamech 
was  bom  (verse  25) ;  Lamech  was  182  when  Noah  was 
bom  (verse  28). 

38.  From  this  account  it  appears  that  Lamech,  the 
9th  from  Adam,  and  the  father  of  Noah,  was  56  years 
old  when  Adam  died ;  Methuselah,  243  ;  Enoch,  308  ; 
Jared,  470 ;  Mahalaleel,  535 ;  Cainan,  605 ;  Enos, 
695  ;  and  Seth,  800. 

39.  So  that  Lamech  the  father  of  Noah,  Methuselah, 
Enoch,  Jared,  Mahalaleel,  Cainan,  Enos,  Seth,  and 
Adam,  were  all  living  at  the  same  time,  and,  be- 
yond aJl  controversy,  were  all  preachers  of  righteous- 
ness. 

40.  Moses  further  informs  us  that  Seth  lived  after 
he  begat  Enos,  807  years,  making  him  912  years  old  ai- 
his  death.  Genesis  v.  7,  8.  And  Enos  lived  after  he 
begat  Cainan,  815  years,  making  him  905  years  old 
when  he  died  (verses  10,  11).  And  C'ainan  lived  alter 
he  begat  Mahalaleel,  840  years,  making  liim  910  yeans 
old  at  his  death  (verses  13,  14).  And  Mahalaleel  lived 
after  he  begat,  Jared,  830  years,  making  him  895  yearn 
old  when  he  died  (verses  u\,  17).  And  Jared  lived  aftei 
he  begat  Enoch,  800  years,  making  him  ^^I^^^t^  <^\A.  ^V 
his  death  (verses  19,  20).  And  Enodv  N«?)X^^$y.  ^^^^ 
Chd  sAer  he  begat  Methuselah  300  y eax^,  m"8i«A\:^V\v^ 


^ 
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865  years  old  when  he  was  translated  (verses  22,  23).* 
And  Methuselah  lived  after  he  begat  Lamech,  782 
years,  making  him  969  years  old  when  he  died  (verses 
26,  27).  Lamech  lived  after  he  begat  Noah,  595  years, 
making  him  777  years  old  when  he  died  (verses  30,  31). 

41.  Agreeable  to  this  account,  Adam  died  in  the 
930th  year  of  the  world ;  Enoch  was  translated  in  the 
987th,*  Seth  died  in  the  1042nd  ;  Enosin  the  1140th ; 
Cainan  in  the  1235th  ;  Mahalaleel  in  the  1290th- 
Jared  in  the  1422nd  ;  Lamech  in  the  1651st ;  and 
Methuselah  in  the  1656th,  it  being*  the  same  year  Id 
which  the  flood  came. 

42.  So  that  Noah  was  84  years  old  when  Enos  died, 
176  when  Cainan  died,  234  when  Mahalaleel  died,  366 
when  Jared  died,  595  when  Lamech  died,  and  600 
when  Methuselah  died. 

43.  We  can  see  from  this  that  Enos,  Cainan,  Maha- 
laleel, Jared,  Methuselah,  Lamech,  and  Noah,  all  lived 
on  the  earth  at  the  same  time  ;  and  that  Enos,  Cainan, 
Mahalaleel,  Jared,  Methuselah,  and  Lamech,  were  ali 
acquainted  with  both  Adam  and  Noah. 

44.  From  the  foregoing  it  is  easily  to  be  seen,  not 
only  how  the  knowledge  of  God  came  into  the  world, 
but  upon  what  principle  it  was  preserved  ;  that  from 
the  time  it  was  first  communicated,  it  was  retained  in 
the  minds  of  righteous  men,  who  taught  not  only  their 
own  posterity  but  the  world ;  so  that  there  was  no 
need  of  a  new  revelation  to  man,  after  Adam's  crea- 
tion to  Noah,  to  give  them  the  first  idea  or  notion  of 
the  existence  of  a  God  ;  and  not  only  of  a  God,  but 
the  true  and  living  God. 

45.  Having  .traced  the  chronology  of  the  world 
from  Adam  to  Noah,  we  will  now  trace  it  from  Noah 
to  Abraham.  Noah  was  502  years  old  when  Shem  was 
born  ;  98  years  afterwards  the  flood  came,  being  the

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600th  year  of  Noah's  age.  And  Moses  informs  ns 
that  Noah  lived  after  the  flood  350  years,  making  him 
950  years  old  when  he  died.     Genesis  ix.  28,  29. 

46.  Shem  was  100  years  old  when  Arphaxad  was 
bom.  Genesis  xi.  10.  Arphaxad  was  35  when  Salah 
was  bom  (xi.  12)  ;  Salah  was  30  when  Eber  was  bom 
fxi  14^  ;  Eber  was  34  when  Peleg  was  bom,  in  whose 
aays  tne  earth  was  divided  (xi.  16)  ;  Peleg  was  30 
when  Reu  was  bom  (xi.  18)  ;  Reu  was  32  when  Semg 
was  bom  (xi.  20)  ;  Serug  was  30  when  Nahor  was  born 
(xi.  22)  ;  Nahor  was  29  when  Terah  was  born  (xi.  24) ; 
Terah  was  70  when  Haran  and  Abraham  were  bom 
(xi.  26). 

47.  There  is  some  difliculty  in  the  account  given  by 
Moses  of  Abraham's  birth.  Some  have  supposed  that 
Abraham  was  not  bom  imtil  Terah  was  130  years  old. 
This  conclusion  is  drawn  from  a  variety  of  scriptures, 
which  are  not  to  our  purpose  at  present  to  quote. 
Neither  is  it  a  matter  of  any  consequence  to  us  whether 
Abraham  was  bom  when  Terah  was  70  years  old,  or 
130.  But  in  order  that  there  may  no  doubt  exist  upon 
any  mind  in  relation  to  the  object  lying  immediately 
before  us,  in  presenting  the  present  chronology  we  will 
date  the  birth  of  Abraham  at  the  latest  period,  that  is, 
when  Terah  was  130  years  old.  It  appears  from  this 
account  that  from  the  flood  to  the  birth  of  Abraham, 
was  352  years. 

48.  Moses  informs  us  that  Shem  lived  after  he  begat 
Arphaxad,  500  years  (xi.  11) ;  this  added  to  100  years, 
which  was  his  age  wl^en  Arphaxad  was  bom,  makes  him 
600  years  old  when  he  died.  Arphaxad  lived  after  he 
begat  Salah,  403  years  (xi.  13) ;  this  added  to  35  years, 
which  was  his  age  when  Salah  was  born,  makes  him 
438  years  old  when  he  died.  Salah  lived  after  he  begat 
Eber,  403  years  (xi.  15)  ;  this  added  to  30  years,  which 
was  his  age  when  Eber  was  born,  makes  him  433  years 
old  when  he  died.  Eber  lived  after  he  be^^t  ?<i\e,^, 
iSOjeaiv^xL  17);  tins  added  to  34  yeaia, 'w^^Oc^^^i^ 
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his  age  when  Peleg  was  born,  makes  him  464  years  olA 
Peleg  lived  after  he  begat  Reu,  209  years  (xi.  19)  ;  this 
added  to  30  years,  which  was  his  age  when  Reu  was 
born,  makes  him  239  years  old  when  he  died.  Reu 
lived  after  he  begat  Serug  207  years  (xi.  21) ;  this 
added  to  32  years,  which  was  his  age  when  Serug  was 
bom,  makes  him  239  years  old  when  he  died.  Serug 
lived  after  he  begat  Nahor,  200  years  (xi.  23) ;  this 
added  to  30  years,  which  was  his  age  when  Nahor  was 
born,  makes  him  230  years  old  when  he  died.  Nahor 
lived  after  he  begat  Terah,  119  years  (xi.  25)  ;  this 
added  to  29  years,  which  was  his  age  when  Terah  was 
bom,  makes  him  148  years  old  when  he  died.  Terah 
was  130  years  old  when  Abraham  was  bom,  and  is 
supposed  to  have  lived  75  years  after  his  birth,  making 
him  205  years  old  when  he  died.  . 

49.  Agreeable  to  this  last  account,  Peleg  died  in 
the  1996th  year  of  the  world,  Nahor  in  the  1997th, 
and  Noah  in  the  2006tL  So  that  Peleg,  in  whose  days 
the  earth  was  divided,  and  Nahor,  the  grandfather  of 
Abraham,  both  died  before  Noah — the  former  being 
239  years  old,  and  the  latter  148  ;  and  who  cannot  but 
see  that  they  must  have  had  a  long  and  intimate  ac- 
quaintance with  Noah  ? 

50.  Reu  died  in  the  2026th  year  of  the  world, 
Semg  in  the  2049th,  Terah  in  the  2083rd,  Arphaxad 
in  the  2096th,  Salah  in  the  2126th,  Shem  in  the  2158th, 
Abraham  in  the  2183rd,  and  Eber  in  the  2187th,  which 
was  four  years  after  Abraham's  death.  And  Eber  was 
the  fourth  from  Noah. 

51.  Nahor,  Abraham's  brother,  was  58  years  old 
when  Noah  died,  Terah  128,  Semg  187,  Reu  219, 
Eber  283,  Salah  313,  Arphaxad  344,  and  Shem  448. 

52.  It  appears  from  this  account,  that  Nahor, 
hrotheT  of  Abraham,  Terah,  Nahor,  Semg,  Reu,  Peleg, 

M>er,  Salah,  Arphaxad,  Shem,  and  ^o^iv,  ^11  lived  on 

^e  earth  at  the    same  time  ;     and  t\vat  >s^it«)aasa.^«^ 

-^^  yeaxa  old  when  Reu  died,  41  vrti^ii  ^^t>;V^  wa.^  '^a^

brother  Nahor  died,  75  when  Terah  died,  88  when 
Arphaxad  died,  118  when  Salah  died,  150  when  Shem 
died,  and  that  Eber  lived  four  years  after  Abraham's 
death.  And  that  Shem,  Arphaxad,  Salah,  Eber,  Reu, 
Serug,  Terah,  and  Nahor,  the  brother  of  Abraham, 
and  Abraham,  lived  at  the  same  time.  And  that 
Nahor,  brother  of  Abraham,  Terah,  Serug,  Reu,  Eber, 
Salah,  Arphaxad,  and  Shem,  were  all  acquainted  with 
both  Noan  and  Abraham. 

53.  We  have  now  traced  the  chronology  of  the 
world  agreeable  to  the  account  given  in  our  present 
Bible,  from  Adam  to  Abraham,  and  have  clearly  deter- 
mined, beyond  the  power  of  controversy,  that  there 
was  no  difficulty  in  preserving  the  knowledge  of  God 
in  the  world  from  the  creation  of  Adam,  and  the  mani- 
festation made  to  his  immediate  descendants,  as  set 
forth  in  the  former  part  of  this  lecture ;  so  that  the 
students  in  this  class  need  not  have  any  doubt  resting 
on  their  minds  on  this  subject,  for  they  can  easily  see 
that  it  is  impossible  for  it  to  be  otherwise,  but  that  the 
knowledge  of  the  existence  of  a  God  must  have  con- 
tinued from  father  to  son,  as  a  matter  of  tradition  at 
least ;  for  we  cannot  suppose  that  a  knowledge  of  this 
important  fact  could  have  existed  in  the  mind  of  any 
of  the  before-mentioned  individuals,  without  their 
having  made  it  known  to  their  posterity. 

54.  We  have  now  shown  how  it  was  that  the  first 
thought  ever  existed  in  the  mind  of  any  individual 
that  there  was  such  a  Being  as  a  God,  who  had  created 
and  did  uphold  all  things :  that  it  was  by  reason  of  the 
manifestation  which  he  first  made  to  our  father  Adam, 
when  he  stood  in  his  presence,  and  conversed  with  him 
ferce  to  fitce,  at  the  time  of  his  creation. 

55.  Let  us  here  observe,  that  after  any  portion  ot 
the  human  family  are  made  acquainted  mm  \ltL<$i  xsss^^'^- 
tant  £ict  that  there  is  a  God,  who  \\as>  CTe^.\)e,^  ^\A\<^^^ 

uphold  all  things,  the  extent  of  their  k\\o\^\edL%<b  T<i'®^^^'^ 
£i^  his  character  and  glory  will  depend  w^oxi  ^'sa  ^^ 
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gence  and  faithfulness  in  seeking  after  him,  until,  like 
Enoch,  the  brother  of  Jared,  and  Moses,  they  shall 
obtain  faith  in  God,  and  power  with  him  to  behold  him 
face  to  face. 

56,  We  have  now  clearly  set  forth  how  it  is,  and 
how  it  was,  that  God  became  an  object  of  faith  for 
rational  beings ;  and  also,  upon  what  foundation  the 
testimony  was  based  which  excited  the  inquiry  and 
diligent  search  of  the  ancient  saints  to  seek  after  and 
obtain  a  knowledge  of  the  glory  of  God  ;  and  we  havp 
seen  that  it  was  human  testimony,  and  human  testi- 
mony only,  that  excited  this  inquiry,  in  the  first  in- 
stance, in  their  minds.  It  was  the  credence  thev  gave 
to  the  testimony  of  their  fathers,  this  testimony  having 
aroused  their  minds  to  inquire  after  the  knowledge  of 
God ;  the  inquiry  frequently  terminated,  indeed  always 
terminated  when  rightly  pursued,  in  the  most  glorious 
discoveries  and  eternal  certainty.

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LECTURE    THIRD. 

1.  In  the  second  lecture  it  was  shewn  how  it  was 
that  the  knowledge  of  the  existence  of  God  came  into 
the  world,  and  by  what  means  the  first  thoughts  were 
suggested  to  the  minds  of  men  that  such  a  Being  did 
actually  exist ;  and  that  it  was  by  reason  of  the  know- 
ledge of  his  existence  that  there  was  a  foundation  laid 
forlihe  exercise  of  faith  in  him,  as  the  ojily  Being  in 
whom  faith  could  center  for  life  and  salvation  ;  for 
faith  could  not  center  in  a  Being  of  whose  existence  we 
have  no  idea,  because  the  idea  of  his  existence  in  the 
first  instance  is  essential  to  the  exercise  of  faith  in  him. 
Romans  x.  14  :  "How  then  shall  they  call  on  him  in 
whom  they  have  not  believed  ?  and  how  shall  they  be- 
Ueve  in  him  of  whom  they  have  not  heard  ?  and  how 
shall  they  hear  without  a  preacher  (or  one  sent  to  tell 
them)  ?  So,  then,  faith  comes  by  hearing  the  word  of 
God."     (New  Translation.) 

2.  Let  us  here  observe,  that  three  things  are  neces- 
sary in  order  that  any  rational  and  intelligent  being 
may  exercise  faith  in  God  unto  Ufe  and  salvation. 

3.  First,  the  idea  that  he  actually  exists. 

4.  Secondly,  a  correct  idea  of  his  character,  perfec- 
tions, and  attributes. 

5.  Thirdly,  an  actual  knowledge  that  the  course  of 
life  which  he  is  pursuing  is  according  to  his  will.  For 
without  an  acquaintance  with  these  three  important 
facts,  the  faith  of  every  rational  being  must  be  imper- 
fect and  unproductive  ;  but  with  this  understanding  it 
can  become  perfect  and  fi^uitful,  abounding  iiiTi^KtosKysr 
ness,  unto  the  praise  and  glory  of  God  ^ke  Y^\)ck^T,  «5^.^ 
ihe  Lard  Jesua  Cbrist. 
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6.  Having  previously  been  made  acquainted  with 
the  way  the  idea  of  his  existence  came  into  the  world, 
as  well  as  the  fact  of  his  existence,  we  shall  proceed  to 
examine  his  character,  perfections,  and  attributes,  in 
order  that  this  class  may  see,  not  only  the  just  grounds 
which  they  have  for  the  exercise  of  faith  in  him  for  life 
and  salvation,  but  the  reasons  that  all  the  world,  also, 
as  far  as  the  idea  of  his  existence  extends,  may  have  to 
exercise  faith  in  him,  the  Father  of  all  living. 

7.  As  we  have  been  indebted  to  a  revelation  which 
God  made  of  himself  to  his  creatures,  in  the  first  in- 
stance, for  the  idea  of  his  existence,  so  in  like  manner 
we  are  indebted  to  the  revelations  which  he  has  given 
to  us  for  a  correct  understanding  of  his  character,  per- 
fections, and  attributes  ;  because,  without  the  revela- 
tions which  he  has  given  to  us,  no  man  by  searching 
could  find  out  God.  Job  xi.  7,  8,  9.  1  Corinthians  ii 
9,  10,  11  :  "But  as  it  is  written,  eye  hath  not  seen, 
nor  ear  heard,  neither  have  entered  into  the  heart  of 
man,  the  things  which  God  hath  prepared  for  them 
that  love  him ;  but  God  hath  revealed  them  unto  us 
by  his  Spirit,  for  the  Spirit  searcheth  all  things,  yea, 
the  deep  things  of  God.  For  what  man  knoweth  the 
things  of  a  man,  save  the  spirit  of  man  which  is  in 
him  ?  Even  so,  the  things  of  God  knoweth  no  man 
but  the  Spirit  of  God." 

8.  Having  said  so  much  we  proceed  to  examine  the 
character  which  the  revelations  have  given  of  God. 

9.  Moses  gives  us  the  following  account  in  Exodus, 
xxxiv.  6  :  "  And  the  Lord  passed  by  before  him,  and 
proclaimed,  '  The  Lord  God,  the  Lord  God,  merciful 
and  gracious,  long-suffering  and  abundant  in  goodness 
and  truth.'  "  Psalm  ciii.  6,  7,  8 :  "  The  Lord  executeth 
righteousness  and  judgment  for  all  that  are  oppressed. 
He  made  known  his  ways  unto  Moses,  his  acts  unto  the 
children  of  Israel.     The  Lord  is  mercifiil  and  gracious, 

sJow  to  anger  and  plenteous  in  mercy/'     Paabu  ciii.  17, 
JS  :  "But  the  mercy  of  the  Lord  \a  itom  e^NetWco:^ 
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to  everlasting  upon  them  that  fear  him,  and  his  right- 
eousness unto  children's  children,  to  such  as  keep  his 
covenant,  and  to  those  that  remember  his  command- 
ments to  do  them."  Psalm  xc.  2  :  "  Before  the  moun- 
tains were  brought  forth,  or  ever  thou  hadst  formed 
the  earth  and  the  world,  even  from  everlasting  to 
everlasting,  thou  art  God."  Hebrews  i.  10,  11,  12  : 
"And  thou,  Lord,  in  the  beginning,  hast  laid  the 
foundation  of  the  earth ;  and  the  heavens  are  the 
works  of  thine  hands  :  they  shall  perish,  but  thou 
remainest ;  and  they  all  shall  wax  old  as  doth  a  gar- 
ment ;  and  as  a  vesture  shalt  thou  fold  them  up,  and 
they  shall  be  changed  ;  but  thou  art  the  same  and  thy 
years  shall  not  fail"  James  i.  17  :  "  Every  good  gift 
and  every  perfect  gift  is  from  above,  and  cometh  down 
from  the  Father  of  lights,  with  whom  is  no  variable- 
ness, neither  shadow  of  turning."  Malachi  iii.  6  : 
"  For  I  am  the  Lord,  I  change  not ;  therefore  ye  sons 
of  Jacob  are  not  consumed." 

10.  Book  of  Commandments,  Sec.  3,  v.  2  :  "  For 
God  does  not  walk  in  crooked  paths,  neither  does  he 
turn  to  the  right  hand  or  the  left,  or  vary  from  that 
which  he  has  said,  therefore  his  paths  are  straight,  and 
his  course  is  one  eternal  round."  Book  of  Command- 
ments, Sec.  35,  V.  1 :  "  Listen  to  the  voice  of  the  Lord 
your  God,  even  Alpha  and  Omega,  the  beginning  and 
the  end,  whose  course  is  one  eternal  round,  the  same 
yesterday,  to-day,  and  forever." 

11.  Numbers  xxiii.  19  :  "  God  is  not  a  man  that  he 
should  lie,  neither  the  son  of  man  that  he  should  re- 
pent." 1  John  iv.  8  :  "He  that  loveth  not,  knoweth 
not  God,  for  God  is  love."  Act§  x.  34,  35:  "Then 
Peter  opened  his  mouth  and  said,  '  Of  a  truth  I  per- 
ceive that  God  is  no  respecter  of  persons,  but  in  every 
nation  he  that  feareth  God  and  worketh  righteousness  is 
accepted  with  him.' " 

12.  From  the  foregoing  testimonies)  Nie  \^*Kcvi.  ^^ 
foflowing  things  respecting  the  chaTac^T  ^i  ^^^  V 
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13.  First,  that  he  was  God  before  the  world  was 
created,  and  the  same  God  that  he  was  after  it  was 
created. 

14.  Secondly,  that  he  is  merciful  and  gracious,  slow 
to  anger,  abundant  in  goodness,  and  that  he  was  so 
from  everlasting,  and  will  be  to  everlasting. 

15.  Thirdly,  that  he  changes  not,  neither  is  there 
variableness  with  him  ;  but  that  he  is  the  same  from 
everlasting  to  everlasting,  being  the  same  yesterday, 
to-day,  and  for  ever ;  and  that  his  course  is  one  eternal 
round,  without  variation. 

16.  Fourthly,  that  he  is  a  God  of  truth  and  can- 
not lie. 

17.  Fifthly,  that  he  is  no  respecter  of  persons  :  but 
in  every  nation  he  that  fears  God  and  works  righteous- 
ness is  accepted  of  him. 

18.  Sixthly,  that  he  is  love. 

19.  An  acquaintance  with  these  attributes  in  the 
divine  character,  is  essentially  necessary,  in  order  that 
the  faith  of  any  rational  being  can  center  in  him  for 
life  and  salvation.  For  if  he  did  not,  in  the  first  in- 
stance, believe  him  to  be  God,  that  is,  the  Creator  and 
upholder  of  all  things,  he  could  not  center  his  faith  in 
him  for  life  and  salvation,  for  fear  there  should  be 
greater  than  he  who  would  thwart  all  his  plans,  and  he, 
like  the  gods  of  the  heathen,  would  be  unable  to  fulfill 
his  promises  ;  but  seeing  he  is  God  over  all,  from  ever- 
lasting to  everlasting,  the  Creator  and  upholder  of  all 
things,  no  such  fear  can  exist  in  the  minds  of  those  who 
put  their  trust  in  him,  so  that  in  this  respect  their 
laith  can  be  without  wavering. 

20.  But  secondly ;  unless  he  was  merciful  and  gra- 
cious, slow  to  anger,  long-suffering  and  full  of  goodness, 
such  is  the  weakness  of  human  nature,  and  so  great  the 
frailties  and  imperfections  of  men,  that  unless  they 
believed  that  these  excellencies  existed  in  the  divine 
character,  the  faith  necessary  to  salvation  could  not 

exist  J  for  doubt  would  take  tVie  p\a(i^  oi  laiv^,  wA 
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those  who  know  their  weakness  and  liability  to  sin 
would  be  in  constant  doubt  of  salvation  if  it  were  not 
for  the  idea  whicli  they  have  of  the  excellency  of  the 
character  of  God,  that  he  is  slow  to  anger  and  long- 
suffering,  and  of  a  forgiving  disposition,  and  does 
forgive  iniquity,  transgression,  and  sin.  An  idea  of 
these  facts  does  away  doubt,  and  makes  faith  exceed- 
ingly strong. 

21.  But  it  is  equally  as  necessary  that  men  should 
have  the  idea  that  he  is  a  God  who  changes  not,  in 
order  to  have  faith  in  him,  as  it  is  to  have  the  idea 
that  he  is  gracious  and  long-suffering  ;  for  without  the 
idea  of  unchangeableness  in  the  character  of  the  Deity, 
doubt  would  take  the  place  of  faith.  But  with  the 
idea  that  he  changes  not,  faith  lays  hold  upon  the  ex- 
cellencies in  his  character  with  unshaken  confidence, 
believing  he  is  the  same  yesterday,  to-day,  and  forever, 
and  that  his  course  is  one  eternal  round. 

22.  And  again,  the  idea  that  he  is  a  God  of  truth 
and  cannot  lie,  is  equally  as  necessary  to  the  exercise 
of  faith  in  liim  as  the  idea  of  his  unchangeableness. 
For  without  the  idea  that  he  was  a  God  of  truth  and 
could  not  lie,  the  confidence  necessary  to  be  placed  in 
his  word  in  order  to  the  exercise  of  faith  in  him  could 
not  exist.  But  having  the  idea  that  he  is  not  man, 
that  he  cannot  lie,  it  gives  power  to  the  minds  of  men  to 
exercise  faith  in  him. 

23.  But  it  is  also  necessary  that  men  should  have 
an  idea  that  he  is  no  respecter  of  persons,  for  with  the 
idea  of  all  the  other  excellencies  in  his  character,  and 
thid  one  wanting,  men  could  not  exercise  faith  in  him  ; 
because  if  he  were  a  respecter  of  persons,  they  could 
not  tell  what  their  privileges  were,  nor  how  far  they 
were  authorized  to  exercise  faith  in  him,  or  whether 
they  were  authorized  to  do  it  at  all,  but  all  must  be 
confusion  ;  but  no  sooner  are  the  m\\\d^  o^  \xi^?cv\sssy»$i& 
Hcquainted  with  the  truth  on  this  poiivt,  \\\^\3  V^  "v^  "W^i 

respecter  of  persons,  than    they  see  t\i^^  ^ii^e-^  Vv:^'^. 
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authority  by  faith  to  lay  hold  on  eternal  life,  the  richest 
boon  of  heaven,  because  God  is  no  respecter  of  persons, 
and  that  every  man  in  every  nation  has  an  equal 
privilege. 

24.  And  lastly,  but  not  less  important  to  the  exer- 
cise of  faith  in  God,  is  the  idea  that  he  is  love  ;  for 
with  all  the  other  excellencies  in  his  character,  without 
this  one  to  influence  them,  they  could  not  have  such 
powerful  dominion  over  the  minds  of  men  ;  but  when 
the  idea  is  planted  in  the  mind  that  he  is  love,  who 
cannot  see  the  just  ground  that  men  of  every  nation, 
kindred,  and  tongue,  have  to  exercise  faith  in  God  so 
as  to  obtain  eternal  life  ? 

25.  From  the  above  description  of  the  character  of 
the  Deity,  which  is  given  him  in  the  revelations  to 
men,  there  is  a  sure  foundation  for  the  exercise  of 
faith  in  him  among  every  people,  nation,  and  kindred, 
from  age  to  age,  and  from  generation  to  generation. 

26.  Let  us  here  observe  that  the  foregoing  is  the 
character  which  is  given  of  God  in  his  revelations  to 
the  Former-day  Saints,  and  it  is  also  the  character 
which  is  given  of  him  in  his  revelations  to  the  Latter- 
day  Saints,  so  that  the  saints  of  former  days  and  those 
of  latter  days  are  both  alike  in  this  respect ;  the 
Latter-day  Saints  having  as  good  grounds  to  exercise 
faith  in  God  as  the  Former-day  Saints  had,  because 
the  same  character  is  given  of  him  to  both.

What  effect  would  it  have  on  any  rational  being 
not  to  have  an  idea  that  the  Lord  was  God,  the  Creator 
and  upholder  of  all  things  ?  It  would  prevent  him 
from  exercising  faith  in  him  unto  life  and  salvation. 

Why  would  it  prevent  him  from  exercising  faith  in 
God  ?  Because  he  would  be  as  the  heathen,  not  know- 
ing but  there  might  be  a  being  greater  and  more  power- 
ful than  he,  and  thereby  he  be  prevented  from  fulfilling 
his  promises.     Lecture  iii.  19. 

Does  this  idea  prevent  this  doubt  ?  It  does ;  for 
persons  having  this  idea  are  enabled  thereby  to  exercise 
laith  without  this  doubt.     Lecture  iii.  19. 

Is  it  not  also  necessary  to  have  the  idea  that  God 
is  merciful  and  gracious,  long-suffering  and  full  of 
goodness  ?     It  is.     Lecture  iii.  20. 

Why  is  it  necessary  ?  Because  of  the  weakness  and 
imperfections  of  human  nature,  and  the  great  frailties 
of  man  ;  for  such  is  the  weakness  of  man,  and  such  his 
frailties,  that  he  is  liable  to  sin  continually,  and  if  God 
were  not  long-suffering,  and  full  of  compassion,  gracioiL^ 
and  merciful,  and  of  a  forgiving  disposition,  man  would 
he  cut  oS  from  before  him,  in  consequence  of  which  he 
would  4>e  in  continual  doubt  and  c.o\x\d  ^o\>  cYw^T^\efe 
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faith ;  for  where  doubt  is,  there  faith  has  no  power ; 
but  by  man's  believing  that  God  is  full  of  compassion 
and  forgiveness,  long-suffering  and  slow  to  anger,  he 
can  exercise  faith  in  him  and  overcome  doubt,  so  as  to 
be  exceedingly  strong.     Lecture  iii.  20. 

Is  it  not  equally  as  necessary  that  man  should  have 
on  idea  that  God  changes  not,  neither  is  there  variable- 
ness with  him,  in  order  to  exercise  faith  in  him  unto 
life  and  salvation?  It  is;  because  without  this,  he 
would  not  know  how  soon  the  mercy  of  God  might 
change  into  cruelty,  his  long-suft'ering  into  rashness, 
his  love  into  hatred,  and  in  consequence  of  which  doubt 
man  would  be  incapable  of  exercising  faith  in  him,  but 
having  the  idea  that  he  is  unchangeable,  man  can  have 
faith  in  him  continually,  believing  that  what  he  was 
yesterday  he  is  to-day,  and  will  be  forever.  Lecture 
lu.  21. 

Is  it  not  necessary  also,  for  men  to  have  an  idea 
that  God  is  a  being  of  truth  before  they  can  have 
perfect  faith  in  him  ?  It  is  ;  for  unless  men  have  this 
idea  they  cannot  place  confidence  in  his  word,  and,  not 
))eing  able  to  place  confidence  in  his  word,  they  could 
not  have  faith  in  him  ;  but  believing  that  he  is  a  God 
of  truth,  and  that  his  word  cannot  fail,  their  faith  can 
rest  in  him  without  doubt.     Lecture  iii.  22. 

Could  man  exercise  faith  in  God  so  as  to  obtain 
eternal  hfe  unless  he  believed  that  God  was  no  respecter 
of  persons  ?  He  could  not ;  because  without  this  idea 
he  could  not  certainly  know  that  it  was  his  privilege 
so  to  do,  and  in  consequence  of  this  doubt  his  faith 
could  not  be  sufficiently  strong  to  save  him.  Lecture 
m.  23. 

Would  it  be  possible  for  a  man  to  exercise  faith  in 
Gk)d,  so  as  to  be  saved,  unless  he  had  an  idea  that  God 
was  love  ?    He  could  not ;  because  man  could  not  love 
God  unless  he  had  an  idea  that  God  >Na%  Icw^,  ^\A  Si 
he  did  not  love  God  he  could  not  \\a\ft  i^\\)c^  V^ksccl^ 
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What  is  the  description  which  the  sacred  writers 
give  of  the  chanacter  of  the  Deity  calculated  to  do? 
It  is  calculated  to  lay  a  foundation  for  the  exercise  of 
faith  in  him,  as  far  as  the  knowledge  extends,  among 
all  people,  tongues,  languages,  kindreds  and  nations, 
and  that  from  age  to  age,  and  from  generation  to 
generation.     Lecture  iii.  25. 

Is  the  character  which  God  has  given  of  himself 
uniform  ?  It  is,  in  all  his  revelations,  whether  to  the 
Former-day  Saints,  or  to  the  Latter-day  Saints,  so 
that  they  all  have  the  authority  to  exercise  faith  in 
him,  and  to  expect,  by  the  exercise  of  their  faith,  to 
enjoy  the  same  blessings.     Lecture  iii.  26. 
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LECTURE  FOURTH. 

1.  Having  shown,  in  the  third  lecture,  that  correct 
ideas  of  the  character  of  God  are  necessary  in  order 
to  the  exercise  of  faith  in  him  unto  life  and  salvation  ; 
and  that  without  correct  ideas  of  his  character  the 
minds  of  men  could  not  have  sufficient  power  with 
God  to  the  exercise  of  faith  necessary  to  the  enjoyment 
of  eternal  life  ;  and  that  correct  ideas  of  his  character 
lay  a  foundation,  as  far  as  his  character  is  concerned, 

•  for  the  exercise  of  faith,  so  as  to  enjoy  the  fullness  of 
the  blessing  of  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  even  that  of 
eternal  glory  ;  we  shall  now  proceed  to  show  the  con- 
nection there  is  between  correct  ideas  of  the  attributes 
of  God,  and  the  exercise  of  faith  in  him  unto  eternal  life. 

2.  Let  us  here  observe,  that  the  real  design  which 
the  God  of  heaven  had  in  view  in  making  the  human 
femily  acquainted  mth  his  attributes,  was,  that  they, 
through  tne  ideas  of  the  existence  of  his  attributes, 
might  be  enabled  to  exercise  faith  in  him,  and,  through 
the  exercise  of  faith  in  him,  might  obtain  eternal  life  ; 
for  without  the  idea  of  the  existence  of  the  attributes 
which  belong  to  God  the  minds  of  men  could  not  have 
power  to  exercise  faith  in  him  so  as  to  lay  hold  upon 
eternal  life.  The  God  of  heaven,  understanding  most 
perfectly  the  constitution  of  human  nature,  and  the 
weakness  of  men,  knew  what  was  necessary  to  be  re- 
vealed, and  what  ideas  must  be  planted  in  their  minds 
in  order  that  they  might  be  enabled  to  exercise  faith 
in  him  unto  eternal  life. 

3.  Having  said  so  much,  we  shall  proceed  t^  ^:&r 
amine  the  attributes  of  God,  as  set  forav  m\v\8»  t^'^^^- 
iionA  f^  fha  human  ffl.7nilv.  and  to  skiow  \io\j  we-Q^^^asT? 
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correct  ideas  of  his  attributes  are  to  enable  men  to 
exercise  faith  in  him ;  for  without  these  ideas  being 
planted  in  the  minds  of  men  it  would  be  out  of  the 
power  of  any  person  or  persons  to  exercise  faith  in  God 
so  as  to  obtain  eternal  life.  So  that  the  divine  com- 
munications made  to  men  in  the  first  instance  were 
designed  to  establish  in  their  minds  the  ideas  necessary 
to  enable  them  to  exercise  faith  in  God,  and  through 
this  means  to  be  partakers  of  his  glory. 

4.  We  have,  in  the  revelations  which  he  has  given 
to  the  human  family,  the  following  account  of  his 
attributes  : 

5.  First — Knowledge.  Acts  xv.  18  :  "  Known  unto 
God  are  all  his  works  from  the  beginning  of  the  world." 
Isaiah  xlvi.  9,  10  :  "  Remember  the  former  things  of 
old  :  for  I  am  God,  and  there  is  none  else  ;  I  am  God, 
and  there  is  none  like  me,  declaring  the  end  from  the 
beginning,  and  from  ancient  time  the  things  that  are 
not  yet  done,  saying  *My  counsel  shall  stand,  and  I 
will  do  all  my  pleasure.'" 

6.  Secondly — Faith  or  power.  Hebrews  xi.  3 : 
"  Through  faith  we  understand  that  the  worlds  were 
framed  by  the  word  of  God."  Genesis  i.  1  :  "In  the 
beginning  God  created  the  heaven  and  the  earth." 
Isaiah  xiv.  24,  27  :  "  The  Lord  of  hosts  hath  sworn, 
saying,  *  Surely  as  I  have  thought,  so  shall  it  come  to 
pass  :  and  as  I  have  purposed  so  shall  it  stand.  For 
the  Lord  of  Hosts  hath  purposed,  and  who  shall  dis- 
annul it  ?  and  his  hand  is  stretched  out,  and  who  shall 
turn  it  back  ? ' " 

7.  Tliirdly — ^Justice.  Psalm  Ixxxix.  14  :  "  Justice 
and  judgment  are  the  habitation  of  thy  throne." 
Isaiah  xlv.  21  :  "  Tell  ye,  and  bring  them  near ;  yea, 
let  them  take  counsel  together  :  who  hath  declared  this 
from  the  ancient  time  ?  have  not  I  the  Lord  ?  and 
there  is  no  God  else  beside  me ;  a  just  God  and  a 

Saviour. "    Zephamah  iii.  5  :  "  Tke  ^w^t  LoTd  k  in  the 
mj'dst  thereof,        Zechariah  ix.  9  :  "^e^o\e^  ^<&^^1> 
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0  daughter  of  Zion  ;  shout,  0  daughter  of  Jerusalem  ; 
behold  thy  King  cometh  unto  thee  :  he  is  just  and 
having  salvation." 

8.  Fourthly — Judgment.  Psalm  Ixxxix.  14  :  "Jus- 
tice and  judgment  are  the  habitation  of  thy  throne." 
Deuteronomy  xxxii.  4  :  "  He  is  the  Rock,  his  work  is 
perfect ;  for  all  his  ways  are  judgment :  a  God  of 
truth  and  without  iniquity,  just  and  right  is  he." 
Psalm  ix.  7  :  "  But  the  Lord  shall  endure  for  ever.. 
He  hath  prepared  his  throne  for  judgment."  Psalmi 
ix.  16  :  "  The  Lord  is  known  by  the  judgment  which, 
he  executeth." 

9.  Fifthly — Mercy.  Psalm  Ixxxix.  14  :  "  Mercy 
and  truth  shall  go  before  his  face."  Exodus  xxxiv.  6  : 
"  And  the  Lord  passed  by  before  him,  and  proclaimed, 
*  The  Lord,  the  Lord  God,  merciful  and  gracious.* " 
Nehemiah  ix.  17  :  "  But  thou  art  a  God  ready  to  par- 
don, gracious  and  merciful." 

10.  And  sixthly — Truth.  Psalm  Ixxxix.  14 : 
'*  Mercy  and  truth  shall  go  before  thy  face."  Exodus 
xxxiv.  6  :  "  Long-suffering  and  abundant  in  goodness 
and  truth."  Deuteronomy  xxxii.  4  :  "He  is  the  Rock, 
ids  work  is  perfect ;  for  all  his  ways  are  judgment :  a 
God  of  truth  and  without  iniquity,  just  and  right  is 
he."  Psalm  xxxi.  5  :  "  Into  Thine  hand  I  commit  my 
spirit :  thou  hast  redeemed  me,  0  Lord  God  of  Truth." 

11.  By  a  little  reflection  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
idea  of  the  existence  of  these  attributes  in  the  Deity  is 
necessary  to  enable  any  rational  being  to  exercise  faith 
in  him  ;  for  without  the  idea  of  the  existence  of  these 
attributes  in  the  Deity  men  could  not  exercise  faith 
in  him  for  life  and  salvation  ;  seeing  that  without  the 
knowledge  of  all  things  God  would  not  be  able  to  save 
any  portion  of  his  creatures  ;  for  it  is  by  reason  of  the 
knowledge  which  he  has  of  all  things,  from  the  begin- 
ning to  the  end,  that  enables  him  to  ^\Nfe  \k"aX>  xisA^'^- 
standing  to  his  creatures  by  wliicli  tWy  «uT^  TaaA.^  ^^as.- 
taieis  of  eternal  life  ;  and  if  it  were  iio\)  i«t  \5cife  \^^»* 
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existing  in  the  minds  of  men  that  God  had  all  kn(»w- 
ledge  it  would  be  impossible  for  them  to  exercise  feith 
in  him. 

12.  And  it  is  not  less  necessary  that  men  should 
have  the  idea  of  the  existence  of  the  attribute  power 
in  the  Deity  ;  for  unless  God  had  power  over  all  things, 
and  was  able  by  his  power  to  control  all  things,  and 
thereby  deliver  his  creatures  who  put  their  trust  in 
him  from  the  power  of  all  beings  that  might  seek  their 
destruction,  whether  in  heaven,  on  earth,  or  in  hell, 
men  could  not  be  saved.  But  with  the  idea  of  the 
existence  of  this  attribute  planted  in  the  mind,  men 
feel  as  though  they  had  nothing  to  fear  who  put  their 
trust  in  God,  believing  that  he  has  power  to  save  all 
who  come  to  him  to  the  very  uttermost. 

1 3.  It  is  also  necessary,  in  order  to  the  exercise  of 
faith  in  God  unto  life  and  salvation,  that  men  should 
have  the  idea  of  the  existence  of  the  attribute  justice 
in  him ;  for  \vithout  the  idea  of  the  existence  of  the 
attribute  justice  in  the  Deity  men  could  not  have  con- 
tidence  sufficient  to  place  themselves  under  his  guidance 
and  direction ;  for  they  would  be  filled  with  fear  and 
doubt  lest  the  judge  of  all  the  earth  would  not  do 
right,  and  thus  fear  or  doubt,  existing  in  the  mind, 
would  preclude  the  possibility  of  the  exercise  of  faith 
in  him  for  life  and  salvation.  But  when  the  idea  of  the 
existence  of  the  attribute  justice  in  the  Deity  is  fairly 
planted  in  the  mind,  it  leaves  no  room  for  doubt  to  get 
mto  the  heart,  and  the  mind  is  enabled  to  cast  itself 
upon  the  Almighty  without  fear  and  without  doubt,  and 
with  the  most  inisliaken  confidence,  believing  that  the 
Judge  of  all  the  earth  will  do  right. 

14.  It  is  also  of  equal  importance  that  men  should 
have  the  idea  of  the  existence  of  the  attribute  judg- 
ment in  God,  in  order  that  they  may  exercise  faith  in 
him  for  life  and  salvation  ;  for  ^^dthout  the  idea  of  the 
existence  of  this  attribute  in  the  Deity,  it  would  be 

impossible  fox  men  to  exercise  iaitYi  in  \\\ai  lotXvi^  «sii 
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alvation,  seeing  that  it  is  through  the  exercise  of  this 
.ttribute  that  the  faithful  in  Christ  Jesus  are  delivered 
ut  of  the  hands  of  those  who  seek  their  destruction  ; 
3r  if  God  were  not  to  come  out  in  swift  judgment 
gainst  the  workers  of  iniquity  and  the  powers  of 
arkness,  his  saints  could  not  be  saved ;  for  it  is  by 
adgment  that  the  Lord  delivers  his  saints  out  of  the 
ands  of  all  their  enemies,  and  those  who  reject  the 
ospel  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  But  no  sooner  is  the 
iea  of  the  existence  of  this  attribute  planted  in  the 
linds  of  men,  than  it  gives  power  to  the  mind  for  the 
xercise  of  faith  and  confidence  in  God,  and  they  are 
nabled  by  faith  to  lay  hold  on  the  promises  which  are 
et  before  them,  and  wade  through  all  the  tribulations 
nd  afflictions  to  which  they  are  subjected  by  reason  of 
he  persecution  from  those  who  know  not  God,  and 
bey  not  the  gospel  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  believing 
hat  in  due  time  the  Lord  will  come  out  in  swift  judg- 
lent  against  their  enemies,  and  they  shall  be  cut  off 
rom  before  him,  and  that  in  his  own  due  time  he  will 
•ear  them  off  concpierors,  and  more  than  conquerors, 
1  all  things. 

15.  And  again,  it  is  equally  important  that  men 
hould  have  the  idea  of  the  existence  of  the  attribute 
aercy  in  the  Deity,  in  order  to  exercise  faith  in  him 
3r  fife  and  salvation  ;  for  without  the  idea  of  the 
xistence  of  this  attribute  in  the  Deity,  the  spirits  of 
he  saints  would  faint  in  the  midst  of  the  tribulations 
Mictions,  and  persecutions  which  they  have  to  endure 
OT  riighteousness'  sake.  But  when  the  idea  of  the 
xistence  of  this  attribute  is  once  established  in  the 
aind  it  gives  life  and  energy  to  the  spirits  of  the  saints, 
»elieving  that  the  mercy  of  God  will  be  poured  out 
ipon  them  in  the  midst  of  their  afflictions,  and  that 
le  will  compassionate  them  in  their  sufferings,  and 
hat  the  mercy  of  God  will  lay  hold  of  them  and 
ecure  them  in  the  arms  of  his  love,  ^o  \)[va.\>  ^^l  ^^^^ 
^ceive  a  full  reward  for  all  their  suff exmg,^. 

16.  And  lastly,  but  not  less  iiapoitaxiX.  \)0  ^^  ^"*^ 
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ercise  of  faith  in  God,  is  the  idea  of  the  existence  of 
the  attribute  truth  in  him  ;  for  without  the  idea  of 
the  existence  of  this  attribute  the  mind  of  man  could 
have  nothing  upon  which  it  could  rest  with  certainty 
— ^all  would  be  confusion  and  doubt.  But  with  the 
idea  of  the  existence  of  this  attribute  in  the  Deity  in 
the  mind,  all  the  teachings,  instructions,  promises,  and 
blessings,  become  realities,  and  the  mind  is  enabled  to 
lay  hold  of  them  with  certainty  and  confidence,  be- 
lieving that  these  things,  and  all  that  the  Lord  has 
said,  shall  be  fulfilled  in  their  time  ;  and  that  all  the 
cursings,  denunciations,  and  judgments,  pronounced 
upon  the  heads  of  the  unrighteous,  will  also  be  exe- 
cuted in  the  due  time  of  the  Lord  :  and,  by  reason  of 
the  .truth  and  veracity  of  him,  the  mind  beholds  its 
deliverance  and  salvation  as  being  certain. 

17.  Let  the  mind  once  reflect  sincerely  and  candidly 
upon  the  ideas  of  the  existence  of  the  before-mentioned 
attributes  in  the  Deity,  and  it  will  be  seen  that,  as  far 
as  his  attributes  are  concerned,  there  is  a  sure  founda- 
tion laid  for  the  exercise  of  faith  in  him  for  life  and 
salvation.  For  inasmuch  as  God  possesses  the  attribute 
knowledge,  he  can  make  all  things  known  to  his  saints 
necessary  for  their  salvation ;  and  as  he  possesses  the 
attribute  power,  he  is  able  thereby  to  deliver  them 
from  the  power  of  all  enemies  ;  and  seeing,  also,  that 
justice  is  an  attribute  of  the  Deity,  he  will  deal  with 
them  upon  the  principles  of  righteousness  and  equity, 
and  a  just  reward  will  be  granted  unto  them  for  all 
their  afflictions  and  sufferings  for  the  truth's  sake. 
And  as  judgment  is  an  attribute  of  the  Deity  also,  his 
saints  can  have  the  most  unshaken  confidence  that  they 
will,  in  due  time,  obtain  a  perfect  deliverance  out  of 
the  hands  of  all  their  enemies,  and  a  complete  victory 
over  all  those  who  have  sought  their  hurt  and  destruc- 
tion. And  as  mercy  is  also  an  attribute  of  the  Deity, 
his  saints  can  have  confidence  that  it  will  be  exercis^ 
towards  them,  and  through  the  exeiciae  of  that  attri- 
bute  towards  them  comfort  and  coi\ao\a.\,\oTL  V^  \3fe 
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administered  unto  them  abundantly,  amid  all  their 
afflictions  and  tribulations.  And,  lastly,  realizing  that 
truth  is  an  attribute  of  the  Deity,  the  mind  is  led  to 
rejoice  amid  all  its  trials  and  temptations,  in  hope  of 
tiiat  glory  which  is  to  be  brought  at  the  revelation  of 
Jesus  Christ,  and  in  view  of  that  crown  which  is  to  be 
placed  upon  the  heads  of  the  saints  in  the  day  when 
the  Lord  shall  distribute  rewards  unto  them,  and  in 
prospect  of  that  eternal  weight  of  glory  which  the 
Lord  has  promised  to  bestow  upon  them,  when  he  shall 
bring  them  in  the  midst  of  his  throne  to  dwell  in  his 
presence  eternally. 

18.  In  view,  then,  of  the  existence  of  these  attri- 
butes, the  faith  of  the  saints  can  become  exceedingly 
strong,  abounding  in  righteoiisness  unto  the  praise  and 
glory  of  God,  and  can  exert  its  mighty  influence  in 
searching  after  wisdom  and  understanding,  until  it 
has  obtained  a  knowledge  of  all  things  that  pertain  to 
life  and  salvation. 

19.  Such,  then,  is  the  foundation  which  is  laid, 
through  the  revelation  of  the  attributes  of  God,  for  the 
exercise  of  &ith  in  him  for  life  and  salvation ;  and  see- 
ing that  these  are  attributes  of  the  Deity,  they  are 
unchangeable — being  the  same  yesterday,  to-day,  and 
for  ever — ^which  gives  to  the  minds  of  the  Latter-day 
Saints  the  same  power  and  authority  to  exercise  faitn 
in  God  which  the  Former-day  Saints  had  ;  so  that  all 
the  saints,  in  this  respect,  have  been,  are,  and  will  be, 
alike  until  the  end  of  time  ;  for  God  never  changes, 
therefore  his  attributes  and  character  remain  forever 
the  same.  And  as  it  is  through  the  revelation  of  these 
that  a  foundation  is  laid  for  the  exercise  of  faith  in 
God  unto  life  and  salvation,  the  foundation,  therefore, 
for  the  exercise  of  faith  was,  is,  and  ever  will  be,  the 
same  ;  so  that  all  men  have  had,  and  will  have,  an 
equal  privilege.

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LECTURE    FIFTH. 

1.  In  our  fonner  lectures  we  treated  of  the  being, 
character,  perfections,  and  attributes,  of  God.  What 
we  mean  by  perfections  is,  the  perfections  which  belong 
to  all  the  attributes  of  his  nature.  We  shall,  in  this 
lecture,  speak  of  the  Godhead — we  mean  the  Father, 
Son,  and  Holy  Spirit. 

2.  There  are  two  personages  who  constitute  the 
great,  matchless,  governing,  and  supreme,  power  over 
all  things,  by  whom  all  things  were  created  and  made, 
that  are  created  and  made,  whether  visible  or  invisible, 
whether  in  heaven,  on  earth,  or  in  the  earth,  under  the 
earth,  or  throughout  the  immensity  of  space.  They 
are  the  Father  and  the  Son — the  Father  being  a  per- 
sonage of  spirit,  glory,  and  power,  possessing  aU  pertiec- 
tion  and  fullness,  the  Son,  who  was  in  the  bosom  of  the 
Father,  a  personage  of  tabernacle,  made  or  fashioned 
like  unto  man,  or  being  in  the  form  and  likeness  of 
man,  or  rather  man  was  formed  after  his  likeness  and 
in  his  image  ;  he  is  also  the  express  image  and  likeness 
of  the  personage  of  the  Father,  possessing  all  the  full- 
ness of  the  Father,  or  the  same  fullness  with  the 
Father;  being  begotten  of  him,  and  ordained  from 
before  the  foundation  of  the  world  to  be  a  propitiation 
for  the  sins  of  all  those  who  should  believe  on  his 
name,  and  is  called  the  Son  because  of  the  flesh,  and 
descended  in  sufiering  below  that  which  man  can 
suffer ;  or,  in  other  words,  suffered  greater  suff*erings, 
and  was  exposed  to  more  powerful  contradictions  than 
any  man  can  be.     But,  notwithstanding  all  this,  he 

Aep^  the  law  of  God,  and  remained  mtkoxsA,  ^m,  ^Wk- 
la^  thereby  that  it  is  in  the  powei  oi  maa  \jo  \fc«^  ^<5i 
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law  and  remain  also  without  sin ;  and  also,  that  by 
him  a  righteous  judgment  might  come  upon  all  flesh, 
and  that  all  who  walk  not  in  the  law  of  God  may 
justly  be  condemned  by  the  law,  and  have  no  excuse 
for  their  sins.  And  he  being  the  Only  Begotten  of  the 
Father,  full  of  grace  and  truth,  and  having  overcome, 
received  a  fullness  of  the  glory  of  the  Father,  possess- 
ing the  same  mind  with  the  Father,  which  mind  is  the 
Holy  Spirit,  that  bears  record  of  the  Father  and  the 
Son,  and  these  three  are  one  ;  or,  in  other  words,  these 
three  constitute  the  great,  matchless,  governing  and 
supreme,  power  over  all  things ;  by  whom  all  things 
were  created  and  made  that  were  created  and  made,  and 
these  three  constitute  the  Godhead,  and  are  one ;  the 
Father  and  the  Son  possessing  the  same  mind,  the  same 
wisdom,  glory,  power,  and  fullness — filling  all  in  all ;  the 
Son  being  filled  with  the  fullness  of  the  mind,  glory,  and 
power  ;  or,  in  other  words,  the  spirit,  glory,  and  power, 
of  the  Father,  possessing  all  knowledge  and  glory,  and 
the  same  kingdom,  sitting  at  the  right  hand  of  power, 
in  the  express  image  and  likeness  of  the  Father,  medi- 
ator for  man,  being  filled  with  the  fullness  of  the  mind 
of  the  Father ;  or,  in  other  words,  the  Spirit  of  the 
Father,  which  Spirit  is  shed  forth  upon  all  who  believe 
on  his  name  and  keep  his  commandments ;  and  all 
those  who  keep  his  commandments  shall  grow  up  from 
grace  to  grace,  and  become  heirs  of  the  heavenly 
kingdom,  and  joint  heirs  with  Jesus  Christ ;  possessing 
the  same  mind,  being  transformed  into  the  same  image 
or  likeness,  even  the  express  image  of  him  who  fills  all 
in  all ;  being  filled  with  the  fullness  of  his  glory,  and 
become  one  in  him,  even  as  the  Father,  Son  and  Holy 
Spirit  are  one. 

3.  From  the  foregoing  account  of  the  Godhead, 
which  is  given  in  his  revelations,  the  saints  have  a  sure 
foundation  laid  for  the  exercise  of  faith  unto  l\fe  ^jcwi. 
salvation,  through  the  atonement  aivdi  TSi^^\^NAftw  <^*l 
Jesus  Christ;  bj  whose  blood  theyl^iaN^  ^^^^^^^"^^^ 
of  sins,  and  also  a  sure  reward  laid  u^  ^^"^  \X\^"«^  Sa 
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heaven,  even  that  of  partaking  of  the  fullness  of  the 
Father  and  the  Son  through  the  Spirit.  As  the  Son 
partakes  of  the  fullness  of  the  Father  through  the 
Spirit,  so  the  saints  are,  by  the  same  Spirit,  to  be  par- 
takers of  the  same  fullness,  to  enjoy  the  same  glory ; 
for  as  the  Father  and  the  Son  are  one,  so,  in  like 
manner,  the  saints  are  to  be  one  in  them.  Through 
the  love  of  the  Father,  the  mediation  of  Jesus  Christ, 
and  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  they  are  to  be  heirs 
of  God,  and  joint  heirs  with  Jesus  Christ.

What  are  we  to  understand  by  the  perfections  of 
the  Deity  ?  The  perfections  which  belong  to  his 
attributes. 

How  many  personages  are  there  in  the  Godhead  ? 
Two  :  the  Father  and  Son.     Lecture  v.  1. 

How  do  you  prove  that  there  are  two  personages  in 
the  Godhead  ?  By  the  Scriptures.  Genesis  i.  26. 
Also  lecture  ii.  6  :  "  And  the  Lord  God  said  unto  the 
Only  Begotten,  who  was  with  him  from  the  beginning, 
'  Let  us  make  man  in  our  image,  after  our  likeness  ' — 
and  it  was  done."  Genesis  iii.  22  :  "  And  the  Lord 
God  said  unto  the  Only  Begotten,  '  Behold,  the  man  is 
become  as  one  of  us  :  to  know  good  and  evil.'  "  John 
xvii.  5  :  "  And  now,  0  Father,  glorify  thou  me  with 
thine  own  self  with  the  glory  which  I  had  with  thee 
before  the  world  was."     Lecture  v.  2. 

What  is  the  Father  ?     He  is  a  personage  of  glory 
and  of  power.    Lecture  v.  2. 
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How  do  you  prove  that  the  Father  is  a  personage 
of  glory  and  of  power?  Isaiah  Ix.  19:  "The  sun 
shall  be  no  more  thy  light  by  day,  neither  for  bright- 
ness shall  the  moon  give  Kght  unto  thee  ;  but  the  Lord 
shall  be  unto  thee  an  everlasting  Hght,  and  thy  God 
thy  glory."  1  Chronicles  xxix.  11  :  "  Thine,  0  Lord, 
is  the  greatness,  and  the  power,  and  the  glory."  Psalm 
xxix.  3  :  "  The  voice  of  the  Lord  is  upon  the  waters  : 
the  God  of  glory  thunders."  Psalm  Ixxix.  9  :  "Help 
us,  0  God  of  our  salvation,  for  the  glory  of  thy  name." 
Romans  i.  23  :  "  And  changed  the  glory  of  the  incor- 
ruptible God  into  an  image  made  like  to  corruptible 
man."  Secondly,  of  power.  1  Chronicles  xxix.  11  : 
"  Thine,  0  Lord,  is  the  greatness,  and  the  power,  and 
the  glory."  Jeremiah  xxxii.  17  :  "  Ah  !  Lord  God, 
behold  thou  hast  made  the  earth  and  the  heavens  by 
thy  great  power,  and  stretched-out  arm  ;  and  there  is 
nothing  too  hard  for  thee."  Deuteronomy  iv.  37  : 
"  And  because  he  loved  thy  fathers,  therefore  he  chose 
their  seed  after  them,  and  brought  them  out  in  his 
sight  with  his  mighty  power."  2  Samuel  xxii.  33  : 
"God  is  my  strength  and  power."  Job  xxvi.,  com- 
mencing with  the  7th  verse  to  the  end  of  the  chapter  : 
"  He  stretcheth  out  the  north  over  the  empty  place, 
and  hangeth  the  earth  upon  nothing.  He  bindeth  up 
the  waters  in  his  thick  clouds  ;  and  the  cloud  is  not 
rent  under  them.  He  holdeth  back  the  face  of  his 
throne,  and  spreadeth  his  cloud  upon  it.  He  hath 
compassed  the  waters  with  bounds,  until  the  day  and 
night  come  to  an  end.  The  pillars  of  heaven  tremble, 
and  are  astonished  at  his  reproof  He  divideth  the 
seawich  his  power,  and  by  his  understanding  he  smiteth 
through  the  proud.  By  his  Spirit  he  hath  garnished 
the  heavens  ;  his  hand  hath  formed  the  crooked  ser- 
pent. Lo,  these  are  parts  of  his  ways  !  but  how  little 
a  portion  is  heard  of  him  ?  But  the  thunder  of  his 
power  who  can  understand  ? " 

What  18  the  Son  ?     First,  lie  ia  a  ^et^Q\i^%^  ^^ 
tabenmcle.    Lecture  v.  2. 
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How  do  you  prove  it  ?  John  xiv.  9,  10,  11 :  "Jesus 
saith  unto  him,  '  Have  I  been  so  long  time  with  you,- 
and  yet  hast  thou  not  known  me,  Philip  ?  He  that 
hath  seen  me  hath  seen  the  Father ;  and  how  sayest 
thou  then.  Show  us  the  Father  ?  Believest  thou  not 
that  I  am  in  the  Father,  and  the  Father  in  me  ?  The 
words  that  I  speak  unto  you  I  speak  not  of  myself : 
but  the  Father  that  dwelleth  in  me  he  doeth  the  works. 
Believe  me  that  I  am  in  the  Father  and  the  Father  in 
me/  "  Secondly, — and  being  a  personage  of  tabernacle, 
was  made  or  fashioned  like  unto  man,  or  being  in  the 
form  and  likeness  of  man.  Lecture  v.  2.  Philippians 
ii.  2-8  :  "  Let  this  mind  be  in  you,  which  was  also  in 
Christ  Jesus ;  who,  being  in  the  form  of  God,  thought 
it  not  robbery  to  be  equal  with  God  ;  but  made  himself 
of  no  reputation,  and  took  upon  him  the  form  of  a 
servant,  and  was  made  in  the  likeness  of  man,  and 
being  found  in  fashion  as  a  man,  he  humbled  himself, 
and  became  obedient  unto  death,  even  the  death  of  the 
cross."  Hebrews  ii.  14,  16  :  "  Forasmuch  then  as  the 
children  are  partakers  of  flesh  and  blood,  he  also  him- 
self likewise  took  part  of  the  same.  For  verily  he 
took  not  on  him  the  nature  of  angels  :  but  he  took  on 
him  the  seed  of  Abraham."  Thirdly,  he  is  also  in  the 
likeness  of  the  personage  of  the  Father.  Lecture  v.  2. 
Hebrews  i.  1,  2,  3 :  "  God,  who  at  sundry  times  and  in 
divers  manners,  spake  in  times  p^ist  to  the  fathers,  by 
the  prophets,  hath  in  these  last  days  spoken  unto  us  by 
his  Son,  whom  he  hath  appointed  heir  of  all  things,  by 
whom  also  he  made  the  worlds  ;  who  being  the  bright- 
ness of  his  glory,  and  the  express  image  of  his  person." 
Again,  Philippians  ii.  5,  6  :  "  Let  this  mind  be  in  you, 
which  was  also  in  Christ  Jesus  ;  who,  being  in  the 
form  of  God,  thought  it  not  robbery  to  be  equal  witli 
God." 

Was  it  by  the  Father  and  the  Son  that  all  things 
were  created  and  made  that  were  created  and  made  ? 
It  was.     Colossians  i.  15,  16,  \1  \  "N^o  \s\\\^  Vmai^^ 
o/  the  invisible  God,  the  first  \)OTii  oi  e^ety  Q;t^^\,\5;tii\ 
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for  by  him  were  all  things  created  that  are  in  heaven 
and  that  are  in  earth,  visible  and  invisible,  whether 
they  be  thrones  or  dominions,  principahties  or  powers  ; 
all  things  were  created  by  him  and  for  him  ;  and  he  is 
before  all  thingp,  and  by  him  all  things  consist."  Gene- 
sis i.  1 :  "  In  the  beginning  God  created  the  heavens 
and  the  earth."  Hebrews  i.  2  :  (God)  "  Hath  in  these 
last  days  spoken  unto  us  by  liis  Son,  whom  he  hath 
appointed  heir  of  all  things,  by  whom  also  he  made  the 
worlds." 

Does  he  possess  the  fullness  of  the  Father?  He 
does.  Colossians  i.  19,  ii.  9  :  "  For  it  pleased  the 
Father  that  in  him  should  all  fullness  dwell."  "  For 
in  him  dwelleth  all  the  fullness  of  the  Godhead  bodily." 
Ephesians  i.  23  :  "  Which  is  his  (Chi'ist's)  body,  the 
fullness  of  him  that  fills  all  in  all." 

Why  was  he  called  the  Son  ?  Because  of  the  flesh. 
Luke  i.  33  :  "  That  holy  thing  which  shall  be  born  of 
thee,  shall  be  called  the  Son  of  God."  Matthew  iii. 
16,  17  :  "  And  Jesus,  when  he  was  baptized,  went  up 
straightway  out  of  the  water,  and-  lo,  the  heavens  were 
opened  unto  him,  and  he  (John)  saw  the  Spirit  of  God 
descending  like  a  dove  and  lighting  upon  lum  :  and  lo, 
a  voice  from  heaven  saying,  '  This  is  my  beloved  Son, 
in  whom  I  am  well  pleased.'" 

Was  he  ordained  of  the  Father,  from  before  the 
foundation  of  the  world,  to  be  a  propitiation  for  the 
sins  of  aU  those  who  should  believe  on  his  name  ?  He 
was.  1  Peter  i.  18,  19,  20  :  "  Forasmuch  as  ye  know 
that  ye  were  not  redeemed  with  corruptible  things,  as 
silver  and  gold,  from  your  vain  conversation,  received 
by  tradition  from  your  fathers  :  but  with  the  precious 
blood  of  Christ,  as  of  a  lamb  without  blemish  and 
without  spot ;  who  verily  was  foreordained  before  the 
foundation  of  the  world,  but  was  manifested  in  these 
last  times  for  you."  Revelations  xiii.  ^  *.  "  kxA  ^ 
that  dwell  upon  the  earth  shall  nvot^^  ^>cffl£v  ^^^ 
beast),  wbose  names  are  not  written.  m\Jcife\i0^oi\5i^ 
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of  the  Lamb  slain  from  the  foundation  of  the  world." 
1  Corinthians  ii.  7  :  "But  we  speak  the  wisdom  of 
God  in  a  mystery,  even  the  hidden  mystery,  which  God 
ordained  before  the  world,  unto  our  glory." 

Do  the  Father  and  the  Son  possess  the  same  mind? 
They  do.  John  v.  30  :  "I  (Christ)  can  of  my  own 
self  do  nothing  :  as  I  hear,  I  judge,  and  my  judgment 
is  just ;  because  I  seek  not  my  own  will,  but  the  will 
of  the  Father  who  sent  me."  John  vi.  38  :  "For  I 
(Christ)  came  down  from  heaven,  not  to  do  my  own 
will,  but  the  will  of  him  that  sent  me."  John  x.  30: 
"  I  (Christ)  and  my  Father  are  one." 

What  is  this  mind  ?  The  Holy  Spirit.  John  xv. 
26  :  "  But  when  the  Comforter  is  come,  whom  I  will 
send  unto  you  from  the  Father,  even  the  Spirit  ot 
truth,  which  proceeds  from  the  Father,  he  shall  testify 
of  me  (Christ)."  Galatians  iv.  6  :  "  And  because  ye 
are  sons,  God  hath  sent  forth  the  Spirit  of  his  Son  into 
your  hearts." 

Do  the  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Spirit  constitute  the 
Godhead?    They  do.     Lecture  v.  2.* 

Do  the  believers  in  Christ  Jesus,  through  the  gift  of 
the  Spirit,  become  one  with  the  Father  and  the  Son, 
as  the  Father  and  the  Son  are  one  ?  They  do.  John 
xvii.  20,  21  :  "  Neither  pray  I  for  these  (the  apostles) 
alone,  but  for  them  also  who  shall  beHeve  on  me 
through  their  word ;  that  they  all  may  be  one ;  as 
thou.  Father,  art  in  me,  and  I  in  thee,  that  they  also 
may  be  one  in  us,  that  the  world  may  believe  that  thou 
hast  sent  me." 

Does  the  foregoing  account  of  the  Godhead  lay  a 
sure  foundation  for  the  exercise  of  faith  in  him  unto 
life  and  salvation  ?     It  does. 

How  do  you  prove  it  ?    By  the  third  paragraph  of 
this  lecture.*

LECTURE    SIXTH. 

1.  Having  treated  in  the  preceding  lectures  of  the 
.deas,  of  the  character,  perfections,  and  attributes  of  God, 
we  next  proceed  to  treat  of  the  knowledge  which  persons 
nust  have,  that  the  course  of  life  which  they  pursue  is 
iccording  to  the  will  of  God,  in  order  that  they  may  be 
enabled  to  exercise  faith  in  him  unto  life  and  salvation. 

2.  This  knowledge  supplies  an  important  place  in 
revealed  religion  ;  for  it  was  by  reason  of  it  that  the 
incients  were  enabled  to  endure  as  seeing  him  who  is 
invisible.  An  actual  knowledge  to  any  person,  that 
bhe  course  of  life  which  he  pursues  is  according  to  the 
will  of  God,  is  essentially  necessary  to  enable  him  to 
tiave  that  confidence  in  God  without  which  no  person 
3an  obtain  eternal  life.  It  was  this  that  enabled  the 
incient  saints  to  endure  all  their  afflictions  and  perse- 
3utions,  and  to  take  joyfully  the  spoihng  of  their  goods, 
knowing  (not  believing  merely)  that  they  had  a  more 
3nduring  substance.     Hebrews  x.  34. 

3.  Having  the  assurance  that  they  were  pursuing  a 
30urse  which  was  agreeable  to  the  will  of  God,  they 
were  enabled  to  take,  not  only  the  spoiling  of  their 
^oods,  and  the  wasting  of  their  substance,  joyfully, 
but  also  to  suffer  death  in  its  most  horrid  forms ;  know- 
ing (not  merely  believing)  that  when  this  earthly 
house  of  their  tabernacle  was  dissolved,  they  had  a 
building  of  God,  a  hour e  not  made  with  hands,  eternal 
in  the  heavens.     2  Coriuthians  v.  1. 

4.  Such  was,  and  always  will  be,  the  situation  of 
the  saints  of  God,  that  unless  they  have  an  actual 
knowledge  that  the  course  they  are  p\itsv\m^  \^  ^^Q,Qt\- 
in^  to  we  will  of  God  they  will  groN<i  vf e«i^  Vsi  "Oae^ 
umds,  and  &mt ;  for  such  has  \>eeii,  audi  ^l^^'^^  '^^ 
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be,  the  opposition  in  the  hearts  of  unbelievers  and 
those  that  know  not  God  against  the  pure  and  unadiJ- 
jerated  rehgion  of  heaven  (the  only  thing  which  insures 
3temal  life),  that  they  will  persecute  to  the  uttermost 
all  that  worship  God  according  to  his  revelations,  re- 
ceive the  truth  in  the  love  of  it,  and  submit  themselves 
to  be  guided  and  directed  by  his  will ;  and  drive  them 
to  such  extremities  that  nothing  short  of  an  actual 
knowledge  of  their  being  the  favorites  of  heaven,  and 
of  their  having  embraced  that  order  of  things  which 
God  has  established  for  the  redemption  of  man,  will 
enable  them  to  exercise  that  confidence  in  him,  neces- 
sary for  them  to  overcome  the  world,  and  obtain  that 
crown  of  glory  which  is  laid  up  for  them  that  fear  (lod. 

5.  For  a  man  to  lay  down  his  all,  his  character  and 
reputation,  his  honor,  and  applause,  his  good  name 
among  men,  his  liouses,  liis  lands,  his  brothers  and 
sisters,  his  wife  and  children,  and  even  his  own  life 
also — counting  all  things  but  filth  and  dross  for  the 
excellency  of  the  knowledge  of  Jesus  Christ — ^requires 
more  than  mere  belief  or  supposition  that  he  is  doing 
the  will  of  God  ;  but  actual  knowledge,  realizing  that, 
when  these  sufferings  are  ended,  he  will  enter  into 
eternal  rest,  and  be  a  partaker  of  the  glory  of  God. 

6.  For  unless  a  person  does  know  that  he  is  walk- 
ing according  to  the  will  of  God,  it  would  be  offering 
an  insult  to  the  dignity  of  the  Creator  were  he  to  say 
that  he  would  be  a  partaker  of  his  glory  when  he  should 
be  done  with  the  things  of  this  life.  But  when  he 
has  this  knowledge,  and  most  assuredly  knows  that  he 
is  doing  the  will  of  God,  his  confidence  can  be  equally 
strong  that  he  will  be  a  partaker  of  the  glory  of  God. 

7.  Let  us  here  observe,  that  a  religion  that  does 
not  require  the  sacrifice  of  all  things  never  has  power 
sufficient  to  produce  the  faith  necessary  unto  life  and 
salvation ;  for,  from  the  first  existence  of  man,  the 
faith  necessary  unto  the  enjoyment  of  life  and  salva- 
tion never  could  be  obtained  without  the  sacrifice  of 

aJJ  earthly  things.     It  was  tYvroug);!  t\v\s  ^a^Tv^^^,  ^sA 
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this  only,  that  God  has  ordained  that  men  should  en- 
joy eternal  life  ;  and  it  is  through  the  medium  of  the 
sacrifice  of  all  earthly  things  that  men  do  actually 
know  that  they  are  doing  the  things  that  are  well 
pleasing  in  the  sight  of  God.  When  a  man  has  offered 
in  sacrifice  all  that  he  has  for  the  tnith's  sake,  not  even 
withholding  his  life,  and  believing  before  God  that  he 
has  been  called  to  make  this  sacrifice  because  he  seeks 
to  do  his  will,  he  does  know,  most  assuredly,  that  God 
does  and  will  accept  his  sacrifice  and  ofi*ering,  and  that 
he  has  not,  nor  will  not  seek  his  face  in  vain.  Under 
these  circumstances,  then,  he  can  obtain  the  faith 
necessary  for  him  to  lay  hold  on  eternal  life. 

8.  It  is  in  vain  for  persons  to  fancy  to  themselves 
that  they  are  heirs  with  those,  or  can  be  heirs  with  them, 
who  have  offered  their  all  in  sacrifice,  and  by  this  means 
obtained  faith  in  God  and  favor  with  him  so  as  to 
obtain  eternal  life,  unless  they,  in  like  manner,  offer 
unto  him  the  same  sacrifice,  and  through  that  offering 
obtain  the  knowledge  that  they  are  accepted  of  him. 

9.  It  was  in  offering  sacrifices  that  Abel,  the  firsi 
martyr,  obtained  knowledge  that  he  was  accepted  of 
God.  And  fi-om  the  days  of  righteous  Abel  to  the 
present  time,  the  knowledge  that  men  have  that  they 
are  accepted  in  the  sight  of  God  is  obtained  by  offering 
sacrifice.  And  in  the  last  days,  before  the  Lord  comes, 
he  is  to  gather  together  his  saints  who  have  made  a 
covenant  with  him-  by  sacrifice.  Psalm  1.  3,  4,  5  :  ''Our 
God  shall  come,  and  shall  not  keep  silence  :  a  fire  shall 
devour  before  him,  and  it  shall  be  very  tempestuous 
round  about  him.  He  shall  call  to  the  heavens  from 
above,  and  to  the  earth,  that  he  may  judge  his  people. 
Gather  my  saints  together  unto  me  ;  those  that  have 
made  a  covenant  with  me  by  sacrifice." 

10.  Those,  then,  who  make  the  sacrifice,  will  have  the 
testimony  that  their  course  is  pleasing  in  the  sight  of 
God;  and  those  who  have  this  testimony  wVVVWn^I^^^ 
to  lay  hold  on  eternal  life,  and  will  be  e\ia}d\.^^,\)cctQv\j^ 

£uth,  ix>  endure  unto  the  end,  and  leceVv^  \!cia  ostor^rs^ 
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that  is  laid  up  for  them  that  love  the  appearing  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ.  But  those  who  do  not  make  the 
sacrifice  cannot  enjoy  this  faith,  because  men  are  depen- 
dent upon  this  sacrifice  in  order  to  obtain  this  faith : 
therefore,  they  cannot  lay  hold  upon  eternal  life,  be- 
cause the  revelations  of  God  do  not  guarantee  unto 
them  the  authority  so  to  do,  and  without  this  guarantee 
faith  could  not  exist. 

11.  All  the  saints  of  whom  we  have  account,  in  all 
the  revelations  of  God  which  are  extant,  obtained  the 
knowledge  which  they  had  of  their  acceptance  in  his 
sight  through  the  sacrifice  which  they  ofiFered  unto  him ; 
and  through  the  knowledge  tlius  obtained  their  faith 
became  sufficiently  strong  to  lay  hold  upon  the  promise 
of  eternal  life,  and  to  endure  as  seeing  him  who  is 
invisible ;  and  were  enabled,  through  faith,  to  combat 
the  powers  of  darkness,  contend  against  the  wiles  of 
the  adversary,  overcome  the  world,  and  obtain  the  end 
of  their  faith,  even  the  salvation  of  their  souls. 

12.  But  those  who  have  not  made  this  sacrifice  to 
God  do  not  know  that  the  course  which  they  pursue  is 
well  pleasing  in  his  sight ;  for  whatever  may  be  their 
belief  or  their  opinion,  it  is  a  matter  of  doubt  and 
uncertainty  in  their  mind ;  and  where  doubt  and  uncer- 
tainty are  there  faith  is  not,  nor  can  it  be.  For  doubt 
and  faith  do  not  exist  in  the  same  person  at  the  same 
time ;  so  that  persons  whose  minds  are  under  doubts  and 
fears  cannot  have  unshaken  confidence  ;  and  where  un- 
shaken confidence  is  not  there  faith  is  weak  ;  and  where 
faith  is  weak  the  persons  will  not  be  able  to  contend 
against  all  the  opposition,  tribulations,  and  afilictions 
which  they  will  have  to  encounter  in  order  to  be  heirs 
of  God,  and  joint  heirs  with  Christ  Jesus  ;  and  they 
will  grow  weary  in  their  minds,  and  the  adversary  will 
have  power  over  them  and  destroy  them. 


This  Lecture  is  so  plain,  and  the  facts  set  forth  so  self- 
evjdent  that  it  is  deemed  unnecessary  to  Iottcv  a.  Q,«A^<iMRm 
upon  it:   the  student   is,  therefore,  mstruct^^  to  cotasmx 
the  whole  to  memory* 
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LECTURE    SEVENTH. 

1 .  In  the  preceding  lessons  we  treated  of  what  faith 
as,  and  of  the  object  on  which  it  rested.  Agreeable 
3  our  plan,  we  now  proceed  to  speak  of  its  eflfects. 

2.  As  we  have  seen  in  our  former  lectures  that  faith 
ras  the  principle  of  action  and  of  power  in  all  intelli- 
ent  beings,  both  in  heaven  and  on  earth,  it  will  not 
e  expected  that  we  shall,  in  a  lecture  of  this  descrip- 
ion,  attempt  to  unfold  all  its  effects ;  neither  is  it 
ecessary  to  our  purpose  so  to  do,  for  it  would  embrace 
U  things  in  heaven  and  on  earth,  and  encompass  all 
he  creations  of  God,  with  all  their  endless  varieties ; 
3r  no  worid  has  yet  been  framed  that  was  not  framed 
y  faith,  neither  has  there  been  an  intelligent  being  on 
ny  of  God's  creations  who  did  not  get  there  by  reason 
f  faith  as  it  existed  in  himself  or  in  some  other 
eing ;  nor  has  there  been  a  change  or  a  revolution  in 
ny  of  the  creations  of  God,  but  it  has  been  effected 
y  faith  ;  neither  will  there  be  a  change  or  a  revolu- 
ion,  unless  it  is  effected  in  the  same  way,  in  any  of 
lie  vast  creations  of  the  Almighty,  for  it  is  by  faith 
liat  the  Deity  works. 

3.  Let  us  here  offer  some  explanation  in  relation  to 
dth,  that  our  meaning  may  be  clearly  comprehended. 
Ve  ask,  then,  what  are  we  to  understand  by  a  man's 
'orking  by  faith  ?  We  answer — we  understand  that 
^hen  a  man  works  by  faith  he  works  by  mental  exer- 
lon  instead  of  physical  force.  It  is  by  words,  instead 
f  exerting  his  physical  powers,  with  which  every  being 
^orks  when  he  works  by  faith.  God  said,  "  \i^\)  'Os^Kt'^ 
8  light,  and  there  was  h'ght."  losWa  apakfe,  ^jclSl  ^^ 
-eat  ligbta  which  Ood  had  crea6ed  stoo^L  stiSl.    iai\^ 
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commanded^  and  the  heavens  were  stayed  for  the  space 
of  three  years  and  six  months,  so  that  it  did  not  rain : 
he  again  commanded  and  the  heavens  gave  forth  rain. 
All  this  was  done  by  faitL  And  the  Saviour  says: 
"  If  you  have  faith  as  a  grain  of  mustard  seed,  say  to 
this  mountain,  *  Remove,  and  it  will  remove ;  or  say 
to  that  sycamine  tree,  '  Be  ve  plucked  up,  and  planted 
in  the  midst  of  the  sea,'  and  it  shall  obey  you."  Faith, 
then,  works  by  words ;  and  with  these  its  mightiest 
works  have  been,  and  will  be,  performed. 

4.  It  surely  will  not  be  required  of  us  to  prove  that 
this  is  the  principle  upon  which  all  eternity  has  acted 
and  will  act;  for  every  reflecting  mind  must  know 
that  it  is  by  reason  of  this  power  that  all  the  hosts  of 
heaven  perform  their  worlra  of  wonder,  majesty,  and 
glory.  Angels  move  from  place  to  place  by  virtue  of 
this  power ;  it  is  by  reason  of  it  that  they  are  enabled 
to  descend  from  heaven  to  earth ;  and  were  it  not  for 
the  power  of  faith  they  never  could  be  ministering 
spirits  to  them  who  should  be  heirs  of  salvation,  neither 
could  they  act  as  heavenly  messengers,  for  they  would 
be  destitute  of  the  power  necessary  to  enable  them  to 
do  the  will  of  God. 

5.  It  is  only  necessary  for  us  to  say  that  the  whole 
visible  creation,  as  it  now  exists,  is  the  effect  of  faith 
It  was  faith  by  which  it  was  framed,  and  it  is  by  liie 
power  of  faith  that  it  continues  in  its  organized  form, 
and  by  which  the  planets  move  round  their  orbits  and 
sparkle  forth  their  glory.  So,  then,  faith  is  truly  the 
first  principle  in  the  science  of  theology,  and,  when 
understood,  leads  the  unnd  back  to  the  beginning,  and 
carries  it  forward  to  the  eu '  ;  or,  in  other  words,  from 
eternity  to  eternity. 

6.  As  faith,  then,  is  the  principle  by  which  the 
heavenly  hosts  perform  their  works,  and  by  which  they 
enjoy  afl  their  felicity,  we  might  expect  to  find  it  set 

/brth  in  a  revelation  from  God  as  t\vfe  Y^md^\<^  >wjon 
which  his  creatures  here  \ve\ovj  mw&X.  ^^eX,  "vu  q^^^\  \f^ 
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)btam  the  felicities  enjoyed  by  the  saints  in  the  eternal 
?orld ;  and  that,  when  God  would  undertake  to  raise 
ID  men  for  the  enjoyment  of  himself,  he  would  teach 
£em  the  necessity  of  living  by  faith,  and  the  impossi- 
)ility  there  was  of  their  enjoying  the  blessedness  of 
iternity  without  it,  seeing  that  all  the  blessings  of 
eternity  are  the  effects  of  mith, 

7.  Therefore  it  is  said,  and  appropriately  too,  that 
'  Without  faith  it  is  impossible  to  please  Grod."  If  it 
ihould  be  asked — Why  is  it  impossible  to  please  God 
vithout  faith  ?  The  answer  would  be — ^Because  with- 
)ut  faith  it  is  impossible  for  men  to  be  saved ;  and  as 
3od  desires  the  salvation  of  men,  he  must,  of  course, 
lesire  that  they  should  have  faith ;  and  he  could  not 
)e  pleased  unless  they  had,  or  else  he  could  be  pleased 
vith  their  destruction. 

8.  From  this  we  learn  that  the  many  exhortations 
vhich  have  been  given  by  inspired  men,  to  those  who 
lad  received  the  word  of  the  Lord  to  have  faith  in  him, 
were  not  mere  common-place  matters,  but  were  for  the 
)est  of  all  reasons,  and  that  was — ^bec^iise  without  it 
ihere  was  uo  salvation,  neither  in  this  world  nor  in  that 
i^hich  is  to  come.  When  men  begin  to  live  by  faith 
}hey  begin  to  draw  near  to  God  ;  and  when  faith  is  per- 
fected tney  are  like  him ;  and  because  he  is  saved  they 
ire  saved  also  ;  for  they  will  be  in  the  same  situation 
le  is  in,  because  they  have  come  to  him ;  and  when  he 
ippears  they  shall  be  like  him,  for  they  will  see  him  as 
le  is. 

9.  As  all  the  visible  creation  is  an  effect  of  faith,  so 
s  salvation  also — we  mean  salvation  in  its  most  exten- 
dve  latitude  of  interpretation,  whether  it  is  temporal 
)r  spiritual.  In  order  to  have  this  subject  clearly  set 
)efore  the  mind,  let  us  ask  what  situation  must  a  per- 
son be  in  in  order  to  be  saved  ?  or  what  is  the  difference 
between  a  saved  man  and  one  who  is  not  «»;^e^\  ^^ 
wswer,  6rom  what  we  have  before  seen  oi  \)afc\ife«N^^o5i:^ 
rodds,  tbey  must  he  persons  who  can  nsjotVl  \s5  SjmS^

and  who  are  able,  by  faith,  to  be  ministering  spirits  to 
them  who  shall  be  heirs  of  salvation ;  and  they  must 
have  faith  to  enable  them  to  act  in  the  presence  of  the 
Lord,  otherwise  they  cannot  be  saved.  And  what  con- 
stitutes the  real  difference  between  a  saved  person  and 
•ne  not  saved  is — the  difference  in  the  degree  of  their 
faith — one's  faith  has  become  perfect  enough  to  lay 
hold  upon  eternal  life,  and  the  other's  has  not.  But  to 
be  a  little  more  particular,  let  us  ask — Where  shall  we 
find  a  prototype  into  whose  likeness  we  may  be  assimi- 
lated, m  order  that  we  may  be  made  partakers  of  life 
and  salvation  ?  or,  in  other  words,  where  shall  we  find 
a  saved  being  ?  for  if  we  can  find  a  saved  being,  we 
may  ascertain  without  much  difliculty  what  all  others 
must  be  in  order  to  be  saved.  We  think  that  it  will 
not  be  a  matter  of  dispute,  that  two  beings  who  are 
unlike  each  other  cannot  both  be  saved;  for  whatever 
constitutes  the  salvation  of  one  will  constitute  the  salva- 
tion of  every  creature  which  will  be  saved ;  and  if  we 
find  one  saved  being  in  all  existence,  we  may  see  what 
all  others  must  be,  or  else  not  be  saved.  We  ask,  then, 
where  is  the  prototype  ?  or  where  is  the  saved  being^ 
We  conclude,  as  to  the  answer  of  this  question,  there 
will  be  no  dispute  among  those  who  believe  the  bible, 
that  it  is  Christ :  all  will  agree  in  this,  that  he  is  the 
prototype  or  standard  of  salvation  ;  or,  in  other  words, 
that  he  is  a  saved  being.  And  if  we  should  continue 
our  interrogation,  and  ask  how  it  is  that  he  is  saved  ? 
the  answer  would  be — because  he  is  a  just  and  holy 
being ;  and  if  he  were  anything  different  from  what  he 
is  he  would  not  be  saved  ;  for  his  salvation  depends  on 
his  being  precisely  what  he  is  and  nothing  else  ;  for  if 
it  were  possible  for  him  to  change,  in  the  least  degree, 
so  sure  ne  would  fail  of  salvation  and  lose  all  his  do- 
minion, power,  authority  and  glory,  which  constitute 
salvation ;  for  salvation  consists  in  the  glory,  authority, 
majesty^  power  and  dominion  which  Jehovah  possesses 
and  in  nothing  else  ;  and  no  \)emg  e«^w  ^Q^^sea  it  but 
himself  or  one  like  him.     Tlius  saya  JoWZ-oi  \xv&  %as^ 
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epistle,  third  chapter,  second  and  third  verses :  "  Be- 
loved, now  are  we  the  sons  of  God,  and  it  doth  not  yet 
appear  what  we  shall  be  ;  but  we  know  that,  when  he 
snail  appear,  we  shall  be  like  him,  for  we  shall  see  him 
as  he  is.  And  every  man  that  hath  this  hope  in  him, 
pnrifieth  himself,  even  as  he  is  pure."  Why  purify 
themselves  as  he  is  pure  ?  Because  if  they  do  not  they 
cannot  be  lilce  him. 

10.  The  Lord  said  unto  Moses,  Leviticus  xix.  2  : 
"  Speak  unto  all  the  congregation  of  the  children  of 
Israel,  and  say  unto  them,  *  Ye  shall  be  holy  :  for  I  the 
Lord  your  God  am  holy.' "  And  Peter  says,  first  epis- 
tle, i.  15,  16  :  "But  as  he  which  hath  called  you  is 
holy,  so  be  ye  holy  in  all  maimer  of  conversation  ;  be- 
cause it  is  written,  *  Be  ye  holy ;  for  I  am  holy/  "  And 
the  Saviour  says,  Matthew  v.  48  :  "Be  ye  therefore 
perfect,  even  as  your  Father  which  is  in  heaven  is  per- 
fect.' "  If  any  should  ask,  why  all  these  sa3rings  ?  the 
answer  is  to  be  found  from  what  is  before  quoted  from 
John's  epistle,  that  when  he  (the  Lord)  snail  appear, 
the  saints  will  be  like  him  ;  and  if  they  are  not  holy, 
as  he  is  holy,  and  perfect,  as  he  is  perfect,  they  cannot 
be  like  him  ;  for  no  being  can  enjoy  his  glory  without 
possessing  his  perfections  and  holiness,  no  more  than 
they  could  reign  in  his  kingdom  without  his  power. 

11.  This  clearly  sets  forth  the  propriety  of  the 
Saviour's  saying,  recorded  in  John's  testimony,  xiv.  12  : 
"  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  he  that  believeth  on 
me,  the  works  that  I  do  shall  he  do  also ;  and  greater 
works  than  these  shall  he  do,  because  I  go  unto  my 
Father."  This  taken  in  connection  with  some  of  the 
8a3dng8  in  the  Saviour's  prayer,  recorded  in  the  seven- 
teenth chapter,  gives  great  clearness  to  his  expressions. 
He  says  in  the  20,  21 ,  22,  23,  and  24th  verses :  "  Neither 
pray  I  for  these  alone,  but  for  them  also  who  shall  be- 
lieve on  me  through  their  words ;  that  they  all  may  be 
one ;  as  thou,  Father,  art  in  me,  and  I  in  thee,  that 
they  also  may  be  one  in  us ;  that  the  world  may  believe 
that  tihou  liast.sent  me.     And  the  glory  wbicli  thou 
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gavest  me  I  have  given  them  ;  tliat  they  may  be  one, 
even  as  we  are  one  :  I  in  them,  and  thou  in  me,  that 
they  may  be  made  perfect  in  one  ;  and  that  the  world 
may  know  that  thou  hast  sent  me,  and  hast  loved  them, 
as  thou  hast  loved  me.  Father,  I  will  that  they  also 
whom  thou  hast  given  me,  be  with  me  where  I  am ; 
that  they  may  behold  my  glory,  which  thou  hast  given 
me  :  for  thou  lovedst  me  before  the  foundation  of  the 
world." 

12.  All  these  sayings  put  together  give  as  clear  an 
account  of  the  state  of  the  glorified  saints  as  language 
could  give — the  works  that  Jesus  had  done  they  were 
to  do,  and  greater  ^irorks  than  those  which  he  had  done 
among  them  should  they  do,  and  that  because  he  went 
to  the  Father.  He  does  not  say  that  they  should  do 
these  works  in  time  ;  but  they  should  do  greater  works, 
because  he  went  to  the  Father.  He  says  in  the  24th 
verse  :  "  Father,  I  will  that  they  also,  wnom  thou  hast 
ffiven  me,  be  with  me  where  I  am  ;  that  they  may  be- 
hold my  glory."  These  sayings,  taken  in  connection, 
make  it  very  plain  that  the  greater  works  which  those 
that  believed  on  his  name  were  to  do  were  to  be  done 
in  eternity,  where  he  was  going  and  where  they  should 
behold  his  glory.  He  had  said,  in  another  part  of  his 
prayer,  that  he  desired  of  his  Father  that  those  who 
beUeved  on  him  should  be  one  in  him,  as  he  and  the 
Father  were  one  in  each  other.  "  Neither  pray  I  for 
these  (the  apostles)  alone,  but  for  them  also  who  shall 
believe  on  me  through  their  words,  that  they  all  may 
be  one  ;  "  that  is,  they  who  believe  on  him  through  the 
apostles'  words,  as  well  as  the  apostles  themselves, 
"  that  they  all  may  be  one,  as  thou.  Father,  art  in  me 
and  I  in  thee  ;  that  they  also  may  be  one  in  us." 

13.  What  language  can  be  plainer  than  this?  The 
Saviour  surely  intended  to  be  understood  by  his  disci- 
ples, and  he  so  spake  that  they  might  omderstand  him ; 
for  he  declares  to  his  Father,  in  language  not  to  be 

easily  mistaken,  that  he  wanted  \i\&  Ssgy^'^^  e^^-^a.  «11 
of  them,  to  be  as  himself  and  tYv^  ¥«Aket,iQt  w^V^ 
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and  the  Father  were  one  so  they  might  be  one  with 
them.  And  what  is  said  in  the  22nd  verse  is  calculated 
to  more  firmly  establish  this  belief,  if  it  needs  anything 
to  establish  it.  He  says  :  "  And  the  glory  which  thou 
gavest  me,  I  have  given  them,  that  mey  may  be  one, 
even  as  we  are  one."  As  much  as  to  say  that  unless 
they  have  the  glory  which  the  Father  had  given  him 
they  could  not  be  one  with  them  ;  for  he  says  he  had 
given  them  the  glory  that  the  Father  had  given  him 
that  they  might  be  one  ;  or,  in  other  words,  to  make 
them  one. 

14.  This  fills  up  the  measure  of  information  on  this 
subject,  and  shows  most  clearly  that  the  Saviour  wished 
his  disciples  to  understand  that  they  were  to  be  par- 
takers with  him  in  all  things,  not  even  his  glory  ex- 
cepted. 

15.  It  is  scarcely  necessary  here  to  observe  what  we 
have  previously  noticed,  that  the  glory  which  the 
Father  and  the  Son  have  is  because  they  are  just  and 
holy  beings;  and  that  if  they  were  lacking  in  one 
attribute  or  perfection  which  they  have,  the  glory 
which  they  have  never  could  be  enjoyed  by  them,  for 
it  requires  them  to  be  precisely  what  they  are  in  order 
to  enjov  it ;  and  if  the  Saviour  gives  this  glory  to  any 
others,  ne  must  do  it  in  the  very  way  set  forth  in  his 

Erayer  to  his  Father — by  making  them  one  with  him  as 
6  and  the  Father  are  one.  In  so  doing  he  would  give 
them  the  gloiy  which  the  Father  has  given  him  ;  and 
when  his  disciples  are  made  one  with  the  Father  and 
Son,  as  the  Father  and  the  Son  are  one,  who  cannot  see 
the  propriety  of  the  Saviour's  saying — "The  works 
which  I  do,  shall  they  do ;  and  greater  works  than 
these  shall  they  do,  because  I  go  to  my  Father." 

16.  These  teachings  of  the  Saviour  most  clearly 
show  unto  us  the  nature  of  salvation,  and  what  he  pro- 
posed unto  the  human  family  when  he  pTopos»ed\ft  ^a^i'^ 
them — ^that  be  proposed  to  make  them  ^"&  xxxito  \ivsar 
self,  and  be  was  like  the  Father,  the  great  TOoXiO^y^fe  ^^ 
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all  yved  beings  ;  and  for  any  portion  of  the  human 
family  to  be  assimilated  into  tneir  likeness  is  to  be 
saved  ;  and  to  be  unlike  them  is  to  be  destroyed  ;  and 
on  this  hinge  turns  the  door  of  salvation. 

17.  Who  cannot  see,  then,  that  salvation  is  the 
effect  of  faith  ?  for,  as  we  have  previously  observed,  all 
the  heavenly  beings  work  by  this  principle  ;  and  it  is 
because  they  are  able  so  to  do  that  they  are  saved,  for 
nothing  but  this  could  save  them.     And  this  is  the 
lesson  which  the  God  of  heaven,  by  the  mouth  of  all 
his  holy  prophets,  has  been  endeavouring  to  teach  to 
the  world.     Hence  we  are  told,  that  "  Without  faith  it 
is  impossible  to  please  God  ; "  and  that  salvation  is  ol 
faith,  that  it  might  be  by  grace,  to  the  end  the  promise 
might  be  sure  to  all  the  seed.     Romans  iv.  16.     And 
that  Israel,  who  followed  after  the  law  of  righteous- 
ness, has  not  attained  to  the  law  of  righteousness. 
Wherefore  ?    Because  they  sought  it  not  by  faith,  but 
as  it  were  by  the  works  of  the  law  ;  for  they  stumbled 
at  that  stumbling  stone.     Romans  ix.  32.     And  Jesus 
said  unto  the  man  who  brought  his  son  to  him,  to  get 
the  devil  who  tormented  him  cast  out :  "If  thou  canst 
believe,  all  things  are  possible  to  him  that  belie veth.'* 
Mark  ix.  23.   These  with  a  multitude  of  other  scriptures 
which  might  be  quoted  plainly  set  forth  the  light  in 
which  the  Saviour,  as  well  as  the  Former-day  Saints, 
viewed  the  plan  of  salvation.     That  it  was  a  system  of 
faith — ^it  begins  with  faith,  and  continues  by  faith  ;  and 
every  blessing  which  is  obtained  in  relation  to  it  is  the 
effect  of  faith,  whether  it  pertams  to  this  life  or  that 
which  is  to  come.     To  this  all  the  revelations  of  God 
bear  witness.     If  there  were  children  of  promise,  they 
were  the  effects  of  faith,  not  even  the  Saviour  of  the 
world  excepted.     "  Blessed  is  she  that  believed,"  said 
Elizabeth  to  Mary,  when  she  went  to  visit  her,  "  for 
there  shall  be  a  performance  of  those  things  which 
were  told  her  from  the  Lord."    Luke  i.  45.     Nor  was 
the  birth  of  John  the  Baptist  the  less  a  matter  of  faith ; 
fi>r  in  order  that  his  father  ZacWoriaa  m\^\.\i^\«N^  \v!^ 
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was  struck  dumb.  And  through  the  whole  history  of 
the  scheme  of  life  and  salvation,  it  is  a  matter  of  faith : 
every  man  received  according  to  his  faith — according 
as  his  faith  was,  so  were  his  blessings  and  privileges  ; 
and  nothing  was  withheld  from  him  when  his  faith  was 
sufficient  to  receive  it.  He  could  stop  the  mouths  of 
lions,  quench  the  violence  of  fire,  escape  the  edge  of 
the  sword,  wax  valiant  in  fight,  and  put  to  flight  the 
armies  of  the  aliens  ;  women  could,  by  their  faith, 
receive  their  dead  children  to  life  again  ;  in  a  word, 
there  was  nothing  impossible  with  them  who  had  faith. 
All  things  were  in  subiection  to  the  Former-day  Saints, 
according  as  their  faith  was.  By  their  faith  they  could 
obtain  heavenly  visions,  the  ministering  of  angels,  have 
knowledge  of  the  spirits  of  just  men  made  perfect,  of 
the  general  assembly  and  church  of  the  first  born,  whose 
names  are  written  in  heaven,  of  God  the  judge  of  all, 
of  Jesus  the  Mediator  of  the  new  covenant,  and  become 
familiarwith  the  third  heavens,  see  and  hear  thingswhich 
were  not  only  unutterable,  but  were  unlawful  to  utter. 
Peter,  in  view  of  the  power  of  faith,  second  epistle, 
first  chapter,  second  and  third  verses,  says  to  the  For- 
mer-day Saints  :  "  Grace  and  peace  be  multiplied  unto 
you,  through  the  knowledge  of  God,  and  of  Jesus  our 
Lord,  according  as  his  divine  power  hath  given  unto 
us  all  things  that  pertain  unto  life  and  godliness, 
through  the  knowledge  of  him  that  hath  called  us  to 
glory  and  virtue."  In  the  first  epistle,  first  chapter, 
third,  fourth  and  fifth  verses  he  says  :  "  Blessed  be  the 
God  and  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  which, 
according  to  his  abundant  mercy,  hath  begotten  us 
again  unto  a  lively  hope  by  the  resurrection  of  Jesus 
Christ  from  the  dead,  to  an  inheritance  incorruptible 
and  undefiled,  and  that  fadeth  not  away,  reserved  in 
heaven  for  you,  who  are  kept  by  the  power  of  God 
through  faith  unto  salvation,  reaay  to  be  reyeaiad  va. 
the  last  time." 

18.  Thdse  sayings  put  together  sliovf  t\v^  a-^w^^^^ 
nemi  most  clearly,  so  as  to  admit   of  ivo  m\^\»!«^^  ^^ 
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the  mind  of  any  individual.  He  says  that  all  things 
that  pertain  to  life  and  godliness  were  given  unto  them 
through  the  knowledge  of  God  and  our  Saviour  Jesus 
Christ.  And  if  the  question  is  asked,  how  were  they 
to  obtain  the  knowledge  of  God  ?  (for  there  is  a  great 
difference  between  believing  in  God  and  knowing  him 
— knowledge  implies  more  than  faith.  And  notice, 
that  all  things  that  pertain  to  life  and  godliness  were 
given  through  the  knowledge  of  God)  the  answer  is 
given — ^through  faith  they  were  to  obtain  this  know- 
ledge ;  and,  having  power  by  faith  to  obtain  the  know- 
ledge of  God,  they  could  with  it  obtain  all  other  things 
which  pertain  to  life  and  godliness. 

19.  By  these  sayings  of  the  apostle,  we  learn  that 
it  was  by  obtaining  a  knowledge  of  God  that  men  got 
the  knowledge  of  all  things  wmch  pertain  to  life  and 
godliness,  and  this  knowledge  was  the  effect  of  faith ; 
so  that  all  things  which  pertain  to  life  and  godliness 
are  the  effects  of  faith. 

20.  From  this  we  may  extend  as  far  as  any  circum- 
stances may  require,  whether  on  earth  or  iu  heaven, 
and  we  will  find  it  the  testimony  of  all  inspired  men, 
or  heavenly  messengers,  that  all  things  that  pertain  to 
life  and  godhness  are  the  effects  of  faith  and  nothing 
else ;  all  learning,  wisdom  and  prudence  fail,  and  every 
thing  else  as  a  means  of  salvation  but  faith.  This  is 
the  reason  that  the  fishermen  of  Galilee  could  teach 
the  world — because  they  sought  by  faith,  and  by  faith 
obtained.  And  this  is  the  reas  n  that  Paul  counted  all 
things  but  filth  and  dross — what  he  formerly  called  his 
gain  he  called  his  loss ;  yea,  and  he  counted  all  things 
but  loss  for  the  excellency  of  the  knowledge  of  Christ 
Jesus  the  Lord.  Philippians  iii.  7,  8,  9,  and  10.  Be- 
cause to  obtain  the  faith  by  which  he  could  enjoy  the 
knowledge  of  Christ  Jesus  the  Lord,  he  had  to  suffer 
the  loss  of  all  things.  This  is  the  reason  that  the 
FormeT-da.y  Saints  Imew  more,  and  understood  more, 

of  heaven  and  of  heavenly  tYmga  \Ila»si  «2^.  o\k«a 
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beside,  because  this  information  is  the  effect  of  faith — 
to  be  obtained  by  no  other  means.  And  this  is  the 
reason  that  men,  as  soon  as  they  lose  their  faith,  run 
into  strifes,  contentions,  darkness,  and  difficulties  ;  for 
the  knowledge  which  tends  to  life  disappears  with  faith, 
but  returns  when  faith  returns  ;  for  when  faith  comes 
it  brings  its  train  of  attendants  with  it — apostles,  pro- 
phets, evangelists,  pastors,  teachers,  ^fts,  wisdom, 
knowledge,  miracles,  healings,  tongues,  interpretation 
of  tongues,  etc.  All  these  appear  when  faith  appears 
on  the  earth,  and  disappear  when  it  disappears  from 
the  earth  ;  for  these  are  the  effects  of  faith,  and  alwajrs 
have  attended,  and  always  will,  attend  it.  For  where 
faith  is,  there  will  the  knowledge  of  God  be  also,  with 
all  things  which  pertain  thereto — revelations,  visions, 
and  dreams,  as  well  as  everv  necessary  thing,  in  order 
that  the  possessors  of  faitn  may  be  perfected,  and 
obtain  salvation ;  for  God  must  change,  otherwise  faith 
will  prevail  with  him.  And  he  who  possesses  it  will, 
through  it,  obtain  all  necessary  knowledge  and  wisdom, 
until  he  shall  know  God,  and  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
whom  he  has  sent — ^whom  to  know  is  eternal  life. 
Amen. 
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COVENANTS  AND  COMMANDMENTS. 


SECTION    L 

Th^  Covenants  and  Commandments  of  the  Lord,  to 
his  servants  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints, 

1.  Hearken,  0  ye  people  of  ^y  church,  saith  the 
voice  of  him  who  dwells  on  high,  and  whose  eyes  are 
upon  all  men ;  yea,  verily  I  say,  hearken  ye  people 
from  afar,  and  ye  that  are  upon  the  islands  of  the  sea, 
listen  together. 

2.  For  verily  the  voice  of  the  Lord  is  unto  *all 
men,  and  there  is  none  to  escape,  and  there  is  no  eye 
that  shall  not  see,  neither  ear  that  shall  not  hear, 
neither  heart  that  shall  not  be  penetrated. 

3.  And  the  rebellious  shall  be  pierced  with  much 
sorrow,  for  their  iniquities  shall  be  spoken  upon  the 
housetops,  and  their  secret  acts  shall  be  revealed. 
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4.  And  the  voice  of  warning  shall  be  unto  all 
people,  by  the  mouths  of  my  disciples,  whom  I  have 
chosen  in  these  last  days. 

5.  And  they  shall  go  forth  and  none  shall  stay 
them,  for  I  the  Lord  have  commanded  them. 

6.  Behold,  this  is  mine  authority,  and  the  ''authority 
r -f  my  servants,  and  my  preface  unto  the  book  of  mv 
commandments,  which  I  have  given  them  to  publish 
unto  you,  0  inhabitants  of  the  earth. 

7.  Wherefore,  fear  and  tremble,  0  ye  people,  for 
Nvhat  I  the  Lord  have  decreed  in  them  shall  be  fulfilled. 

8.  And  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  that  they  who  go 
forth,  bearing  these  tidings  unto  the  inhabitants  of  the 
earth,  to  them  is  power  given  to  *^seal  both  on  earth 
and  in  heaven,  the  unbelieving  and  rebellious ; 

9.  Yea,  verily,  to  seal  them  up  unto  the  day  when 
the  wrath  of  God  shall  be  poured  out  upon  the  wicked 
without  measure ; 

10.  Unto  the  day  when  the  Lord  shall  come  to  re- 
compense unto  every  man  according  to  his  work,  and 
measure  to  evenr  man  according  to  the  measure  which 
he  has  measured  to  his  fellow  man. 

11.  Wherefore  the  voice  of  the  Lord  is  unto  the 
ends  of  the  earth,  that  all  that  will  hear  may  hear : 

12.  Prepare  ye,  prepare  ye  for  that  which  is  to  come, 
for  the  Lord  is  *nigh ; 

13.  And  the  anger  of  the  Lord  is  kindled,  and  his 
sword  is  -^bathed  in  heaven,  and  it  shall  fall  upon  the 
inhabitants  of  the  earth  ; 
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14.  And  the  arm  of  the  Lord  shall  be  revealed; 
and  the  day  cometh  that  they  who  will  not  hear  the 
voice  of  the  Lord,  neither  the  voice  of  his  servants, 
neither  give  heed  to  the  words  of  the  prophets  and 
apostles,  shall  be  ^cut  off  from  among  the  people  ; 

15.  For  they  have  strayed  from  mine  ordinances, 
and  have  ^broken  mine  everlasting  covenant ; 

16.  They  seek  not  the  Lord  to  establish  his  right- 
eousness, but  every  man  walketh  in  his  own  way,  and 
after  the  image  of  his  own  God,  whose  image  is  in  the 
likeness  of  the  world,  and  whose  substance  is  that  of 
an  idol,  which  waxeth  old  and  shall  perish  in  Babylon, 
even  Babylon  the  great,  *which  shall  fall. 

17.  Wherefore  I  the  Lord,  knowing  the  calamity 
which  should  come  upon  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth, 
called  upon  my  servant  Joseph  Smith,  jun.,  and  spake 
unto  him  from  heaven,  and  gave  nim  command- 
ments ; 

18.  And  also  gave  commandments  to  others,  that 
they  should  proclaim  these  things  unto  the  world ;  and 
all  this  that  it  might  be  fulfilled,  which  was  written  by 
the  prophets ; 

19.  The  %eak  things  of  the  world  shall  come  forth 
and  break  down  the  mighty  and  strong  ones,  that  man 
should  not  counsel  his  fellow  man,  neither  trust  in  the 
arm  of  flesh, 

20.  But  that  every  man  might  speak  in  the  name 
of  God  the  Lord,  even  the  Saviour  of  the  world ; 

21.  That,  faith  also  might  increase  in  the  earth  ; 

22.  That  mine  ^everlasting  covenant  might  be 
established ; 
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23.  That  ^Jie  fullness  of  my  gospel  mignt  be  pro- 
claimed by  the  weak  and  the  simple  unto  the  enos  of 
the  world,  and  before  kings  and  rulers. 

24.  Behold,  I  aia  God  and  have  spoken  it :  these 
commandments  are  of  me,  and  were  given  unto  my 
servants  in  their  weakness,  after  the  manner  of  their 
language,  that  they  might  come  to  understanding, 

25.  And  inasmuch  as  they  erred  it  might  be  made 
known  : 

26.  And  inasmuch  as  they  sought  wisdom  they 
might  be  instructed : 

27.  And  inasmuch  as  they  sinned  they  might  be 
chastened,  that  they  might  repent : 

28.  And  inasmuch  as  they  were  himible  they  might 
be  made  strong,  and  blessed  from  on  high,  and  receive 
knowledge  from  time  to  time  : 

29.  And  after  having  received  the  record  of  the 
Nephites,  yea,  even  my  servant  Joseph  Smith,  jim., 
might  have  power  to  translate  througn  the  mercy  of 
God,  by  the  power  of  God,  the  Book  of  Mormon ; 

30.  And  also  those  to  wliom  these  commandments 
were  given,  might  have  power  to  lay  the  foundation  of 
this  church,  and  to  bring  it  Horth  out  of  obscurity  and 
out  of  darkness,  the  only  true  and  hving  church  upon 
the  face  of  the  whole  earth,  with  which  I,  the  Lord, 
am  well  pleased,  speaking  unto  the  church  collectively 
and  not  individually, 

31.  For  I  the  Lord  cannot  look  upon  sin  with  tlie 
least  degree  of  allowance  ; 

32.  Nevertheless,  he  that  repents  and  does  the  com- 
mandments of  the  Lord  shall  be  forgiven  ; 

33.  And  he  that  repents  not,  from  him  shall  be 
taken  even  the  light  which  he  has  received,  for  my 
Spirit  shall  not  always  strive  with  man,  saith  the  Lord 
of  Hosts.

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34.  And  again,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  0  inhabitants 
of  the  earth,  I  the  Lord  am  willing  to  make  these 
things  known  unto  **all  flesh, 

35.  For  I  am  no  respecter  of  persons,  aqd  will  that 
all  men  shall  know  that  the  day  speedily  cometh  ;  the 
hour  is  not  yet,  but  is  nigh  at  hand,  when  ^eace  shall 
be  taken  from  the  earth,  and  the  Pdevil  shall  have 
power  over  his  own  dominion ; 

36.  And  also  the  Lord  shall  have  power  over  his 
saints,  and  shall  reign  in  their  midst,  and  shall  come 
down  in  judgment  upon  ^Idumea,  or  the  world. 

37.  Search  these  commandments  for  they  are  true 
and  faithful,  and  the  prophecies  and  promises  which 
are  in  them  shall  all  be  fulfilled. 

38.  What  I  the  Lord  have  spoken,  I  have  spoken, 
and  I  excuse  not  myself:  and  ''though  the  heavens  and 
the  earth  pass  away,  my  word  shall  not  pass  away,  but 
shall  all  be  fulfilled,  whether  by  mine  own  voice  or  by 
the  voice  of  my  servants,  it  is  the  same  ; 

39.  For  behold,  and  lo,  the  Lord  is  God,  and  the 
Spirit  beareth  record,  and  the  record  is  true,  and  the 
truth  abideth  forever  and  ever.     Amen.

Words  spoken  by  an  angel,  t6  Joseph  Smith,  while  in  his 
father  s  house,  in  Manchester,  Ontario  County,  New 
York,  on  the  evening  of  tlie  2\st  of  September^  1823. 

1.  Behold  I  will  reveal  unto  you  the  Priesthood,  by 
the  hand  of  ^Elijah  the  prophet,  before  the  ^coming  of 
the  great  and  dreadful  day  of  the  Lord  ;

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2.  And  he  shall  plant  in  the  hearts  of  the  children 
the  promises  made  to  the  fathers,  and  the  hearts  of  the 
children  ''shall  turn  to  their  fathers  ; 

3.  If  it  were  not  so,  the  whole  earth  would  be 
utterly  wasted  at  its  coming. 


SECTION    3. 

Revelation  to  Joseph  Smith,  jun.^  given  in  Harmony ^ 
Susqtiehanna  County,  Pemisylvania,  July,  1828, 
concerning  certain  Manuscripts  on  the  First  Part 
of  the  Book  of  Mormon,  which  had  been  taken 
from  the  possession  of  Martin  Harris. 

1 .  The  works,  and  the  designs,  and  the  purposes  of  God 
cannot  be  frustrated,  neither  can  they  come  to  nought, 

2.  For  (Jod  doth  not  walk  in  crooked  paths,  neither 
doth  he  turn  to  the  right  hand  nor  to  the  left,  neither 
doth  he  vary  from  that  which  he  hath  said,  therefore  his 
patbfii  are  straight,  and  his  course  is  "one  eternal  round. 

3.  Remember,  remember  that  it  is  not  the  work  of 
God  that  is  frustrated,  but  the  work  of  men ; 

4.  For  although  a  man  may  have  many  revelations, 
and  have  power  to  do  many  mighty  works,  yet  if  he 
boasts  in  his  own  strength,  and  sets  at  nought  the 
counsels  .^i  God,  and  follows  after  the  dictates  of  his 
own  will  and  carnal  desires,  he  must  fall  and  incur  the 
vengeance  of  a  just  God  upon  him. 

5.  Behold,  you  have  been  intrusted  with  these 
things,  buC  how  strict  were  your  commandments  ;  and 
remember,  also  the  promises  which  were  made  to  you, 
if  you  did  not  transgress  them  ; 

c,  27:  9.    110:  15.    128:  17. 
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6.  And  behold,  how  oft  you  have  transgressed  the 
commandments  and  the  laws  of  God,  and  have  gone  on 

in  the  persuasions  of  men  ; 

7.  For,  behold,  you  should  not  have  feajred  man 
more  than  God,  although  men  set  at  nought  the  coun- 
sels of  God,  and  despLse  his  words ; 

8.  Yet  you  should  have  been  faithful  and  he  would 
have  extended  his  arm  and  supported  you  against  all 
the  fiery  darts  of  the  adversary ;  and  he  would  have 
been  with  you  in  every  time  of  trouble. 

9.  Behold,  thou  art  Joseph,  and  thou  wast  chosen 
to  do  the  work  of  the  Lord,  but  because  of  transgres- 
sion, if  thou  art  not  aware  thou  wilt  fall ; 

10.  But  remember  God  is  merciful ;  therefore,  re- 
pent of  that  which  thou  hast  done  which  is  contrary  to 
the  commandment  which  I  gave  you,  and  thou  art  still 
chosen,  and  art  again  called  to  the  work ; 

11.  Except  thou  do  this,  thou  shalt  be  delivered  up 
and  become  as  other  men,  and  have  no  more  gift. 

12.  And  when  thou  deliveredst  up  that  which  God 
had  given  thee  ^sight  and  power  to  translate,  thou  de- 
liveredst up  that  which  was  sacred  into  the  hands  of  a 
wicked  man, 

13.  Who  has  set  at  nought  the  counsels  of  God, 
and  has  broken  the  most  sacred  promises  which  were 
made  before  God,  and  has  depended  upon  his  own 
judgment,  and  boasted  in  his  own  wisdom, 

14.  And  this  is  the  reason  that  thou  hast  lost  thy 
privileges  for  a  season, 

15.  For  thou  hast  suffered  the  counsel  of  thy  direc- 
tor to  be  trampled  upon  from  the  beginning. 

16.  Nevertheless  my  work  shall  go  forth,  for  inas- 
much as  the  knowledge  of  a  Saviour  has  come  unto 
the  world,  through  the  ''testimony  of  the  Jews,  even 
so  shall  the  knowledge  of  a  Saviour  come  unto  my 
people,

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17.  And  to  the  ^Nephites,  and  the  Jacobites,  and 
the  Josephites,  and  the  Zoramites^  through  the  testi- 
mony of  their  fathers — 

18.  And  this  testimony  shall  come  to  the  knowledge 
of  the  ^Lamanites,  and  the  Lemuelites  and  the  Ishmael- 
ites,  who  dwindled  in  unbelief  because  of  the  iniquity 
of  liieir  fathers,  whom  the  Lord  has  suffered  to  -^destroy 
their  brethren  the  Nephites,  because  of  their  iniquities 
and  their  abominations ; 

19.  And  for  this  very  purpose  are  these  plates  pre- 
served which  contain  these  records,  that  the  promises 
of  the  Lord  might  be  fulfilled,  which  he  made  to  his 
people ; 

20.  And  that  the  Lamanites  might  come  to  the 
^knowledge  of  their  fathers,  and  that  they  might  know 
the  promises  of  the  Lord,  and  that  they  may  believe 
the  gospel  and  rely  upon  the  merits  of  Jesus  Christ, 
and  be  glorified  through  faith  in  his  name,  and  that 
through  ^heir  repentance  they  might  be  saved.    Amen.

Revelation,  through  Joseph,  the  Seer,  to  Joseph  Smith, 
sen,,  given  in  Harmony,  Susquehanna  County, 
Pennsylvania,  February,  1829. 

1.  Now  behold,  a  **marvelous  work  is  about  to  come 
forth  among  the  children  of  men ; 

dy  I.  Nep.  IS :  80.       Alma  46  :  10—14.       Mor.  9  :  24.  e,  Indians, 
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2.  Therefore,  0  ye  that  embark  in  the  service  of 
(}od,  see  that  ye  serve  him  with  all  your  heart,  might, 
mind  and  strength,  that  ye  may  stand  blameless  before 
God  at  the  last  day  ; 

3.  Therefore,  if  ye  have  desires  to  serve  God,  ye  are 
called  to  the  work, 

4.  For  behold  the  field  is  N^rhite  already  to  harvest, 
and  lo,  he  that  thrusteth  in  his  sickle  with  his  might, 
the  same  layeth  up  in  store  that  he  perish  not,  but 
bringeth  salvation  to  his  soul ; 

5.  And  faith,  hope,  charity  and  love,  with  an  eye 
single  to  the  glory  of  God,  quaUfy  him  for  the  work. 

6.  Remember  faith,  virtue,  knowledge,  temperance, 
patience,  brotherly  kindness,  godliness,  charity,  humility, 
diligence. 

7.  ^Ask  and  ye  shall  receive,  knock  and  it  shall  be 
opened  unto  you.     Amen. 


SECTION    5. 

Revelation  given  through  Joseph,  the  Seer,  in  Har- 
mony, Susquehanna  County,  Pennsylvania,  March, 
1829. 

1.  Beliold,  I  say  unto  you,  that  as  my  servant 
Martin  Harris  has  desired  a  witness  at  my  hand,  that 
you,  my  servant  Joseph  Smith,  jun.,  have  got  the  plates 
of  which  you  have  testified  and  borne  record  that  you 
have  received  of  me  ; 

2.  And  now,  behold,  this  shall  you  say  unto  him, 
he  who  spake  unto  you,  said  unto  you,  I,  the  Lord,  am 


M. 
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God,  and  have  given  these  things  unto  you,  my  servant 
Joseph  Smith,  jun.,  and  have  commanded  you  that 
you  should  stand  as  a  witness  of  these  things, 

3.  And  I  have  caused  vou  that  you  should  enter 
into  a  covenant  with  me,  that  you  should  ^ot  show 
them  except  to  those  persons  to  whom  I  commanded 
you  ;  and  you  have  no  power  over  them  except  I  grant 
it  unto  you. 

4.  And  you  have  a  *gift  to  translate  the  plates 
and  this  is  the  first  gift  that  I  bestowed  upon  you, 
and  I  have  commanded  that  you  should  pretend 
to  no  other  gift,  until  my  purpose  is  fulfilled  in 
this  ;  for  I  will  grant  unto  you  no  other  gift  until  it  is 
finished. 

5.  Verily,  I  say  unto  you,  that  *^o  shall  come  unto 
the  inhabitants  of  the  earth  if  they  will  not  hearken 
unto  my  words  ; 

6.  For  hereafter  you  shall  be  ^ordained  and  go  forth 
and  deliver  my  words  unto  the  children  of  men. 

7.  Behold,  if  they  will  not  believe  my  words,  they 
would  not  believe  you  my  servant  Joseph,  if  it  were 
possible  that  you  could  show  them  all  these  things 
which  I  have  committed  unto  you. 

8.  0  !  this  unbelieving  and  stiffnecked  generation, 
mine  anger  is  kindled  against  them. 

9.  Behold,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  I  have  reserved 
those  things  which  I  have  entrusted  unto  you,  my  ser- 
vant Joseph,  for  a  wise  purpose  in  me,  and  it  shall  be 
made  known  unto  future  generations ; 

10.  But  this  generation  shall  have  my  word 
^through  you  ; 

11.  And  in  addition  to  your  testimony,  the  -^testx^ 
mony  of  three  of  my  servants,  whom  I  shall  call  and 
ordain,  unto  whom  I  will  show  these  things,  and  they 

a,  see  testimony  of  The  Eight  Witnesses,  Book  of  Mormon.  b^  see  L 
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shall  go  forth  with  my  words  that  are  given  through 
you; 

12.  Yea,  they  shall  know  of  a  surety  that  these 
things  are  true,  for  from  heaven  will  I  declare  it  unto 
them. 

13.  I  will  give  them  power  that  they  may  behold 
and  view  these  things  as  they  are  ; 

14.  And  to  none  else  will  I  grant  this  power,  to 
receive  this  ^same  testimony  among  this  generation,  in 
this  the  beginninff  of  the  rising  up  and  the  ^coming 
forth  of  my  church  out  of  the  wilderness;  *clear  as  the 
moon,  and  fair  as  the  sun,  and  terrible  as  an  army  with 
banners. 

15.  And  the  testimony  of  three  witnesses  will  I  send 
forth  of  my  word  ; 

16.  And  behold,  whosoever  believeth  on  my  words 
them  will  I  -^Visit  with  the  manifestation  of  my  Spirit, 
and  they  shall  be  *bom  of  me,  even  of  Vater  and  of 
the  "^Spirit. 

17.  And  you  must  wait  yet  a  little  while,  for  ye 
are  not  yet  ordained ; 

18.  And  their  testimony  shall  **also  go  forth  unto 
the  condemnation  of  this  generation  if  they  harden 
their  hearts  against  them ; 

19.  For  a  ^desolating  scourge  shall  go  forth  among 
lite  inhabitants  of  the  earth,  and  shall  continue  to  be 
poured  out  from  time  to  time,  if  thejr  repent  not,  until 
the  earth  is  empty,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  are 
consumed  away  and  utterly  destroyed  by  the  ^bright- 
ness of  my  coming. 

/,  None  others,  in  this  generation,  to  receive  a  testimony  of  the  same 
as  the  three :  but  may  receive  a  knowledge  by  other  manifestations. 
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20.  Behold,  I  tell  you  these  things,  even  as  I  also 
told  the  people  of  the  destruction  of  Jenisalem,  and 
my  word  shall  be  ^verified  at  this  time  as  it  hath 
hitherto  been  verified. 

21.  And  now  I  command  you  my  servant  Joseph 
to  repent  and  walk  more  uprightly  before  me,  and 
yield  to  the  persuasions  of  men  no  more  ; 

22.  And  that  you  be  firm  in  keeping  the  command- 
ments wherewith  I  have  commanded  you,  and  if  you 
do  this,  behold  I  ^ant  unto  you  eternal  life,  ^even 
if  you  should  be.  slain. 

23.  And  now,  again,  I  speak  unto  you,  my  servant 
Joseph,  concerning  the  *man  that  desires  the  witness. 

24.  Behold,  I  say  unto  him,  he  exalts  himself  and 
does  not  humble  himself  sufficiently  before  me ;  but  if 
he  will  bow  down  before  me,  and  humble  himself  in 
mighty  prayer  and  faith,  in  the  sincerity  of  his  heart, 
then  will  I  grant  unto  him  a  ^dew  of  the  things  which 
he  desires  to  see. 

25.  And  then  he  shall  say  unto  the  people  of  this 
generation,  behold,  I  have  seen  the  things  which  the 
Lord  has  shown  unto  Joseph  Smith,  jun.,  and  I  know 
of  a  surety  that  they  are  true,  for  I  have  seen  them, 
for  they  have  been  shown  unto  me  by  the  power  of 
Gk)d  and  not  of  man. 

26.  And  I,  the  Lord,  command  him,  my  servant 
Martin  Harris,  that  he  shall  say  no  more  unto  them 
concerning  these  things,  except  he  shall  say  I  have  seen 
ihem,  and  they  have  been  shown  imto  me  by  the  power 
of  God,  and  these  are  the  words  which  he  shall  say ; 

27.  But  if  he  deny  this,  he  will  break  the  covenant 
which  he  has  before  covenanted  with  me,  and  behold, 
he  is  condemned. 

28.  And  now,  except  he  humble  himself  and  acknow- 
ledge unto  me  the  things  that  he  has  done  which  are

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wrong,  and  covenant  with  me  that  he  will  keep  my 
commandments,  and  exercise  faith  in  me,  behold,  I 
say  unto  him,  he  shall  have  no  such  views,  for  I  will 
grant  unto  him  no  views  of  the  things  of  which  I  have 
spoken. 

29.  And  if  this  be  the  case,  I  command  you,  my 
servant  Joseph,  that  you  shall  say  unto  him,  that  he 
shall  do  no  more,  nor  trouble  me  any  more  concerning 
this  matter. 

30.  And  if  this  be  the  case,  behold,  I  say  unto  thee 
Joseph,  when  thou  hast  translated  a  -few  more  pages, 
thou  shalt  stop  for  a  season,  even  until  I  command 
thee  again  ;  then  thou  mayest  translate  again. 

31.  And  except  thou  do  this,  behold,  thou  shalt 
have  no  more  gift,  and  I  will  take  away  the  things 
which  I  have  entrusted  with  thee.

33.  And  there  are  many  that  lie  in  wait  to  destroy 
thee  from  off  the  face  of  the  earth,  and  for  this  cause, 
that  thy  days  may  be  prolonged,  I  have  given  unto 
thee  these  commandments ; 

34.  Yea,  for  this  cause  I  have  said,  stop  and  stand 
still  until  I  command  thee,  and  I  will  provide  means 
whereby  thou  mayest  accomplish  the  thing  which  I 
have  commanded  thee ; 

35.  And  if  thou  art  faithful  in  keeping  my  com- 
mandments, thou  shalt  be  ^lifted  up  at  the  last  day. 
Amen.

Revelation  given  to  Oliver  Cowdery  and  Joseph  Smithy 
jun.,  in  Harmony y  Susquehanna  County,  Penn- 
sylvania, April,  1829. 

1.  A  great  and  Marvelous  work  is  about  to  come 
forth  unto  the  children  of  men. 

2.  Behold,  I  am  God,  and  give  heed  unto  my  word, 
which  is  quick  and  powerful,  sharper  than  a  two-edged 
sword,  to  the  dividing  asunder  of  both  joints  and  mar- 
row ;  therefore  give  heed  unto  my  words. 

3.  Behold  the  field  is  ^hite  already  to  harvest, 
therefore  whoso  desireth  to  reap,  let  him  thrust  in  his 
sickle  with  his  might,  and  reap  while  the  day  lasts,  that 
he  may  treasure  up  for  his  soul  everlasting  salvation  in 
the  kingdom  of  God  : 

4.  Yea,  whosoever  will  thrust  in  his  sickle  and  reap, 
the  ^same  is  called  of  God  ; 

5.  Therefore,  if  you  will  ^ask  of  me  you  shall  re- 
ceive ;  if  you  will  knock  it  shall  be  opened  unto  you. 

6.  Now,  as  you  have  asked,  behold,  I  say  unto  you, 
keep  my  commandments,  and  seek  to  ^bring  forth  and 
establish  the  cause  of  Zion, 

7.  Seek  not  for  riches  but  for  wisdom,  and  behold, 
the  mysteries  of  God  shall  be  unfolded  unto  you,  and 
then  shall  you  be  made  rich.  Behold,  he  that  hath 
eternal  Ufe  is  rich. 

8.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  even  as  you  desire 
of  me,  so  it  shall  be  unto  you  ;  and  if  you  desire,  you 
shall  be  the  means  of  doing  much  good  in  this  genera- 
tion. 

9.  Say  nothing  but  repentance  unto  this  genera- 
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tion :  keep  my  commandments,  and  assist  to  bring 
forth  my  work,  according  to  my  commandments,  and 
you  shall  be  blessed. 

10.  Behold  thou  hast  a  gift,  and  blessed  art  then 
because  of  thy  gift.  Remember  it  is  sacred  and  cometh 
from  above  : 

11.  And  if  thou  wilt  inquire,  thou  shalt  know 
mysteries  which  are  great  and  marvelous :  therefore 
thou  shalt  exercise  thy  gift,  that  thou  mayest  find  out 
mysteries,  that  thou  mayest  bring  many  to  the  know- 
ledge of  the  truth  ;  yea,  convince  them  of  the  error  of 
their  ways.

14.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee,  blessed  art  thou 
for  what  thou  hast  done,  for  thou  hast  inquired  of  me, 
and  behold  as  often  as  thou  hast  inquired,  thou  hast 
received  instruction  of  my  Spirit.  If  it  had  not  been 
so,  thou  wouldst  not  have  come  to  the  place  where  thou 
art  at  this  time. 

15.  Behold  thou  knowest  that  thou  hast  inquired 
of  me,  and  I  did  enlighten  thy  mind ;  and  now  I  tell 
thee  these  things,  that  thou  mayest  know  that  thou 
hast  been  enlightened  by  the  Spirit  of  truth  ; 

16.  Yea,  I  tell  thee,  that  thou  mayest  know  that 
there  is  none  else  save  God  that  knowest  thy  thoughts 
and  the  intents  of  thy  heart : 

17.  I  teU  thee  these  things  as  a  witness  unto  thee, 
that  the  words  or  the  work  which  thou  hast  been  writ- 
ing is  true. 

18.  Therefore  be  diligent,   stand  by  my  servant

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Joseph,  faithfully,  in  whatsoever  difficult  circumstances 
he  may  be  for  the  word's  sake. 

19.  Admonish  him  in  his  faults,  and  also  receive 
admonition  of  him.  Be  patient ;  be  sober ;  be  tem- 
perate ;  have  patience,  faith,  hope  and  charity. 

20.  Behold,  thou  art  Oliver,  and  I  have  spoken 
unto  thee  because  of  thy  desires ;  therefore  treasure 
up  these  words  in  thy  heart.  Be  faithful  and  dihgent 
in  keeping  the  commandments  of  God,  and  I  will  en- 
circle thee  in  the  arms  of  my  love. 

21.  Behold,  I  am  Jesus  Christ,  the  Son  of  God. 
I  am  the  same  that  came  imto  ^my  own,  and  mv 
own  received  me  not.  I  am  the  light  which  ^hineth 
in  darkness,  and  the  darkness  comprehendeth  it 
not. 

22.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  imto  you,  if  you  desire  a 
further  witness,  cast  your  mind  upon  the  night  that 
you  cried  unto  me  in  your  heart,  that  you  might  know 
concerning  the  truth  of  these  things.

32.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  as  I  said  unto 
my  disciples,  ^where  two  or  three  are  gathered  together 
in  my  name,  as  touching  one  thing,  behold,  there  will 
1  be  in  the  midst  of  them,  even  so  am  I  in  the  midst 
of  you. 

33.  Fear  not  to  do  good,  my  sons,  for  whatsoever 
ye  sow,  that  shall  ye  also  reap  ;  therefore,  if  ye  sow 
good,  ye  shall  also  reap  good  for  your  reward. 

34.  Therefore,  fear  not,  little  flock,  do  good ;  let 
earth  and  hell  combine  against  you,  for  if  ye  are  built 
upon  ^my  Rock,  they  cannot  prevail. 

3o.  Behold,  I  do  not  condemn  you,  go  your  ways 
and  sin  no  more,  perform  with  soberness  the  work 
whicli  I  have  commanded  you ; 

86.  Look  unto  me  in  every  thought ;  doubt  not, 
fear  not ; 
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37.  Behold  the  wounds  which  pierced  my  side,  and 
also  the  prints  of  the  nails  in  my  hands  and  feet ;  be 
faithful,  keep  my  commandments,  and  ye  shall  inherit 
the  kingdom  of  heaven.    Amen.

Pennsylvania,  April,  1829. 

1.  Oliver  Cowdery,  verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you, 
that  assuredly  as  the  Lord  liveth,  who  is  your  God  and 
your  Redeemer,  even  so  surely  shall  you  receive  a 
knowledge  of  whatsoever  things  you  shall  ask  in  faith, 
with  an  honest  heart,  believing  that  you  shall  receive  a 
knowledge  concerning  the  engravings  of  "old  records, 
which  are  ancient,  which  contain  those  parts  of  my 
scripture  of  which  have  been  spoken  by  the  manifesta- 
tion of  my  Spirit ; 

2.  Yea,  behold,  I  will  tell  you  in  your  mind  and  in 
your  heart,  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  which  shall  come  upon 
you  and  which  shall  dwell  in  your  heart. 

3.  Now,  behold,  this  is  the  Spirit  of  revelation ; 
behold,  this  is  the  Spirit  by  which  Moses  brought  the 
children  of  Israel  through  the  Red  Sea  on  dry  groimd;

14.  Stan,d  fast  in  the  work  wherewith  I  have  called 
you,  and  a  hair  of  your  head  shall  not  be  lost,  and  you 
shall  be  ^lifted  up  at  the  last  day.     Amen. 


SECTION    10. 

Revelation  given  to  Joseph  Smithy  jun.,  in  Harmony, 
Pennsylvania,  May,  1829,  informing  him  of  the 
alteration  of  the  Manuscript  of  the  fore  part  of 
the  Book  of  Mormon. 

1.  Now,  behold,  I  say  unto  you,  that  because  you 
delivered  up  those  writings  which  you  had  power  given 
unto  you  to  translate,  by  the  means  of  the  Urim  and 
Thummim,  into  the  hands  of  a  wicked  man,  you  have 
*=^lost  them ; 

2.  And  you  also  lost  your  gift  at  the  same  time, 
and  your  mind  became  darkened ; 

3.  Nevertheless,  it  is  now  restored  unto  you  again, 
therefore  see  that  you  areiaithfiil  and  continue  on  unto 
the  Slashing  of  the  remainder  of  the  work  of  transla- 
tion as  you  have  begun  : 

4.  Do  not  run  faster,  or  labor  more  than  you  have 
strength  and  means  provided  to  enable  you  to  trans- 
late ;  but  be  diligent  unto  the  end  : 

5.  Pray  always,  that  you  may  come  off  conq[ueror ; 

b,  see  M,  Sec.  5. 
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yea,  that  you  may  conquer  Satan,  and  that  you  may 
escape  the  hands  of  the  servants  of  Satan  that  do  up- 
hold his  work. 

6.  Behold,  they  have  sought  to  destroy  you ;  yea, 
even  the  man  in  whom  you  have  trusted,  has  sought  to 
destroy  you. 

7.  And  for  this  cause  I  said  that  he  is  a  wicked 
man,  for  he  has  sought  to  take  away  the  things  where- 
with you  have  been  entrusted  ;  and  he  has  ako  sought 
to  destroy  your  gift ; 

8.  And  because  you  have  delivered  the  writings 
into  his  hands,  behold,  wicked  men  have  taken  them 
from  you  : 

9.  Therefore,  you  have  delivered  them  up  ;  yea, 
that  which  was  sacred  unto  wickedness. 

10.  And,  behold,  Satan  has  put  it  into  their  hearts 
to  alter  the  words  which  you  have  caused  to  be  written, 
OT  which  you  have  translated,  which  have  gone  out  of 
your  hands. 

11.  And,  behold,  I  say  unto  you,  that  because 
they  have  altered  the  words,  they  read  contrary  from 
that  which  you  translated  and  caused  to  be  written ; 

12.  And,  on  this  wise,  the  devil  has  sought  to  lay 
a  cunning  plan,  that  he  may  destroy  this  work  ; 

13.  For  he  has  put  into  their  hearts  to  do  this, 
that  by  lying  they  may  say  they  have  caught  you  in 
the  words  wmch  you  have  pretended  to  translate. 

14.  Verily,  I  say  unto  you,  that  I  will  not  suffer 
that  Satan  shall  accomplish  his  evil  design  in  this 
thing, 

15.  For,  behold,  he  has  put  it  into  their  hearts  to 
get  thee  to  tempt  the  Lord  thy  God,  in  asking  to  trans- 
late it  over  again ; 

16.  And  then,  behold,  they  say  and  think  in  their 
hearts,  we  will  see  if  God  has  given  him  power  to 
translate,  if  so,  he  will  also  give  him  power  again ; 

17.  And  if  Go  J  giveth  him  povjet  ^k^gaioi,  ox  \1  bd 
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translates  again,  or  in  other  words,  if  he  bringeth  forth 
the  same  words,  behold,  we  have  the  same  with  us, 
and  we  have  altered  them  : 

18.  Therefore,  they  will  not  agree,  and  we  will  say 
that  he  har.  Ued  in  his  words,  and  that  he  has  no  gift, 
and  that  he  has  no  power  : 

19.  Therefore,  we  will  destroy  him,  and  ako  the 
work,  and  we  will  do  this  that  we  may  not  be  ashamed 
in  the  end,  and  that  we  may  get  glory  of  the  world. 

20.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  that  Satan  has 
great  hold  upon  their  hearts ;  he  stirreth  them  up  to 
iniquity  agamst  that  which  is  good, 

21.  And  their  hearts  are  corrupt,  and  full  of  wicked- 
ness and  abominations,  and  they  love  darkness  rather 
than  light,  because  their  deeds  are  evil :  therefore  they 
will  not  ask  of  me. 

22.  Satan  stirreth  them  up,  that  he  may  lead  their 
souls  to  destruction. 

23.  And  thus  he  has  laid  a  cunning  plan,  tliinking 
to  destroy  the  work  of  God,  but  I  will  require  this  at 
their  hands,  and  it  shall  turn  to  their  shame  and  con- 
demnation in  the  day  of  judgment ; 

24.  Yea,  he  stirreth  up  their  hearts  to  anger  against 
this  work ; 

25.  Yea,  he  saith  unto  them,  deceive  and  lie  in 
wait  to  catch,  that  ye  may  destroy :  behold,  this  is 
no  harm,  and  thus  he  flattereth  them,  and  telleth  them 
that  it  is  no  sin  to  lie,  that  they  may  catch  a  man  in 
a  lie,  that  they  may  destroy  him  ; 

26.  And  thus  he  flattereth  them,  and  leadeth  them 
along  until  he  draggeth  their  souls  down  to  hell ;  and 
thus  he  causeth  them  to  catch  themselves  in  their  own 
snare ; 

27.  And  thus  he  goeth  up  and  down,  to  and  fro  in 
the  earth,  seeking  to  destroy  the  souls  oi  maw. 

28.  Verily,  verilv,  I  say  unto  you,  ^o  \)fe  \»i\» 
him  ib&t  lieth  to  deceive,  because  iie  sopgo^^^  ^fia»^» 
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another  lieth  to  deceive,  for  such  are  not  exempt  from 
the  justice  of  God. 

29.  Now,  behold,  they  have  altered  these  words, 
because  Satan  saith  unto  them,  He  hath  deceived  you : 
and  thus  he  flattereth  them  away  to  do  iniquity,  to  get 
thee  to  tempt  the  Lord  thy  God. 

30.  Behold,  I  say  unto  vou,  that  you  shall  not 
translate  again  those  vords  which  have  gone  forth  out 
of  your  hands ; 

31.  For,  behold,  they  shall  not  accomrfish  their  evil 
designs  in  lying  against  those  worda  Tor,  behold,  if 
you  should  bring  forth  the  same  words  they  will  say 
that  you  have  lied  ;  that  you  have  pretended  to  trans- 
late, but  that  you  have  contradicted  yourself : 

32.  And,  behold,  they  will  pu*blish  this,  and  Satan 
will  harden  the  hearts  of  the  people  to  stir  them  up  to 
anger  against  you,  that  they  will  not  believe  my  words. 

33.  Thus  Satan  thinketh  to  overpower  your  testi- 
mony in  this  generation,  that  the  work  may  not  come 
forth  in  this  generation  : 

34.  But  behold,  here  is  wisdom,  and  because  I  show 
unto  you  wisdom,  and  give  you  commandments  con- 
cerning these  things,  what  you  shall  do,  show  it  not 
unto  the  world  until  you  have  accomplished  the  work 
of  translation. 

35.  Marvel  not  that  I  said  unto  you,  here  is  wisdom, 
show  it  not  unto  the  world,  for  I  said,  show  it  not  imto 
the  world,  that  you  may  be  preserved.

42.  And  behold,  you  shall  publish  it  as  the  record 
of  Nephi,  and  thus  I  will  confound  those  who  have 
altered  my  words. 

43.  I  will  not  suffer  that  they  shall  destroy  my 
work  ;  yea,  I  will  show  unto  them  that  my  wisdom  is 
greater  than  the  cunning  of  the  devil. 

44.  Behold,  they  have  only  got  a  part,  or  an  abridg- 
ment of  the  account  of  Nephi. 

45.  Behold,  there  are  many  things  engraven  on  the 
plates  of  Nephi  which  do  throw  greater  views  upon  my 
gospel ;  therefore,  it  is  wisdom  in  me  that  you  should 
translate  this  first  part  of  the  engravings  of  Nephi,  and 
send  forth  in  this  work. 

46.  And,  behold,  all  the  remainder  of  this  work 
does  contain  all  those  parts  of  my  gospel  which  my 
holy  prophets,  yea,  and  also  my  disciples,  ''desired  in 
their  prayers  should  come  forth  unto  this  people.

Revelation  given  through  Joseph,  the  Seer,  to  Oliver 
Cowdery,  David  Wkitmer,  and  Martin  Harris,  in 
Fayette,  Seneca  County,  New  York,  June,  1829, 
given  previous  to  their  viewing  the  plates  contain- 
ing the  Book  of  Mormon.

Given  in  Fayette,  Nexo  York,  June,  1829. 

1.  Now,  behold,  because  of  the  thing  which  you,

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my  servant  Oliver  Cowdery,  have  desired  to  know  of  me, 
I  give  unto  you  these  words  : 

2.  Behold,  1  have  manifested  unto  you,  by  my  Spirit 
in  many  instances,  that  the  things  which  you  have 
written  are  true ;  wherefore  you  know  that  they  are 
true ; 

3.  And  if  you  know  that  they  are  true,  behold,  I 
give  unto  you  a  commandment,  that  you  rely  upon  the 
things  which  are  written  ; 

4.  For  in  them  are  all  things  written  concerning 
the  foundation  of  *^y  church,  my  ^gospel,  and  my  rock ; 

5.  Wherefore,  if  you  shall  build  up  my  church, 
upon  the  foundation  of  my  gospel  and  my  rock,  the 
Agates  of  hell  shall  not  prevail  against  you. 

6.  Behold,  the  world  is  ripening  in  iniquity,  and  it 
must  needs  be  that  the  children  of  men  are  stirred  up 
unto  repentance,  both  the  Gentiles  and  also  the  house 
of  Israel : 

7.  Wherefore,  as  thou  hadt  been  baptized  by  the 
hands  of  my  servant  Joseph  Smith,  jim.,  according  to 
that  which  I  have  commanded  him,  he  hath  fulfilled 
the  thing  which  I  commanded  him. 

8.  And  now  marvel  not  that  I  have  called  him  unto 
mine  own  purpose,  which  purpose  is  known  in  me  ;

16.  And  now,  if  your  joy  will  be  great  with  one 
soul  that  you  have  brought  unto  me  into  the  kingdom 
of  my  Father,  how  great  will  be  your  joy  if  you  should 
bring  many  souls  unto  me  ? 

17.  Behold,  you  have  my  ^gospel  before  you,  and 
my  rock,  and  my  salvation. 

18.  '^Ask  the  Father  in  my  name,  in  faith  believing 
that  you  shall  receive,  and  you  shall  have  the  *Holy 
Ghost,  which  manifesteth  all  things  which  are  expe- 
dient unto  the  children  of  men. 

19.  And  if  you  have  not  faith,  hope,  and  charity, 
you  can  do  nothing. 

20.  Contend  against  no  church,  save  it  be  the  -^church 
of  the  dpvil.

22.  And  as  many  as  Repent,  and  are  ^"baptized  in 
my  name,  which  is  Jesus  Christ,  and  endure  to  the' end, 
the  same  shall  be  saved. 

23.  Behold,  Jesus  Christ  is  the  name  which  is  given 
of  the  Father,  and  there  is  none  other  name  given 
whereby  man  can  be  saved  ; 

24.  Wherefore,  all  men  must  take  upon  them  the 
name  which  is  given  of  the  Father,  for  in  that  name 
shall  they  be  ^called  at  the  last  day ; 

25.  Wherefore,  if  they  know  not  the  name  by 
which  they  are  called,  they  cannot  have  place  in  the 
kingdom  of  my  Father. 

26.  And  now,  behold,  there  are  others  who  are 
called  to  declare  my  gospel,  ^both  unto  Gentile  and 
unto  Jew ; 

27.  Yea,  even  ^TVelve,  and  the  Twelve  shall  be  my 
disciples,  and  they  shall  take  upon  them  my  name  ; 
and  the  Twelve  are  they  who  shall  desire  to  take  upon 
them  my  name  with  full  purpose  of  heart ; 

28.  And  if  they  desire  to  take  upon  them  my  name 
with  full  purpose  of  heart,  they  are  called  to  ^go  into 
all  the  world  to  preach  my  gospel  unto  every  creature  ; 

29.  And  they  are  they  who  are  ordained  of  me 
to  ^'baptize  in  my  name,  according  to  that  which  is 
written  ; 

30.  And  you  have  that  which  is  written  before  you  ; 
wherefore  you  must  perform  it  according  to  the  words 
which  are  written. 

31.  And  now  I  speak  unto  you  the  Twelve — ^Be- 
hold, my  grace  is  sufficient  for  you  :  you  must  walk 
uprightly  before  me  and  sin  not.

33.  And  I,  Jesus  Christ,  your  Lord  and  your  God, 
have  spoken  it. 

34.  These  words  are  not  of  men,  nor  of  man,  but 
of  me ;  wherefore,  you  shall  testify  they  are  of  me, 
and  not  of  man  ; 

35.  For  it  is  my  voice  which  speaketh  them  unto 
you,  for  they  are  given  by  my  Spirit  unto  you,  and  by 
my  power  you  can  read  them  one  to  another,  and  save 
it  were  by  my  power,  you  could  not  have  them  ; 

36.  Wherefore  you  can  testify  that  you  have  heard 
my  voice,  and  know  my  words. 

37.  And  now,  behold,  I  give  unto  you  Oliver 
Cowdery,  and^  also  imto  David  Whitmer,  that  you 
shall  search  out  the  Twelve,  who  shall  have  the  desires 
of  which  I  have  spoken ; 

38.  And  by  their  desires  and  their  works  you  shall 
know  them  ; 

39.  And  when  you  have  found  them  you  shall  show 
these  things  unto  them. 

40.  And  you  shall  fall  down  and  worship  the  Father 
in  my  name  ; 

41.  And  you  must  preacb  "Jinto  the  world,  sajring, 

Jou  must  ^repent  and  be  '^baptized,  in  the  name  of 
esus  Christ ; 

42.  For  all  men  must  repent  and  be  baptized,  and 
not  only  men,  but  women,  and  children  who  have 
arrived  to  the  ^ears  of  accountability. 

43.  And  now,  after  that  you  have  received  this, 
you  must  keep  my  commandments  in  all  things  ; 

44.  And  by  your  hands  I  will  work  a  "'marvelous

47.  Behold,  I,  Jesus  Christ,  your  Lord  and  your 
God,  and  your  Redeemer,  by  the  power  of  my  Spirit 
have  spoken  it.    Amen. 


SECTION   19. 

1  Commaiidment  of  God,  and  not  of  Man,  revealed 
through  Joseph,  the  Seer,  to  Martin  Harris,  given 
{Manchester,  New  York,  March,  1830)  by  Him 
who  is  eternal. 

1.  I  am  Alpha  and  Omega,  Christ  the  Lord  ;  yea, 
even  I  am  He,  the  beginning  and  the  end,  the  Ke- 
deemer  of  the  worid. 

2.  I,  having  accompUshed  and  finished  {he  will  of  him 
whose  I  am,  even  the  Father,  concerning  me — having 
done  this  that  I  might  subdue  all  things  unto  myself — 

3.  Retaining  "all  power,  even  to  the  Mestroying  of 
Satan  and  his  works  at  the  end  of  the  worid,  and  the 
last  great  day  of  judgment,  which  I  shall  pass  upon 
the  inhabitants  thereof,  judging  every  man  according 
to  his  works  and  the  deeas  which  he  hath  done. 

4.  And  surely  every  man  must  Repent  or  suffer,  for 
I,  Ck)d,  aln  ^'endless ; 

Xf  fullness  of  Celestial  glory. 
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5.  Wherefore,  I  revoke  not  the  judgments  which  1 
shall  pass,  but  woes  shall  go  forth,  ^weeping,  wailing 
and  gnashing  of  teeth,  yea,  to  those  who  are  found  on 
my  left  hand ; 

6.  Nevertheless  it  is  not  written  that  there  shall  be 
no  end  to  this  torment,  but  it  is  written  -^endless  tor- 
ment. 

7.  Again,  it  is  written  ^eternal  damnation ;  where- 
fore it  is  more  express  than  other  scriptures,  that  it 
might  work  upon  the  hearts  of  the  children  of  men, 
altogether  for  my  name's  glory ; 

8.  Wherefore  I  will  explain  unto  you  this  mystery, 
for  it  is  mete  unto  you  to  know  even  as  mine  apostles. 

9.  I  speak  unto  you  that  are  chosen  in  this  thing, 
even  as  one,  that  you  may  enter  into  my  rest ; 

10.  For,  behold,  the  mystery  of  Godliness,  how 
great  is  it  ?  for,  behold,  I  am  endless,  and  the  punish- 
ment which  is  given  from  my  hand,  is  ^endless  pimish- 
ment,  for  endless  is  my  name  :  wherefore — 

11.  ^Eternal  punishment  is  God's  punishment. 

12.  •^'Endless  punishment  is  God's  punishment. 

13.  Wherefore  I  command  you  to  repent,  and  keep 
the  commandments  which  you  have  received  by  the 
hand  of  my  servant  Joseph  Smith,  jun.,  in  my  name ; 

14.  And  it  is  by  my  almighty  power  that  you  have 
received  them ; 

15.  Therefore  I  command  you  to  repent — ^repent, 
lest  I  smite  you  by  the  rod  of  my  mouth,  and  by  my 
wrath,  and  by  my  anger,  and  your  suflferings  be  sore — 
how  sore  you  know  not !  how  exquisite  you  know  not  1 
yea,  how  hard  to  bear  you  know  not ! 

16.  For  behold,  I,  God,  %ave  suffered  these  things 
for  all,  that  they  might  not  suffer  if  they  would  repent,

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17.  But  if  they  would  not  repent,  they  must  suflFer 
even  as  I, 

18.  Which  suflFering  caused  myself,  even  God,  the 
greatest  of  all,  to  tremble  because  of  pain,  and  to 
^leed  at  every  pore,  and  to  suffer  both  body  and  spirit : 
and  would  that  I  might  not  drink  the  bitter  cup  and 
shrink— 

19.  Nevertheless,  glory  be  to  the  Father,  and  I  par- 
took and  finished  my  preparations  unto  the  children  of 
men; 

20.  Wherefore,  I  command  you  again  to  repent, 
lest  I  humble  you  with  my  almighty  power,  and  that 
you  confess  your  sins,  lest  you  suffer  these  punishments 
of  which  I  have  spoken,  oi  which  in  the  smallest,  yea, 
even  in  the  least  degree  you  have  tasted  at  the  time  I 
withdrew  my  spirit. 

21.  And  I  command  you,  that  you  preach  nought 
but  repentance,  and  show  not  these  things  unto  the 
world  until  it  is  wisdom  in  me. 

22.  For  they  cannot  '"bear  meat  now,  but  milk 
they  must  receive ;  wherefore,  they  must  not  know 
these  things  lest  they  perish. 

23.  Learn  of  me,  and  listen  to  my  words ;  walk  in 
the  meekness  of  my  Spirit,  and  you  shall  have  pc:xe 
in  me. 

24.  I  am  Jesus  Christ ;  I  came  by  the  will  of  tlie 
Father,  and  I  do  his  will. 

25.  And  again,  I  command  thee  that  thou  shalt  not 
**covet  thy  neighbor's  wife  ;  nor  seek  thy  neighbor's  life. 

26.  And  again,  I  command  thee  that  thou  shalt 
not  covet  thine  own  property,  but  impart  it  freely  to 
the  printing  of  the  Book  of  Mormon,  which  contains 
the  truth  and  the  word  of  God, 

27.  Which  iz  my  ^ord  to  the  Gentile,  that  soon  it 
may  go  to  the  Jew,  of  whom  the  Lamanites  are  a  ^em- 

l  Me  a,  See  18.  m,  41 ;  C.  n,  42  :  24, 8ft.    4i  \  \<?>.    '^fe-.  ^a« 
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nant,  that  they  may  believe  the  gospel,  and  look  not 
for  a  Messiah  to  come  who  has  already  come. 

28.  And  again,  I  command  thee  that  thou  shalt 
pray  vocally  as  well  as  in  thy  heart ;  yea,  before  the 
world  as  well  as  in  secret,  in  public  as  well  as  in  private. 

29.  And  thou  shalt  declare  ^glad  tidings,  yea,  publish 
it  upon  the  mountains,  and  upon  every  high  place,  and 
among  every  people  that  thou  shalt  be  permitted  to  see. 

30.  And  thou  shalt  do  it  with  all  humility,  trusting 
in  me,  reviling  not  against  revilers. 

31.  And  of  tenets  thou  shalt  not  talk,  but  thou 
shalt  declare  '"repentance  and  faith  on  the  Saviour, 
and  ^remission  of  sins  by  baptism  and  by  *fire,  yea,  even 
the  Holy  Ghost. 

32.  Behold,  this  is  a  great  and  the  last  command- 
ment which  I  shall  give  unto  you  concerning  this  mat- 
ter ;  for  this  shall  suflSce  for  thy  daily  walk,  even  unto 
the  end  of  thy  life. 

33.  And  misery  thou  shalt  receive  if  thou  wilt 
slight  these  counsels;  yea,  even  the  destruction  of  thy- 
self and  property. 

34.  Impart  a  portion  of  thy  property ;  yea,  even 
part  of  thy  lands,  and  all  save  the  support  of  thy  family. 

35.  Pay  the  debt  thou  hast  contracted  with  the 
printer.     Release  thyself  from  bondage. 

36.  Leave  thy  house  and  home,  except  when  thou 
shalt  desire  to  see  thy  family  : 

37.  And  speak  freely  to  all :  yea,  preach,  exhort, 
declare  the  truth,  even  with  a  loud  voice,  with  a  sound 
of  rejoicing,  crying — Hosanna,  hosanna  1  blessed  be 
the  name  of  the  Lord  God. 

38.  ^Pray  always,  and  I  will  pour  out  my  Spirit 
upon  you,  and  great  shall  be  your  blessing  ;  yea,  even 
more  than  if  you  should  obtain  treasures  of  earth  and 
corruptibleness  to  the  extent  thereof.

1.  The  ''rise  of  the  church  of  Christ  in  these  last 
days,  being  *one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty 
years  since  the  coming  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus 
Christ  in  the  flesh,  it  being  regularly  organized  and 
established  agreeable  to  the  laws  of  our  country,  by  the 
will  and  commandments  of  God,  in  the  fourth  month, 
and  on  the  ^sixth  day  of  the  month  which  is  called  April ; 

2.  Which  commandments  were  given  to  Joseph 
Smith,  jun.,  who  was  called  of  God,  and  ordained  an 
'^^postle  of  Jesus  Christ,  to  be  the  first  elder  of  this 
church ; 

3.  And  to  Oliver  Cowdery,  who  was  also  called  of 
God,  an  ^apostle  of  Jesus  Christ,  to  be  the  second  elder 
of  this  church,  and  ordained  under  his  hand ; 

4.  And  this  according  to  the  grace  of  our  Lord  and 
Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  to  whom  be  all  glory,  both  now 
and  for  ever.    Amen. 

5.  After  it  was  truly  manifested  unto  this  first 
elder  that  he  had  received  a  remission  of  his  sins,  he 
was  entangled  again  in  the  vanities  of  the  world  ;

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6.  But  after  repenting,  and  humbling  himself  sin- 
cerely, through  faith,  God  ministered  unto  him  by 
an  -^holy  angel,  whose  countenance  was  as  Ughtning, 
and  whose  garments  were  pure  and  white  above  all 
other  whiteness ; 

7.  And  gave  unto  him  commandments  which  in- 
spC  ed  him ; 

8.  And  gave  him  power  from  on  high,  by  the  ^eans 
which  were  before  prepared,  to  translate  the  Book  of 
Mormon, 

9.  Which  contains  a  record  of  a  fallen  people,  and 
the  ^fullness  of  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  to  tne  Gen- 
tiles and  to  the  Jews  also, 

10.  Which  was  given  by  inspiration,  and  is  con- 
firmed to  ^others  by  the  ministering  of  angels,  and  is 
declared  unto  the  world  by  them, 

11.  Proving  to  the  world  that  the  Holy  Scriptures 
are  true,  and  that  God  does  inspire  men  and  call  them 
to  his  holy  work  in  this  age  and  generation,  as  well  as 
in  generations  of  old, 

12.  Thereby  showing  that  he  is  the  -^same  God 
yesterday,  to-day,  and  for  ever.     Amen. 

13.  Therefore,  having  so  great  witnesses,  by  them 
shall  the  world  be  judged,  even  as  many  as  shall  here- 
after come  to  a  knowledge  of  this  work ; 

14.  And  those  who  receive  it  in  faith,  and  work 
righteousness,  shall  receive  a  crown  of  eternal  life ; 

15.  But  those  who  harden  their  hearts  in  unbelief, 
and  reject  it,  it  shall  turn  to  their  own  condemnation, 

16.  For  the  Lord  God  has  spoken  it ;  and  we,  the 
elders  of  the  church,  have  %eard  and  bear  witness  to 
the  words  of  the  glorious  Majesty  on  high,  to  whom 
be  glory  for  ever  and  ever.     Amen. 
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17.  By  these  things  we  ^ow  that  there  is  a  God 
in  heaven,  who  is  infinite  and  eternal,  from  '"everlasting 
to  everlasting  the  same  unchangeable  God,  the  framer 
of  heaven  and  earth,  and  all  things  which  are  in  them  ; 

18.  And  that  he  created  man,  male  and  female,  after 
his  '^own  image  and  in  his  own  likeness,  created  he  them, 

19.  And  gave  unto  them  commandments  that  they 
should  love  and  serve  him,  the  only  living  and  true 
God,  and  that  he  should  be  the  only  being  whom  they 
should  worship. 

20.  But  by  the  transgression  of  these  holy  laws,  man 
became  sensual  and  devilish,  and  became  fallen  man. 

21.  Wherefore  the  Almighty  God  gave  his  Only 
Begotten  Son,  as  it  is  i^Titten  in  those  scriptures  which 
have  been  given  of  him. 

22.  He  suffered  temptations  but  gave  no  heed  unto 
them ; 

23.  He  was  "crucified,  died,  and  ^ose  again  the  third 
day; 

24.  And  ascended  into  heaven,  to  sit  down  on  the 
right  hand  of  the  Father,  to  reign  with  almighty  power 
according  to  the  will  of  the  Father, 

25.  That  as  many  as  would  ^believe  and  be  ^baptized 
in  his  holy  name,  and  endure  in  faith  to  the  end,  ^ould 
be  saved  : 

26.  Not  only  those  who  believed  after  he  came  in 
the  ^meridian  of  time,  in  the  flesh,  but  all  those  fi:om 
the  beginning,  even  as  many  as  were  before  he  came, 
who  believed  in  the  words  of  the  holy  prophets,  who 
spake  as  they  were  'inspired  by  the  gift  of  the  Holy 
Ghost,  who  truly  testified  of  him  in  all  things,  should 
have  eternal  hfe, 
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27.  As  well  as  those  who  should  come  after,  who 
should  believe  in  the  **giffcs  and  callings  of  God  by  the 
Holy  Ghost,  which  *beareth  record  of  the  Father,  aad 
of  the  Son ; 

28.  Which  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Ghost  are  "'one 
God,  infinite  and  eternal,  without  end.     Amen. 

29.  And  we  2^know  that  all  men  must  repent  and 
believe  on  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  worship  the 
Father  in  his  name,  and  endure  in  faith  on  his  name  to 
the  end,  or  they  cannot  be  saved  in  the  kingdom  of  God. 

30.  And  we  ^know  that  j  ustification  through  the  grace 
of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  is  just  and  true ; 

31.  And  we  ^"know  also,  that  sanctification  through 
the  grace  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  is  just 
and  true  to  all  those  who  love  and  serve  God  with  all 
their  mights,  minds,  and  strength. 

32.  But  there  is  a  possibility  that  man  may  ^Vall 
from  grace  and  depart  from  the  living  God  ; 

33.  Therefore  let  the  church  take  heed  and  pray 
always,  lest  they  fall  into  temptation  ; 

34.  Yea,  and  even  let  those  who  are  sanctified  take 
heed  also. 

35.  And  we  ^^know  that  these  things  are  true  and 
according  to  the  revelations  of  John,  neither  ^^'adding 
to,  nor  diminishing  from  the  prophecy  of  his  book,  the 
Holy  Scriptures,  or  the  revelations  of  God,  which  shall 
come  hereafter  by  the  gift  and  power  of  the  Holy 
Ghost,  the  voice  of  God,  or  the  ministering  of  angels. 

36.  And  the  Lord  God  has  spoken  it ;  and  honor, 
power,  and  glory,  be  rendered  to  his  holy  name,  both 
now  and  ever.     Amen. 

37.  And  again,  by  way  of  ^^commandment  to  tlu 
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church  concerning  the  manner  of  baptism, — ^All  those 
who  humble  themselves  before  God,  and  desire  to  be 
baptized  and  come  forth  with  broken  hearts  and  con- 
trite spirits,  and  witness  before  the  church  that  they 
have  truly  repented  of  all  their  sins,  and  are  willing  to 
take  upon  them  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ,  having  a 
determination  to  serve  him  to  the  end,  and  truly  mani- 
fest by  their  works  that  they  have  received  of  the 
Spirit  of  Christ  unto  the  remission  of  their  sins,  shall 
be  received  by  baptism  into  his  church. 

38.  The  duty  of  the  elders,  priests,  teachers,  deacons, 
and  members  of  the  chwrch  of  Christ, — An  ^/apostle  is 
an  elder,  and  it  is  his  calling  to  ^^baptize. 

39.  And  to  ^^ordain  other  elders,  priests,  teachers, 
and  deacons, 

40.  And  to  administer  ^*bread  and  wine — ^the  em- 
blems of  the  flesh  and  blood  of  Christ — 

41.  And  to  2;confirm  those  who  are  baptized  into 
the  church,  by  the  laying  on  of  hands  for  the  baptism 
of  fire  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  according  to  the  scriptures ; 

42.  And  to  teach,  expound,  exhort,  baptize,  and 
watch  over  the  church ; 

43.  And  to  confirm  the  church  bv  the  laying  on  of 
the  hands,  and  the  giving  of  the  Holy  Ghost, 

44.  And  to  take  the  lead  of  all  meetings. 

45.  The  elders  are  to  conduct  the  meetings  as  they 
are  2*led  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  according  to  the  com- 
mandments and  revelations  of  GoA 

46.  The  priest's  ^'duty  is  to  preach,  teach,  expound, 
exhort,  and  baptize,  and  administer  the  sacrament, 

47.  And  visit  the  house  of  each  member,  and  ex- 
hort them  to  pray  vocally  and  in  secret,  and  attend  to 
all  family  duties ;

And    he    may    also    ^wiordain    other   priests, 
teachers,  and  deacons. 

49.  And  he  is  to  take  the  lead  of  meetings  when 
there  is  no  elder  present ; 

50.  But  when  there  is  an  elder  present,  he  is  only 
to  preach,  teach,  expound,  exhort,  and  baptize, 

51.  And  visit  the  house  of  each  member,  exhorting 
them  to  pray  vocally  and  in  secret,  and  attend  to  aU 

family  duties. 

52.  In  all  these  duties  the  priest  is  to  2**a8sist  the 
elder  if  occasion  requires. 

53.  The  teacher's  duty  is  to  ^^watch  over  the  church 
always,  and  be  with  and  strengthen  them, 

54.  And  see  that  there  is  no  iniquity  in  the  church 
— neither  hardness  with  each  other — ^neither  lying, 
backbiting,  nor  evil  speaking  ; 

55.  And  see  that  the  church  meet  together  often, 
and  also  see  that  all  the  members  do  their  duty  ; 

56.  And  he  is  to  take  the  lead  of  meetings  in  the 
absence  of  the  elder  or  priest — 

57.  And  is  to  be  ^^assisted  always,  in  all  his  duties 
in  the  church,  by  the  deacons,  if  occasion  requires  ; 

58.  But  neither  teachers  nor  deacons  have  authority 
to  baptize,  administer  the  sacrament,  or  lay  on  hands  : 

59.  They  are,  however,  to  warn,  expound,  exhort, 
and  teach  and  invite  all  to  come  unto  Christ. 

60.  Every  elder,  priest,  teacher,  or  deacon,  is  to  be 
-^ordained  according  to  the  gifts  and  callings  of  God 
unto  him  ;  and  he  is  to  be  ordained  by  the  ^ ''power  of 
the  Holy  Ghost,  which  is  in  the  one  who  ordains  him. 

61.  The  several  elders,  composing  this  church  of 
('hrist  are  to  meet  in  -'conference  once  in  three  months, 
DF  from  time  to  time  as  said  conferences  shall  direct  or 
appoint ;

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62.  And  said  conferenv^w^  are  to  do  whatever  church 
business  is  necessary  to  be  done  at  the  time. 

63.  The  elders  are  to  receive  their  ^^licenses  from 
other  elders,  by  ^^ote  of  the  church  to  which  they 
belong,  or  from  the  conferences. 

64.  Each  priest,  teacher,  or  deacon,  who  is  ordained 
by  a  priest  may  take  a  certificate  from  him  at  the  time, 
which  certificate  when  presented  to  an  elder,  shall  en- 
title him  to  a  ^^hcense,  which  shall  authorize  him  to 
perform  the  duties  of  his  calling,  or  he  may  receive  it 
from  a  conference. 

*65.  No  person  is  to  be  ordained  to  any  office  in 
this  church,  where  there  is  a  regularly  organized  branch 
of  the  same,  without  the  ^"'vote  of  that  church ; 

66.  But  the  presiding  elders,  travehng  bishops, 
High  Counselors,  High  Priests,  and  elders,  may  have 
the  privilege  of  ordaining,  where  there  is  no  branch  of 
the  church  that  a  ^^ote  may  be  called. 

67.  Every  President  of  the  High  Priesthood  (or 

Presiding  elder),  bishop.  High   Counselor,  and  High 
riest,  is  to  be  ordained  by  the  ^^/dfrection  of  a  High 
Council  or  general  conference. 

68.  The  duty  of  the  members  after  they  are'/ecmved 
by  baptism-, — The  elders  or  priests  are  to  have  a  suffi- 
cient time  to  expound  all  things  concerning  the  church 
of  Christ  to  their  understanding,  ^  ^previous  to  their 
partaking  of  the  sacrament  and  being  confirmed  by  the 
laying  on  of  the  hands  of  the  elders,  so  that  all  things 
may  be  done  in  order. 

69.  And  the  members  shall  manifest  before  the 
church,  and  also  before  the  elders,  by  a  Godly  walk 
and  conversation,  that  they  are  worthy  of  it,  that 
there  may  be  works  and  faith  agreeable  to  the  Holy 
Scriptures — walking  in  holiness  before  the  Lord.

71.  No  one  can  be  received  into  the  church  of  Christ, 
unless  he  has  arrived  unto  the  ^^ears  of  accountability 
before  God,  and  is  capable  of  repentance. 

72.  ^''Baptism  is  to  be  administered  in  the  following 
manner  unto  all  those  who  repent  : — 

73.  The  person  who  is  called  of  God,  and  has  autho- 
rity from  Jesus  Christ  to  baptize,  shall  go  down  into 
the  water  with  the  person  who  has  presented  him  or 
herself  for  baptism,  and  shall  say,  calling  him  or  her 
by  name — Having  been  commissioned  of  Jesus  Christ, 
I  baptize  you  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the 
Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.     Amen. 

74.  Then  shall  he  immerse  him  or  her  in  the  water, 
and  come  forth  again  out  of  the  water. 

75.  It  is  expedient  that  the  church  ^'^eet  together 
often  to  partake  of  bread  and  wine  in  the  remembrance 
of  the  Lord  Jesus  ; 

76.  And  the  elder  or  priest  shall  administer  it ;  and 
after  this  ^  banner  shall  he  administer  it — ^he  shall 
kneel  with  the  church  and  call  upon  the  Father  in 
solemn  prayer,  saying — 

77.  0  God,  the  eternal  Father,  we  ask  thee  in  the 
name  of  thy  Son,  Jesus  Christ,  to  bless  and  sanctify 
this  bread  to  the  souls  of  all  those  who  partake  of  it, 
that  they  may  eat  in  remembrance  of  the  body  of 
thy  Son,  and  witness  unto  thee,  0  God,  the  eternal 
Father,  that  they  are  willing  to  take  upon  them  the 
name  of  thy  Son,  and  always  remember  him  and  keep 
his  commandments  which  he  has  given  them,  that  they 
may  always  have  his  Spirit  to  be  with  them.     Amen.

He 
shall  take  the  cup  also,  and  say —

this  wine  to  the  souls  of  all  those  who  drink  of  it,  that 
they  may  do  it  in  remembrance  of  the  blood  of  thy 
Son,  which  was  shed  for  them ;  that  they  may  witness 
unto  thee,  0  God,  the  eternal  Father,  that  they  do 
always  remember  him,  that  they  may  have  his  Spirit 
to  be  with  them.

80.  Any  member  of  the  church  of  Christ  ^^trans- 
gressing, or  being  overtaken  in  a  fault,  shall  be  dealt  with 
as  the  scriptures  direct. 

81.  It.  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  several  churches 
composing  the  church  of  Christ,  to  send  ^*one  or  more 
of  their  teachers  to  attend  the  several  conferences  held 
by  the  elders  of  the  church, 

82.  With  a-^*list  of  the  names  of  the  several 
members  uniting  themselves  with  the  church  since 
the  last  conference,  or  send  bv  the  hand  of  some  priest, 
so  that  a  regular  list  of  all  the  names  of  the  whole 
church  may  be  kept  in  a  book  by  one  of  the  elders, 
whoever  the  other  elders  shall  appoint  from  time  to 
time; 

83.  And  also  if  any  have  been  expelled  from  the 
church,  so  that  their  names  may  be  ^-^blotted  out  of  the 
general  church  record  of  names. 

84.  All  members  removing  from  the  church  where 
they  reside,  if  going  to  a  church  where  they  are  not 
known,  may  ^*take  a  letter,  certifying  that  they  arp 
regular  members  and  in  good  standing,  which  certificate 
may  be  signed  by  any  elder  or  priest,  if  the  member 
receiving  the  letter  is  personally  acquainted  with  the 
elder  or  priest,  or  it  may  be  signed  by  the  teachers  or 
deacons  of  the  church.

Revelation  to  Joseph  Smith,  jun,,  given  at  Fayette,  New 

York,  April  6,  1830. 

1.  Behold  there  shall  be  a  Record  kept  among  you, 
and  in  it  thou  shalt  be  called  a  seer,  a  translator,  a 
prophet,  an  apostle  of  Jesus  Christ,  an  elder  of  the 
church  through  the  will  of  God  the  Father,  and  the 
grace  of  your  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 

2.  Being  'inspired  of  the  Holy  Ghost  to  lay  the 
foundation  thereof,  and  to  build  it  up  unto  the  most 
holy  faith, 

3.  Which  church  was  organized  and  established  in 
the  year  of  your  Lord  ^eighteen  hundred  and  thirty, 
in  the  fourth  month,  and  on  the  sixth  day  of  the 
month,  which  is  called  April. 

4.  Wherefore,  meaning  the  church,  thou  shalt  give 
heed  unto  all  his  words  and  commandments  which  he 
shall  give  unto  you  as  he  receiveth  them,  walking  in 
all  holiness  before  me  ; 

5.  For  his  word  ye  shall  receive,  as  if  from  mine 
own  mouth,  in  all  patience  and  faith  ; 

6.  For  by  doing  these  things  the  %ates  of  hell 
shall  not  prevail  against  you  ;  yea,  and  the  Lord  God 
will  disperse  the  powers  of  darkness  from  before  you, 
and  cause  the  heavens  *to  shake  for  your  good,  ana  his 
name's  glory. 

7.  For  thus  saith  the  Lord  God,  him  have  I  inspired 
to  move  the  cause  of  -^Zion  in  mighty  power  for  good, 
and  liis  diligence  I  know,  and  his  prayers  I  have  heard. 

8.  Yea  his  weeping  for  ^Zion  I  have  seen,  and  I  will 
cause  that  he  shall  mourn  for  her  no  longer,  for  his  dajrs

fied by  sinful  men  for  the  sins  of  the  world,  yea,  for 
the  remission  of  sins  unto  the  contrite  heart. 

10.  Wherefore  it  behoveth  me  that  he  should  be 
*ordained  by  you,  Oliver  Cowdery,  mine  apostle  ; 

11.  This  being  an  ordinance  unto  you,  that  you  are 
an  elder  under  his  hand,  he  being  the  first  unto  you, 
that  you  might  be  an  elder  unto  this  church  of  Christ, 
bearing  my.  name, 

12.  And  the  *first  preacher  of  this  church  unto  the 
church,  and  before  the  world,  yea,  before  the  -^Gentiles ; 
yea,  and  thus  saith  the  Lord  God,  lo,  lo  !  to  the  *Jews 
also.    Amen. 


SECTION  22. 

Revelation  to  the  Church  of  Christ,  which  was  estab- 
lished in  these  last  days,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord

4.  Wherefore,  enter  ye  in  at  the  *gate,  as  I  have 
commanded,  and  seek  not  to  counsel  your  God.    Amen.

1.  Behold,  I  speak  unto  you,  Oliver,  a  few  words.

Sevelation  given  to  Joseph  Smith,  jun.,  and  Oliver  Cow- 
dery,  in  Harmony ,  Susquehanna  Co,,  Pennsylvania^ 
July,  1830. 

1.  Behold,  thou  wast  called  and  chosen  to  write  the 
Book  of  Mormon,  and  to  my  ministry ;  and  I  have 
lifted  thee  up  out  of  thy  afflictions,  and  have  counseled 
thee,  that  mou  hast  been  delivered  from  all  thine 
enemies,  and  -thou  hast  been  delivered  from  the  powers 
of  Satan  and  from  darkness  1 

2.  Nevertheless  thou  art  not  excusable  in  thy  trans- 
gressions ;  nevertheless,  go  thy  way  and  sin  no  more. 

3.  Ma^fy  thine  office  ;  and  aftjet  \5[vqv3l  V%&\i  ^^-^^ 
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thy  fields  and  secured  them,  go  speedily  untQ  the 
church  which  is  in  Colesville,  Fayette  and  Manchester, 
and  they  shall  support  thee  ;  and  I  will  bless  them 
both  spiritually  and  temporally  ;

17.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  because  of  the 
trickedness  of  the  world,  that  I  will  take  ^vengeance 
upon  the  wicked,  for  they  will  not  repent ;  for  the  cup 
01  mine  indignation  is  full ;  for  behold  my  blood  shall 
not  cleanse  them  if  they  hear  me  not. 

18.  Wherefore,  I  the  Lord  God  will  send  forth  '"flies 
upon  the  face  of  the  earth,  which  shall  take  hold  of 
the  inhabitants  thereof,  and  shall  eat  their  flesh,  and 
shall  cause  maggots  to  come  in  upon  them  ; 

19.  And  their  tongues  shall  be  staid  that  they  shall 
not  utter  against  me ;  and  their  flesh  shall  fall  from  off 
their  bones,  and  their  eyes  from  their  sockets  : 

20.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  that  the  *beasts  of 
the  forest,  and  the  fowls  of  the  air  shall  devour  them  up ; 

21.  And  that  great  and  ^abominable  church,  which 
is  the  whore  of  all  the  earth,  shall  be  cast  down  by  de- 
vouring fire,  according  as  it  is  spoken  by  the  mouth  of 
Ezekiel  the  prophet,  who  spoke  of  these  things,  which 
have  not  come  to  pass,  but  surely  must,  as  I  live,  for 
abominations  shall  not  reign. 

22.  And  again,  verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  that 
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^en  the  ''tliousand  years  are  ended,  and  men  again 
fi^gin  to  deny  their  &od,  then  will  I  spare  the  earth 
^^t  for  a  little  season ; 

.        23.  And  the  end  shall  come,  and  the  heaven  and 
^^e  earth  shall  be  "consumed  and  pass  away,  and  there 
^Viall  be  a  new  ^heaven  and  a  new  earth, 

24.  For  all  *old  things  shall  pass  away,  and  all 
•lungs  shall  become  new,  even  the   heaven  and  the 

arth,  and  all  the  fullness  thereof,  both  men  and  beasts, 
Jie  fowls  of  the  air,  and  the  fishes  of  the  sea  ; 

25.  And  not  one  hair,  neither  mote,  shall  be  lost, 
tor  it  is  the  workmanship  of  mine  hand. 

26.  But,  behold,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  before  the 

^arth  shall  pass  away,  ^Michael,  mine  archangel,  shall 

sound  his  trump,  and  then  shall  all  the  dead  awake, 

for  their  graves  shall  be  opened,  and  they  shall  come 

forth  ;  yea,  even  alL 

27.  And  the  righteous  shall  be  gathered  on  my 
right  hand  unto  eternal  life  ;  and  the  wicked  on 
my  left  hand  will  I  be  ashamed  to  own  before  the 
Father ; 

28.  Wherefore  I  will  say  imto  them — ^Depart  from 
me,  ye  cursed,  into  everlasting  fire,  prepared  for  the 
devil  and  his  angels.

32.  Firstly,  spiritual — secondly,  temporal,  which  is 
the  ^^beginning  of  my  work ;  and  again,  firstly,  tem- 
poral— ^and  secondly,  spiritual,  which  is  the  last  ^^of 
my  work  :  . 

33.  Speaking  unto  you  that  you  may  naturally  un- 
derstand, but  unto  myself  my  works  have  no  end, 
neither  beginning ;  but  it  is  given  unto  you  that  ye 
may  understand,  because  ye  have  asked  it  of  me  and 
are  agreed. 

34.  Wherefore,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  that  all  things 
unto  me  are  spiritual,  and  not  at  any  time  have  I  given 
unto  you  a  law  which  was  temporal ;  neither  any  man, 
nor  the  children  of  men ;  neither  Adam,  your  father, 
whom  I  created. 

35.  Behold,  I  gave  unto  him  that  he  shoi;ld  be  an 
agent  unto  himself ;  and  I  gave  unto  him  command- 
ment, but  no  temporal  commandment  gave  I  unto  him, 
for  my  commandments  are  spiritual ;  they  are  not 
natural  nor  temporal,  neither  carnal  nor  sensual. 

-36.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  Adam  being  tempted 
of  the  devil  (for,  behold,  the  ^^devil  was  before  Adam, 
for  he  rebelled  against  me,  saying,  Give  me  thine  honor, 
which  is  my  power  :  and  also  a  ^ ''third  part  of  the  hosts 
of  heaven  turned  he  away  from  me  because  of  their 
agency ; 

37.  And  they  were  ^-^thrust  down,  and  thus  came 
the  devil  and  his  angels. 

38.  And,  behold,  there  is  a  place  prepared  for  them 
from  the  beginning,  which  place  is  ^^heli : 

39.  And  it  must  needs  be  that  the  devil  should 
fempt  the  children  of  men,  or  they  could  not  be  agents 
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unto  themselves,  for  if  they  never  should  have  bitter, 
they  coiJd  not  know  the  sweet.) 

40.  Wherefore,  it  came  to  pass  that  the  devil 
tempted  Adam,  and  he  partook  the  forbidden  fruit  and 
transgressed  the  commandment,  wherein  he  became 
2^ubject  to  the  will  of  the  devil,  because  he  yielded 
unto  temptation. 

41.  Wherefore  I  the  Lord  God  caused  that  he

48.  For  it  is  given  unto  them  even  as  I  will,  accord- 
ilig  to  mine  own  pleasure,  that  great  things  may  be  re- 
quired at  the  hand  of  their  fathers. 

49.  And,  again,  I  say  unto  you,  that  whoso  having 
knowledge,  have  I  not  commanded  to  repent  ? 

50.  And  he  that  hath  no  understanding,  it  remain- 
eth  in  me  to  do  according  as  it  is  written.  And  now  I 
declare  no  more  unto  you  at  this  time.     Amen.

Revelation  given  through  Joseph,  the  Seer,  in  Kirtlcmdy 

Ohio,  February  Uh,  1831. 

1.  Hearken  and  hear,  0  ye  my  people,  saith  the  Lord 
and  your  God,  ye  whom  I  delight  to  bless  with  the 
greatest  blessings,  ye  that  hear  me ;  and  ye  that  hear 
me  not  will  I  curse,  that  have  professed  my  name,  with 
the  "heaviest  of  all  cursings. 

2.  Hearken,  0  ye  elders  of  my  church  whom  I 
have  called  :  behold  I  give  unto  you  a  commandment, 
that  ye  shall  assemble  yourselves  together  to  agree 
upon  my  word, 

3.  And  by  the  prayer  of  your  faith  ye  shall  receive 
my  ^law,  that  ye  may  know  how  to  govern  my  church, 
and  have  all  things  right  before  me. 

4.  And  I  will  be  your  Ruler  when  I  come  ;  and  be- 
hold, I  ''come  quickly,  and  ye  shall  see  that  my  law  is 
kept. 

5.  He  that  receiveth  my  ^aw  and  doeth  it,  the 
same  is  my  disciple  ;  and  he  that  saith  he  receiveth  it 
and  doeth  it  not,  the  same  is  not  my  disciple,  and  shall 
be  cast  out  from  among  you  : 

6.  For  it  is  not  meet  that  the  things  which  belong 
to  the  children  of  the  kingdom,  should  be  given  to

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them  that  are  not  worthy,  or  to  dogs,  or  the  peads  to 
be  cast  before  swine. 

7.  And  again,  it  is  meet  that  my  servant  Joseph 
Smith,  jun.,  should  have  a  house  built,  in  which  to  hve 
and  translate. 

8.  And  again,  it  is  meet  that  my  servant  Sidney 
Rigdon  should  live  as  seemeth  him  good,  inasmuch  as 
he  keepeth  my  commandments. 

9.  And  again,  I  have  called  my  servant  Edward 
Partridge,  and  give  a  commandment,  that  he  should  be 
appointed  by  the  voice  of  the  church,  and  ^'ordained  a 
bishop  unto  the  church,  to  leave  his  merchandise  and 
to  spend  all  his  time  in  the  labors  of  the  church  : 

10.  To  see  to  all  things  as  it  shall  be  appointed  unto 
him,  in  my  laws  in  the  day  that  I  shall  give  them. 

11.  And  this  because  his  heart  is  pure  before  me, 
for  he  is  like  unto  Nathaniel  of  old,  in  whom  there  is 
no  guile. 

12.  These  words  are  given  unto  you,  and  they  are 
pure  before  me  ;  wherefore  beware  how  you  hold  them, 
for  they  are  to  be  answered  upon  your  souls  in  the  day 
of  judgment.     Even  so.     Amen.

1.  Hearken,  0  ye  elders  of  my  church,  who  have 
assembled  yourselves  together  in  my  name,  even  Jesus 
Christ  the  Son  of  the  li\ang  God,  the  Saviour  of  the 
world  :  inasmuch  as  they  believe  on  my  name  and  keep 
my  commandments,

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9.  Again,  I  say  unto  vou,  hearken  and  hear  and 
obey  the  *law  which  I  shall  give  unto  you ; 

3.  For  verily  I  say,  as  ye  have  assembled  yourselves 
together  according  to  the  commandment  wherewith  I 
commanded  you,  and  are  agreed  as  touching  this  one 
thing,  and  have  asked  the  Father  in  my  name,  even  so 
ye  shall  receive. 

^  4.  Behold,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  I  give  unto  you 
this  first  commandment,  that  je  shall  go  forth  in  my 
name,  every  one  of  you,  excepting  my  servants  Joseph 
Smith,  jun.,  and  Sidney  Rigdon. 

5.  And  I  give  unto  them  a  commandment  that  they 
shall  go  fortn  for  a  little  season,  and  it  shall  be  given 
by  the  power  of  my  Spirit  when  they  shall  return  ; 

6.  And  ye  shall  go  forth  in  the  power  of  my  Spirit, 
preaching  my  gospel,  two  by  two,  in  my  name,  lifting 
up  your  voices  as  with  the  voice  of  a  trump,  declaring 
my  word  like  unto  angels  of  God  ;

12.  And  again,  the  elders,  priests,  and  teachers  of 
this  church  shall  teach  the  principles  of  my  gospel, 
which  are  in  the  Bible  and  the  Book  of  Mormon,  in  the 
which  is  the  illness  of  the  gospel ; 

13.  And  they  shall  observe  the  covenants  and 
church  articles  to  do  them,  and  these  shall  be  their 
teachings,  as  they  shall  be  directed  by  the  Spirit ;

27.  Thou  shalt  not  speak  evil  of  thy  neighbor,  nor 
do  him  any  harm. 

28.  Thou  knowest  my  laws  concerning  these  things 
are  given  in  my  scriptures;  he  that  sinneth  and  re- 
penteth not,  shall  be  cast  out. 

29.  If  thou  lovest  me,  thou  shalt  serve  me  and  keep 
all  my  commandments. 

30.  And  behold,  thou  wilt  remember  the  poor,  and 
•^consecrate  of  thy  properties  for  their  support  that 
which  thou  hast  to  impart  unto  them  with  a  covenant 
and  a  deed  which  cannot  be  broken  ; 

31.  And  inasmuch  as  ye  impart  of  your  substance 
unto  the  poor,  ye  will  do  it  unto  me,  and  they  shall  be 
laid  before  the  bishop  of  my  church  and  his  counselors, 
two  of  the  elders,*  or  High  Priests,  such  as  he  shall  or 
has  appointed  and  set  apart  for  that  purpose. 

32.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  after  they  are 
laid  before  the  bishop  of  my  cnurch,  and  after  that  he

33.  And  again,  if  there  shall  be  properties  in  the 
hands  of  the  church,  or  any  individuals  of  it,  more 
than  is  necessary  for  their  support,  after  this  first  con- 
secration, which  is  a  residue  to  be  consecrated  unto  the 
bishop,  it  shall  be  kept  to  administer  to  those  who 
have  not,  from  time  to  time,  that  every  man  who  has 
need  may  be  amply  supplied,  and  receive  according  to 
his  wants. 

34.  Therefore,  the  residue  shall  be  kept  in  my  store- 
house, to  administer  to  the  poor  and  the  needy,  as  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  ^High  Council  of  the  church,  and 
the  bishop  and  his  council, 

35.  And  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  lands  for  the 
pubKc  benefit  of  the  church;  and  building  houses  of 
worship,  and  building  up  of  the  ^New  Jerusalem  which 
is  hereafter  to  be  revealed, 

36.  That  my  ^'covenant  people  may  be  gathered  in 
one  in  that  day  when  I  shall  *come  to  my  temple.  And 
this  I  do  for  the  salvation  of  my  people. 

37.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  he  that  sinneth 
and  repenteth  not,  shall  be  cast  out  of  the  church,  and 
shall  not  receive  again  that  which  he  has  consecrated 
unto  the  poor  and  the  needy  of  my  church  :  or  in  other 
words,  unto  me ; 

38.  For  inasmuch  as  ye  do  it  unto  the  least  of 
these,  ye  do  it  unto  me  ; 

39.  For  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  which  I  spake  by 
the  mouths  of  my  prophets,  shall  be  fulfilled ;  for  I 
will  consecrate  of  the  riches  of  those  who  emjrace  my 
gospel  among  the  Gentiles,. unto  the  poor  of  my  people 
who  are  of  the  house  of  Israel. 

40.  And  again,  thou  shalt  not  be  proud  in  thy 
heart ;  let  all  thy  'garments  be  plain,  and  their  beauty 
the  beautj  of  the  work  of  thine  own  hands  ;

42.  Thou  shalt  ^ot  be  idle ;  for  he  that  is  idle 
shall  not  eat  the  bread  nor  wear  the  garments  of  the 
laborer. 

43.  And  whosoever  among  you  *are  sick,  and  have 
not  faith  to  be  healed,  but  believe,  shall  be  nourished 
with  all  tenderness,  with  herbs  and  mild  food,  and  that 
not  by  the  hand  of  an  enemy. 

44.  And  the  elders  of  the  church,  two  or  more, 
shall  be  called,  and  shall  pray  for  and  lay  their  hands 
upon  them  in  my  name  ;  and  if  they  die  they  shall  die 
unto  me,  and  if  they  live  they  shall  live  unto  me. 

45.  Thou  shalt  live  together  in  love,  insomuch  that 
•thou  shalt  weep  for  the  loss  of  them  that  die,  and  more 
especially  for  those  that  have  not  hope  of  a  glorious 
resurrection. 

46.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  that  those  that  die  in 
me,  shall  *not  taste  of  death,  for  it  shall  be  sweet  unto 
them;

50.  He  who  hath  faith  to  hear  shall  hear  ; 

51.  The  lame  who  hath  faith  to  leap  shall  leap ; 

52.  And  they  who  have  not  faith  to  do  these  things, 
but  believe  in  me,  have  power  to  become  my  sons ;  and 
inasmuch  as  they  break  not  my  laws,  thou  shalt  bear 
their  infirmities.

55.  And  if  thou  obtainest  ^^ore  than  that  which 
would  be  for  thy  support,  thou  shalt  give  it  into  my 
store-house,  that  all  things  may  be  done  according  to 
that  which  I  have  said. 

56.  Thou  shalt  ask,  and  my  ^^^Scriptures  shall  be 
given  as  I  have  appointed,  and  they  shall  be  preserved 
in  safety ; 

57.  And  it  is  expedient  that  thou  shouldst  hold 
thy  peace  concerning  them,  and  not  teach  them  until 
ye  have  received  them  in  full. 

58.  And  I  give  unto  you  a  commandment  that  then 
ye  shall  teach  them  unto  all  men  ;  for  ^^hey  shall  be 
taught  unto  all  nations,  kindreds,  tongues  and  people. 

59.  Thou  shalt  take  the  things  which  thou  hast 
received,  which  have  been  given  unto  thee  in  my  Scrip- 
tures for  a  law,  to  be  my  law  to  govern  my  church ; 

60.  And  he  that  doeth  according  to  these  things 
shall  be  saved,  and  he  that  doeth  them  not  shall  be 
damned,  if  he  continues. 

61.  If  thou  shalt  ask,  ^^thou  shalt  receive  revela-

69.  Lift  up  your  hearts  and  rejoice,  for  imto  you 
the  ^-^Icingdom,  or  in  other  words,  the  keys  of  the 
church  have  been  given.     Even  so.     Amen. 

70.  The  priests  and  teachers  shall  have  their 
stewardships,  even  as  the  members ; 

71.  And  the  elders,*  or  High  Priests  who  are  ap- 
pointed to  assist  the  bishop  as  counselors  in  all  things, 
are  to  have  their  families  supported  out  of  the  property 
which  is  consecrated  to  the  bishop,  for  the  good  of  the 
poor,  and  for  other  purposes,  as  before  mentioned  ; 

72.  Or  they  are  to  receive  a  just  remuneration  for  all 
their  services,  either  a  stewardship  or  otherwise,  as  may 
be  thought  best  or  decided  by  the  counselors  and  bishop.

76.  And  again,  I  say  unto  you,  that  ye  shall  be 
watchful  and  careful,  with  all  inquiry,  that  ye  receive 
none  such  among  you  if  they  are  married ; 

77.  And  if  they  are  not  married,  they  shall  repent 
of  all  their  sins,  or  ye  shall  not  receive  them. 

78.  And  again,  every  person  who  belongeth  to  this 
church  of  Christ,  shall  observe  to  keep  all  the  com- 
mandments and  covenants  of  the  church. 

79.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  if  any  persons 
among  you  shall  kill,  they  shall  be  deliverea  up  and 
dealt  with  according  to  the  laws  of  the  land  ;  for  re- 
member that  he  hath  ^'"no  forgiveness,  and  it  shall  be 
proven  according  to  the  laws  of  the  land. 

80.  And  if  any  man  or  woman  shall  ^^^commit 
adultery,  he  or  she  shall  be  tried  before  two  elders  of 
the  church,  or  more,  and  every  word  shall  be  established 
against  him  or  her  by  two  witnesses  of  the  church,  and 
not  of  the  enemy ;  but  if  there  are  more  than  two 
witnesses  it  is  better. 

81.  But  he  or  she  shall  be  condemned  by  the  mouth 
of  two  witnesses,  and  the  elders  shall  lay  the  case  be- 
fore the  church,  and  the  church  shall  lift  up  their 
hands  against  him  or  her,  that  they  may  be  dealt  with 
according  to  the  law  of  God. 

82.  And  if  it  can  be,  it  is  necessary  that  the  bishop 
is  present  also. 

83.  And  thus  ye  shall  do  in  all  cases  which  shall 
come  before  you. 

84.  And  if  a  man  or  woman  shall  rob,  he  or  she 
shall  be  delivered  up  unto  the  law  of  the  land. 

85.  And  if  he  or  she  shall  steal,  he  or  she  shall  be 
delivered  up  unto  the  law  of  the  land.

87.  And  if  he  or  she  do  ^^any  manner  of  iniquity, 
he  or  she  shall  be  delivered  up  unto  the  law,  even  that 
of  God. 

88.  And  if  thy  brother  or  sister  ^i^offend  thee,  tliou 
shalt  take  him  or  her  between  him  or  lier  and  thee 
alone  ;  and  if  he  or  she  confess,  thou  shalt  be  reconciled. 

89.  And  if  he  or  she  confess  not,  thou  shalt  deliver 
him  or  her  up  unto  the  church,  not  to  the  members, 
but  to  the  elders.  And  it  shall  be  done  in  a  meeting, 
and  that  not  before  the  world. 

90.  And  if  thy  brother  or  sister  oflfend  ^^many,  he 
or  she  shall  be  chastened  before  many. 

91.  And  if  any  one  oflfend  openly,  he  or  she  shall  be 
rebuked  openly,  that  he  or  she  may  be  ashamed.  And 
if  he  or  she  confess  not,  he  or  she  shall  be  delivered  up 
unto  the  law  of  God.

For  behold,  verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  that 
ye  have  received  a  commandment  for  a  "law  unto  my 
church,  through  him  whom  I  have  appointed  unto  you, 
to  receive  commandments  and  revelations  from  my 
hand. 

3.  And  this  ye  shall  know  assuredly  that  there  is 
^one  other  appointed  unto  you  to  receive  command- 
ments and  revelations  until  he  be  taken,  if  he  abide  in 
me. 

4.  But  verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  that  none  else 
shall  be  appointed  unto  this  gift  except  it  be  through 
him,  for  if  it  be  taken  from  him,  he  shall  not  have 
power  except  to  appoint  another  in  his  stead  ; 

5.  And  this  shall  be  a  law  imto  you,  that  ye  receive 
not  the  teachings  of  any  that  shall  come  before  you  as 
revelations  or  commandments ; 

6.  And  this  I  give  unto  you  that  you  may  not  be 
deceived,  that  you  may  know  they  are  not  of  me. 

7.  For  verily  I  say  unto  you,  that  he  that  is  ''or- 
dained  of  me  shall  come  in  at  the  gate  and  be  ordained 
as  I  have  told  you  before,  to  teach  those  revelations 
which  you  have  received,  and  shall  receive  through  him 
whom  I  have  appointed. 

8.  And  now,  behold,  I  give  unto  you  a  command- 
ment, that  when  ye  are  assembled  together,  ye  shall 
instruct  and  edify  each  other,  that  ye  may  know  how 
to  act  and  direct  my  church,  how  to  act  upon  the 
points  of  my  law  and  commandments,  which  I  have 
given  ; 

9.  And  thus  ye  shall  become  instructed  in  the  law 
of  my  church,  and  be  sanctified  by  that  which  ye  have 
received,  and  ye  shall  <%ind  yourselves  to  act  in  all 
hohness  before  me, 

10.  That  inasmuch  as  ye  do  this,  glory  shall  be 
added  to  the  kingdom  which  ye  have  received.     Inas- 

a,  see  Sec  42.  b,  see  2u,  Sec  %>.    %&'.  11,  Vl^T^.  «^«nb>K 
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much  as  ye  do  it  not,  it  shall  be  taken,  even  that  which 
ye  have  received. 

11.  Purge  ye  out  the  iniquity  which  is  among  you  ; 
sanctify  yourselves  before  me, 

12.  And  if  ye  desire  the  glories  of  the  kingdom, 
appoint  ye  my  servant  Joseph  Smith,  jun.,  and  uphold 
mm  before  me  by  the  prayer  of  faith. 

13.  And  again,  I  say  unto  you,  that  if  ye  desire  the 
mysteries  of  the  kingdom,  provide  for  him  food  and 
raiment,  and  whatsoever  thing  he  needeth  to  accomplish 
the  work,  wherewith  I  have  commanded  him ; 

14.  And  if  ye  do  it  not,  he  shall  remain  unto  them 
that  have  received  him,  that  I  may  reserve  unto  myself 
a  pure  people  before  me. 

15.  Again  I  say,  hearken  ye  elders  of  my  church, 
whom  I  have  appointed  ;  ye  are  not  sent  forth  to  be 
taught,  but  to  teach  the  children  of  men  the  things 
which  I  have  put  into  your  hands  by  the  power  of  my 
Spirit ; 

16.  And  ye  *are  to  be  taught  from  on  high.  Sanc- 
tify yourselves  and  ye  shall  be  -^endowed  with  power, 
that  ye  may  give  even  as  I  have  spoken. 

17.  Hearken  ye,  for,  behold,  the  great  day  of  the 
Lord  is  nigh  at  hand. 

18.  For  the  day  cometh  that  the  Lord  shall  Gutter 
his  voice  out  of  heaven  ;  the  heavens  shall  ^shake  and 
the  earth  shall  tremble,  and  the  *trump  of  God  shall 
sound  both  long  and  loud,  and  shall  say  to  the  sleeping 
nations,  Ye  saints  arise  and  live  ;  ye  sinners  stay  and 
sleep  until  I  shall  call  again  ; 

19.  Wherefore  gird  up  your  loins  lest  ye  be  found 
among  the  wicked. 

20.  Lift  up  your  voices  and  spare  not.  Call  upon 
the  -Nations  to  repent,  both  old  and  young,  both  bond 
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and  free,  sapng,  prepare  yourselves  for  the  great  day  of 
the  Lord ; 

21.  For  if  I,  who  am  a  man,  do  lift  up  my  voice 
and  call  upon  you  to  repent,  and  ye  hate  me,  what  will 
ye  say  when  the  day  cometh  when  the  thunders  shall 
utter  their  voices  from  the  ends  of  the  earth,  speaking 
to  the  ears  of  all  that  live,  saying,  *B;epent,  and  prepare 
for  the  great  day  of  the  Lord ; 

22.  Yea,  and  again,  when  the  lightnings  shall  streak 
forth  from  the  east  unto  the  west,  and  shall  utter  forth 
their  voices  unto  all  that  live,  and  make  the  ears  of  all 
tingle  that  hear,  saying  these  words,  Repent  ye,  for  the 
great  day  of  the  Lord  is  come. 

23.  And  again,  the  Lord  shall  *^tter  his  voice  out 
of  heaven,  saying.  Hearken,  0  ye  nations  of  the  earth, 
and  hear  the  words  of  that  God  who  made  you. 

24.  0,  ye  nations  of  the  earth,  how  often  would  I 
have  '^gathered  you  together  as  a  hen  gathereth  her 
chickens  under  her  wings,  but  ye  would  not  ? 

25.  How  oft  have  I  called  upon  you  by  the  mouth 
of  my  servants,  and  by  the  ministering  of  angels,  and 
by  mine  own  voice,  and  by  the  *Voice  of  thunderings, 
and  by  the  voice  of  lightnings,  and  by  the  voice  of 
tempests,  and  by  the  voice  of  earthquakes,  and^  great 
hailstorms,  and  by  the  voice  of  famines  and  pestilences 
of  every  kind,  and  by  the  great  sound  of  a  trump,  and 
by  the  voice  of  judgment,  and  by  the  voice  of  mercy 
all  the  day  long,  and  by  the  voice  of  glory,  and  honor, 
and  the  riches  of  eternal  life,  and  would  have  saved 
you  with  an  everlasting  salvation,  but  ye  would  not  ? 

26.  Behold  the  day  has  come,  when  the  cup  of  the 
wrath  of  mine  indignation  is  full. 

27.  Behold,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  that  tbese  are 
the  words  of  the  Lord  your  Grod  ; 

28.  Wherefore  labor  ye,  ^labor  ye  in  my  vineyard 
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for  the  last  time — ^for  the  last  time  call  upon  the  in- 
habitants of  the  earth, 

29.  For  in  my  own  due  time  will  I  come  upon  the 
earth  in  judgment,  and  my  people  shall  be  redeemed 
and  shall  ^reign  with  me  on  earth, 

30.  For  the  great  ''Millennium,  of  which  I  have 
spoken  by  the  mouth  of  my  servants,  shall  come  ; 

31.  For  *Satan  shall  be  bound,  and  when  he  is 
loosed  again,  he  shall  only  reign  for  a  ^little  season, 
and  then  cometh  the  '^end  of  the  earth  ) 

32.  And  he  that  liveth  in  righteousness  shall 
be  ^changed  in  the  twinkling  of  an  eye,  and  the  ^earth 
shall  pass  away  so  as  by  fire  ; 

33.  And  the  wicked  shall  go  away  into  Unquench- 
able fire,  and  their  end  no  man  knoweth  on  earth,  nor 
ever  shall  know,  until  they  come  before  me  in  judgment. 

34.  Hearken  ye  to  these  words  ;  Behold,  I  am  Jesus 
Christ,  the  Saviour  of  the  world.  Treasure  these  things 
up  in  your  hearts,  and  let  the  solemnities  of  eternify 
rest  upon  your  minds. 

35.  Be  sober.  Keep  all  my  commandments.  Even 
so.     Amen. 


SECTION    44. 


Bevelation-  to  Joseph  Smith,  jun.,  and  Sidney  Rigdon, 
given  in  Kirtland,  Ohio,  February ,  1831. 

1.  Behold,  thus  saith  the  Lord  unto  you  my  ser- 
vants, it  is  expedient  in  me  that  the  elders  of  my 
church  should  oe  called  together,  firom  the  east  and 
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from  the  west,  and  from  the  north  and  from  the  south, 
by  letter  or  some  other  way. 

2.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  inasmuch  as 
they  are  faithftil,  and  exercise  faith  in  me,  I  will  pour 
out  my  Spirit  upon  them  in  the  day  that  they  assemble 
themselves  together. 

3.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  that  they  shall  go 
forth  into  the  regions  round  about,  and  preach  repent- 
ance unto  the  people  ; 

4.  And  many  shall  be  converted,  insomuch  that  ye 
shall  obtain  power  to  organize  yourselves,  ^according 
to  the  laws  of  man  ; 

5.  That  your  enemies  may  not  have  power  over 
you,  that  you  may  be  preserved  in  all  things  ;  that  you 
may  be  enabled  to  keep  my  laws,  that  every  *band 
may  be  broken  wherewith  the  enemy  seeketh  to  destroy 
my  people. 

6.  Behold,  I  say  unto  you,  that  ye  must  visit  the 
poor  and  the  needy,  and  administer  to  their  relief,  that 
they  may  be  kept  until  all  things  may  be  done  accord- 
ing to  my  ''law  which  ye  have  received.     Amen. 


SECTION  45. 

Revelation  given  through  Joseph,  the  Seer,  at  Kirtland, 

Ohio,  Ma/rch  1th,  1831. 

1.  Hearken,  0  ye  people  of  my  church  to  whom  the 
^kingdom  has  been  given — hearken  ye  and  give  ear  to 
him  who  laid  the  foundation  of  the  earth,  who  made 
4ie  heavens  and  all  the  hosts  thereof,  and  by  whom  all 
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things  were  made  which  live,  and  move,  and  have  a 
being. 

2.  And  again,  I  say,  hearken  unto  my  voice,  lest 
death  shall  overtake  you ;  in  an  hour  when  ye  think 
not  the  ^summer  shall  be  past,  and  the  harvest  ended, 
and  your  souls  not  saved. 

3.  Listen  to  him  who  is  the  *^advocate  with  the 
Father,  who  is  pleading  your  cause  before  him, 

4.  Saying,  Father,  behold  the  sufferings  and  death 
of  him  who  did  no  sin,  in  whom  thou  wast  well  pleased; 
behold  the   blood  of  thy  Son  which  was  shed — the 

.  blood  of  him  whom  thou  gavest  that  thyself  might  be 
glorified ; 

5.  Wherefore,  Father,  spare  these  my  brethren  that 
believe  on  my  name,  that  tliey  may  come  unto  me  and 
have  everlasting  life. 

6.  Hearken,  0  ye  people  of  my  church,  and  ye 
elders  listen  together,  and  hear  my  voice  while  it  is 
called  to-day,  and  harden  not  your  hearts, 

7.  For  verily  I  say  unto  you  that  I  am  Alpha  and 
Omega,  the  beginning  and  the  end,  the  ^ight  and  the 
life  of  the  world — a  light  that  ^shineth  in  darkness  and 
the  darkness  comprehendeth  it  not. 

8.  I  came  unto  my  ^own,  and  my  own  received  me 
not ;  but  unto  as  many  as  received  me,  gave  I  ^power 
to  do  many  miracles,  and  to  become  the  sons  of  God, 
and  even  unto  them  that  believed  on  my  name  gave  I 
power  to  obtain  eternal  life. 

9.  And  even  so  I  have  sent  mine  ^everlasting  cove- 
nant into  the  world,  to  be  a  lidit  to  the  world,  and  to  be 
a  ^'standard  for  my  people  and  for  the  Gentiles  to  seek 
to  it,  and  to  be  a  -Messenger  before  my  face  to  prepare 
the  way  before  me  ; 

10.  Wherefore,  come  ye  unto  it,  and  with  him  that 
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Cometh  I  will  reason  as  with  men  ih  days  of  old,  and  I 
will  show  unto  you  my  strong  reasoning, 

11.  Wherefore  hearken  ye  together  and  let  me  show 
it  unto  you,  even  my  wisdom — the  wisdom  of  him  whom 
ye  say  is  the  God  of  Enoch,  and  his  brethren, 

12.  Who  were  ^separated  from  the  earth,  and  were 
received  unto  myself — a  city  reserved  until  a  day  of 
righteousness  shall  come — ^a  day  which  was  sought  for 
by  all  holy  men,  and  they  found  it  not  because  of 
wickedness  and  abominations ; 

13.  And  confessed  they  were  strangers  and  pilgrims 
on  the  earth ; 

14.  But  obtained  a  promise  that  they  should  find  it 

and  see  it  in  their  flesh. 

15.  Wherefore,  hearken  and  I  will  reason  with  you, 
and  I  will  speak  unto  you  and  prophesy,  as  unto  men 
in  days  of  old  ; 

16.  And  I  will  show  it  plainly  as  I  showed  it  imto 
my  disciples  as  I  stood  before  them  in  the  flesh,  and 
spake  unto  them,  saying,  as  ye  have  asked  of  me  con- 
cerning the  signs  of  my  coming  in  the  day  when  I  shall 
come  in  my  glory  in  the  clouds  of  heaven,  to  fulfill  the 
promises  that  I  have  made  unto  your  fathers, 

17.  For  as  ye  have  looked  upon  the  long  absence  of 
your  spirits  from  your  bodies  to  be  a  bondage,  I  will 
show  unto  you  how  the  day  of  redemption  shall  come, 
and  also  the  Restoration  of  the  scattered  Israel 

18.  And  now  ye  behold  this  temple  which  is  in 
Jerusalem,  which  ye  call  the  house  of  God,  and  youi 
enemies  say  that  this  house  shall  never  fall. 

19.  But,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  that  desolation  shall 
come  upon  this  generation  as  a  thief  in  the  night,  and 
this  people  shall  be  ^destroyed  and  scattered  among  all 
nations. 

20.  And  this  temple  which  ye  now  see  shall  be 
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nhrown  down  that  there  shall  not  be  left  ^one  stone 
upon  another. 

21.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  this  generation 
of  Jews  shall  not  pass  away,  until  every  desolation 
which  I  have  told  you  concerning  them  slmll  come  to 
pafis. 

22.  Ye  say  that  ye  know  that  the  end  of  the  world 
Cometh ;  ye  say  also  that  ye  know  that  the  heavens  and 
the  earth  shall  pass  away  ; 

23.  And  in  this  ye  say  truly,  for  so  it  is  ;  but  these 
things  which  I  have  toM  you  shall  not  pass  away  until 
all  shall  be  fiilfiUed, 

24.  And  this  I  have  told  you  concerning  Jerusalem, 
and  when  that  day  shall  come,  shall  a  remnant  be 
scattered  among  all  nations  ; 

25.  But  they  shall  be  gathered  again,  but  they  shall 
remain  until  the  ^imes  of  the  Gentiles  be  fulfilled. 

26.  And  in  that  day  shall,  be  heard  of  wars  and 
rumors  of  wars,  and  the  ^whole  earth  shall  be  in  com- 
motion, and  men*s  hearts  shall  fail  them,  and  they  shall 
say  that  Christ  delayeth  his  coming  until  the  end  of  the 
earth. 

27.  And  the  love  of  men  shall  wax  cold,  and 
iniquity  shall  abound ; 

28.  And  when  the  times  of  the  Gentiles  is  come  in, 
a  flight  shall  break  forth  among  them  that  sit  in  dark- 
ness, and  it  shall  be  the  ^'fullness  of  my  gospel ; 

29.  But  they  receive  it  not,  for  they  perceive  not 
the  Kght  and  they  turn  their  hearts  from  me  because  of 
the  precepts  of  men  ; 

30.  And  in  that  'generation  shall  the  times  of  the 
Gentiles  be  fulfilled  ; 

31.  And  there  shall  be  *men  standing  in  that  genera- 
tion, that  shall  not  pass,  until  they  shall  see  an  over- 
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flowing  scourge  ;  for  a  '^desolating  sickness  shall  cover 
the  land  ; 

32.  But  my  disciples  ''shall  stand  in  holy  places, 
and  shall  not  be  moved  ;  but  among  the  wicked,  men 
shall  lift  up  their  voices,  and  "'curse  God  and  die. 

33.  And  there  shall  be  ^earthquakes  also  in  divers 
places,  and  many  desolations  ;  yet  men  will  harden 
their  hearts  against  me,  and  they  will  ^^take  up  the 
sword,  one  against  another,  and  they  will  kiU  one  another. 

34.  And,  now,  when  I  the  Lord  had  spoken  these 
words  unto  my  disciples,  they  were  troubled : 

35.  And  I  said  unto  them,  be  not  troubled,  for 
when  all  these  things  shall  come  to  pass,  ye  may  know 
that  the  promises  which  have  been  made  unto  you 
shall  be  fulfilled  ; 

36.  And  when  the  light  shaU  ^begin  to  break  forth, 
it  shall  be  with  them  like  unto  a  parable  which  I  will 
show  you  : 

37.  Ye  look  and  behold  the  fig-trees,  and  ye  see 
them  with  your  eyes,  and  ye  say  wnen  they  begin  to 
shoot  forth,  and  their  leaves  are  yet  tender,  that  summer 
is  now  nigh  at  hand  ; 

38.  Even  so  it  shall  be  in  that  day  when  they  shall 
see  all  these  things,  then  shaU  they  ^'^know  that  the 
hour  is  nigh. 

39.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  that  he  that  feareth 
me  shall  be  looking  forth  for  the  great  day  of  the  Lord 
to  come,  even  for  the  ^^signs  of  the  coming  of  the  Son 
of  man  : 

40.  And  they  shall  ^^ee  signs  and  wonders,  for  they 
shall  be  shown  forth  in  the  heavens  above,  and  in  the 
earth  beneath  ; 

41.  And  they  shall  behold  blood,  and  fire,  and 
vapors  of  smoke ; 
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42.  And  before  the  day  of  the  Lord  shall  come, 
the  ^^un  shall  be  darkened,  and  the  moon  be  turned 
into  blood,  and  stars  fall  from  heaven  ; 

43.  And  the  remnant  shall  be  ^^gathered  unto  this 
place, 

44.  And  then  they  shall  look  for  me,  and,  behold,  1 
will  come ;  and  ^-^they  shall  see  me  in  the  clouds  of 
heaven,  clothed  with  power  and  great  glory,  with  all  the 
holy  angels ;  and  he  that  watches  not  for  me  shall  be 
cut  oflF. 

45.  But  before  the  arm  of  the  Lord  shall  fall, 
an  ^fl'angel  shall  sound  his  trump,  and  the  saints  that 
have  slept  shall  come  forth  to  ^^eet  me  in  the  cloud  ; 

46.  Wherefore,  if  ye  have  slept  in  peace,  blessed 
are  you,  for  as  you  now  behold  me  and  know  that  I 
am,  even  so  shall  ye  come  unto  me  and  your  souls  shall 
live,  and  your  redemption  shall  be  perfected,  and 
the  ^*saints  shall  come  forth  from  the  four  quarters  of 
the  earth. 

47.  Then  shall  the  ^-^arm  of  the  Lord  fall  upon  the 
nations, 

48.  And  then  shall  the  Lord  set  his  2*foot  upon 
this  mount,  and  it  shall  cleave  in  twain,  and  the  earth 
shall  ^^emble,  and  reel  to  and  fro,  and  the  ^^heavens 
also  shall  shake, 

49.  And  the  Lord  shall  ^^tter  his  voice,  and  all 
the  ends  of  the  earth  shall  hear  it,  and  the  ^  Nations 
of  the  earth  shall  mourn,  and  they  that  have  laughed 
shall  see  their  folly, 

50.  And  calamity  shall  cover  the  mocker,  and  the 
scomer  shall  be  consumed,  and  they  that  have  watched 
for  iniquity  shall  be  hewn  down  and  cast  into  the  fire. 

51.  And  then  shall  the  Jews  look  upon  me  and 
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say,  2^What  are  these  wounds  in  thine  hands  and  in 
thy  feet  ? 

52.  Then  shall  they  know  that  I  am  the  Lord  ;  for 
I  will  say  unto  them,  These  wounds  are  the  wounds 
with  which  I  was  wounded  in  the  house  of  my  friends. 
I  am  he  who  was  lifted  up.  I  am  Jesus  that  was  cruci- 
fied.    I  am  the  Son  of  God. 

53.  And  then  shall  ^^they  weep  because  of  their 
iniquities  ;  then  shall  they  lament  because  they  per- 
cuted  their  King. 

54.  And  then  shall  the  ^''heathen  nations  be  re-, 
deemed,  and  they  that  knew  no  law  shall  have  ^*part  in 
the  first  resurrection ;  and  it  shall  be  tolerable  for  them; 

55.  And  2«Satan  shall  be  bound  that  he  shall  have 
no  place  in  the  hearts  of  the  children  of  men. 

56.  And  at  that  day,  when  I  shall  come  in  my 
glory,  shall  the  parable  be  fulfilled  which  I  spake  con- 
cerning the  ^"ten  virgins ; 

57.  For  they  that  are  wise  and  have  received  the 
truth,  and  have  taken  the  Holy  Spmt  for  their  guide, 
and  have  not  been  deceived  ;  verily  I  say  unto  you, 
they  shall  not  be  hewn  down  and  cast  into  the  fire,  but 
shall  abide  the  day, 

58.  And  the  earth  shall  be  given  unto  them  for  an 
inheritance  ;  and  they  shall  ^^multiply  andwax  strong, 
and  their  children  shall  grow  up  without  sin  unto  sal- 
vation, 

59.  For  the  Lord  shall  be  ^"in  their  midst,  and  his 
glory  shall  be  upon  them,  and  he  will  be  their  King 
and  their  Lawgiver. 

60.  And  now,  behold  I  say  unto  you,  it  shall  not 
be  given  unto  you  to  know  any  farther  concerning  this 
-chapter,  until  the  New  Testament  be  ^^translated,  and 
in  it  all  these  things  shall  be  made  known  ;

Wherefore  I  give  unto  you  that  ye  may  now 
translate  it,  that  ye  may  be  prepared  for  the  things  to 
come; 

62.  For  verily  I  say  unto  you,  that  great  things 
await  you ; 

63.  Ye  hear  of  wars  in  foreign  lands,  but,  behold, 
I  say  unto  you,  they  are  nigh,  even  at  your  doors,  and 
not  ^^'many  years  hence  ye  fiiiall  hear  of  wars  in  your 
own  lands. 

64.  Wherefore  I,  the  Lord,  have  said,  ^zgather  ye 
out  from  the  eastern  lands,  assemble  ye  yourselves  to- 
gether ye  elders  of  my  church ;  go  ye  forth  into  the 
western  countries,  call  upon  the  inhabitants  to  repent, 
and  inasmuch  as  they  do  repent,  build  up  churches 
unto  me ; 

65.  And  with  one  heart  and  with  one  mind,  gather 
up  your  riches  that  ye  may  purchase  an  inheritance 
which  shall  hereafter  be  appointed  unto  you, 

66.  And  it  shall  be  called  the  ^*New  Jerusalem,  a 
land  of  peace,  a  city  of  refuge,  a  place  of  safety  for  the 
saints  of  the  most  High  God ; 

67.  And  the  ^*glory  of  the  Lord  shall  be  there,  and 
the  ^''terror  of  the  Lord  also  shall  be  there,  insomuch 
that  the  wicked  will  not  come  unto  it,  and  it  shall  be 
called  ^^Zion. 

68.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  among  the  wicked, 
that  every  man  that  wiU  ^*not  take  his  sword  against 
his  neighbor,  must  needs  flee  unto  ^/Zion  for  safety. 

69.  And  there  shall  be  gathered  unto  it  out  of  ^^every

7.  Wherefore,  let  my  servant  Newel  Knight  remain 
with  them,  and  as  many  as  will  go  may  go,  that  are 
contrite  before  me,  and  be  led  by  him  to  the  land 
which  I  have  appointed. 

8.  And  again,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  that  my  ser- 
vant Ezra  Thayre  must  repent  of  his  pride,  and  of  his 
selfishness,  ana  obey  the  former  commandment  which  I 
have  given  him  concerning  the  place  upon  which  he  lives ; 

9.  And  if  he  will  do  this,  as  there  shall  be  no  divi- 
sions made  upon  the  land,  he  shall  be  appointed  still  to 
go  to  the  land  of  Missouri ; 

10.  Otherwise  he  shall  receive  the  money  which  he 
has  paid,  and  shall  leave  the  place,  and  shall  be  cut  off 
out  of  my  church,  saith  the  Lord  God  of  hosts ; 

11.  And  though  the  heaven  and  tlie  earth  pass 
away,  these  words  shall  not  pass  away,  but  shall  be 
fulfilled. 

12.  And  if  my  servant  Joseph  Smith,  jun.,  must 
needs  pay  the  money  ;  behold,  I,  the  Lord,  will  pay  ifc 
unto  him  again  in  the  land  of  Missouri,  that  those  of 
whom  he  shall  receive  may  be  rewarded  again,  accord- 
ing to  that  which  they  do ; 

13.  For  according  to  that  which  they  do,  they  shall 
receive,  even  in  lands  for  their  inheritance. 

14.  Behold,  thus  saith  the  Lord  unto  m^  v^^^^^^.l^^"^ 
bare  many  things  to  do  and  to  repent  oi  \  W  \i^^^> 
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your  sins  have  come  up  unto  me,  and  are  not  par- 
doned, because  you  seek  to  counsel  in  your  own  ways. 

1 0.  And  your  hearts  are  not  satisfied.  And  ye  obey 
not  the  truth,  but  liave  pleasure  in  unrighteousness. . 

1 6.  '^Wo  unto  you  rich  men,  that  \nll  not  give  your 
substance  to  the  jpoor,  for  your  riches  will  canker  your 
souls ;  and  this  shall  Ixj  your  lamentation  in  the  day  of 
visitation,  and  of  judgment,  and  of  indignation — The 
harvest  is  j)ast,  the  summer  is  ended,  and  my  soul  is 
not  saved  ! 

17.  '^Wo  unto  j'ou  poor  men,  whose  hearts  are  not 
broken,  whose  spirits  are  not  contrite,  and  whose  bellies 
are  not  satisfied,  and  whose  hands  are  not  stayed  from 
laying  hold  upon  other  men's  goods,  whose  eyes  are  fiill 
of  greediness,  who  will  not  labor  with  your  own  hands ! 

1 8.  But  ^blessed  are  the  poor  who  are  pure  in  heart, 
whose  hearts  are  broken,  ana  whose  spirits  are  contrite, 
for  they  shall  see  the  kingdom  of  Goa  cominff  in  power 
and  great  glory  unto  their  deliverance  ;  for  nife  fatness 
of  the  earth  shall  be  theirs. 

19.  For  behold,  the  Lord  shall  come,  and  his  re- 
compense shall  be  with  him,  and  he  shall  reward  every 
man,  and  the  poor  shall  rejoice  ; 

20.  And  -^their  generations  shall  inherit  the  earth 
from  generation  to  generation,  for  ever  and  ever.  And 
now  1  make  an  end  of  speaking  unto  you.     Even  sa

Behold,  the  place 
which  is  now  called  Independence,  is  the  center  place, 
and  a  *spot  for  the  temple  is  lying  westward,  upon  a  lot 
which  is  not  far  from  tne  court  house  ;

8.  And  again,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  let  my  servant

9.  And  also  let  my  servant  Sidney  Gilbert  obtain 
a  license — (behold  here  is  wisdom,  and  whoso  readeth 
let  him  understand) — that  he  may  send  goods  also  unto

10.  And  thus  provide  for  my  saints,  that  my  gospel 
may  be  preached  unto  those  'who  sit  in  darkness,  and 
in  the  region  and  shadow  of  death. 

11.  And  again,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  let  my  ser- 
vant William  W.  Phelps  be  planted  in  this  place,  and 
be  established  as  a  printer  unto  the  church  ;

(behold  here  is  wisdom) — let  him  obtain  whatsoever 
he  can  obtain  in  righteousness,  for  the  good  of  the 
saints.

SECTION    58. 

Revelation  given  through  Joseph,  the  Seer,  in  Zion,  itp 
Jackson  County,  Missouri,  August  \st,  1831. 

1.  Hearken,  0  ye  elders  of  my  church,  and  give 
ear  to  my  word,  and  learn  of  me  what  I  will  concerning 
you,  and  also  concerning  this  land  unto  which  I  have 
sent  you : 

2.  For  verily  I  say  unto  you,  blessed  is  he  that 
keepeth  my  commandments,  whether  in  life  or  in 
death  ;  and  he  that  is  faithful  in  tribulation,  the  re- 
ward of  the  same  is  greater  in  the  kingdom  of  heaven. 

3.  Ye  cannot  behold  with  your  natural  eyes,  for 
the  present  time,  the  design  of  your  God  concerning 
those  things  which  shall  come  hereafter,  and  the  glory 
which  shall  follow  after  much  tribulation. 

4.  For  after  ''much  tribulation  cometh  the  bless- 
ings. Wherefore  the  day  cometh  that  ye  shall  be 
crowned  with  much  glory  ;  the  hour  is  'not  yet,  but  is 
nigh  at  hand. 

5.  Remember  this,  which  I  tell  you  before,  that 
you  may  lay  it  to  heart,  and  receive  that  which  shall 
follow. 

6.  Behold,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  for  this  cause  I 
have  sent  you  that  you  might  be  obedient,  and  that 
your  hearts  might  be  prepared  to  bear  testimony  of  the 
things  wliich  are  to  come  ; 

7.  And  also  that  you  might  be  honored  of  laying 
the  foundation,  and  of  bearing  record  of  the  land  upon 
which  the  ^Zion  of  God  shall  stand  ; 

8.  And  also  that  a  feast  of  fat  things  might  be  pre- 
pared for  the  poor ;  yea,  a  feast  of  fat  things,  of  wine 
on  the  lees  well  refined,  that  the  earth  may  know  that 
the  mouths  of  the  prophets  shall  not  fail ; 
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9.  Yea  a  supper  of  the  house  of  the  Lord,  well  pre- 
pared, unto  which  all  nations  shall  be  invited. 

10.  Firstly,  the  rich  and  the  learned,  the  wise  and 
the  noble  ; 

1 1.  And  after  that  cometh  the  May  of  my  power : 
then  shall  the  poor,  the  lame,  and  the  blind,  and  the 
deaf,  come  in  unto  the  marriage  of  the  Lamb,  and  par- 
take of  the  supper  of  the  Lord,  prepared  for  the  great- 
day  to  come. 

12.  Behold,  I,  the  Lord,  have  spoken  it. 

1 3.  And  that  the  testimony  might  go  forth  from 
''Zion,  yea,  from  the  mouth  of  the  city  of  the  heritage 

of  God  : 

14.  Yea,  for  this  cause  I  have  sent  you  hither,  and 
have  selected  my  servjint  Edward  Partridge,  and  have 
appointed  unto  him  his  mission  in  this  land  ; 

1 5.  But  if  lie  repent  not  of  his  sins,  which  are  un- 
belief and  blindness  of  heart,  let  him  take  heed  lest  he 
fall. 

16.  Behold  his  mission  is  given  unto  him,  and  it 
shall  not  be  given  again. 

17.  And  whoso  standeth  in  his  mission  is  appointed 
to  be  a  ^judge  in  Israel,  like  as  it  was  in  ancient  days. 
to  divide  the  lands  of  the  heritage  of  God  unto  his 
children, 

1 8.  And  to  judge  his  peo})le  by  the'  testimony  of  the 
just,  and  by  the  assistance  of  his  counselors,  according 
to  the  laws  of  the  kingdom  which  are  given  by  the 
propliets  of  God  ; 

19.  For  verily  I  say  unto  you,  my  law  shall  be  kept 
on  this  land. 

20.  Let  no  man  think  he  is  ruler,  but  let  God  rule 
him  that  judgeth,  according  to  the  counsel  of  his  own 
will ;  or,  in  other  words,  him  that  counseleth  or  sitteth 
upon  the  judgment  seat. 
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21.  Let  no  man  H^reak  the  laws  of  the  land,  for  he 
that  keepeth  the  laws  of  God  hath  no  need  to  break 
the  laws  of  the  land  : 

22.  Wherefore,  be  subject  to  the  powers  that  be, 
until  He  reigns  whose  right  it  is  to  reign,  and  subdues 
all  enemies  under  his  feet. 

23.  Behold,  the  laws  which  ye  have  received  from 
my  hand  are  the  laws  of  the  church,  and  in  this  light 
ye  shall  hold  them  forth.     Behold,  here  is  wisdom. 

24.  And  now  as  I  spake  concerning  my  servant 
Edward  Partridge,  this  land  is  the  land  of  his  residence, 
and  those  whom  he  has  appointed  for  his  counselors. 
And  also  the  land  of  the  residence  of  him  whom  I  have 
appointed  to  keep  my  store-hoiLse  ; 

25.  Wherefore  let  them  bring  their  families  to  this 
land,  as  they  shall  counsel  between  themselves  and  me : 

26.  For  behold,  it  is  not  meet  that  I  should  com- 
mand in  all  things,  for  he  that  is  compelled  in  all  things, 
the  same  is  a  slothful  and  not  a  wise  servant ;  where- 
fore he  receiveth  no  reward. 

27.  Verily  I  say,  men  should  be  anxiously  engaged 
in  a  good  cause,  and  do  ^many  things  of  their  own  free 
will,  and  bring  to  pass  much  righteousness  ; 

28.  For  the  power  is  in  them,  wherein  they  are 
agents  unto  themselves.  And  inasmuch  as  men  do  good 
they  shall  in  nowise  lose  their  reward. 

29.  But  he  that  doeth  not  anything  until  he  is 
commanded,  and  receiveth  a  commandment  with  doubt- 
fiil  heart,  and  keepeth  it  with  slothfulness,  the  same  is 
damned. 

30.  Who  am  I  that  made  man,  saith  the  Lord,  thai 
will  hold  him  guiltless  that  obeys  not  my  command- 
ments ? 

31.  Who  am  I,  saith  the  Lord,  that  have  promised 
and  have  not  fulfilled  ? 
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32.  I  command  and  a  man  obeys  not,  I  revoke  and 
they  receive  not  the  blessing  ; 

83.  Then  they  say  in  their  hearts,  this  is  not  the 
work  of  the  Lord,  for  his  promises  are  not  fulftlled. 
But  wo  unto  such,  for  their  reward  lurketh  beneath, 
and  not  from  above. 

34.  And  now  I  give  unto  you  further  directions 
concerning  tliis  laud. 

35.  It  is  wisdom  in  me  that  my  servant  Martin 
Harris  should  be  an  example  unto  the  chureb,  in  ^laying 
his  monies  before  the  bishop  of  the  church. 

36.  And  also,  this  is  a  'law  unto  every  man  that 
c<^meth  unto  this  land,  to  receive  an  inheritance  ;  and 
he  shall  do  with  his  monies  according  as  the  law  directs 

37.  And  it  is  wisdom  also,  that  there  should  h) 
lands  purchased  in  Independence,  for  the  place  of  thn 
store-house,  and  also  for  the  Jiouse  of  the  printing. 

38.  And  other  directions  concerning  my  servant 
Martin  Harris  shall  be  given  him  of  the  Spirit,  that  he 
may  receive  his  inheritance  as  seemeth  him  good. 

39.  And  let  him  repent  of  his  sins,  for  he  seeketh 
the  praise  of  the  world. 

40.  And  also  let  my  servant  William  W.  Phelps 
stund  in  the  office  which  I  have  appointed  h'"m,  and 
receive  his  inheritance  in  the  land  ; 

41 .  And  also  he  hath  need  to  repent,  for  I,  the  Lord, 
am  not  well  pleased  with  him,  for  he  seeketh  to  excel, 
and  he  is  not  sufficiently  meek  before  me. 

42.  Behold,  he  who  has  repented  of  his  sins,  the 
sfinie  is  forgiven,  and  I,  the  Lord,  remembereth  them 
no  more. 

43.  By  this  ye  may  know  if  a  man  repenteth  of  his 
sins.     Boiiold,  he  will  -'confess  them  and  forsake  them. 

•11.  And  now,  verily.  I  say,  concerning  the  residue 
of  the  elders  of  my  church,  the  time  has  not  yet  come, 
for  iimny  years,  for  them  to  receive  their  inheritance  in 
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this  land,  except  they  desire  it  through  the  prayer  ol 
feith,  only  as  it  shall  be  appointed  nntc^  them  of  the  Lord. 

45.  For,  behold,  they  sliall  ^push  the  peo})le  together 
from  the  ends  of  the  earth  ; 

46.  AVherefore,  assemble  yourselves  together,  and 
they  who  are  not  appointed  to  stay  in  this  land,  let 
them  preach  the  gospel  in  the  regions  round  about,  and 
after  that  let  them  return  to  their  homes. 

47.  Let  them  preach  by  the  way,  and  bear  testi- 
mony of  the  truth  in  all  places,  and  call  upon  the  rich, 
the  high  and  the  low,  and  the  poor  to  repent ; 

48.  And  let  them  build  up  churches  inasmuch  as 
the  inhabitants  of  the  earth  will  repent. 

49.  And  let  there  be  an  agent  appointed  by  the 
voice  of  the  church,  unto  the  church  in  Ohio,  to  receive 
monies  to  purchase  lands  in  Zion. 

50.  And  I  give  unto  my  servant,  Sidney  Rigdon, 
a  commandment  that  he  shall  write  a  description  of  the 
land  of  Zion,  and  a  statement  of  the  will  of  God,  as  it 
shall  be  made  known  by  the  Spirit  unto  him  ; 

51.  And  an  epistle  and  subscription,  to  be  presented 
unto  all  the  churches  to  obtain  monies,  to  be  put  into 
the  hands  of  the  bishop  to  ^purchase  lands  for  an  in- 
heritance for  the  chilaren  of  God,  of  himself  or  the 
agent,  as  seemeth  him  good  or  as  he  shall  direct. 

52.  For,  behold,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  the  Lord 
willeth  that  the  disciples,  and  the  children  of  men 
should  open  their  hearts,  even  to  purchase  this  whole 
region  of  country,  as  soon  as  time  will  permit. 

53.  Behold,  here  is  wisdom.  Let  them  do  this  lest 
they  receive  **none  inheritance,  save  it  be  by  the  shed- 
ding of  blood. 

54.  And  again,  inasmuch  as  there  is  land  obtained, 
let  there  be  workmen  sent  forth  of  all  kinds  unto  this 
land,  to  labor  for  the  saints  of  (lod. 
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55.  Let  all  these  things  be  done  in  order  ;  and  let 
the  privileges  of  the  lands  be  made  known  from  time 
to  time,  by  the  bishop  or  the  agent  of  the  church  ; 

56.  And  let  the  work  of  the  *^gathering  be  not  in 
haste,  nor  by  flight,  but  let  it  be  done  as  it  shall  be 
counseled  by  the  elders  of  the  church  at  the  confer- 
ences, accoraing  to  the  knowledge  which  they  receive 
from  time  to  time. 

57.  And  let  my  servant  Sidney  Rigdon  ^consecrate 
and  dedicate  this  land,  and  the  spot  of  the  temple 
unto  the  Lord. 

58.  And  let  a  conference  meetinff  be  called,  and 
after  that  let  my  servants  Sidney  Rigaon  and  Jaseph 
Smith,  jun.,  return,  and  also  Oliver  Cowdery  with 
them,  to  accomplish  the  residue  of  the  work  which  I 
have  appointed  unto  them  in  their  own  land,  and  the 
residue  as  shall  be  ruled  by  the  conferences. 

59.  And  let  no  man  return  from  this  land,  except 
he  bear  record  by  the  way  of  that  which  he  knows  and 
most  assuredly  believes. 

60.  Let  that  which  has  been  bestowed  upon  ^iba 
Peterson  be  taken  from  him  ;  and  let  him  stand  as  a 
member  in  the  chiu'ch,  <and  labor  with  his  own  hands, 
with  the  brethren,  until  he  is  sufficiently  chastened  for 
all  his  sins,  for  he  confesseth  them  not,  and  he  thinketh 
to  hide  them. 

61.  Let  the  residue  of  the  elders  of  this  church, 
who  are  C(Mning  to  this  land,  some  of  whom  are  exceed- 
ingly blessed  even  above  measure,  also  hold  a  confer- 
ence upon  this  land. 

62.  And  let  my  servant  Edward  Partridge  direct 
tlie  conference  wliich  shall  be  hehl  by  them. 

()3.  And  let  tliem  also  return,  preaching  the  gaspel 
by  the  way,  bearing  record  of  tlie  things  wliich  are  re- 
vealed unto  them  ; 

64.  For,  verily,  the  sound  must  go  forth  from  this 
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lace  into  all  the  world,  and  unto  the  uttermost  part« 
f  the  earth — ''the  gospel  must  be  preached  unto  every 
Feature,  with  signs  following  them  that  believe. 

65.  And  behold  the  *Son  of  man  cometh.     Amen.

8.  Tli'.ni  shalt  offer  a  sacrifice  unto  the  Lord  thy 
God  in  righteousness,  even  that  of  a  broken  heart  and 
a  contrite  spirit. 

9.  Add  that  thou  mayest  more  fully  keep  thyselt 
unspotted  from  the  world,  thou  shalt  ^go  to  the  house 
of  prayer  and  off*er  up  thy  sacraments  upon  ray  holy  day; 

10.  For  verily  this  is  a  day  appointed  unto  you 
to  rest  from  your  labors,  and  to  pay  tny  devotions  luito 
the  Most  High  ; 

11.  Nevertheless  thy  vows  shall  be  off*ered  up  in 
righteousness  on  all  days  and  at  all  times  ;

14.  Verily,  this  is  fasting  and  prayer ;  or  in  other 
words,  rejoicing  and  prayer. 

15.  And  inasmuch  as  ye  do  these  things  with 
thanksgiving,  v/ith  cheerful  hearts  and  countenances; 
not  with  ^much  laugli^.er,  for  this  is  sin,  but  with  a  glad 
heart  and  a  cheerful  countenance  ; 

16.  Verily  I  say,  that  inasmuch  as  ye  do  this,  the 
fullness  of  the  earth  is  yours  :  the  beasts  of  the  field 
and  the  fowls  of  the  air,  and  that  which  climbeth  upon 
the  trees  and  walketh  upon  the  earth ; 

17.  Yea,  and  the  herb, -and  the  goods  things  which 
Cometh  of  the  earth,  whether  for  food  or  for  raiment, 
or  for  houses,  or  for  barns,  or  for  orchards,  or  for  gar- 
dens, or  for  vineyards ;

35.  And  behold,  this  is  not  yet,  but  by  and  by ; 

36.  Wherefore,  seeing  that  I,  the  Lord,  have  decreed 
all  these  things  upon  the  face  of  the  earth,  I  will  that 
my  saints  should  be  assembled  upon  the  land  of  Zion ; 

37.  And  that  every  man  should  take  righteousness 
in  his  hands  and  faithfulness  upon  his  loins,  and  lift  a 
warning  voice  unto  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth  ;  and 
declare  both  by  word  and  by  flight,  that  Mesolation 
shall  come  upon  the  wicked. 

38.  Wherefore  let  my  disciples  in  Kirtland  arrange 
their  temporal  concerns,  which  dwell  upon  this  farm. 

39.  Let  my  servant  Titus  Billings,  who  has  the 
care  thereof,  dispose  of  the  land,  that  he  may  be  pre- 
pared in  the  coming  spring  to  take  his  journey  up  unto 
the  land  of  Zion,  with  those  that  dwell  upon  the  face 
thereof,  excepting  those  whom  I  shall  reserve  unto  my- 
self, that  sliall  not  go  until  I  shall  command  them. 

40.  And  let  all  the  monies  which  can  be  spared,  it 
mattereth  not  unto  me  whether  it  be  little  or  much,  be 
sent  up  unto  the  land  of  Zion,  unto  them  whom  I 
have  ^appointed  to  receive. 

41.  Behold,  I,  the  Lord,  will  give  unto  my  servant 
Joseph  Smith,  jun.,  power  that  he  shall  be  enabled  to 
dLscern  by  the  Spirit  those  who  shall  go  up  unto  the 
land  of  Zion,  and  those  of  my  disciples  who  shall 
tarry. 

42.  Let  my  servant  Newel  K.  Whitney  retain  his 
store,  or  in  other  words,  the  store  yet  for  a  little  season. 

43.  Nevertheless  let  him  impart  all  the  money 
which  he  can  impart,  to  be  sent  up  unto  the  land  of 
Zion.

46.  And  now  speedily  visit  the  churches,  expound- 
ing these  things  unto  them,  with  my  servant  Oliver 
Cowdery.  Behold,  this  is  my  will,  obtaining  monies 
even  as  I  have  directed. 

47.  He  that  is  faithfiil  and  endureth  shall  overcome 
the  world.

10.  I,  the  Lord,  mil  forgive  whom  I  will  forgive, 
but  of  you  it  is  required  to  ^forgive  all  men  ; 

1 1.  And  ye  ought  to  say  in  your  hearts,  let  God 
judge  between  me  and  thee,  and  reward  thee  according 
to  thy  deeds. 

12.  And  he  that  -^repenteth  not  of  his  sins,  and 
confesseth  them  not,  then  ye  shall  bring  him  before 
the  church,  and  do  mth  him  as  the  Scripture  saith 
unto  you,  either  by  commandment  or  by  revelation. 

1 3.  And  this  ye  shall  do  that  God  may  be  glorified, 
not  because  ye  forgive  not,  having  not  compassion,  but 
that  ye  may  be  justified  in  the  eyes  of  the  law,  that 
ye  may  not  offend  him  who  is  your  Lawgiver.

19.  And  that  which  he  hath  seen  and  lieard  may 
be  made  known  unto  my  disciples,  that  *Hiy  perish  not. 
And  for  this  cause  have  I  spoken  tlies^^lflRgs. 

20.  And  a^in,  I  say  unto  you,  that  my  servant 
Isaac  Morley  may  not  be  tempted  above  that  whicli  he 
is  able  to  bear,  and  counsel  wrongfully  to  your  hurt,  I 
gave  commandment  that  his  farm  should  be  sold.

13.  Ye  are  not  able  to  abide  tlie  presence  of  God 
now,  neither  the  ministering  of  angels ;  wherefore 
continue  in  patience  until  ye  are  perfected. 

14.  Let  not  your  minds  turn  back,  and  when  ye 
are  worthy,  in  mine  own  due  time,  ye  sliall  see  and 
know  that  which  was  conferred  upon  you  by  the  hands 
of  my  servant  Joseph  Smith,  jun.     Amen.

3.  And  this  is  tlie  ensample  unto  them,  that  they 
sliall  speak  as  they  are  ^moved  upon  by  the  Holy 

Ghost, 

4.  And  whatsoever  tliey  shall  speak  when  moved 
upon  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  sliall  be  scripture,  shall  be 
the  will  of  tlie  Lord,  shall  be  the  mind  of  the  Lord, 
shall  be  the  word  of  the  Lord,  shall  be  the  voice  of  the 
Lord,  and  the  j)0wer  of  God  unto  salvation  :

18.  No  man  has  a  legal  right  to  this  office  to  hold 
the  keys  of  this  priesthood,  except  he  be  a  ^literal  de- 
scendant and  the  firstborn  of  Aaron  ; 

19.  But  as  a  ^High  Priest  of  the  Melchisedek 
Priesthood  has  authority  to  officiate  in  all  the  lesser 
offices,  he  may  officiate  in  the  office  of  bishop  when  no 
literal  descendant  of  Aaron  can  be  found,  provided  he 
is  called,  and  set  apart  and  ordained  unto  this  power 
under  the  hands  of  the  ^First  Presidency  of  the  Mel- 
chisedek Priesthood.

26.  For  this  shall  be  a  law  unto  the  inhabitants  of 
Zion,  or  in  any  of  her  Stakes  which  are  organized  ; 

27.  And  their  children  shall  be  baptized  for  the  re-

17.  A  ^certificate  from  the  judge  or  bishop  in  this 
part  of  the  vineyard,  unto  the  bishop  in  Zion,  renderetb 
every  man  acceptable,  and  answereth  all  things,  for  an 
inheritance,  and  to  be  received  as  a  "*wise  steward,  and 
as  a  faithful  laborer  ; 

18.  Otherwise  he  shall  not  be  accepted  of  the 
bishop  of  Zion. 

19.  And  now,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  let  every  elder 
who  shall  give  an  account  unto  the  bishop  of  the 
church,  in  this  part  of  the  vineyard,  be  **recommended 
by  the  church  or  churches,  in  which  he  labors,  that  he 
may  render  himself  and  his  accounts  approved  in  all 
thing;^. 

20.  And  again,  let  my  servants  who  are  appointed 
as  stewards  over  the  ^literary  concerns  of  my  chiuxh, 
have  claim  for  assistance  upon  the  bishop  or  bishops, 
in  all  things, 

21.  That  the  revelations  may  be  published,  and 
go  forth  unto  the  ends  of  the  earth,  that  they  also 
may  obtain  funds  which  shall  benefit  the  church  in  all 
things, 

22.  That  they  also  may  render  themselves  approved 
in  all  things,  and  be  accounted  as  <?wise  stewards. 

23.  And  now,  behold,  this  shall  be  an  ''ensample 
for  all  the  extensive  branches  of  my  church,  in  what-

An  Explanation  of  the  First  Epistle  to  the  Corinthians, 
Chapter  7,  verse  14,  given  by  revelation,  through 
Joseph,  the  Seer,  at  Hiram,  Portage  Co,,  Ohio, 
Jantuiry,  1832. 

1.  For  the  unbelieving  husband  is  sanctified  by  the 
wife,  and  the  unbelieving  wife  is  sanctified  by  the  hus- 
band, else  were  your  children  unclean,  but  now  **are 
they  holy. 

2.  Now  in  the  days  of  the  apostles  the  law  of  cir- 
cumcision was  had  among  all  the  Jews  who  believed 
not  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Clirist. 

3.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  there  arose  a  great  con- 
tention among  the  people  concerning  the  law  of  circum- 
cision, for  the  unbelieving  husband  was  desirous  that 
his  children  should  be  circumcised  and  become  subject 
to  the  law  of  Moses,  which  law  was  fulfilled. 

4.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  children,  being

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brought  up  in  subjection  to  the  law  of  Moses,  gave 
heed  to  the  traditions  of  their  fathers,  and  believed  not 
the  gospel  of  Christ,  wherein  they  became  unholy ; 

5.  Wherefore,  for  this  cause  the  apostle  wrote  unto 
the  church,  giving  unto  them  a  commandment,  not  of 
the  Lord,  but  of  himself,  that  a  believer  should  not  be 
united  to  an  unbeliever,  except  the  law  of  Moses  should 
be  done  away  among  them, 

6.  That  their  children  might  remain  without  cir- 
cumcision ;  and  that  the  tradition  might  be  done  away, 
which  saith  that  little  children  are  unholy  ;  for  it  was 
liad  among  the  Jews, 

7.  But  ^little  children  are  holy,  being  sanctified 
through  the  atonement  of  Jesus  Christ:  and  this  is 
what  the  scriptures  mean.

And  I  give  unto  him  a  %ew  commission  and  a 
new  commandment,  in  the  which  I,  the  Lord,  chasten 
him  for  the  murmurings  of  his  heart ; 

8.  And  lie  sinned,  nevertheless  I  forgive  him,  and 
say  unto  him  again,  go  ye  into  the  south  countries, 

9.  And  let  my  servant  Luke  Johnson  go  mth  him 
and  proclaim  the  things  which  I  have  commanded  them, 

10.  Calling  on  the  name  of  the  Lord  for  the  *Com- 
forter,  which  shall  teach  them  all  things  that  are  expe-

Ashly,  and  my  servant  Burr  Riggs,  let  them  take  their 
journey  also  into  the  south  country  ; 

18.  Yea,  let  all  those  take  their  journey  as  I  have 
commanded  them,  going  from  house  to  house,  and  from 
village  to  village,  and  from  city  to  city  ; 

19.  And  in  whatsoever  lioiLse  ye  enter,  and  they 
receive  you,  ^leave  your  blessing  upon  that  house  ; 

20.  And  in  whatsoever  house  ye  enter,  and  they 
receive  you  not,  ye  shall  depart  speedily  from  that 
house,  and  ^hake  ofif  the  dust  of  your  feet  as  a  testi- 
mony against  them  ;

27.  Let  them  ^ask  and  they  shall  receive,  knock 
and  it  shall  be  opened  unto  them,  and  made  known 
from  on  high,  even  by  the  "^Comforter,  whither  they 
shall  go.

2.  Great  is  his  wisdom,  marvelous  are  hiswa3rs,  and 
the  extent  of  his  doings  none  can  find  out ; 

3.  His  purposes  fail  not,  neither  are  there  any  who 
can  stay  his  hand  ; 

4.  From  "eternity  to  eternity  he  is  the  same,  and 
his  years  never  fail. 

5.  For  thussaith  the  Lord,  I,  the  Lord,  am  merciful 
and  gracious  unto  those  who  fear  me,  and  delight  to 
honor  those  who  serve  me  in  righteousness  and  in 
truth  unto  the  end  ; 

6.  Great  shall  be  their  reward  and  eternal  shall  be 
their  glory ; 

7.  And  to  them  will  I  reveal  *all  mysteries,  yea, 
all  the  hidden  mysteries  of  my  kingdom  from  days  of 
old,  and  for  ages  to  come  will  I  make  known  unto 
them  the  good  pleasure  of  my  will  concerning  all  things 
pertaining  to  my  kingdom  ;

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by  my  power  will  I  make  known  unto  them  the  secrets 
of  my  will ;  yea,  even  those  things  which  ^eye  has 
not  seen,  nor  ear  heard,  nor  yet  entered  into  the  heart 
of  man. 

11.  We,  Joseph  Smith,  jun.,  and  Sidney  Rigdon, 
being  in  the  Spirit  on  the  sixteenth  of  February,  in 
the  year  of  our  Lord,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
thirty-two, 

12.  By  the  power  of  the  Spirit  our  eyes  were  opened 
and  our  understandings  were  enlightened,  so  as  to  see 
and  understand  the  things  of  Goof — 

13.  Even  tiiose  things  which  were  from  the  begin- 
ning before  the  world  was,  which  were  ordained  of  the 
Father,  through  his  Only  Begotten  Son,  who  was  in  the 
bosom  of  the  Father,  even  from  the  beginning, 

14.  Of  whom  we  bear  record,  and  the  record  which 
we  bear  is  the  ^fullness  of  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ, 
who  is  the  Son,  whom  we  -^saw  and  with  whom  we  con- 
versed in  the  heavenly  vision  ; 

15.  For  while  we  were  doing  the  work  of  ^transla- 
tion, which  the  Lord  had  appointed  unto  us,  we  came 
to  the  twenty-ninth  verse  of  the  fifth  chapter  of  John, 
which  was  given  unto  us  as  follows. 

16.  Speaking  of  the  resurrection  of  the  dead,  con- 
cerning those  who  shall  hear  the  voice  of  the  Son  of 
Man,  and  shall  come  forth  ; 

17.  They  who  have  done  good  in  the  ^resurrection 
of  the  just,  and  they  who  have  done  evil  in  the  resur- 
rection of  the  unjust. 

18.  Now  this  caused  us  to  marvel,  for  it  was  given 
unto  us  of  the  Spirit ; 

19.  And  while  we  meditated  upon  these  things,  the 
Lord  touched  the  eyes  of  our  understandings  and  they 
were  opened,  and  the  glory  of  the  Lord  shone  roimd 
about ;

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20.  And  we  *beheld  the  glory  of  the  Son,  on  the 
right  hand  of  the  Father,  and  received  of  his  full- 
ness; 

21.  And  -^saw  the  holy  angels,  and  they  who  are 
sanctified  before  his  throne,  worshiping  God,  and  the 
Lamb,  who  worship  him  for  ever  and  ever. 

22.  And  now,  after  the  many  testimonies  which 
have  been  given  of  him,  this  is  the  ^testimony  last  of 
all,  which  we  give  of  him,  that  he  lives ; 

23.  For  we  ^w  him,  even  on  the  right  hand  of 
God,  and  we  heard  the  voice  bearing  record  that  he  is 
the  Only  Begotten  of  the  Father — 

24.  That  by  him  and  through  him,  and  of  him  ^'the 
worlds  are  and  were  created,  and  the  inhabitants  there- 
of are  begotten  sons  and  daughters  unto  God. 

25.  And  this  we  saw  also,  and  bear  record,  that 
an  **angel  of  God  who  was  in  authority  in  the  presence 
of  God,  who  rebelled  against  the  Only  Begotten  Son, 
whom  the  Fatlier  loved,  and  who  was  in  the  bosom  of 
the  Father — was  thrust  down  fi*oni  the  presence  of  God 
and  the  Son, 

26.  And  was  called  ^Perdition,  for  the  heavens 
wept  over  him — he  was  ^Lucifer,  a  son  of  the  morning. 

27.  And  we  beheld,  and  lo,  he  is  fallen  !  is  fallen  1 
even  a  son  of  the  morning. 

28.  And  while  we  were  yet  in  the  Spirit,  the  Lord 
commanded  us  that  we  should  write  the  vision,  for 
we  ^beheld  Satiin,  that  old  serpent—  even  the  devil — 
who  rebelled  against  God,  and  sought  to  take  the  king- 
dom of  our  God,  and  his  Christ, 

29.  Wherefore  he  niaketh  war  with  the  saints  of 
God,  and  encompasses  them  round  about. 

30.  And  we  saw  a  Msion  of  the  sufferings  of  those 
with  whom  he  made  war  and  overcame,  for  thus  came 
the  voice  of  the  Lord  unto  us. 
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31.  Thus  saith  the  Lord,  concerning  all  those  who 
know  my  power,  and  have  been  made  partakers  tliere- 
of,  and  suffered  themselves,  through  the  power  of  the 
devil,  to  be  overcome,  and  to  deny  the  truth  and  defy 
my  power — 

32.  They  are  they  who  are  the  sons  of  ^perdition, 
of  whom  I  say  that  it  had  been  better  for  them  never 
to  have  been  born, 

33.  For  they  are  vessels  of  wrath,  doomed  to  suffer 
the  wrath  of  God,  with  the  devil  and  his  angels  in 
eternity ; 

34.  Concerning  whom  I  have  said  there  is  ^no  for- 
giveness in  this  world  nor  in  the  world  to  come, 

35.  Having  Menied  the  Holy  Spirit  after  having 
received  it,  and  having  denied  the  Only  Begotten  Son 
of  the  Father — having  crucified  him  unto  themselves, 
and  put  him  to  an  open  shame. 

36.  These  are  tliey  who  shall  go  away  into  the  ''lake 
of  fire  and  brimstone,  with  the  devil  and  his  angels, 

37.  And  the  *^only  ones  on  whom  the  second  death 
shall  have  any  power  ; 

38.  Yea,  verily,  the  only  ones  who  shall  not  be  re- 
deemed in  the  due  time  of  the  Lord,  after  the  suffer- 
ings of  his  wrath  ; 

39.  For  ^sA\  the  rest  shall  be  brouglit  forth  by  the 
resurrection  of  the  dead,  through  the  triumph  and  the 
glory  of  the  Lamb,  who  was  slain,  who  was  in  the  bosom 
of  the  Father  ^'before  the  worlds  were  made. 

40.  And  this  is  the  gospel,  the  glad  tidings  which 
the  voice  out  of  the  heavens  bore  record  unto  us, 

41.  That  lie  came  into  the  world,  even  Jesus,  to  be 
crucified  for  the  world,  and  to  bear  the  sins  of  the  world, 
and  to  sanctify  the  world,  and  to  cleanse  it  from  all 
unrighteousness ; 
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42.  That  through  him  all  might  be  saved  whom  the 
Father  had  put  into  his  power  and  made  by  him, 

43.  Who  glorifies  the  Father,  and  saves  all  the  works 
of  his  hands,  except  those  sons  of  ^perdition,  who  deny 
the  Son  after  the  Father  has  revealed  him  ; 

44.  Wherefore,  he  saves  all  except  them :  they  shall 
go  away  into  ^^everlasting  punishment,  which  is  endless 
punishment,  which  is  eternal  punishment,  to  reign  with 
the  devil  and  his  angels  in  eternity,  where  their  ^^vorm 
dieth  not,  and  the  fire  is  not  quenched,  which  is  their 
torment ; 

45.  And  the  end  thereof,  neither  the  place  thereof, 
nor  their  torment,  no  man  knows, 

46.  Neither  was  it  revealed,  neither  is,  neither  will 
be  revealed  unto  man,  except  to  them  who  are  made 
partakers  thereof : 

47.  Nevertheless  I,  the  Lord,  show  it  by  vision  unto 
many,  but  straightway  shut  it  up  again  ; 

48.  Wherefore  the  end,  the  width,  the  height,  the 
depth,  and  the  misery  thereof,  they  understand  not, 
neither  any  man  except  them  who  are  ^ ''ordained  unto 
this  condemnation. 

49.  And  we  heard  the  voice,  saying.  Write  the 
vision,  for  lo !  this  is  the  end  of  the  vision  of  the  suffer- 
ings of  the  ungodly  ! 

50.  And  again,  we  bear  record,  for  we  saw  and 
heard,  and  this  is  the  testimony  of  the  gospel  of  Christ, 
concerning  them  who  come  forth  in  the  ^^^esurrection 
of  the  just ; 

51.  They  are  they  who  received  the  testimony  of 
Jesus,  and  ^  ^believed  on  his  name  and  were  baptized 
after  the  manner  of  his  burial,  being  ^/buried  in  the 
water  in  his  name,  and  this  according  to  the  command- 
ment which  he  has  given, 

52.  That  by  keeping  the  commandments  they  mi^ht 
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be  washed  and  cleansed  from  all  their  sins,  and  receive 
the  Holy  Spirit  by  the  laying  on  of  the  hands  of  him 
who  is  ordamed  and  sealed  unto  this  power, 

53.  And  who  overcome  by  faith,  and  are  ^^sealed 
by  the  Holy  Spirit  of  promise,  which  the  Father  sheds 
forth  upon  all  those  who  are  just  and  true. 

54.  They  are  they  who  are  the  ^^church  of  the  first 
horn. 

55.  They  are  they  into  whose  hands  the  Father  has 
^aven  ^^all  things — 

56.  They  are  they  who  are  ^iPriests  and  Kings,  who 
have  received  of  his  fullness,  and  of  his  glory, 

57.  And  are  Priests  of  the  Most  High,  after  the 
order  of  Melchisedek,  which  was  after  the  order  of 
Enoch,  which  was  after  the  order  of  the  Only  Begotten 
Son  ; 

58.  Wherefore,  as  it  is  written,  ^Hhey  are  Gods, 
oven  the  sons  of  God — 

59.  Wherefore  ^^all  things  are  theirs,  whether  life 
or  death,  or  things  present,  or  things  to  come,  all  are 
theirs  and  they  are  Christ's  and  Christ  is  God's  • 

60.  And  they  shall  overcome  all  things ; 

61.  Wherefore  let  no  man  glory  in  man,  but  rather 
let  him  glory  in  (lod,  who  shall  subdue  all  enemies 
under  his  feet — 

62.  These  shall  dwell  in  the  ^^'^presence  of  God  and 
liis  Christ  for  ever  and  ever. 

63.  These  are  they  whom  he  shall  ^^bring  with  him, 
when  he  shall  come  in  the  clouds  of  heaven,  to  reign  on 
tlie  earth  over  his  people. 

64.  These  are  they  who  shall  have  part  in  the  ^*^rst 
resurrection. 

65.  These  are  they  who  shall  come  forth  in  the  re- 
surrection of  the  just. 
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66.  These  axe  they  who  are  come  unto  '^Mount 
Zion,  and  unto  the  city  of  the  livmg  God,  the  heavenly 
place,  the  holiest  of  all. 

67.  These  are  they  who  have  come  to  an  innumer- 
able company  of  angels,  to  the  general  assembly  and 
church  of  Enoch,  and  of  the  first  born. 

68.  These  are  they  whose  names  are  written  in 
heaven,  where  God  and  Christ  are  the  judge  of  all. 

69.  These  are  they  who  are  just  men  made  perfect 
through  Jesus  the  mediator  of  the  ^^new  covenant,  who 
wrought  out  this  perfect  atonement  through  the  shed- 
ding of  his  own  blood. 

70.  These  are  they  whose  ^ ''bodies  are  celestial, 
whose  glory  is  that  of  the  sun,  even  the  glory  of  God, 
the  highest  of  all,  whose  glory  the  ^^sun  of  the  firma- 
ment LS  written  of  as  being  typical. 

71.  And  again,  we  saw  the  ^ 'terrestrial  w^orld,  and 
behold  and  lo,  these  are  they  who  are  of  the  terres- 
trial, whose  glory  differs  from  that  of  the  ^  ^church  of 
the  first  born,  who  have  received  the  fullness  of  the 
Father,  even  as  that  of  the  ^^moon  differs  from  the  sun 
in  the  firmament. 

72.  Behold,  these  are  they  who  ^Mied  without  law, 

73.  And  also  they  who  are  the  spirits  of  men  ^a^kept 
in  prison,  whom  the  Son  visited,  and  preached  the  gos- 
pel unto  them,  that  they  might  be  judged  according  to 
men  in  the  flesh, 

74.  Who  received  not  the  testimony  of  Jesus  in  the 
flesh,  but  afterwards  received  it. 

75.  These  are  they  who  are  honorable  men  of  the 
earth,  who  were  blinded  by  the  craftiness  of  men. 

76.  These  are  they  who  receive  of  his  glory,  but 
not  of  his  fullness. 
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77.  These  are  they  who  receive  of  the  presence  of 
the  Son,  but  not  of  the  fullness  of  the  Father ; 

78.  Wherefore  they  are  bodies  terrestrial,  and  not 
bodies  celestial,  and  differ  in  glory  as  the  moon  differs 
from  the  sun. 

79.  These  are  they  who  are  ^^not  valiant  in  the 
testimony  of  Jesus  ;  wherefore  they  obtain  ^^ot  the 
crown  over  the  kingdom  of  our  God. 

80.  And  now  this  is  the  end  of  the  vision  which  we 
saw  of  the  terrestrial,  that  the  Lord  commanded  us  to 
write  while  we  were  yet  in  the  Spirit. 

81.  And  again,  we  saw  the  glory  of  the  telestial, 
which  glory  is  that  of  the  lesser,  even  as  the  glory  of 
the  ^^stars  differs  from  that  of  the  glory  of  the  moon 
in  the  firmament. 

82.  These  are  they  who  received  not  the  gospel  of 
Christ,  neither  the  testimony  of  Jesus. 

83.  These  are  they  who  deny  not  the  Holy  Spirit. 

84.  These  are  they  who  are  ^Hhrust  down  to  helL 

85.  These  are  they  who  shall  not  be  redeemed  from 
the  devil,  until  the  ^%st  resurrection,  until  the  Lord, 
even  Christ  the  Lamb  shall  have  finished  his  work. 

86.  These  are  they  who  receive  not  of  his  fullness 
in  the  eternal  world,  but  of  the  Holy  Spirit  through 
the  ministration  of  the  terrestrial ; 

87.  And  the  terrestrial  through  the  ministration  of 
the  celestial ; 

88.  And  also  the  telestial  receive  it  of  the  ^Ad- 
ministering of  angels  who  are  appointed  to  minister  for 
them,  or  who  are  appointed  to  be  ministering  spirits 
for  them,  for  they  ^^snall  be  heirs  of  salvation. 

89.  And  thus  we  saw  in  the  heavenly  vision,  the 
glory  of  the  telestial,  which  surpasses  all  understand- 
ing, • 
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90.  And  no  man  knows  it  except  liim  to  \\livin 
Grod  has  revealed  it. 

91.  And  thus  we  saw  the  glory  of  the  terrestrial, 
which  excels  in  all  things  the  ^lory  of  the  telc.stiul, 
even  in  glory,  and  in  power,  paid  in  might,  and  in 
dominion. 

92.  And  thus  we  saw  the  glory  of  the  celestial, 
which  excels  in  all  things — where  God,  even  the  Father, 
feigns  upon  his  throne  for  ever  and  ever  ; 

93.  Before  whose  throne  all  things  bow  in  humble 
reverence  and  give  him  glory  for  ever  and  ever. 

94.  They  who  dwell  im  ^-^his  presence  are  the 
church  of  the  first  born,  and  they  see  as  they  are  seen, 
and  know  as  they  are  known,  having  received  of  his 
fullness  and  of  his  grace ; 

95.  And  he  makes  them  ^^equal  in  power,  and  in 
might,  and  in  dominion. 

96.  And  the  glory  of  the  celestial  is  one,  even  a/k 
the  glory  of  the  ^*sun  is  one. 

97.  And  the  glory  of  the  terrestrial  is  one,  even 
as  the  glory  of  the  ^*moon  is  one. 

98.  And  the  glory  of  the  telestial  is  one,  even  as 
the  glory  of  the  stars  is  one,  for  as  one  ^-^star  differs 
fi*om  another  star  in  glory,  even  so  differs  one  from 
another  in  glory  in  the  telestial  world ; 

99.  For  these  are  they  who  are  of  Paul,  and  of 
ApoUos,  and  of  Cephas. 

100.  These  are  they  who  say  they  are  some  of  one 
and  some  of  another — ^some  of  Christ  and  some  of 
John,  and  some  of  Moses,  and  some  of  Elias,  and  some 
of  Esaias,  and  some  of  Isaiah,  and  some  of  Enoch  ; 

101.  But  received  not  the  gospel,  neither  the  testi- 
mony of  Jesus,  neither  the  prophets,  neither  the  ^*ever- 
lasting  covenant. 

102.  Last  of  all,  these  all  are  they  who  will  not  be 
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gathered  with  the  saints,  to  be  caught  up  unto  ^'the 
church  of  the  first  born,  and  received  into  the  cloud. 

103.  These  are  ^"*they  who  are  liars,  and  sorcerers, 
and  adulterers,  and  whoremongers,  and  whosoever  loves 
and  makes  a  lie. 

104.  These  are  they  who  suffer  the  ^  "wrath  of 
God  on  the  earth. 

105.  These  are  they  who  suffer  the  ^° vengeance  of 
eternal  fire. 

106.  These  are  they  who  are  ^^^cast  down  to  hell  and 
suffer  the  wrath  of  Almighty  God,  until  the  fullness 
of  times  when  Christ  shall  have  subdued  aU  enemies 
under  his  feet,  and  shall  have  perfected  his  work, 

107.  When  he  shall  ^  ^deliver  up  the  kingdom,  and 
present  it  unto  the  Father  spotless,  saying — I  have  over- 
come and  have  ^  ^trodden  the  wine-press  alone,  even 
the  wine-press  of  the  fierceness  of  the  wrath  of  Al- 
mighty God. 

108.  Then  shall  ^*he  be  crowned  with  the  crown  of 
his  glory,  to  sit  on  the  throne  of  his  power  to  reign 
for  ever  and  ever. 

109.  But  behold,  and  lo,  we  saw  the  glory  and 
the  ^'inhabitants  of  the  telestial  world,  that  they  were 
as  innumerable  as  the  stars  in  the  firmament  of  heaven, 
or  as  the  sand  upon  the  sea  shore, 

110.  And  heard  the  voice  of  the  Lord,  saying— 
these  all  shall  ^"bow  the  knee,  and  every  tongue  shall 
confess  to  him  who  sits  upon  the  throne  for  ever  and 
ever ; 

111.  For  they  shall  be  judged  according  to  their 
works,  and  every  man  shall  receive  according  to  his 
own  works,  his  own  dominion,  in  the  ^  ^mansions  which 
are  prepared,

114.  But  great  and  marvelous  are  the  works  of  the 
Ijord,  and  the  mysteries  of  his  kingdom  whicli  he 
jhowed  unto  us,  which  surpasses  all  understanding  in 
jlory,  and  in  might,  and  in  dominion, 

115.  Which  he  commanded  us  we  should  not  write 
v^hile  we  were  yet  in  the  Spirit,  and  are  not  ^  ^lawful 
"or  man  to  utt«r ; 

116.  Neither  is  man  capable  to  make  them  known, 
'or  they  are  ^^only  to  be  seen  and  understood  by  the 
X)wer  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  which  God  bestows  on  those 
Nho  love  him,  and  purify  themselves  before  him  ; 

117.  To  ^%hom  he  grants  this  privilege  of  seeing 
ind  knowing  for  themselves  ; 

118.  That  through  the  power  and  manifestation  of 
bhe  Spirit,  while  in  the  flesh,  they  may  be  able  to  bear 
liis  presence  in  the  world  of  glory. 

119.  And  to  God  and  the  Lamb  be  glory,  and 
honor,  and  dominion  for  ever  and  ever.     Amen.

A. — They  are  ^gnrative  expressions,  used  by  the 
Revelator  John,  in  describing  heaven,  the  *^Paradise  of 
God,  the  happiness  of  man,  and  of  ^beasts,  and  of 
creeping  things,  and  of  the  fowls  of  the  air ;  that, 
which  is  spiritual,  being  in  the  'likeness  of  that  which 
is  temporal ;  and  that  which  is  -^temporal,  is  in  the

3.  Q. — Are  the  four  beasts  limited  to  individual 
beasts,  or  do  they  represent  classes  or  orders  ? 

A. — They  are  limited  to  four  individual  beasts, 
which  were  shown  to  John,  to  represent  the  glory  of 
the  ^'classes  of  beings,  in  their  destined  order  or  sphere 
of  creation,  in  the  enjoyment  of  their  eternal  felicity. 

4.  Q. — What  are  we  to  imderstand  by  the  eyes, 
and  wings,  which  the  beasts  had  ? 

A. — Their  eyes  are  a  -^representation  of  light,  and 
knowledge  ;  that  is,  they  are  full  of  knowledge ;  and 
their  wings  are  a  ^representation  of  power,  to  move, 
to  act,  &c. 

5.  Q. — What  are  we  to  understand  by  the  four  and 
twenty  elders,  spoken  of  by  John  ? 

A. — We  are  to  understand  that  these  elders  whom

womb ; 

28.  For  he  was  baptized  while  he  was  yet  in  his 
childhood,  and  was  ordained  by  the  angel  of  God  at  the 
time  he  was  eight  days  old  unto  this  power,  to  over- 
throw the  kingdom  of  the  Jews,  and  to  make  ^  ^straight 
the  way  of  the  Lord  before  the  face  of  his  people,  to 
prepare  them  for  the  coming  of  the  Lord,  in  whose 
hand  is  given  ^^aU  power. 

29.  And  again,  the  offices  of  elder  and  bishop  are 
necessary  ^  ^appendages  belonging  unto  the  ^^High 
Priesthood. 

30.  And  again,  the  offices  of  teacher  and  deacon 
are  necessary  ^-^appendages  belonging  to  the  lesser 
priesthood,  which  priesthood  was  confirmed  upon  Aaron 
and  his  sons. 

31.  Therefore,  as  I  said  ^^concerning  the  sons  of 
Moses — for  the  sons  of  Moses,  and  also  the  sons  of 
Aaron  shall  ofi*er  an  acceptable  offering  and  sacrifice 
in  the  house  of  the  Lord,  which  house  shall  be  built 
unto  the  Lord  in  ^^his  generation,  upon  the  ^^conse- 
crated  spot  as  I  have  appointed  ;

And  the  sons  of  Moses  and  of  Aaaron  shall  be 
2^11ed  with  the  glory  of  the  Lord,  upon  Mount  Zion  in 
the  Lord's  house,  wnose  sons  are  ye ;  and  also  many 
whom  I  have  called  and  sent  forth  to  build  up  my 
church ; 

33.  For  whoso  is  faithful  unto  the  obtaining  these 
two  Priesthoods  of  which  I  have  spoken,  and  the  mag- 
nifying their  calling,  are  sanctified  by  the  Spirit  unto 
the  2*renewing  of  their  bodies  ; 

34.  They  become  the  sons  of  Moses  and  of  Aaron 
and  the  seed  of  Abraham,  and  the  church  and  ^  Gang- 
dom, and  the  ^'"elect  of  God  ; 

35.  And  also  all  they  who  receive  this  ^^^Priesthood 
receiveth  me,  saith  the  Lord ; 

36.  For  he  that  receiveth  my  servants  receiveth  me ; 

37.  And  he  that  receiveth  me  ^^^receiveth  my 
Father ; 

38.  And  he  that  receiveth  my  Father,  2i>receiveth 
my  Father's  kingdom  ;  therefore  ^^all  that  my  Father 
hath  shall  be  given  unto  him  ; 

39.  And  this  is  according  to  the  oath  and  covenant 
which  belongeth  to  the  Priesthood. 

40.  Therefore,  all  those  who  receive  the  Priesthood, 
receive  this  ^'"oath  and  covenant  of  my  Father,  which 
he  cannot  break,  neither  can  it  be  moved  ; 

41.  But  whoso  breaketh  this  covenant,  after  he  hath 
received  it,  and  altogether  tumeth  therefrom,  shall  ^'not 
have  forgiveness  of  sins  in  this  world  nor  in  the  world 
to  come. 

42.  And  all  those  who  come  not  unto  this  ^^Priest- 
hood  which  ye  have  received,  which  I  now  confirm  upon 
you  who  are  present  this  day,  by  mine  own  voice  out 
of  the  heavens,  and  even  I  have  given  the  ^'^heavenly 
hosts  and  mine  angels  charge  concerning  you.

46.  And  the  Spirit  giveth  light  to  ^^every  man  that 
cometh  into  the  world ;  and  the  Spirit  enlighteneth 
every  man  ^Hhrough  the  world,  that  nearkeneth  to  the 
voice  of  the  Spirit ; 

47.  And  evenr  one  that  hearkeneth  to  the  voice  of 
the  Spirit,  cometh  unto  God,  even  the  Father  ; 

48.  And  the  Father  teacheth  him  of  the  ^ ^cove- 
nant which  he  has  renewed  and  confirmed  upon  you, 
which  is  confirmed  upon  you  for  your  sakes,  and  not 
for  your  sakes  only,  but  for  the  sake  of  the  whole 
world ; 

49.  And  the  whole  world  lieth  in  sin,  and  groaneth 
under  darkness  and  under  the  bondage  of  sin  ; 

50.  And  by  this  you  may  know  they  are  under  the 
bondage  of  sin,  because  they  come  not  unto  me. 

51.  For  whoso  cometh  not  unto  me  is  under  the 
bondage  of  sin ; 

52.  And  whoso  receiveth  not  my  voice  is  not  ac- 
quainted with  my  voice,  and  is  not  of  me  ; 

•53.  And  by  this  you  may  know  the  righteous  from 
the  wicked,  and  that  the  whole  world  groaneth  under 
sin  and  darkness  even  now. 

54.  And  your  minds  in  times  past  have  been  dark- 
ened because  of  unbeHef,  and  because  you  have  treated 
lightly  the  things  you  have  received, 

55.  Which  vanity  and  unbelief  hath  brought  the 
^"whole  church  under  condemnation.

69.  In  my  name  they  shall  open  the  eyes  of  the 
blind,  and  unstop  the  ears  of  the  deaf ; 

70.  And  the  tongue  of  the  dumb  shall  speak ; 

71.  And  if  any  man  shall  administer  poison  unto 
them  it  shall  not  hurt  them  ; 

72.  And  the  poison  of  a  serpent  shall  not  have 
power  to  harm  them. 

73.  But  a  commandment  I  give  uuto  them,  that 
they  shall  ^*not  boast  themselves  of  these  things,  neither 
speak  them  before  the  world,  for  these  things  are  given 
unto  you  for  your  profit  and  for  salvation.

79.  Behold  I  send  you  out  to  ^'*prove  the  world, 
and  the  laborer  is  worthy  of  his  hire. 

80.  And  any  man  that  shall  go  and  preach  this 
gospel  of  the  kingdom,  and  fail  not  to  continue  faithfiil 
in  all  things  shall  ^^not  be  weary  in  mind,  neither 
darkened,  neither  in  body,  limb,  nor  joint  :  and  an 
hair  of  his  head  shall  not  fall  to  the  ground  unnoticed. 
And  they  shall  not  go  hungry,  neither  athirst. 

81.  Therefore,  ^^take  no  thought  for  the  morrow, 
for  what  ye  shall  eat,  or  what  ye  shall  drink,  or  where- 
withal ye  shall  be  clothed  ;

106.  And  if  any  man  among  you  be  strong  in  the 
Spirit,  let  him  take  with  him  he  that  is  weak,  that  he 
may  be  edified  in  all  meekness,  that  he  may  become 
strong  also. 

107.  Therefore,  take  with  you  those  who  are  or- 
dained unto  the  **lesser  priesthood,  and  send  them  be- 
fore you  to  make  appointments,  and  to  prepare  the 
way,  and  to  fill  appomtments  that  you  yourselves  are 
not  able  to  fill. 

108.  Behold,  this  is  the  way  that  mine  apostles,  in 
ancient  days,  built  up  my  church  unto  me. 

109.  Therefore,  let  every  man  stand  in  his  own 
ofiice,  and  labor  in  his  own  calling ;  and  let  not  the 
head  say  unto  the  feet,  it  hath  ^•'no  need  of  the  feet, 
for  without  the  feet  how  shall  the  body  be  able  to 
stand?

114.  Nevertheless,  let  the  bishop  go  unto  the  city 
of  New  York,  also  to  the  city  of  Albany,  and  also  to 
the  city  of  Boston,  and  warn  the  people  of  those  cities 
with  the  sound  of  the  gospel,  with  a  loud  voice,  o^

116.  Let  him  trust  in  me  and  he  shall  not  be  con- 
founded ;  and  an  hair  of  his  head  shall  not  fall  to  the 
ground  unnoticed. 

117.  And  verily  I  say  unto  you,  the  rest  of  my  ser- 
vants, go  ye  forth  as  your  circumstances  shall  penuit,  in 
your  several  callings  unto  the  great  and  notable  cities 
and  villages,  reproving  the  worm  in  righteousness  of  all 
their  ^"hinrighteous  and  ungodly  deeds,  setting  forth 
clearly  and  understandingly  the  ^Mesolation  of  abomi- 
nation in  the  last  days  ; 

118.  For,  with  you  saith  the  Lord  Almighty,  I  will 
'^^end  their  kingdoms  :  I  will  not  only  *^shake  the 
earth,  but  the  ^  ^starry  heavens  shall  tremble  ; 

119.  For  I,  the  Lord,  have  put  forth  my  hand  to 
^^exert  the  powers  of  heaven  ;  ye  cannot  see  it  now, 
yet  a  httle  while  and  ye  shall  see  it,  and  know  that  1 
am,  and  that  I  will  ^*come  and  reign  with  my  people.

1.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Lord's  clerh.,  \/hom  he  has

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appointed,  to  keep  a  "history,  and  a  General  Church 
hecord  of  all  things  that  transpire  in  Zion,  and  of  all 
tliose  who  consecrate  properties,  and  receive  inheri- 
tances legally  from  the  bishop  ; 

2.  And  also  their  manner  of  life,  their  faith,  and 
works ;  and  also  of  all  the  apostates  who  apostatize 
after  receiving  their  inheritances. 

3.  It  is  contrar}'^  to  the  will  and  commandment  of 
God,  that  those  who  receive  not  their  inheritance  by 
^consecration,  agreeably  to  his  law,  which  he  has  given, 
that  he  may  tithe  his  people,  to  prepare  them  against 
the  day  of  ^vengeance  and  burning,  should  have  their 
names  enrolled  with  the  poople  of  God  ; 

4.  Neither  is  their  ^genealogy  to  be  kept,  or  to  be 
had  where  it  may  be  found  on  any  of  the  records  or 
history  of  the  church  ; 

5.  Their  names  shall  not  be  found,  neither  the 
names  of  the  fathers,  nor  the  names  of  the  children 
written  in  the  *book  of  the  law  of  God,  saith  the  Lord 
of  Hosts. 

6.  Yea,  thus  saith  the  4till  small  voice,  which 
whispereth  through  and  pierceth  all  things,  and  often 
times  it  maketh  my  bones  to  quake  while  it  maketh 
manifest,  saying : 

7.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  that  I,  the  Lord  God, 
will  ^send  one  mighty  and  strong,  holding  the  sceptre  of

10.  These  things  I  say  not  of  myself  ;  therefore,  as 
the  Lord  speaketh,  he  will  also  fiilfilL 

11.  And  they  who  are  of  the  **High  Priesthood, 
whose  names  are  not  found  written  in  l£e  book  of  the 
law,  or  that  are  found  to  have  apostatized,  or  to  have 
been  cut  off  from  the  church  ;  as  well  as  the  lesser 
priesthood,  or  the  members,  in  that  day,  shall  ^ot  find 
an  inheritance  among  the  saints  of  the  Most  High  ; 

12.  Therefore  it  shall  be  done  imto  them  as  unto 
the  children  of  the  priest,  as  will  be  found  recorded  in 
the  second  chapter  and  sixty-first  and  second  verses  of 
Ezra.

2.  Behold,  verily  I  say,  that  the  field  was  the  world, 
and  the  apostles  were  the  sowers  of  the  seed  ;

And  after  they  have  fallen  asleep,  the  **great 
persecutor  of  the  church,  the  apostate,  the  whore, 
even  ^Babylon,  that  maketh  all  nations  to  drink  of 
her  cup,  in  whose  hearts  the  enemy,  even  Satan,  sitteth 
to  reign,  behold  he  soweth  the  tares,  wherefore  the 
tares  choke  the  wheat  and  ^drive  the  church  into  the 
wilderness. 

4.  But  behold,  in  the  last  days,  even  now  while  the 
liord  is  beginning  to  bring  forth  the  word,  and  the 
bkde  is  springing  up  and  is  yet  tender. 

5.  Behold,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  the  angels 
are  ^crying  unto  the  Lord  day  and  night,  who  are 
ready  and  waiting  to  be  sent  forth  to  reap  down  the 
fields ;

4.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  after  many  days,  ^slaves 
shall  rise  up  against  their  masters,  who  shall  be  mar- 
shalled and  disciplined  for  war  : 

5.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  also,  that  the  *^rem- 
nants  who  are  left  of  the  land  will  marshal  themselves, 
and  shall  become  exceeding  angry,  and  shall  vex  the 
Gentiles  with  a  sore  vexation  ; 

6.  And  thus,  with  the  sword,  and  by  bloodshed, 
the  inhabitants  of  the  earth  shall  mourn  ;  and  with

64.  Whatsoever  ye  ask  the  Father  in  my  name  it 
shall  be  given  unto  you,  that  is  expedient  for  you  ; 

65.  And  if  ye  ask  anything  that  is  not  expedient 
for  you,  it  shall  turn  unto  your  condemnation. 

66.  Behold,  that  which  you  hear  is  as  the  ^**voice 
of  one  crying  in  the  wilderness — ^in  the  wilderness,  be- 
cause you  cannot  see  him — my  voice,  because  my  voice 
is  Spirit ;  my  Spirit  is  truth  ;  truth  abideth  and  hath 
no  end  ;  and  if  it  be  in  you  it  shall  abound. 

67.  And  if  your  eye  be  single  to  my  glory,  your 
whole  bodies  shall  be  filled  with  light,  and  there  shall 
be  no  ^^darkness  in  you,  and  that  body  which  is  filled 
with  light  comprehendeth  all  things. 

68.  Therefore  sanctify  yourselves  that  your  minds 
become  single  to  God,  and  the  dajrs  will  come  that  you 
shall  2^ee  him  ;  for  he  will  unvail  his  face  unto  you, 
and  it  shall  be  in  his  own  time,  and  in  his  own  way, 
and  according  to  his  own  will. 

69.  Remember  the  great  and  last  promise  which  I 
have  made  unto  you  ;  cast  away  your  idle  thoughts  and 
your  2  ^excess  of  laughter  far  from  you  ; 

70.  Tarry  ye,  tarry  ye  in  this  place,  and  call 
a  2 ''solemn  assembly,  even  of  those  who  are  the  first 
laborers  in  this  last  kingdom  ; 

71.  And  let  those  whom  they  have  warned  in  their 
traveling,  call  on  the  Lord,  and  ponder  the  warning 
in  their  hearts  which  they  have  received  for  a  little 
season. 

72.  Behold,  and  lo  !  I  will  take  care  of  your  flocks, 
and  will  raise  up  elders  and  send  unto  them. 

73.  Behold,  I  \vill  hasten  my  work  in  its  time  ; 

74.  And  I  give  unto  you,  who  are  the  first  laborers 
in  this  last  kingdom,  a  commandment  that  you  assemble 
yourselves  together,  and  organize  yourselves,  and  pre-

75.  That  I  may  testify  unto  your  Father,  and  your 
God,  and  my  God,  that  you  are  clean  from  the  blood  of 
this  wicked  generation  :  that  I  may  fulfill  this  promise, 
this  great  and  last  promise,  which  I  have  made  unto 
you,  when  I  will. 

76.  Also,  I  give  unto  you  a  commandment,  that  ye 
shall  continue  in  ^  Sprayer  and  fasting  from  this  time 
forth. 

77.  And  I  give  unto  you  a  commandment,  that 
you  shall  teach  one  another  the  doctrine  of  the  king- 
dom ; 

78.  Teach  ye  diligently  and  my  grace  shall  attend 
you,  that  you  may  be  instructed  more  perfectly  in 
theory,  in  principle,  in  doctrine,  in  the  law  of  the 
gospel,  in  2«all  things  that  pertain  unto  the  kingdom 
of  God,  that  are  expedient  for  you  to  underp/cand  ; 

79.  Of  things  both  in  heaven  and  in  the  earth,  and 
under  the  earth  ;  things  which  liave  been,  things  which 
are,  things  which  must  shortly  come  to  pass ;  things 
which  are  at  home,  things  which  are  abroad  ;  the  wars 
and  the  perplexities  of  the  nations,  and  the  judgments 
which  are  on  the  land,  and  a  knowledge  also  of  coun- 
tries and  of  kingdoms, 

80.  That  ye  may  be  prepared  in  all  things  when  I 
shall  send  you  again  to  magnify  the  calling  whereunto 
I  have  called  you,  and  the  mission  with  which  I  have 
commissioned  you. 

81.  Behold,  I  sent  you  out  to  testify  and  warn  the 
people,  and  it  becometh  every  man  who  hath  been 
warned,  to  warn  his  neighbor. 

82.  Therefore,  they  are  left  without  excuse,  and 
their  sins  are  upon  their  own  heads.

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83.  He  that  seeketh  me  early  shall  find  me,  and 
shall  not  be  forsaken. 

84.  Therefore,  tarry  ye,  and  labor  diligently,  that 
you  may  be  perfected  in  your  ministry  to  go  forth 
among  the  Gentiles  for  the  last  time,  as  many  as  the 
mouth  of  the  Lord  shall  name,  to  ^''bind  up  the  law 
and  seal  up  the  testimony,  and  to  prepare  the  saints 
for  the  hour  of  judgment  which  is  to  come  ; 

85.  That  their  souls  may  escape  the  wrath  of  God, 
the  2 desolation  of  abomination  which  awaits  the 
wicked,  both  in  this  world  and  in  the  world  to  come. 
Verily,  I  say  unto  you,  let  those  who  are  not  the  first 
elders  continue  in  the  vineyard  until  the  mouth  of  the 
Lord  shall  call  them,  for  their  time  is  not  yet  come ; 
their  garments  are  not  clean  from  the  blood  of  this 
generation. 

86.  Abide  ye  in  the  liberty  wherewith  ye  are  made 
free  ;  entangle  not  yourselves  in  sin,  but  let  your  hands 
be  clean,  until  the  Lord  come  ; 

87.  For  not  many  days  hence  and  the  earth  shall 
tremble  and  ^^reel  to  and  fro  as  a  drunken  man,  and 
the  sun  shall  ^^^hide  his  face,  and  shall  refuse  to  give 
light,  and  the  moon  shall  be  bathed  in  blood,  and  the 
stars  shall  become  exceeding  angry,  and  shall  cast 
themselves  down  as  a  fig  that  falleth  from  oflF  a  fig 
tree. 

88.  And  after  your  testimony  cometh  wrath  and 
indignation  upon  the  people  ; 

89.  For  after  your  testimony  cometh  the  ^^stimony 
of  earthquakes,  that  shall  cause  groanings  in  the  midst 
of  her,  and  men  shall  fall  upon  the  ground,  and  shall 
not  be  able  to  stand. 

90.  And  also  cometh  the  testimony  of  the  voice  of 
thunderings,  and  the  voice  of  lightnings,  and  the  voice 
of  tempests,  and  the  voice  of  the  waves  of  the  sea, 
heaving  themselves  beyond  their  bounds.

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91.  And  all  things  shall  be  in  commotion ;  and 
surely,  men's  hearts  shall  fail  them  ;  for  fear  shall  come 
upon  all  people ; 

92.  And  angels  shall  fly  through  the  midst  of 
heaven,  crying  with  a  ^^loud  voice,  sounding  the  trump 
of  God,  saying.  Prepare  ye,  prepare  ye,  0  inhabitants 
of  the  earth ;  for  the  judgment  of  our  God  is  come  : 
behold,  and  lo !  the  Bridegroom  cometh,  go  ye  out  to 
meet  him. 

93.  And  immediately  there  shall  appear  a  ^^great 
sign  in  heaven,  and  all  people  shall  see  it  together. 

94.  And  another  angel  shall  sound  his  trump,  say- 
ing, That  ^^'great  church,  the  mother  of  abominations, 
that  made  all  nations  drink  of  the  wine  of  the  wrath 
of  her  fornication,  that  persecuteth  the  saints  of  God, 
that  shed  their  blood ;  her  who  sitteth  upon  many 
waters,  and  upon  the  islands  of  the  sea ;  behold,  she 
is  the  tares  of  the  earth,  she  is  bound  in  bundles,  her 
bands  are  made  strong,  no  man  can  loose  them  ;  there- 
fore, she  is  ready  to  be  burned.  And  he  shall  sound 
his  trump  both  long  and  loud,  and  all  nations  shall 
hear  it. 

95.  And  there  shall  be  ^ ^silence  in  heaven  for  the 
space  of  half  an  hour,  and  immediately  after  shall  the 
curtain  of  heaven  be  unfolded,  as  a  scroll  is  unfolded 
after  it  is  rolled  up,  and  the  ^*face  of  the  Lord  shall 
be  unvailed ; 

96.  And  the  ^-^saints  that  are  upon  the  earth,  who 
are  alive,  shall  be  quickened,  and  be  caught  up  to  meet 
hiuL 

97.  And  they  who  have  ^^slept  in  their  graves  shall 
come  forth  ;  for  their  graves  shall  be  opened,  and  they 
also  shall  be  caught  up  to  meet  him  in  the  midst  of  the 
pillar  of  heaven  :

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98.  They  are  Christ's,  the  first  fruits  :  they  who 
shall  descend  with  him  first,  and  they  who  are  on  the 
earth  and  in  their  graves,  who  are  first  caught  up  to 
meet  him  :  and  all  this  by  the  voice  of  the  sounding  of 
the  trump  of  the  angel  of  God. 

99.  And  after  this  another  angel  shall  sound,  which 
is  the  second  trump  ;  and  then  cometh  the  redemption 
of  those  who  are  Christ's  at  his  coming ;  who  have  re- 
ceived their  ^'*part  in  that  prison  which  is  prepared  for 
them,  that  they  might  receive  the  gospel,  and  be  judged 
according  to  men  in  the  flesh. 

100.  And  again,  another  trump  shall  sound,  which 
is  the  third  trump ;  and  then  cometh  the  ^*spirits  of 
men  who  are  to  be  judged,  and  are  found  under  con- 
demnation : 

101.  And  these  are  the  rest  of  the  dead,  and  thev 
live  not  again  until  the  thousand  years  are  ended, 
neither  again,  until  the  end  of  the  earth. 

102.  And  another  trump  shall  sound,  which  is  the 
fourth  trump,  saying,  There  are  found  among  those  who 
are  to  remain  until  that  great  and  last  day,  even  the 
end,  who  shall  remain  ^-^filthy  still. 

103.  And  another  trump  shall  sound,  which  is  the 
fifth  trump,  which  is  the  fifth  angel  who  committeth 
the  everlasting  gospel, — flying  through  the  midst  of 
heaven,  unto  all  nations,  kindreds,  tongues,  and  people  ; 

104.  And  this  shall  be  the  sound  of  his  tramp, 
saying  to  all  people,  both  in  heaven  and  in  earth,  and 
that  are  under  the  earth  ;  for  every  ear  shall  hear  it, 
and  ^*every  knee  shall  bow,  and  every  tongue  shall 
confess,  while  they  hear  the  sound  of  the  trump,  say- 
ing, Fear  God,  and  give  glory  to  him  who  sitteth  upon 
the  throne,  for  ever  and  ever  :  for  the  hour  of  his 
judgment  is  come. 

105.  And    again,   another    angel    shall   sound  his 
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trump,  which  is  the  sixth  angel,  saying,  ^^She  is  fallen 
who  made  all  nations  drink  of  the  wine  of  the  wrath  of 
her  fornication  :  she  is  fallen  !  is  fallen  ! 

106.  And  again,  another  angel  shall  sound  his 
trump,  which  is  the  seventh  angel,  saying,  It  is  finished ! 
it  is  finished !  the  Lamb  of  God  hath  overcome 
and  ^*''trodden  the  wine-press  alone  ;  even  the  wine- 
press of  the  fierceness  of  the  wrath  of  Almighty  God ; 

107.  And  then  shall  the  angels  be  crowned  with 
the  glory  of  his  might,  and  the  saints  shall  be  filled 
with  his  glory,  and  ^'^receive  their  inheritance  and  be 
made  ^^equal  with  him: 

108.  And  then  shall  the  first  angel  again  sound  his 
trump  in  the  ears  of  all  Uving,  and  reveal  the  secret 
acts  of  men,  and  the  mighty  works  of  God  in  the  first 
thousandth  year. 

109.  And  then  shall  the  second  angel  sound  his 
trump,  and  reveal  the  secret  acts  of  men,  and  the 
thoughts  and  intents  of  their  hearts,  and  the  mighty 
worfa  of  God  in  the  second  thousandth  year  : 

110.  And  so  on,  uutil  the  seventh  angel  shall  sound 
his  trump  :  and  he  shall  stand  forth  upon  the  land  and 
upon  the  sea,  and  swear  in  the  name  of  him  who 
sitteth  upon  the  throne,  that  there  shall  be  time  no 
longer  ;  and  Satan  shall  be  ''Abound,  that  old  serpent, 
who  is  called  the  devil,  and  shall  not  be  loosed  for  the 
fcjpace  of  a  thousand  years. 

111.  And  then  he  shall  be  loosed  for  a  little  season, 
that  he  may  gather  together  his  armies  : 

112.  And  ^^Michael,  the  seventh  angel,  even  the 
archangel,  shall  gather  together  his  armies,  even  the 
hosts  of  heaven. 

113.  And  the  devil  shall  gather  together  his  armies  ; 
even  the  hosts  of  hell,  and  shall  come  up  to  battle 
against  Michael  and  his  armies  :

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114.  And  then  cometh  the  battle  of  the  great 
God  ;  and  the  devil  and  his  armies  shall  be  cast  away 
into  their  own  place,  that  they  shall  not  have  power 
over  the  saints  any  more  at  all ; 

115.  For  Michael  shall  fight  their  battles,  and  shall 
overcome  him  who  seeketh  the  throne  of  him  who  sit- 
teth  upon  the  throne,  even  the  Lamb. 

116.  This  is  the  glory  of  God,  and  the  sanctified; 
and  they  shall  not  any  more  see  death. 

117.  Therefore,  verily  I  say  imto  you,  my  firiends, 
call  your  solemn  assembly,  as  1  have  commanded  you ; 

1 1 8.  And  as  all  have  not  faith,  seek  ye  diligently 
and  teach  one  another  words  of  wisdom  ;  yea,  seek  ye 
out  of  the  ^'"best  books  words  of  wisdom  :  seek  learn- 
ing even  by  study,  and  also  by  faith. 

119.  Organize  yourselves,  prepare  every  needful 
thing,  and  ^*establish  a  house,  even  a  house  of  prayer, 
a  house  of  fasting,  a  house  of  faith,  a  house  of  learn- 
ing, a  house  of  glory,  a  house  of  order,  a  house  of  God ; 

120.  That  your  incomings  may  be  in  the  name  of 
the  Lord  ;  that  your  outgoings  may  be  in  the  name  of 
the  Lord ;  that  all  your  salutations  may  be  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord,  with  uplifted  hands  unto  the  Most 
High. 

121.  Therefore,  cease  fi-om  all  your  light  speeches; 
from  all  ^laughter  ;  from  all  your  lustful  desires  ;  from 
all  your  pride  and  light-mindedness,  and  fi:om  all  your 
wicked  doings. 

122.  Appoint  among  yourselves  a  teacher,  and  let 
not  all  be  spokesmen  at  once  ;  but  let  one  speak  at  a 
time,  and  let  all  listen  unto  his  sayings,  that  when  all 
have  spoken,  that  all  may  be  edified  of  all,  and  that 
every  man  may  have  an  equal  privilege. 

128.  See  that  ye  love  one  another  ;  cease  to  be 
covetous,  learn  to  impart  one  to  another  as  the  gospel 
requires  ;

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124.  Cease  to  be  idle  ;  cease  to  be  unclean  ;  cease 
to  find  fault  one  with  another  ;  cease  to  sleep  longer 
than  is  needful ;  retire  to  thy  bed  early,  that  ye  may 
not  be  weary  ;  arise  eariv,  that  your  bodies  and  your 
minds  may  be  invigorated ; 

125.  And  above  all  things,  clothe  yourselves  with 
the  bonds  of  charity,  as  with  a  mantle,  which  is  the 
bond  of  perifectness  and  peace ; 

126.  Pray  always,  that  ye  may  not  faint  until  I 
come :  behold,  and  lo,  I  will  ^"come  quickly,  and  receive 
you  unto  myself.     Amen. 

127.  And  again,  the  order  of  the  house  prepared  for 
the  presidency  of  the  school  of  the  prophets,  established 
for  their  instruction  in  all  things  that  are  expedient 
for  them,  even  for  all  the  officers  of  the  church,  or  in 
other  words,  those  who  are  called  to  the  ministry  in  the 
church,  beginning  at  the  High  Priests,  even  down  to 
the  deacons  : 

128.  And  this  shall  be  the  order  of  the  house  of 
the  presidency  of  the  school :  He  that  is  appointed  to 
be  president,  or  teacher,  shall  be  found  standing  in  his 
place,  in  the  house  which  shall  be  prepared  for  liim. 

129.  Therefore  he  shall  be  first  in  the  house  of 
God,  in  a  place  that  the  congregation  in  the  house  may 
hear  his  words  carefully  and  distinctly,  not  with  loud 
speecL 

130.  And  when  he  cometh  into  the  house  of  God, 
(for  he  should  be  first  in  the  house  ;  behold,  this  is 
beautiful,  that  he  may  be  an  example). 

131.  Let  him  offer  himself  in  prayer  upon  his  knees 
before  God,  in  token  or  remembrance  of  the  ^^'everlast- 
ing covenant, 

132.  And  when  any  shall  come  in  after  him,  let  the 
teacher  arise,  and,  with  uplifted  hands  to  heaven  ;  yea, 
even  directly,  salute  his  brother  or  brethren  with  these 
words  : 

Su,  tee  «,  Sec  1.  3  o,  see  k^  Sec  1. 
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1 38.  Art  thou  a  brother  or  brethren  ?  I  sahite  you 
In  tho  name  of  the  Jjord  Jesus  Christ,  in  token  or 
remembrance  of  the  "^"'everlasting  covenant,  in  which 
covenant  1  receive  you  to  fellowship,  in  a  determination 
that  is  fixed,  immovable,  and  unchangeable,  to  be  your 
friend  and  brother  through  the  grace  of  God,  in  the 
bonds  of  love,  to  walk  in  all  the  commandments  of 
iiod  blameless,  in  thanksgiving,  for  ever  and  ever. 
Amen. 

134.  And  he  tliat  is  found  unworthy  of  this  saluta- 
tion, shall  not  liave  place  among  you  :  for  ye  shall  not 
suffer  that  mine  house  shall  be  polluted  by  him. 

135.  And  he  that  cometh  in  and  is  faithful  before 
me,  and  is  a  l)rother,  or  if  they  be  brethren,  they  shall 
salute  the  president  or  teacher  with  uplifted  hands  to 
heaven,  with  this  same  prayer  and  covenant,  or  by  say- 
ing Amen,  in  token  of  the  same. 

136.  Behold,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  this  is  a  sample 
unto  you  for  a  salutation  to  one  another  in  the  house 
of  God,  in  the  ^  ^school  of  the  prophets. 

137.  And  ye  are  called  to  do  this  by  prayer  and 
thanksgiving  as  the  Spirit  shall  give  utterance  in  all 
your  doings  in  the  house  of  the  Lord,  in  the  school  of 
the  prophets,  that  it  may  become  a  sanctuary,  a  taber- 
nacle of  the  Holy  Spirit  to  your  edification. 

138.  And  ye  shall  not  receive  any  among  you  into 
this  school  save  he  is  clean  from  the  blood  of  this 
generation  : 

139.  And  he  shall  be  received  by  the  ordinance  of 
the  ^y washing  of  feet,  for  unto  this  end  was  the  ordi- 
nance of  the  washing  of  feet  instituted. 

140.  And  again,  the  ordinance  of  washing  feet  is  to 
be  administered  by  the  President,  or  Presiding  elder  of 
the  church. 

141.  It  is  to  be  commenced  with  prayer,  and  after

SECTION     89. 

Revelation  given  through  Joseph^  the  Seer,  at  Kirtland, 
Geauga  Counts/,  Ohio,  February  21th,  1833. 

1.  A  Word  of  Wisdom,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Council 
of  High  Priests,  assembled  in  Kirtland,  and  church ; 
and  also  the  saints  in  Zion. 

2.  To  be  sent  greeting — not  by  commandment  or 
constraint,  but  by  revelation  and  the  word  of  wisdom, 
showing  forth  the  order  and  will  of  God  in  the  temporal 
salvation  of  aU  saints  in  the  last  days. 

3.  Given  for  a  principle  with  promise,  adapted  to 
the  capacity  of  the  weak  and  the  weakest  of  all  saints, 
who  are  or  can  be  called  saints. 

4.  Behold,  verily,  thus  saith  the  Lord  unto  you,  in 
coasequence  of  evils  and  designs  which  do  and  will 
exist  in  the  hearts  of  conspiring  men  in  the  last  days,  I 
have  warned  you,  and  forewarn  you,  by  giving  unto  you 
this  word  of  wisdom  by  revelation, 

5.  That  inasmuch  as  any  man  drinketh  wine  or 
strong  drink  among  you,  behold  it  is  not  good,  neither 
meet  in  the  sight  of  your  Father,  only  in  assembling 
yourselves  together  to  oiBFer  up  your  sacraments  before 
him. 

6.  And,  behold,  this  should  be  wine,  yea,  ^pure  wine 
of  the  grape  of  the  vine,  of  your  own  make. 

7.  And,  again,  ''strong  drinks  are  not  for  the  belly, 
but  for  the  washing  of  your  bodies. 

a.  Yen.  18—21.  b,  27  :  1—14.  c,  ^1 '.  *i,  ^. 
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8.  And  again,  tobacco  is  not  for  the  body,  neither 
for  the  belly,  and  is  not  good  for  man,  but  is^  an  herb 
for  bruises  and  all  sick  cattle,  tp  be  used  with  judgment 
and  skill. 

•  9.  And  again,  hot  drinks  are  not  for  the  body  or 
belly. 

10.  And  again,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  ^all  whole- 
some herbs  God  hath  ordained  for  the  constitution, 
nature,  and  use  of  man. 

11.  Every  herb  in  the  season  thereof,  and  every 
iruit  in  the  season  thereof ;  all  these  to  be  used  with 
prudence  and  thanksgiving. 

12.  Yea,  flesh  also  of  beasts  and  of  the  fowls  of 
the  air,  I,  the  Lord,  have  ordained  for  the  use  of  man 
with  thanksgiving ;  nevertheless  they  are  to  be  visinl 
sparingly ; 

13.  And  it  is  pleasing  unto  me  that  they  should 
not  be  used  ''only  in  times  of  winter,  or  of  cold,  or 
famine. 

14.  All  grain  is  ordained  for  the  use  of  man  and  of 
beasts,  to  be  the  staff  of  life,  not  only  for  man  but  for 
the  beasts  of  the  field,  and  the  fowls  of  heaven,  and  all 
wild  animals  that  run  or  creep  on  the  earth  ; 

15.  And  these  hath  God  made  for  the  use  of  man 
only  in  -^ times  of  famine  and  excess  of  hunger. 

16.  All  grain  is  good  for  the  food  of  man,  as  also 
the  fruit  of  the  vine,  that  which  yieldeth  friiit,  whether 
in  the  ground  or  above  the  ground.

18.  And  all  saints  who  remember  to  keep  and  do

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ments,  shall  ^receive  health  in  their  navel,  and  marrow 
to  their  bones, 

19.  And  shall  ^find  wisdom  and  great  treasures  of 
knowledge,  even  hidden  treasures ; 

20.  And  shall  run  and  not  be  weary,  and  shall  walk 
and  not  faint ; 

21.  And  I,  the  Lord,  give  unto  them  a  promise, 
that  the  destroying  angel  *shall  pass  by  them,  as  the 
children  of  Israel,  and  not  slay  them.     Amen.

5.  And  all  they  who  receive  the  oracles  of  God,  let 
them  beware  how  they  hold  them,  lest  they  are  accounted 
as  a  ligh-t  thing,  and  are  brought  under  condemnation 
thereby ;  and  ^tumble  and  fall,  when  the  storms  de-

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scend,  and  the  winds  blow,  and  the  rains  descend,  and 
beat  upon  their  house.

16.  And  this  shall  be  your  business  and  mission  in 
all  your  lives,  to  preside  in  council,  and  set  in  order  alf 
the  affairs  of  this  church  and.  kingdom. 

17.  Be  not  ashamed,  neither  confounded  ;  but  be 
admonished  in  all  your  high-mindedness  and  pride,  for 
it  bringeth  a  snare  upon  your  souls.

20.  And  let  mine  aged  servant  Joseph  Smith,  sen., 
continue  with  his  family  upon  the  place  where  he  now 
lives,  and  let  it  not  be  sold  until  the  mouth  of  the 
Lord  shall  name. 

21.  And  let  my  counselor,  even  Sidney  Rigdon, 
remain  where  he  now  resides,  until  the  mouth  of  the 
Lord  shall  name. 

22.  And  let  the  bishop  search  diligently  to  obtain  an 
•agent,  and  let  it  be  a  man  who  lias  got  riches  in  store 
—a  man  of  God,  and  of  strong  faith  ; 

23.  That  thereby  he  may  be  enabled  to  discharge 
every  debt ;  that  the  storehouse  of  the  Lord  may  not 
be  brought  into  disrepute  before  the  eyes  of  the  people. 

24.  Search  diligently,  pray  always,  and  be  believ- 
ing, and  all  things  shall  work  together  for  your  good, 
if  ye  walk  unpriglitly  and  remember  the  covenant 
wherewith  ye  have  covenanted  one  witli  another. 

25.  liCL  your  families  be  small,  especially  mine  aged 
servant  Joseph  Smith,  sen.,  as  pertaining  to  those  who 
dp  not  belong  to  your  families  ;

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26.  That  those  things  that  are  provided  for  you,  to 
bring  to  pass  my  work,  are  not  taken  from  you  and 
given  to  those  that  are  not  worthy, 

27.  And  thereby  you  are  hindered  in  accomplishing 
those  things  which  I  have  commanded  you. 

28.  And  again,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  it  is  my  will  that 
my  handmaid,  Vienna  Jaques,  should  receive  money  to 
bear  her  expenses,  and  go  up  unto  the  land  of  Zion ; 

29.  And  the  residue  of  the  money  may  be  conse- 
crated unto  me,  and  she  be  rewarded  in  mine  own  due 
time. 

30.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  that  it  is  meet  in  mine 
eyes  that  she  should  go  up  unto  the  land  of  Zion,  and

32.  And  every  man  whose  spirit  receiveth  not  the 
light  is  under  condemnation, 

33.  For  ^man  is  spirit.  The  elements  are  ^eternal, 
and  spirit  and  element,  inseparably  connected,  receiveth 
a  fullness  of  joy ;

all  things,  as  it  shall  be  given  unto  you. 

13.  And  on  the  third  lot  shall  my  servant  Hyrum 
Smith  receive  his  inherit-ance. 

14.  And  on  the  first  and  second  lots  on  the  north 
shall  my  servants  Reynolds  Gaboon  and  Jared  Carter 
receive  an  inheritance, 

15.  That  they  may  do  the  work  which  I  have  ap- 

Eointed  unto  them,  to  be  a  committee  to  build  mine 
ouses,  according  to  the  commandment,  which  I,  the 
Lord  God,  have  given  unto  you. 

16.  These  two  houses  are  not  to  be  built  until  I  give 
unto  you  a  commandment  concerning  them. 

17.  And  now  I  give  unto  you  no  more  at  this  time. 
Amen 
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SECTION    95. 

Revelation  given  through  Joseph,  the  Seer,  at  Kirtland, 
Geauga  County,  Ohio,  June  \st,  1833. 

1.  Verily,  thus  saith  the  Lord  uuto  you,  whom  I 
love,  and  whom  I  love  I  also  chasten,  that  their  sins 
may  be  forgiven,  for  with  the  chastisement  I  prepare  a 
way  for  their  deliverance  in  all  things  out  of  tempta- 
tion, and  I  have  loved  you. 

2.  Wherefore  ye  must  needs  be  chastened  and  stand 
rebuked  before  my  face, 

3.  For  ye  have  sinned  against  me  a  very  grievous 
sin,  in  that  ye  have  not  considered  the  great  command- 
ment in  all  things,  that  I  have  given  unto  you  concern- 
ing the  '^building  of  mine  house, 

4.  For  the  preparation  wherewith  I  design  to  pre- 
pare mine  apostles  to  ^rune  my  vineyard  for  the  last 
time,  that  I  may  bring  to  pass  my  ^strange  act,  that  I 
may  pour  out  my  Spirit  upon  %11  flesh.

7.  And  for  this  cause  I  gave  unto  you  a  command- 
ment that  you  should  call  your  -^solemn  assembly,  that 
your  fastings  and  your  mourning  might  come  up  into 
the  ears  of  the  Lord  of  Sabaoth,  which  is  by  interpre- 
tation, the  Creator  of  the  first  day,  the  beginning  and 
the  end.

therefore  I  sent  them  forth  to  be  chastened. 

11.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  it  is  my  will  that  you 
should  build  an  house.

1.  Verily  I  say  unto  you  my  friends,  I  speak  unto 
you  with  my  voice,  even  the  voice  of  my  Spirit,  that  I 
may  show  unto  you  my  will  concerning  your  brethren 
in  the  land  of  Zion,  many  of  whom  are  truly  humble 
and  are  seeking  diligently  to  learn  wisdom  and  to  find 
truth. 

2.  Verily,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  blessed  are  such, 
for  t^'>v  shall  obtain,  for  I,  the  Lord,  show  mercy  unto 
all  the  meek,  and  upon  all  whomsoever  I  will,  that  I 
may  be  justified  when  I  shall  bring  them  into  judg- 
nnent. 

3.  Behold,  I  say  unto  you,  concerning  the  *^chooi 
in  7\on,  '   'he  Lord,  am  well  pleased  that  there  should 
/^  a     1001  in  Zion,  and  also  with  my  servant  Parley 
:      ^ratt,  for  he  abideth  in  me  ; 

And  inasmuch  as  he  continueth  to  abide  in  me ; 

a,  vera.  4—6.    S«e  x,  Sec.  ^. 
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he  shall  continue  to  preside  over  the  school  in  the  land 
of  Zion,  until  I  shall  give  unto  him  other  command^ 
ments; 

5.  And  I  will  bless  him  with  a  multiplicity  of 
blessings,  in  expounding  all  scriptures  and  mysteries 
to  the  edification  of  the  school,  and  of  the  church  in 
Zion; 

6.  And  to  the  residue  of  the  school,  I,  the  Lord, 
am  willing  to  show  mercy,  nevertheless  there  are  those 
that  must  needs  be  chastened,  and  their  works  shall  be 
made  known. 

7.  The  axe  is  laid  at  the  root  of  the  trees,  and 
every  tree  that  bringeth  ^ot  forth  good  fruit,  shall  be 
hewn  down  and  cast  into  the  fire  :  I,  the  Lord,  have 
spoken  it. 

8.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  all  among  them  who  know 
their  hearts  are  honest,  and  are  broken,  and  their 
spirits  contrite,  and  are  willing  to  observe  their  cove- 
nants by  sacrifice ;  yea,  every  sacrifice  which  I,  the  Lord, 
shall  command,  they  are  all  accepted  of  me,

10.  Verily,  I  say  unto  you,  that  it  is  my  will  that 
an  ''house  should  be  built  unto  me  in  the  land  of  Zion, 
Uke  unto  the  pattern  which  I  have  given  you  ; 

11.  Yea,  let  it  be  built  speedily,  by  the  *ti thing  of 
my  people : 

12.  Behold,  this  is  the  tithing  and  the  sacrifice 
which  I,  the  Lord,  require  at  their  hands,  that  there 
may  be  an  house  built  unto  me  for  the  salvation  of 
Zion, 

13.  For  a  place  of  thanksgiving  for  all  saints,  and 
for  a  place  of  instruction  for  all  those  who  are  called 
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to  the  work  of  the  ministry  in  all  their  several  callings 
and  offices, 

14.  That  they  may  be  perfected  in  the  understand- 
ing of  their  ministry — in  theory,  in  principle,  and  in 
doctrine — in  all  things  pertaining  to  the  kingdom  of 
God  on  the  earth,  the  keys  of  which  kingdom  have  been 
conferred  upon  you. 

15.  And  inasmuch  as  my  people  build  an  house  unto 
me  in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  and  do  not  suffer  any  un- 
clean thing  to  come  into  it  that  it  be  not  defiled,  *my 
glory  shall  rest  upon  it ;

1.  Verily  I  say  unto  you  my  friends,  fear  not,  let 
your  hearts  be  comforted ;  yea,  rejoice  evermore,  and 
in  everything  give  thanks, 

2.  Waiting  patiently  on  the  Lord,  for  your  prayers 
have  entered  into  the  ears  of  the  Lord  of  Sabaoth,  and 
are  recorded  with  this  seal  and  testament ;  the  Lord 
hath  sworn  and  decreed  that  they  shall  be  granted  ; 

3.  Therefore  he  giveth  this  promke  \\w\jO  >jq>\,^>^ 
an  immutable  covenant  that  they  shaW  \>cb  i\\\H>X^^,^^ 
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all  things  wherewith  you  have  been  afflicted,  shall  work 
together  for  your  good,  and  to  my  name's  glory,  saith 
the  Lord. 

4.  And  now,  verily  I  say  unto  you  concerning  the 
laws  of  the  land,  it  is  my  will  that  my  people  ^ould 
observe  to  do  all  things  whatsoever  I  command  them ; 

5.  And  that  law  of  the  land  which  is  constitutional, 
supporting  that  principle  of  freedom  in  maintaining 
rights  and  privileges,  belongs  to  all  mankind,  and  is 
justifiable  before  me ; 

6.  Therefore,  I,  the  Lord,  justify  you,  and  your 
brethren  of  my  church,  in  befriending  that  law  which 
is  the  '^constitutional  law  of  the  land  ; 

7.  And  as  pertaining  to  law  of  man,  whatsoever  is 
more  or  less  than  these,  cometh  of  evil. 

8.  I,  the  Lord  God,  make  you  free,  therefore  ye  are 
free  indeed  ;  and  the  law  also  maketh  you  free  ; 

9.  Nevertheless,  when  the  ^wicked  rule  the  people 
mourn  ; 

10.  Wherefore,  honest  men,  and  wise  men  should 
be  sought  for  diligently,  and  good  men  and  wise  men  ye 
should  observe  to  uphold  ;  otherwise  whatsoever  is  less 
than  these  cometh  of  evil. 

11.  And  I  give  unto  you  a  commandment,  that  ye 
shall  forsake  all  evil  and  cleave  unto  all  good,  that  ye 
shall  live  by  every  word  which  proceedeth  forth  out  of 
the  mouth  of  God  ; 

12.  For  he  will  give  unto  the  faithful  line  upon 
line,  precept  upon  precept ;  and  I  will  try  you  and 
prove  you  herewith  ; 

13.  And  whoso  ''layeth  down  his  life  in  my  cause, 
for  my  name's  sake,  shall  find  it  again,  even  life  eternal : 

14.  Therefore  be  not  afraid  of  your  enemies,  for  I 
have  decreed  in  my  heart,  saith  the  Lord,  that  I  will 
prove  you  in  all  things,  whether  you  will  abide  in  my 
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covenant,  ^even  unto  death,  that  you  may  be  found 
worthy  ; 

15.  For  if  ye  will  not  abide  in  my  covenant,  ye  are 
not  worthy  of  me  ; 

16.  Therefore  renounce  war  and  proclaim  peace, 
and  seek  diligently  to  turn  the  ^hearts  of  their  children 
to  their  fathers,  and  the  hearts  of  the  fathers  to  the 
chfldren ; 

17.  And  again,  the  -Tiearts  of  the  Jews  unto  the 
prophets,  and  the  prophets  unto  the  Jews,  lest  I  come 
and  smite  the  whole  earth  with  a  curse,  and  all  flesh 
be  consumed  before  me. 

18.  Let  not  your  hearts  be  troubled,  for  in  my 
Faliier's  house  are  ^many  mansions,  and  I  have  pre- 
pared a  place  for  you,  ana  where  my  Father  and  I  am, 
there  ye  shall  be  also. 

19.  Behold,  I,  the  Lord,  am  not  well  pleased  with 
many  who  are  in  the  church  at  Kirtland, 

20.  For  they  do  not  forsake  their  sins,  and  their 
wicked  ways,  the  pride  of  their  hearts,  and  their  covet- 
ousness,  and  all  their  detestable  things,  and  observe  the 
words  of  wisdom  and  eternal  life  which  I  have  given 
unto  them. 

21.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  that  I,  the  Lord,  will 
chasten  them,  and  will  do  whatsoever  I  list,  if  they  do 
not  repent  and  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have 
said  unto  them. 

22.  And  again  I  sav  unto  you,  if  ye  observe  to  do 
whatsoever  I  command  you,  I,  the  Lord,  will  turn 
away  all  wrath  and  indignation  from  you,  and  the  Agates 
of  hell  shall  not  prevail  against  you. 

23.  Now  I  speak  unto  you  concerning  your  families  ; 
if  men  will  smite  you,  or  your  families,  once,  and  ye 
bear  it  patiently  and  revile  not  against  them,  neither 
seek  revenge,  ye  shall  be  rewarded  ; 
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24.  But  if  ye  bear  it  not  patiently,  it  sliall  be  ac- 
counted unto  you  as  being  meted  out  a  just  measure 
unto  you. 

25.  And  again,  if  your  enemy  shall  smite  you  the 
second  time,  and  you  revile  not  against  your  enemy, 
and  bear  it  patiently,  your  reward  shall  be  an  hundred 

fold. 

26.  And  again,  if  he  shall  smite  you  the  third  time, 
and  ye  bear  it  patiently,  your  reward  shall  be  doubled 
unto  you  four  fold  ; 

27.  And  these  three  testimonies  shall  stand  against 
your  enemy  if  he  repent  not,  and  shall  not  be  blotted 
out. 

28.  And  now  verily  I  say  unto  you,  if  that  enemy 
shall  escape  my  vengeance,  that  he  be  not  brought  into 
judgmeat  before  me,  then  ye  shall  see  to  it  that  ye 
•warn  him  in  my  name,  that  he  come  no  more  upon 

you,  neither  upon  your  family,  even  your  children's 
children  unto  the  third  and  fourth  generation  ; 

29.  And  then  if  he  shall  come  upon  you,  or  your 
children,  or  your  children's  children  unto  the  third  and 
fourth  generation ;  I  have  delivered  thine  enemy  into 
thine  hands, 

30.  And  tlien  if  thou  wilt  spare  him,  thou  shalt  be 
rewarded  for  tliy  righteoiisnass  ;  and  also  thy  children 
and  thy  children's  children  unto  the  third  and  fourth 
generation  ; 

31.  Nevertheless  thine  enemy  is  in  thine  hands, 
and  if  thou  reward  him  according  to  his  works,  thou 
art  justified,  if  he  has  sought  thy  life,  and  thy  life  is 
endangered  by  him,  thine  enemy  is  in  thine  hands  and 
thou  art  justified. 

32.  Behold,  this  is  the  law  I  gave  unto  my  servant 
Nephi,and  thy  fathers  Joseph,  and  Jacob,  and  Isaac,  and 
Abraham,  and  all  mine  ancient  prophets  and  apostles. 

33.  And  again,  this  is  tlie  'law  that  I  gave  unto 
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nine  ancients,  that  they  should  not  go  out  unto  battle 
.gainst  any  nation,  kindred,  tongue,  or  people,  save  I, 
he  Lord,  commanded  them. 

34  And  if  any  nation,  tongue,  or  people,  should 
^reclaim  war  against  them,  they  should  first  lift  a  -^stan- 
lard  of  peace  unto  that  people,  nation,  or  tongue  ; 

35.  And  if  that  people  did  not  accept  the  oflFering 
f  peace  neither  the  second  nor  the  third  time,  they 
hould  bring  these  testimonies  before  the  Lord  ; 

36.  Then  I,  the  Lord,  would  give  imto  them  a  com- 
aandment,  and  justify  them  in  going  out  to  battle 
gainst  that  nation,  tongue,  or  people, 

37.  And  I,  the  Lord,  would  fight  their  battles,  and 
heir  children's  battles,  and  their  children's  cliildren's, 
intil  they  had  avenged  themselves  on  all  their  enemies, 
0  the  third  and  fourth  generation. 

38.  Behold,  this  is  an  ensample  unto  all  people, 
aith  the  Lord  your  God,  for  justification  before  me. 

39.  And  again,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  if  after  thine 
oiemy  has  come  upon  thee  the  first  time,  he  repent  and 
jome  unto  thee  praying  thy  forgiveness,  thou  shalt  for- 
jive  him,  and  shall  hold  it  no  more  as  a  testimony 
kgainst  thine  enemy,. 

40.  And  so  on  unto  the  second  and  third  time  ;  and 
bs  oft  as  thine  enemy  repenteth  of  the  trespass  where - 
rith  he  has  trespassed  against  thee,  thou  shalt  forgive 
lim,  until  seventy  times  seven  : 

41.  And  if  he  trespass  against  thee  and  repent  not 
he  first  time,  nevertheless  thou  shalt  forgive  him  ; 

42.  And  if  he  trespass  against  thee  the  second  time, 
tnd  repent  not,  nevertheless  thou  shalt  forgive  him  ; 

43.  And  if  he  trespass  against  thee  the  third  time, 
ind  repent  not,  thou  shalt  ako  forgive  him  ; 

44.  But  if  he  trespass  against  thee  the  fourth  time, 
hou  shalt  not  forgive  him,  but  shalt  bring  these  testi- 
nonies  before  the  Lord,  and  they  shall  not  be  blotted 
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out  until  he  repent  and  reward  thee  four  fold  in  all 
things  wherewith  he  has  trespassed  against  thee  ; 

45.  And  if  he  do  this,  thou  shalt  forgive  him  with 
all  thine  heart,  and  if  he  do  not  this,  I,  the  Lord,  will 
avenge  thee  of  thine  enemy  an  hundred  fold ; 

46.  And  upon  his  children,  and  upon  his  children's 
children  of  all  them  that  hate  me,  unto  the  third  and 
fourth  generation ; 

47.  But  if  the  children  shall  repent,  or  the  chil- 
dren's children,  and  turn  to  the  Lord  their  God,  with 
all  their  hearts,  and  with  all  their  might,  mind,  and 
strength,  and  restore  four  fold  for  all  their  trespasses, 
wherewith  they  have  trespassed,  or  wherewith  their 
fathers  have  trespassed,  or  their  father's  fathers,  then 
thine  indignation  shall  be  turned  away, 

48.  And  vengeance  shall  no  more  come  upon  them, 
saith  the  Lord  thy  God,  and  their  trespasses  shaU.  never 
be  brought  any  more  as  a  testimony  before  the  Lord 
against  them.     Amen.

4.  And  whoso  rejecteth  you  shall  be  Rejected  of 
ly  Father  and  his  house ;  and  you  shall  cleanse  ^our 
3et  in  the  secret  places  by  the  way  foi  a  testimony 
gainst  them. 

o.  And  behold,  and  lo,  I  *come  quickly  to  judg- 
aent,  to  convince  all  of  their  ungodly  deeds  which  they 
lave  committed  against  me,  as  it  is  written  of  me  in 
he  volume  of  the  book. 

6.  And  now,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  that  it  is  not 
aq>edient  that  you  should  go  until  your  children  are 
provided  for,  and  kindly  sent  up  unto  the  bishop  in 
Son; 

7.  And  after  a  few  years,  if  thou  desirest  of  me, 
hou  mayest  go  up  also  unto -the  goodly  land,  to  possess 
hine  inheritance : 

8.  Otherwise  thou  shalt  continue  proclaiming  my 
[ospel  until  thou  be  taken.     Amen.

Smith,  jun,y  and  Sidney  Bigdon,  October  12th,  1833. 

1.  Verily,  thus  saith  the  Lord  unto  you,  my  friends 
Jidney,  and  Joseph,  your  families  are  well ;  they  are 
n  mine  hands,  and  I  will  do  with  them  as  seemeth  me 
food ;  for  in  me  there  is  all  power ; 
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2.  Therefore,  follow  me,  and  listen  to  the  counael 
which  I  shall  give  unto  you. 

3.  Behold,  and  lo,  I  have  much  people  in  this  place, 
in  the  regions  round  about,  and  an  eflFectual  door  sh&ll 
be  opened  in  the  regions  round  about  in  tlus  eastern 
land. 

4.  Therefore,  I,  the  Lord,  have  suflFered  you  to  come 
unto  this  place  ;  for  thus  it  was  expedient  in  me  for  the 
salvation  of  souls ; 

5.  Therefore,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  lift  up  your 
voices  unto  this  people,  speak  the  thoughts  that  I  shall 
put  into  your  hearts,  and  you  shall  not  be  confounded 
before  men ; 

6.  For  it  shall  be  given  you  in  the  very  hour,  yea, 
in  the  very  moment,  ''what  ye  shall  say. 

7.  But  a  commandment  I  give  unto  you,  that  ye 
shall  'declare  whatsoever  things  ye  declare  in  my  name, 
in  solemnity  of  heart,  in  the  spirit  of  meekness,  iu  all 
things. 

8.  And  I  give  unto  you  this  promise,  that  inas- 
much as  ye  do  this,  the  Holy  Ghost  shall  be  shed  forth 
in  bearing  record  unto  all  things  whatsoever  ye  shall 
say. 

9.  And  it  is  expedient  in  me  that  you,  my  servant 
Sidney,  should  be  a  ^spokesman  unto  this  people  ;  yea, 
verily,  I  will  ordain  you  unto  this  calling,  even  to  be  a 
spokesman  unto  my  servant  Joseph  ; 

10.  And  I  will  give  unto  him  power  to  be  mighty 
in  testimony ; 

11.  And  I  will  give  unto  thee  power  to  be  mighty 
in  expounding  all  scriptures,  that  thou  mavest  be  a 
spokesman  unto  him,  and  he  shall  be  a  *revelator  unto 
tnee,  that  thou  mayest  know  the  certainty  of  all 
things  pertaining  to  the  things  of  my  kingdom  on  the 
earth. 

12.  Therefore,  continue  your  journey  and  let  your 
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hearts  rejoice ;  for  behold,  and  lo,  I  am  with  you  even 
unto  the  end. 

13.  And  now  I  give  unto  you  a  word  concerning 
Zion.  Zion  shall  be  ^redeemed,  although  she  is  chas- 
tened for  a  little  season. 

14  Thy  brethren,  mv  servants  Orson  Hyde,  and 
John  Gould,  are  in  my  nands,  and  inasmuch  as -they 
keep  my  commandments,  they  shall  be  saved. 

15.  Therefore  let  your  hearts  be  comforted,  for  all 
things  shall  work  together  for  good  to  them  that  walk 
uprightly,  and  to  the  sanctification  of  the  church  ; 

16.  For  I  will  raise  up  unto  myself  a  pure  people, 
that  will  serve  me  in  righteousness  ; 

17.  And  all  that  call  on  the  name  of  the  Lord,  and 
keep  his  commandments,  shall  be  saved.  Even  so. 
Amen.

1.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  concerning  your  brethren 
who  have  been  afflicted,  and  persecuted,  and  ^cast  out 
from  the  land  of  their  inheritance, 

2.  I,  the  Lord,  have  suffered  the  affliction  to  come 
upon  them,  wherewith  they  have  been  afflicted,  in  con- 
sequence of  Hheir  transgressions  ; 

3.  Yet  I  will  own  them,  and  they  shall  be  mine  in 
that  day  when  I  shall  come  to  make  up  ^my  jewels. 

4.  Therefore,  they  must  needs  be  chastened  and

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tried,  even  as  Abraham,  who  was  commanded  to  offer 
up  his  only  son  ; 

5.  For  all  those  who  will  not  endure  chastening, 
but  deny  me,  cannot  be  sanctified. 

6.  Behold,  I  say  unto  you,  there  were  jarrings,  and 
contentions,  and  envyings,  and  strifes,  and  lustful  and 
covetous  desires  among  them  ;  therefore  by  these  things 
they  ^polluted  tlieir  inheritances. 

7.  They  were  slow  to  hearken  unto  the  voice  of  the 
Lord  their  God,  therefore  the  Lord  their  God  is  'slow 
to  hearken  unto  their  prayers,  to  answer  them  in  the 
day  of  their  trouble. 

8.  In  the  day  of  their  peace  they  esteemed  lightly 
my  counsel ;  but,  in  the  -^day  of  their  trouble,  or 
necessity  they  feel  after  me. 

9.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  notwithstanding  their 
sins,  my  bowels  are  tilled  with  compassion  towards 
them :  I  will  not  utterly  cast  them  off ;  and  in  the  day 
of  wrath  I  will  ^remember  mercy. 

10.  I  have  sworn,  and  the  decree  hath  gone  forth 
by  a  former  commandment  which  I  have  given  unto 
you,  that  I  would  let  '^fall  the  sword  of  mine  indigna- 
tion in  the  behalf  of  my  people ;  and  even  as  I  have 
said,  it  shall  come  to  pass. 

11.  Mine  indignation  is  *soon  to  be  poured  out 
without  measure  upon  all  nations,  and  this  will  I  do 
when  the  cup  of  their  iniquity  is  full. 

12.  And  in  that  day  all  who  are  found  upon  the 
watch  tower,  or  in  other  words,  all  mine  Israel  shall  be 
saved. 

13.  And  they  that  have  been  scattered  shal' 
be  -^gathered  ; 

14.  And  all  they  who  have  mourned  shall  be  *codl 
forted  ; 

rf,  84  :  5o  -r.9.  f,  vers.  39-42.  /,  vers,  89—42,  44-54. 
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15.  And  all  they  who  have  given  their  lives  for  my 
name  shall  be  'crowned. 

16.  Therefore,  let  yonr  hearts  be  comforted  con- 
cerning 2iion  ;  for  all  flesh  is  in  mine  hands  :  be  still 
and  know  that  I  am  God. 

17.  Zion  shall  not  be  *"moved  out  of  her  place, 
notwithstanding  her  children  are  scattered  ; 

18.  They  that  remain,  and  are  pure  in  heart,  shall 
return,  and  come  to  their  inheritances,  they  and  their 
children,  with  "songs  of  everlasting  joy,  to  build  up 
the  waste  places  of  Zion ; 

19.  And  all  these  things  that  the  prophets  might 
be  fulfilled. 

20.  And,  behold,  there  is  none  other  place  appointed 
than  that  which  I  have  appointed ;  neither  shall 
there  be  any  other  place  apnointed  than  that  which  I 
have  appointed,  for  the  worlc  of  the  gathering  of  my 
saints, 

21.  Until  the  day  cometh  when  there  is  found  no 
more  room  for  them ;  and  then  I  have  other  places 
which  I  will  appoint  unto  them,  and  they  shall  be 
called  ^Stakes,  for  the  curtains,  or  the  strength  of 
Zion. 

22.  Behold,  it  is  my  will,  that  all  they  who  call  on 
my  name,  and  worship  me  according  to  mine  everlast- 
ing gospel,  should  ^gather  together,  and  stand  in  holy 
places, 

23.  And  prepare  for  the  revelation  which  is  to 
come,  when  the  vail  of  the  covering  of  my  temple,  in 
my  tabernacle,  which  hideth  the  earth,  shall  be  taken 
off,  and  all  flesh  shall  ^see  me  together. 

24.  And  every  corruptible  thing,  both  of  man,  or 
of  the  beasts  of  tne  field,  or  of  the  fowls  of  the  heavens, 
or  of  the  fish  of  the  sea,  that  dwell  upon  all  the  face 
of  the  earth,  shall  be  ''consumed  ;

26.  And  in  that  day  the  enmity  of  man,  and  the 
"enmity  of  beasts,  yea,  the  enmity  of  all  flesh,  shall 
cease  from  before  my  face. 

27.  And  in  that  day  ^'whatsoever  any  man  shall  ask, 
it  shall  be  given  unto  him. 

28.  And  in  that  day  Satan  shall  not  have  power  *to 
tempt  any  man. 

29.  And  there  shall  be  no  sorrow  because  there  is 
no  death. 

30.  In  that  day  an  infant  shall  not  die  ^ntil  he  i& 
old,  and  his  life  shall  be  as  the  J'age  of  a  tree, 

31.  And  when  he  dies  he  shall  not  sleep,  (that  is  to 
say  in  the  earth,)  but  shall  be  changed  in  the  twinkKng 
of  an  eye,  and  shall  be  ^caught  up,  and  his  rest  shall 
be  glorious. 

32.  Yea,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  in  that  day  when 
the  Lord  ^  "shall  come,  he  shall  reveal  ^^all  things — 

33.  Things  which  have  passed,  and  hidden  things 
which  no  man  knew — things  of  the  earth,  by  which  it 
was  made,  and  the  purposes  and  the  end  thereof — 

34.  Things  most  precious — things  that  are  above, 
and  things  that  are  beneath — things  that  are  in  the 
earth,  and  upon  the  earth,  and  in  heaven. 

35.  And  all  they  who  suffer  persecution  for  my 
name,  and  endure  in  faith,  though  they  are  called  to 
lay  down  their  lives  for  my  sake,  yet  shall  they  partake 
of  all  this  glory. 

36.  Wherefore,  fear  not  even  ^c^nto  death ;  for  io 
this  world  your  joy  is  not  full,  but  in  me  your  joy  is 
ML 
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37.  Therefore,  care  uot  for  the  body,  neither  the 
life  of  the  body ;  but  care  for  the  soul,  and  for  the 
^flife  of  the  soul ; 

38.  And  seek  the  ^^ace  of  the  Lord  always,  that  in 
patience  ye  may  possess  your  souls,  and  ye  shall  have 
eternal  life. 

39.  When  men  are  called  unto  mine  everlasting 
gospel,  and  covenant  with  an  everlasting  covenant,  they 
are  accounted  as  the  ^salt  of  the  earth,  and  tlie  savor 
of  men ; 

40.  They  are  called  to  be  the  savor  of  men.  There- 
fore, if  that  salt  of  the  earth  lose  its  savor,  behold,  it 
is  thenceforth  good  for  nothing,  only  to  be  cast  out, 
and  trodden  under  the  ^^feet  of  men. 

41.  Behold,  here  is  wisdom  concerning  the  children 
of  Zion,  even  many,  but  not  all ;  they  were  found 
transgressors,  therefore  they  must  needs  be  chastened. 

42.  He  that  exaltetli  himself  shall  be  ^^abased,  and 
he  that  abaseth  himself  shall  be  '^  ^'exalted. 

43.  And  now,  I  will  show  unto  you  a  parable,  that 
you  may  know  my  will  concerning  the  redemption  of 
Zion. 

44.  A  certain  nobleman  had  a  spot  of  land,  very 
choice  ;  and  he  said  unto  his  servants.  Go  ye  unto  my 
vineyard,  even  upon  this  very  choice  piece  of  land,  and 
plant  twelve  olive  trees, 

45.  And  set  watchmen  round  about  them,  and  build 
a  tower,  that  one  may  overlook  the  land  round  about, 
to  be  a  watchman  upon  the  tower,  that  mine  olive 
trees  may  not  be  broken  down,  when  the  enemy  shall 
come  to  spoil,  and  takti  unto  themselves  the  fruit  of  my 
vineyard. 

46.  Now,  the  servants  of  the  nobleman  went  and  did 
as  their  lord  commanded  them  ;  and  planted  the  olive 
trees,  and  built  a  hedge  round  about,  and  set  watchmen, 
and  began  to  build  a  tower.

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47.  And  while  they  were  yet  laying  the  foundatioD 
thereof,  they  began  to  say  among  themselves,  And  what 
need  hath  my  lord  of  this  tower  ? 

48.  And  consulted  for  a  long  time,  saying  among 
themselves,  What  need  hatli  my  lord  of  this  tower,  see- 
ing this  is  a  time  of  peace  ? 

49.  Might  not  this  money  be  given  to  the  ex- 
changers ?  for  there  is  no  need  of  these  things ! 

50.  And  while  they  were  at  variance  one  with  an- 
other they  became  very  slothful,  and  they  hearkened 
not  unto  the  commandments  of  their  lord, 

51.  And  the  enemy  ^ksune  by  night,  and  broke 
down  the  hedge,  and  the  servants  of  the  nobleman 
arose  and  were  aflfrighted,  and  fled ;  and  the  enemy 
destroyed  their  worlcs,  and  broke  down  the  olive  trees. 

52.  Now  behold,  the  nobleman,  the  lord  of  the 
vineyard,  called  upon  his  servants,  and  said  unto  them, 
Why  !  what  is  the  cause  of  this  great  evil  ? 

53.  Ought  ye  not  to  have  done  even  as  I  com- 
manded you  ?  and  after  ye  had  planted  the  vineyard, 
and  built  the  hedge  round  about,  and  set  watchmen 
upon  the  walls  thereof,  built  the  tower  also,  and  set 
a  2%atchman  upon  the  tower,  and  watched  for  my  vine- 
yard, and  not  have  fallen  asleep,  lest  the  enemy  should 
come  upon  you  ? 

54.  And  behold,  the  watchman  upon  the  tower 
would  have  seen  the  ^^enemy  while  he  was  yet  afar  off, 
and  then  ye  could  have  made  ready  and  kepo  the  enemy 
from  breaking  down  the  hedge  thereof,  and  saved  my 
vineyard  from  the  hands  of  the  destroyer. 

55.  And  the  lord  of  the  vineyard  said  unto  one  of 
his  servants,  Go  and  gather  together  the  residue  of  my 
servants,  and  take  *^  "*all  the  strength  of  mine  house, 
which  are  my  warriors,  my  young  men,  and  they  that 
are  of  middle  age  also  among  all  my  servants,  who  are

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the  strength  of  mine  house,  save  those  only  whom  I 
have  appointed  to  tarry  ; 

56.  And  go  ye  straightway  unto  the  land  of  my 
vineyard,  and  ^  Redeem  my  vineyard,  for  it  is  mine,  I 
have  bought  it  with  money. 

57.  Therefore,  get  ye  straightway  unto  my  land ; 
break  down  the  walls  of  mine  enemies ;  throw  down 
their  tower,  and  scatter  their  watchmen  : 

58.  And  inasmuch  as  they  gather  together  against 
you,  2  ^avenge  me  of  mine  enemies,  that  by  and  by  I 
may  ^^come  with  the  residue  of  mine  house,  and  possess 
the  land. 

59.  And  the  servant  said  unto  his  lord,  When  shall 
these  things  be  ? 

60.  And  he  said  unto  his  servant.  When  I  will,  go 
ye  straightway,  and  do  all  things  ^^whatsoever  I  have 
commanded  you ; 

61.  And  this  shall  be  my  seal  and  blessing  upon 
you — a  faithful  and  ^^wise  steward  in  the  midst  of 
mine  house,  a  ruler  in  my  kingdom. 

62.  And  his  servant  went  straightway,  and  did  all 
things  whatsoever  his  lord  commanded  him,  and  ^^after 
many  days  all  things  were  fulfilled. 

63.  Again,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  I^will  show  unto 
you  2^visdom  in  me  concerning  all  the  churches,  inas- 
much as  they  are  willing  to  be  guided  in  a  right  and 
proper  way  for  their  salvation, 

64.  That  the  work  of  the  gathering  together  of  my 
saints  may  ^  "continue,  that  I  may  build  them  up  unto 
my  name  upon  ^ ''holy  places;  for  the  time  of  ^ "harvest 
is  come,  and  my  word  must  needs  be  fulfilled. 

65.  Therefore,  I  must  gather  together  my  people, 
according  to  the  parable  of  the  wheat  and  the  tares,

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that  the  wheat  may  be  secured  in  the  gamers  to  possess 
eternal  life,  and  be  ^^^crowned  with  celestial  glory  when 
I  shall  2ycome  in  the  kingdom  of  my  Father,  to  reward 
every  man  according  as  his  work  shall  be, 

66.  While  the  tares  shall  be  bound  in  ^^bundles, 
and  their  bands  made  strong,  that  they  may  be  burned 
with  unquenchable  fire. 

67.  Therefore,  a  commandment  I  give  unto  all  the 
churches,  that  they  shall  continue  to  ^"gather  to- 
gether unto  the  places  which  I  have  appointed  ; 

68.  Nevertheless,  as  I  have  said  unto  you  in  a 
former  commandment,  let  not  your  gathering  be 
in  '^^haste,  nor  by  flight ;  but  let  all  things  be  pre- 
pared before  you  : 

69.  And  in  order  that  all  things  be  prepared  before 
you,  observe  the  commandments  whicn  I  have  given 
concerning  these  things, 

70.  Which  saith,  or  teacheth,  to  ^  ^purchase  all  the 
lands  by  money,  which  can  be  purchased  for  money,  in 
the  region  round  about  the  land  which  I  have  appointed 
to  be  the  land  of  Zion,  for  the  beginning  of  the 
gathering  of  my  saints  ; 

71.  All  the  land  which  can  be  purchased  in  Jackson 
county,  and  tho,  counties  round  about,  and  leave  the 
residue  in  mine  hand. 

72.  Now,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  let  all  the  churches 
gather  together  ^  ^all  their  monies ;  let  these  things  be 
done  in  their  time,  be  not  in  haste,  and  observe  tohave 
all  things  prepared  before  you. 

73.  And  let  honorable  men  be  appointed,  even  ^'wise 
men,  and  send  them  to  purchase  these  lands ; 

74.  And  every  church  in  the  eastern  countries  when 
they  are  built  up,  if  they  will  hearken  unto  this 
counsel,  they  may  buy  lands  and  gather  together  upon 
them,  and  in  this  way  they  may  establish  Zion.

75.  There  is  even  now  already  in  store  a  sufficient, 
yea,  even  abundance,  to  redeem  Zion,  and  establish  her 
waste  places,  no  more  to  be  thrown  down,  were  the 
churches,  who  call  themselves  after  my  name,  willing  to 
hearken  to  my  voice. 

76.  And  again  I  say  unto  you,  those  who  have  been 
scattered  by  their  enemies,  it  is  my  will  that  they 
should  continue  to  ^/importune  for  redress,  and 
redemption,  by  the  hands  of  those  who  are  placed  as 
rulers,  and  are  in  authority  over  you, 

77.  According  to  the  laws  and  constitution  ot  the 
people  which  I  have  suffered  to  be  established,  and 
should  be  maintained  for  the  rights  and  protection  of 
all  flesh,  according  to  just  and  holy  principles, 

78.  That  every  man  may  act  in  doctrine  and  principle 
l>ertaining  to  futurity,  according  to  the  moral  agency 
which  I  have  given  unto  them,  that  every  man  may 
be  accountable  for  his  own  sins  in  the  day  of  judgment. 

79.  Therefore,  it  is  not  right  that  any  man  should 
be  in  ^^bondage  one  to  another. 

80.  And  for  this  purpose  have  I  established  the 
constitution  of  this  land,  by  the  hands  of  ^'^wise  men 
whom  I  raised  up  unto  this  very  purpose,  and  redeemed 
the  land  by  the  shedding  of  blood. 

81.  Now,  unto  what  shall  I  Jiken  the  children  of 
Zion?  I  will  liken  them  unto  the  ^ Sparable  of  the 
woman  and  the  unjust  judge  (for  men  ought  always  to 
pray  and  not  to  faint)  which  saith, 

82.  There  was  in  a  city  a  judge  which  feared  not 
God,  neither  regarded  man. 

83.  And  there  was  a  widow  in  that  city,  and  she 
came  unto  him,  saying,  Avenge  me  of  mine  adversary. 

84.  And  he  would  not  for  a  while,  but  afterward  he 
said  within  himself,  Though  I  fear  not  God,  nor  regard 
man,  yet  because  this  widow  troubleth  me  I  will  avenge 
Aer,  last,  by  her  continual  coming,  sh^  \N^^:t^  \Sife.

86.  Let  them  importune  at  the  feet  of  the  Judge ; 

87.  And  if  he  heed  them  not,  let  them  importune 
at  the  feet  of  the  Governor  ; 

88.  And  if  the  Goveraor  heed  them  not,  let  them 
importune  at  the  feet  of  the  President ; 

89.  And  if  the  President  heed  them  not,  then  will 
the  Lord  arise  and  come  forth  out  of  his  ^-^iding  place, 
and  in  his  fury  vex  the  nation, 

90.  And  in  his  hot  displeasure,  and  in  his  fierce 
anger,  in  his  time,  will  cut  off  those  wicked,  unfaithful, 
and  unjust  stewards,  and  appoint  them  their  portion 
among  hypocrites,  and  unbelievers  ; 

91.  Even  in  outer  darkness,  where  there  is  ^*weep- 
ing,  and  wailing,  and  gnashing  of  teeth. 

92.  Pray  ye,  therefore,  that  their  ears  may  be 
opened  unto  your  cries,  that  I  may  be  merciful  unto 
them,  that  these  things  may  not  come  upon  them. 

93.  What  I  have  said  unto  you,  must  needs  be,  that 
all  men  may  be  left  without  excuse ; 

94.  That  wise  men  and  rulers  may  hear  and  know 
that  which  they  have  ^^never  considered  ; 

95.  That  I  may  proceed  to  bring  to  pass  ^'^y  act, 
my  strange  act,  and  perform  my  work,  my  strange  work, 
that  men  may  discern  between  the  righteous  and  the 
wicked,  saith  your  God. 

96.  And  again,  I  say  unto  you,  it  is  contrary  to  my 
commandment,  and  my  will,  that  my  servant  Sidney 
Gilbert  should  sell  my  storehouse,  which  I  have  ap- 
pointed unto  my  people,  into  the  hands  of  mine  enemies. 

97.  Let  not  that  which  I  have  appointed  be  pol- 
luted by  mine  enemies,  by  the  consent  of  those  who 
call  themselves  after  my  name  ; 

98.  For  th^s  is  a  very  sore  and  grievous  sin  against 
me,  and  against  my  people,  in  consequence  of  those

99.  Therefore,  it  is  my  will  that  my  people  should 
claim,  and  hold  claim  upon  that  which  1  have  appointed 
unto  thejn,  though  they  should  not  be  permitted  to 
dwell  thereon ; 

100.  Nevertheless,  I  do  not  say  they  shall  not  dwell 
thereon  ;  for  inasmuch  as  they  bring  forth  fruit  and 
works  meet  for  my  kingdom,  they  shall  dwell  thereon ; 

101.  They  shall  build,  and  ^'^another  shall  not  in- 
herit it ;  they  shall  plant  vineyards,  and  they  shall  eat 
the  fruit  thereof.     Even  so.     Amen. 
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Minutes  of  the  Organizatin  of  ths  High  Council  oj 
the  Church  of  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.  Kirt- 
land,  February  17,  1834. 

1.  This  day  a  general  council  of  twenty-four  High 
Priests  assembled  at  the  house  of  Joseph  Smith,  jun.,  by 
revelation,  and  proceeded  to  organize  the  High  Council 
of  the  Church  of  Christ,  which  was  to  consist  of  twelve 
High  Priests,  and  one  or  three  Presidents,  as  the  case 
might  require. 

2.  The  High  Council  was  appointed  by  revelation 
for  the  purpose  of  settling  important  difficulties  which 
might  arise  in  the  church,  which  could  not  be  settled 
by  the  church  or  the  bishop's  council  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  parties. 

3.  Joseph  Smith,  jun.,  Sidney  Rigdon,  and  Frederick 
G.  Williams,  were  acknowledged  Presidents  by  the 
voice  of  the  council ;  and  Joseph  Smith,  sen.,  John 
Smith,  Joseph  Coe,  John  Johnson,  Martin  Harris,  John 
S.  Carter,  .fared  Carter,  Oliver  CoNvdety,  §i^\!K>ciA^. 

Sn,  Isa.  65  :  20— 2SL 
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Smith,  Orson  Hyde,  Sylvester  Smith,  and  Luke  John- 
son, High  Priests,  were  chosen  to  be  a  standing  Council 
for  the  church,  by  the  unanimous  voice  of  the  Council. 

4.  The  above-named  counselors  were  then  asked 
wliether  they  accepted  their  appointments,  and  whether 
they  would  act  in  that  office  according  to  tbe  law  of 
heaven  :  to  which  tliey  all  answered  that  they  accepted 
tli?ir  appointments,  and  would  fill  their  offices  accord- 
hv^  to  the  grace  of  God  bestowed  upon  them. 

5.  Tlie  number  composing  the  council,  who  votetl 
in  the  name  and  for  the  church,  in  appointing  the 
above-named  counselors  were  forty-three,  as  follows  :— 
Nine  High  Priests,  seventeen  elaers,  four  priests,  and 
thirteen  members. 

6.  Voted :  that  the  High  Council  cannot  have  power 
to  act  without  seven  of  the  above-named  counselors, 
or  their  regularly-appointed  successors  are  present. 

7.  These  seven  shall  have  power  to  appoint  other 
High  Priests,  whom  they  may  consider  worthy  and 
capable  to  act  in  the  place  of  absent  counselors. 

8.  Voted  :  that  whenever  any  vacancy  shall  occur 
by  the  death,  removal  from  office  for  transgression,  or 
removal  from  the  bounds  of  this  church  government,  of 
any  one  of  the  above-named  counselors,  it  shall  be 
filled  by  the  nomination  of  the  President  or  Presidents, 
and  sanctioned  by  the  voice  of  a  general  council  of 
High  Priests,  convened  for  that  purpose,  to  act  in  the 
name  of  the  church. 

9.  The  President  of  the  church,  who  is  also  the 
President  of  the  council,  is  appointed  by  revelation, 
and  acknowledged  in  his  administration,  by  the  voice 
of  the  church  ; 

10.  And  it  is  according  to  the  dignity  of  his  office 
that  he  should  preside  over  the  Council  of  the  church  ; 
and  it  is  his  privilege  to  be  assisted  by  two  other 
Presidents,  appointed  after  the  same  manner  that  he 
himself  was  appointed  ; 

11.  And  in  case  of  t\ie  «i)a8feTic^  oi  ovi^^t  both  of 
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those  who  are  appointed  to  assist  him,  he  has  power  to 
preside  over  the  Council  without  an  assistant :  and  in 
case  that  he  himself  is  absent,  the  other  Presidents  have 
power  to  preside  in  his  stead,  both,  or  either  of  them. 

12.  Whenever  an  High  Council  of  the  church  of 
Christ  is  regularly  organized,  according  to  the  foregoing 
j>attern,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  twelve  counselors 
to  cast  lots  by  numbers,  and  thereby  ascertain,  who  of 
the  twelve  shall  speak  first,  commencing  with  number 
one,  and  so  in  succession  to  number  twelve. 

13.  Whenever  this  Council  convenes  to  act  upon  any 
case,  the  twelve  counselors  shall  consider  whether  it  is  a 
difficult  one  or  not ;  if  it  is  not,  two  only  of  the  coun- 
selors shall  speak  upon  it,  according  to  the  form  above 
written. 

14.  But  if  it  is  thought  to  be  difficult,  four  shall  be 
appointed ;  and  if  more  difficult,  six ;  but  in  no  case 
snail  more  than  six  be  appointed  to  speak 

15.  The  accused,  in  all  cases,  has  a  right  to  one  half 
of  the  Council,  to  prevent  insult  or  injustice ; 

16.  And  the  counselors  appointed  to  speak  before 
the  Council,  are  to  present  the  case  after  the  evidence 
is  examined,  in  its  true  light  before  the  Council,  and 
every  man  is  to  speak  according  to  equity  and  justice. 

17.  Those  counselors  who  draw  even  numbers,  that 
is  2,  4,  6,  8,  10,  and  12,  are  the  individuals  who  are  to 
stand  up  in  behalf  of  the  accused,  and  prevent  insult 
or  injustice. 

18.  In  aU  cases  the  accuser  and  the  accused  shall 
have  a  privilege  of  speaking  for  themselves  before  the 
Council  after  the  evidences  are  heard,  and  the  coun- 
selors who  are  appointed  to  speak  on  the  case,  have 
finished  their  remarks. 

19.  Afber  the  evidences  are  heard,  the  counselors, 
accuser  and  accused  have  spoken,  the  President  shall 
give  a  decision  according  to  the  understanding  whickkvi: 
shall  hare  oi  the  case,  and  call  upoiA  t\\^  \nm«5\n'^  ^^-vssvr 
8eloT8  to  sanction  the  same  by  tlveir  \o\»^. 
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20.  But  should  the  remaining  counselors,  who  have 
not  spoken,  or  any  one  of  them,  after  hearing  the  evi- 
dences and  pleadings  impartially,  discover  an  error  in 
the  decision  of  the  President,  they  can  manifest  it,  and 
the  case  shall  have  a  re-hearing  ; 

21.  And  if,  after  a  careful  re-hearing,  any  additional 
light  is  shown  upon  the  case,  the.  decision  shall  be 
altered  accordingly ; 

22.  But  in  case  no  additional  light  is  given,  the  first 
decision  shall  stand,  the  majority  of  the  Council  having 
power  to  determine  the  same. 

23.  In  cases  of  difficulty,  respecting  doctrine  or 
principle,  (if  there  is  not  a  sufficiency  written  to  make 
the  case  clear  to  the  minds  of  the  Council,)  the 
President  may  inquire  and  obtain  the  mind  of  the 
Lord  by  revelation. 

24.  The  High  Priests,  when  abroad,  have  power  to 
call  and  organize  a  council  after  the  manner  of  the  fore- 
going to  settle  difficulties  when  the  parties,  or  either  of 
them  shall  request  it : 

25.  And  the  said  council  of  High  Priests  shall  have 
power  to  appoint  one  of  their  own  number,  to  preside 
over  such  council  for  the  time  being. 

26.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  council  to  transmit 
immediately,  a  copy  of  their  proceedings,  with  a  full 
statement  of  the  testimony  accompanying  their  decision, 
to  the  High  Council  of  the  seat  of  the  First  Presidency 
of  the  church. 

27.  Should  the  parties,  or  either  of  them  be  dissatis- 
fied with  the  decision  of  said  council,  they  may  appeal 
to  the  High  Council  of  the  seat  of  the  First  Presidency 
of  the  church,  and  have  a  re-hearing,  which  case  shall 
there  be  conducted,  according  to  the  former  pattern 
written,  as  though  no  such  decision  had  been  made. 

28.  This  council  of  High  Priests  abroad,  is  only  to 
be  called  on  the  most  difficult  cases  of  church  matters ; 

and  no  common  or  OTdmary  c»afe  *\^  \a  \ife  %\iffi.cient  to 
call  such  council. 
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29.  The  traveling  or  located  High  Priests  abroad, 
have  power  to  say  whether  it  is  necessary  to  call  such  a 
council  or  not. 

30.  There  is  a  distinction  between  the  High  Council  of 
traveling  High  Priests  abroad,  and  the  traveling  High 
Council  composed  of  the  Twelve  apostles,in  their  decisions. 

31.  From  the  decision  of  the  former  there  can  be  an 
appeal,  but  from  the  decision  of  the  latter  there  cannot. 

32.  The  latter  can  only  be  called  in  question  by  the 
general  authorities  of  the  cnurch  incase  of  transgression. 

33.  Resolved,  that  the  President  or  Presidents  of 
the  seat  of  the  First  Presidency  of  the  church,  shall 
have  power  to  determine  whether  any  such  case,  as 
may  be  appealed,  is  justly  entitled  to  a  re-hearing,  after 
examining  the  appeal  and  the  evidences  and  statements 
accompanying  it. 

3-1.  The  twelve  counselors  then  proceeded  to  cast 
lots  or  ballot,  to  ascertain  who  should  speak  first,  and 
the  following  was  the  result,  namely  : —

Verily  I  say  unto  you,  my  friends,  behold  I  will 
give  unto  you  a  revelation  and  commandment,  that  you 
may  know  how  to  act  in  the  discharge  of  your  duties 
concerning  the  salvation  and  '^redemption  of  your 
brethren,  who  have  been  scattered  on  the  land  of 
Zion ; 

2.  Being  driven  and  smitten  by  the  hands  of  mine 
enemies,  on  whom  I  will  pour  out  my  wrath  without 
measure  in  mine  own  time  ; 

3.  For  I  have  suffered  them  thus  far,  that  they 
might  fill  up  the  measure  of  their  iniquities,  that  their 
cup  might  be  full ; 

4.  And  that  those  who  call  themselves  after  my 
name  might  be  chastened  for  a  ^little  season  with  a 
sore  and  grievous  chastisement,  because  they  did  not 
hearken  altogether  unto  the  precepts  and  command- 
ments which  I  gave  unto  them. 

5.  But  verily  I  say  unto  you,  that  I  have  decreed 
a  decree  which  my  people  shall  realize,  inasmuch  as 
they  hearken  from  tliis  very  hour,  unto  the  counsel 
which  I,  the  Lord  their  God,  shall  give  unto  them. 

6.  Behold  they  shall,  for  I  have  decreed  it,  ^begin 
to  prevail  against  mine  enemies  from  this  very  hour, 

7.  And  by  hearkening  to  observe  all  the  words 
which  I,  the  Lord  their  God,  shall  speak  unto  them, 
they  shall  never  cease  to  prevail  until  the  ^ngdoms

9.  For  they  were  set  to  be  a  light  unto  the  world, 
and  to  be  the  saviours  of  men ; 

10.  And  inasmuch  as  they  are  not  the  saviours  of 
men,  they  are  ^as  salt  that  has  lost  its  savor,  and  is 
thenceforth  good  for  nothing  but  to  be  cast  out  and 
trodden  under  foot  of  men.

14.  Nevertheless,  if  they  pollute  their  inheritances, 
they  shall  be  thrown  down,  for  I  will  not  spare  them 
if  they  pollute  their  inheritances.

24.  And  inasmuch  as  mine  enemies  come  against

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29.  It  is  my  will  that  my  servant  Sidney  Rigdon 
shall  lift  up  his  voice  in  the  congregations  in  the  eastern 
countries,  m  preparing  the  churches  to  keep  the  com- 
mandments whicn  I  have  given  unto  them,  concerning 
the  restoration  and  ^redemption  of  Zion. 

30.  It  is  my  will  that  my  servant  Parley  P.  Pratt, 
ind  my  servant  Lyman  Wight  should  not  return  to  the 
Land  of  their  brethren,  until  they  have  obtained  com- 
panies to  go  up  unto  the  land  of  Zion,  by  tens,  or  by 
twenties,  or  by  fifties,  or  by  an  hundred,  until  they  have 
obtained  to  the  number  of  five  hundred  of  the  ^  "strength 
of  my  house.

five  unto  you,  that  ye  shall  not  go  up  unto  the  land  of 
ion,  until  you  have  obtained  one  hundred  of  the 
strength  of  my  house,  to  go  up  with  you  unto  the  land 
of  Zion. 

35.  Therefore  as  I  said  unto  you,  ask  and  ye  shall 
receive  ;  pray  earnestly  that  peradventure  my  servant 
Baurak  Ale  (Joseph  Smith,  jr.)  may  go  with  you,  and 
preside  in  the  midst  of  my  people,  and  organize  my 
kingdom  upon  the  consecrated  land,  and  ^  ^establish  the 
children  of  Zion  upon  the  laws  and  commandments 
which  have  been,  and  which  shall  be  given  unto  you. 

36.  All  victory  and  glory  is  brought  to  pass  unto 
you  through  your  diligence,  faithfulness,  and  prayers  of 
faith.

SECTION     104. 


Bevelation  given  April  23rd,  1834,  to  Enoch,  {Joseph 
Smithy  jun.,)  concerning  the  order  of  the  church  for 
the  benefit  of  the  poor. 

1.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  my  friends,  I  give  unto 
you  counsel,  and  a  commandment,  concerning  all  the 
properties  which  belong  to  the  order  which  I  com- 
manded to  be  organized  and  established,  to  be  an  ''united 
order,  and  an  everlasting  order  for  the  benefit  of  my 
church,  and  for  the  salvation  of  men  until  I  come, 

2.  With  promise  immutable  and  unchangeable,  fliat 
inasmuch  as  those  whom  I  commanded  were  faithful 
they  should  be  blessed  with  a  multiplicity  of  blessings; 

3.  But  inasmuch  as  they  w'ere  not  faithful  they  were 
nigh  unto  cursing. 

4.  Therefore,  inasmuch  as  some  of  my  servants 
have  not  kept  the  commandment  but  have  broken  the 
covenant  by  covetousness,  and  with  feigned  words, 
I  %ave  cursed  them  with  a  very  sore  and  grievous 
curse ;

24.  Talk  not  of  judgment,  neither  boast  of  faitli, 
nor  of  mighty  works,  but  carefully  gather  together,  as 
much  in  one  region  as  can  be  consistently  with  the 
feelings  of  the  people  ; 

25.  And  behold,  I  will  give  unto  you  favor  and 
gi'ace  in  their  eyes,  that  you  may  rest  in  peace  and 
safety,  while  you  are  saying  unto  the  people.  Execute 
judgment  and  justice  for  us  according  to  law,  and  *re- 
dress  us  of  our  wrongs. 

26.  Now,  behold,  I  say  unto  you,  my  friends,  in 
this  way  you  may  find  favor  in  the  eyes  of  the  people, 
until  the  army  of  Israel  ))ecomes  -^very  great ; 

27.  And  I  will  soften  tlie  hearts  of  the  people,  as  I 
did  the  heart  of  Pharaoli,  from  time  to  time,  until  my 
servant  Baurak  Ale,  (Joseph  Smith,  jr.,)  and  Baneemy, 
(mine  elders,)  whom  I  have  appointed,  shall  have  time 
to  gather  up  the  strength  of  my  house, 

28.  And  to  have  sent  w^ise  men,  to  fulfill  that  which 
I  have  commanded  concerning  the  *"purchasing  of  all 
the  lands  in  Jackson  county  that  can  be  purchased,  and 
in  the  adjoining  counties  round  about ; 

29.  For  it  is  my  will  that  these  lands  should  U' 
purchased,  and  after  they  are  purchased  that  my  sjiint^ 
sliould  possess  them  according  to  the  laws  of  ^consecra- 
tion which  I  have  given  ; 

30.  And  after  these  lands  are  ''^purchased,  I  will 
hold  the  armies  of  Israel  guiltless  in  taking  possession 
of  their  own  lands,  which  they  have  previously  pur- 
chased with  their  moneys,  and  of  throwing  down  the

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towers  of  mi^e  enemies  that  may  be  upon  them,  and 
scattering  their  watchmen,  and  avenging  me  of  mine 
enemies  unto  the  third  and  fourth  generation  of  them 
that  hate  me. 

31.  But  firstly,  let  my  army  become  **very  great, 
and  let  it  be  sanctified  before  me,  that  it  may  be 
come  *^air  as  the  sun,  and  clear  as  the  moon,  and  that 
her  banners  may  be  terrible  unto  all  nations ; 

32.  That  the  kingdoms  of  this  world  may  be  con- 
strained to  acknowledge,  that  the  ^kingdom  of  Zion  is 
in  very  deed  the  kingdom  of  our  God  and  his  Christ ; 
therefore,  let  us  become  subject  unto  her  laws. 

33.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  it  is  expedient  in  me 
that  the  first  elders  of  my  church  should  receive 
their  ^endowment  from  on  high  in  my  house,  which  I 
have  commanded  to  be  built  unto  my  name  in  the  land 
of  Kirtland  ; 

34.  And  let  those  commandments  which  I  have 
given  concerning  Zion  and  her  ^law  be  executed,  and 
nilfiUed,  after  her  redemption 

35.  There  has  been  a  day  of  calling,  but  the  time 
has  come  for  a  day  of  ^choosing,  and  let  those  be 
chosen  that  are  worthy  ; 

36.  And  it  shall  be  manifest  unto  my  servant,  by 
the  voice  of  the  Spirit,  those  that  are  chosen,  and  they 
shall  be  sanctified  ; 

37.  And  inasmuch  as  they  follow  the  counsel  which 
they  receive,  they  shall  have  power  'after  many  days 
to  accomplish  all  things  pertaining  to  Zion. 

38.  And  again  I  say  unto  you,  sue  for  peace,  not 
only  the  people  that  have  smitten  you,  but  also  to  all 
people  ; 

39.  And  lift  up  an  ensign  of  peace,  and  make  a 
proclamation  for  peace  unto  the  ends  of  the  earth  ; 

40.  And  make  proposals  for  peace  unto  those  who

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have  smitten  you,  according  to  the  voice  of  the  Spirit 
which  is  in  you,  and  all  things  shall  work  together  for 
your  good  ; 

41.  Therefore  be  faithful,  and  behold,  and  lo,  I  am 
with  you  even  unto  the  end.     Even  so.     Amen. 


SECTION     106. 

Revelation  given  through  Joseph,  the  Seer,  at  Kirtland, 

Ohio,  November  25th,  1834. 

1.  It  is  my  will  that  my  servant  Warren  A.  Cowdery 
should  be  appointed  and  ordained  a  presiding  High 
Priest  over  my  church,  in  the  land  of  Freedom  and  the 
regions  round  about ; 

2.  And  should  preach  my  ''everlasting  gospel,  and 
lift  up  his  voice  and  warn  the  people,  not  only  in  his 
own  place,  but  in  the  adjoining  countries, 

3.  And  devote  his  wl  ole  time  in  this  high  and  holy 
calling  which  I  now  give  unto  him,  seeking  diligently 
the  kingdom  of  heaven  and  its  righteousness,  and  all 
things  necessary  shall  be  added  thereunto,  for  the  laborer 
is  worthy  of  his  hire. 

4.  And  again,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  the  *  coming 
of  the  Lord  drawetli  nigh,  and  it  overtaketh  the  world 
as  a  thief  in  the  night : 

5.  Therefore,  gird  up  your  loins  that  you  may  be 
the  ''children  of  the  light,  and  that  day  shall  not  over- 
take you  as  a  thief. 

6.  And  again,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  there  was  joy 
m  neaven  when  my  servant  Warren  bowed  to  my 
sceptre,  and  separated  himself  from  the  crafts  of  men :

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7.  Therefore,  blessed  is  my  servant  Warren,  for  I 
will  have  mercy  on  him  ;  and  notwithstanding  the 
vanity  of  his  heart,  I  will  lift  him  up,  inasmuch  as  he 
will  humble  himself  before  me  ; 

8.  And  I  will  give  him  grace  and  assurance  where- 
with he  may  stand,  and  if  he  continue  to  be  a  faithful 
witness  and  a  light  unto  the  church,  I  have  prepared  a 
crown  for  him  in  the  ^mansions  of  my  Father.  Even 
so.     Amen. 


SECTION     107. 

A  Bevelation  through  Joseph,  the  Prophet,  given  at 
Kirtland,  Ohio,  on  Priesthood ;  the  fore  part,  or  the 
first  fifty -eight  verses,  being  given  March  2%th, 
1835  ;  the  other  items  were  revealed  at  sundry 
times. 

1.  There  are,  in  the  church,  ^wo  Priesthoods, 
namely,  the  Melchisedek,  and  Aaronic,  including  the 
Levitical  priesthood. 

2.  Why  the  first  is  called  the  Melchisedek  Priest- 
hood, is  because  Melchisedek  was  such  a  great  High 
Priest. 

3.  Before  his  day  it  was  called  the  Holy  Priesthood^ 
after  the  order  of  the  Son  of  God  ; 

4.  But  out  of  respect  or  reverence  to  the  name  oi 
the  Supreme  Being,  to  avoid  the  too  frequent  repetition 
of  his  name,  they,  the  church,  in  ancient  days,  called 
that  Priesthood  after  Melchisedek,  or  the  Melchisedek 
Priesthood. 

d,  see  a,  Sec.  59. 
a,  84 :  6-Al. 
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5.  All  other  authorities  or  offices  in  the  churcl 
are  ^appendages  to  this  Priesthood  ; 

6.  But  there  are  two  divisions  or  grand  heads — one 
is  the  Melchisedek  Priesthood,  and  the  other  is  the 
Aaronic,  or  Levitical  priesthood. 

7.  The  office  of  an  ^elder  comes  under  the  Priest- 
liood  of  Melchisedek. 

8.  The  Melchisedek  Priesthood  holds  the  right  of 
Presidency,  and  has  power  and  authority  ^'over  all  the 
offices  in  the  cliurch  in  all  ages  of  the  world,  to  admin- 
ister in  spiritual  things. 

9.  The  Presidency  of  the  High  Priesthood,  after  the 
order  of  Melchisedek,  have  a  riglit  to  officiate  in  all  the 
offices  in  the  church. 

10.  High  Priests  after  the  order  of  the  Melchisedek 
Priesthood,  have  a  right  to  officiate  in  their  ow^n  standing, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Presidency,  in  administering 
spiritual  things;  and  also  in  the  office  of  an  elder, priest, 
(of  the  Levitical  order,)  teacher,  deacon,  and  member. 

11.  An  elder  has  a  right  to  officiate  in  his  stead 
when  the  High  Priest  is  not  present. 

12.  The  High  Priest  and  elder  are  to  administer  in 
spiritual  things,  agreeable  to  the  covenants  and  com- 
mandments of  the  church  ;  and  they  have  a  right  to 
officiate  in  all  these  offices  of  the  church  when  there 
are  no  higher  authorities  present. 

13.  The  second  priesthood  is  called  the  priesthood 
of  *  Aaron,  because  it  was  conferred  upon  Aaron  and  his 
seed,  throughout  all  their  generations. 

14.  Why  it  is  called  the  lesser  priesthood,  is  because 
it  is  an  -^appendage  to  the  greater  or  the  Melchisedek 
Priesthood,  and  has  power  in  administering  outward 
ordinances. 

1 5.  The  bishopric  is  the  presidency  of  this  priest- 
hood and  holds  the  keys  or  authority  of  the  same. 

*,  vers,  6—20.      84  :  18-30.  c,  vetti.  11, 12^  89.  d,  yea. 
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16.  No  man  has  a  legal  right  to  this  office,  to  hold 
the  keys  of  this  priesthood,  except  he  be  a  literal  de- 
scendaiit  of  AaroD. 

17.  But  as  a  High  Priest  of  the  Melchisedek  Priest- 
hood has  authority  to  officiate  in  all  the  lesser  offices, 
he  may  officiate  in  the  office  of  bishop  when  no  literal 
descendant  of  Aaron  can  be  found,  provided  he  is 
called  and  set  apart  and  ordained  unto  this  power  b} 
the  hands  of  the  ^Presidency  of  the  Melchisedek  Priest- 
hood. 

18.  The  power  and  authority  of  the  Higher  or  Mel- 
chisedek Priesthood,  is  to  hold  the  keys  of  all  the 
spirituial  blessings  of  the  church — 

19.  To  have  the  privilege  of  receiving  the  ''mysteries 
of  the  kingdom  of  heaven— to  have  tlie  'hetavens  opened 
unto  them — to  commune  with  the  •'general  assembly  and 
church  of  the  first  born,  and  to  enjoy  the  connnuniou 
and  *presence  of  God  the  Father,  and  Jesus  the  Media- 
tor of  the  new  covenant. 

20.  The  power  and  authoritv  of  the  lesser,  or 
Aaronic  priesthood,  is  to  hold  the  keys  of  the  ^minister- 
ing of  angels,,  and  to  administer  in  outward  ordinances, 
the  letter  of  the  gospel — the  "^baptism  of  repentance 
for  the  remission  of  sins,  agreeable  to  the  covenants  and 
commandments. 

21.  Of  necessity  there  are  presidents,  or  i)residing 
offiC'CS  growing  out  of,  or  appointed  of  or  from  among 
those  who  are  ordained  to  the  several  offices  in  these 
two  priesthoods. 

22.  Of  the  Melchisedek  Priesthood,  '^three  Presiding 
High  Priests,  chosen  by  the  body,  a})pointed  and  or- 
dained to  that  office,  and  upheld  by  the  confidence, 
faith,  and  prayer  of  the  church,  form  a  quorum  of  the 
Presidency  of  the  church. 

23.  The  Twelve  traveling  counselors  are  called  to  be 

g.es:  15,  19—24.  A,  84  :  10—24.  i,  84  :  1»— 24.  j,  Heb. 

12  :  22-24.  k,  84  :  22    24.  i,  S4  •.  -liS.  m,H4-.  2>T. 
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the  Twelve  apostles,  or  special  witnesses  of  the  name  of 
Christ  in  all  the  world ;  thus  differing  from  other  officers 
in  the  church  in  the  duties  of  their  calling. 

24.  And  they  form  a  quorum,  ^equal  in  authority 
and  power  to  the  three  Presidents  previously  meu- 
tioned. 

25.  The  seventy  are  also  called  to  preach  the  gospel, 
and  to  be  especial  witnesses  unto  the  Gentiles  and  in  all 
the  world.  Thus  differing  from  other  officers  in  the 
church  in  the  duties  of  their  calling  ; 

26.  And  they  form  a  quorum  ^equal  in  authority 
.  to  that  of  the  Twelve  special  witnesses  or  apostles  jiist 
named. 

27.  And  every  decision  made  by  either  of  these 
quorums,  must  be  by  the  unanimous  voice  of  the  same ; 
that  is,  every  member  in  each  quorum  must  be  agreed 
to  its  decisions,  in  order  to  make  their  decisions  of  the 
same  power  or  validity  one  with  the  other. 

28.  (A  majority  may  form  a  quorum,  when  circum- 
stances render  it  impossible  to  be  otherwise.) 

29.  Unless  this  is  the  case,  their  decisions  are  not 
entitled  to  the  same  blessings  which  the  decisions  of  a 
quorum  of  three  Presidents  were  anciently,  who  were 
ordained  after  the  order  of  Melchisedek,  and  were 
righteous  and  holy  men. 

30.  The  decisions  of  these  quorums,  or  either  of 
them,  are  to  be  made  in  all  righteousness,  in  holiness, 
and  lowliness  of  heart,  meekness  and  long-suffering, 
and  in  faith,  and  virtue,  and  knowledge,  temperance, 
patience,  godliness,  brotherly  kindness  and  charity  ; 

31.  Because  the  promise  is,  if  these  things  abound 
in  them,  they  shall  not  be  unfruitful  in  the  knowledge 
of  the  Lord. 

32.  And  in  case  that  any  decision  of  these  quorums 
is  made  in  ^unrighteousness,  it  may  be  brought  before 

0,  vers.  36,  37.  p,  vet.  ^,  q.,  «xl  Appeal  may  be  had  beloit 

agenvnX  aasembly  of  councila. 
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b  general  assembly  of  the  several  quorums,  which  con- 
titute  the  spiritual  authorities  of  the  church,  other- 
rise  there  can  be  no  appeal  from  their  decision. 

33.  The  Twelve  are  a  traveling  presiding  High 
council,  to  officiate  in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  under  the 
lirection  of  the  Presidency  of  the  church,  agreeable  to 
he  institution  of  heaven  ;  to  build  up  the  church,  and 
egulate  all  the  affairs  of  the  same  in  all  nations ;  *'first 
into  the  Gentiles,  and  ^secondly  unto  the  Jews. 

34.  The  ^seventy  are  to  act  in  the  name  of  the 
jord,  under  the  direction  of  the  Twelve  or  the  travel- 
ng  High  Council,  in  building  up  the  church  and  regu- 
ating  all  the  affairs  of  the  same  in  all  nations — first 
into  the  Gentiles  and  then  to  the  Jews  ; 

35.  The  Twelve  being  sent  out,  holding  the  keys, 
o  open  the  door  by  the  proclamation  of  the  gospel  of 
Fesus  Christ — and  first  unto  the  Gentiles  and  then  unto 
;he  Jews. 

36.  The  standing  High  Councils,  at  the  Stakes  of 
Son,  form  a  quorum  '^equal  in  authority,  in  the  affairs 
)f  the  church,  in  all  their  decisions,  to  the  quorum  of 
ihe  Presidency,  or  to  the  traveling  High  Council. 

37.  The  High  Council  in  Zion,  form  a  quorum  ''equal 
n  authority,  in  the  affairs  of  the  church,  in  all  their 
iecisions,  to  the  Councils  of  the  Twelve  at  the  Stakes 
)f  Zion. 

38.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  traveling  High  Council  to 
jail  upon  the  ^seventy,  when  they  need  assistance,  to 
ill  the  several  calls  for  preaching  and  administering  the 
gospel,  instead  of  any  others. 

39.  It-  is  the  duty  of  the  Twelve,  in  all  large 
tranches  of  the  church,  to  ordain  ^evangelical  minis- 
ters, as  they  shall  be  designated  unto  them  by  revela- 
tion. 

40.  The  order  of  this  Priesthood  was  confirmed  to 


r,  see  o,  Sec.  18.  «,  sec  o,  Sec.  18.  t,  ncys.  *i5>/2&,%^,'ife,'if^% 
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be  handed  down  from  father  to  son,  and  rightly  belongs 
to  the  literal  descendants  of  the  chosen  seed,  to  whom 
the  promises  were  made. 

41.  This  order  was  instituted  in  the  days  of  Adam, 
and  came  down  by  lineage  in  the  following  man- 
ner : — 

42.  From  Adam  to  Seth,  who  was  ordained  by 
Adam  at  the  age  of  69  years,  and  was  blessed  by  him 
three  years  previous  to  his  (Adam's)  death,  and  re- 
ceived the  promise  of  God  by  his  father,  that  his  pos- 
terity should  be  the  chosen  of  the  Lord,  and  that  tney 
should  be  preserved  unto  the  end  of  the  earth, 

43.  Because  he  (Seth)  was  a  perfect  man,  and  his 
likeness  was  the  express  likeness  of  hLs  father's,  inso- 
much that  he  seemed  to  be  like  unto  his  father  in  all 
things,  and  could  be  distinguished  from  him  only  by 
his  age. 

44.  Enos  was  ordained  at  the  age  of  134  years  and 
four  months,  by  the  hand  of  Adam. 

45.  God  called  upon  Cainan  in  the  wilderness,  in 
the  fortieth  year  of  his  age,  and  he  met  Adam  in 
journeying  to  the  place  Shedolamak.  He  was  87  years 
old  when  he  received  his  ordination. 

46.  Mahalaleel  was  496  years  and  seven  days  old 
when  he  was  ordained  by  the  hand  of  Adam,  who  also 
blessed  him. 

47.  Jared  was  200  years  old  when  he  was  ordained 
under  the  hand  of  Adam,  who  also  blessed  him. 

48.  Enoch  was  25  years  old  when  he  was  ordained 
under  the  hand  of  Adam,  and  he  was  65  and  Adam 
blessed  him. 

49.  And  he  saw  the  Lord,  and  he  walked  with  him, 
and  was  before  hi.s  face  continually ;  and  he  walked 
with  God  365  years,  making  him  430  years  old  when  he 
was  tT*anslated. 

50.  Methuse\a\i  wuii  \V>v>  >f vi?a^  old  vrhen  he  was  o^ 
rlained  under  the  hand  oi  J^da.m. 
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51.  Lamech  was  32  years  old  when  he  was  ordained 
under  the  hand  of  Seth. 

52.  Noah  was  10  years  old  when  he  was  ordained 
under  the  hand  of  Methuselah. 

53.  Three  years  previous  to  the  death  of  Adam,  he 
called  Seth,  Enos,  Cainan,  Mahalaleel,  Jared,  Enoch, 
and  Methuselah,  who  were  all  ^High  Priests,  with  the 
residue  of  his  posterity  who  were  righteous,  into  the 
valley  of  ^Adam-oudi-Ahman,  and  there  bestowed  upon 
them  his  last  blessing. 

54.  And  the  Lord  ^^appeared  unto  them,  and  tlu\y 
rose  up  and  blessed  Adam,  and  called  him  ^ ^Michael, 
the  Prince,  the  Archangel. 

55.  And  the  Lord  administered  comfort  unto  Adam, 
and  said  unto  him,  I  have  set  thee  to  be  at  the  head — 
a  multitude  of  nations  shall  come  of  thee,  and  thou  art 
a  ^^prince  over  them  for  ever. 

56.  And  Adam  stood  up  in  the  midst  of  the  congre- 
p^ation,  and  notwithstanding  he  was  bowed  down  witli 
age,  being  full  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  predicted  whatsoever 
should  befall  his  posterity  unto  the  ^ '^latest  gener- 
ation. 

57.  These  things  were  all  written  in  the  book  of 
Enoch,  and  are  to  be  testified  of  in  due  time. 

58.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Twelve,  also,  to  ordain  and 
set  in  order  all  the  other  officers  of  the  church,  agree- 
able to  the  revelation  which  says  : 

59.  To  the  church  of  Christ  in  the  land  of  Zion,  in 
addition  to  the  church  laws  respecting  church  business — 

60.  Verily,  I  say  linto  you,  says  the  Lord  of  hosts, 
there  must  needs  be  .^ ^presiding  elders  to  preside  over 
those  who  are  of  the  office  of  an  elder ; 

61.  And  also  priests  to  preside  over  those  who  are 
of  the  office  of  a  priest  ; 

y,  Pearl  of  Great  Price,  pp.  13,  14.  z,  see  I,  «»fec.  'l^.  ^a^^i^^ev 
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62.  And  also  teachers  to  preside  over  those  who  are 
of  the  office  of  a  teacher  ;  in  like  manner,  and  also  the 
deacons ; 

63.  Wherefore,  from  deacon  to  teacher,  and  from 
teacher  to  priest,  and  from  priest  to  elder,  severally  as 
they  are  appointed,  according  to  the  covenants  and 
commandments  of  the  churcL 

64.  Then  comes  the  ^-^igh  Priesthood,  which  is  the 
greatest  of  all ; 

65.  Wherefore  it  must  needs  be  that  one  be 
appointed  of  the  High  Priesthood  to  preside  over  the 
Priesthood,  and  he  shall  be  called  President  of  the  High 
Priesthood  of  the  church  ; 

66.  Or,  in  other  words,  the  Presiding  High  Priest 
over  the  High  Priesthood  of  the  church. 

67.  From  the  same  comes  the  administering  of  ordi 
nances  and  blessings  upon  the  church,  by  the  laying  on 
jf  the  hands. 

68.  Wherefore  the  office  of  a  bishop  is  not  equal 
unto  it ;  for  the  ^^office  of  a  bishop  is  in  administering 
all  temporal  things ; 

69.  Nevertheless  a  bishop  must  be  chosen  from  the 
High  Priesthood,  unless  he  is  a  ^^Uteral  descendant  of 
Aaron  ; 

70.  For  unless  he  is  a  literal  descendant  of  Aaron 
he  cannot  hold  the  keys  of  that  priesthood. 

71.  Nevertheless,  a  High  Priest  that  is  affcer  the 
order  of  Melchisedek,  may  be  set  apart  unto  the  minis- 
tering of  temporal  tilings,  having  a  knowledge  of  them 
by  the  Spirit  of  truth, 

72.  And  also  to  be  a  judge  in  Israel,  to  do  the  busi- 
ness of  the  church,  to  sit  in  judgment  upon  transgress- 
ors upon  testimony  as  it  shall  be  laid  before  him 
according  to  the  laws,  by  the  assistance  of  his  counsel- 
or, whom  he  has  chosen,  or  will  choose  among  the  elders 
of  the  church.

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73.  This  is  the  duty  of  a  bishop  who  is  not  a  Hteral 
descendant  of  Aaron,  but  has  been  ordained  to  the  High 
Priesthood  after  the  order  of  Melchisedek. 

74.  Thus  shall  ho  be  a  judge,  even  a  common  judge 
among  the  inhabitants  of  Zion,  or  in  a  Stake  of  Zion,  or 
in  any  branch  of  the  church  where  he  shall  be  set  apart 
unto  this  ministry,  until  the  borders  of  Zion  are  en- 
larged, and  it  becomes  necessary  to  have  other  bishops 
or  judges  in  Zion,  or  elsewhere  ; 

75.  And  inasmuch  as  there  are  other  bishops  ap- 
pointed they  shall  act  in  the  same  office. 

76.  But  a  literal  descendant  of  Aaron  has  a  legal 
right  to  the  presidency  of  this  priesthood,  to  the  keys 
of  this  ministry,  to  act  in  the  office  of  bishop  in- 
dependently, without  counselors,  except  in  a  case 
where  a  President  of  the  High  Priesthood,  after 
the  order  of  Melchisedek,  is  tried,  to  sit  as  a  judge 
in  Israel. 

77.  And  the  decision  of  either  of  these  councils, 
agreeable  to  the  commandment  which  says, 

78.  Again,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  the  most  impor- 
tant business  of  the  church,  and  the  most  difficult  cases 
of  the  church,  inasmuch  as  there  is  not  satisfaction 
upon  the  decision  of  the  bishop  or  judges,  it  shall  be 
handed  over  and  carried  up  unto  the  Council  of  the 
church,  before  the  Presidency  of  the  High  Priest- 
hood ; 

79.  And  the  Presidency  of  the  Council  of  the  High 
Priesthood  shall  have  power  to  call  other  High  Priests, 
even  twelve,  to  assist  as  counselors ;  and  thus  the  Presi- 
dency of  the  High  Priesthood  and  its  counselors  shall 
have  power  to  decide  upon  testimony  according  to  the 
laws  of  the  church. 

80.  And  after  this  decision  it  shall  be  had  in  remem- 
brance no  more  before  the  Lord ;  for  this  is  the  highest 
Council  of  the  church  of  God,  and  a  final  decisioiL  mx^<5»\s. 
controversies  in  spiritual  matters. 
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81.  There  is  not  any  person  belonging  to  the  church 
who  is  exempt  from  tliis  Council  (if  the  church. 

82.  And  inasmuch  as  a  President  of  the  Higli 
Priesthood  shall  transgress,  he  shall  be  had  in  remem- 
brance before  the  common  council  of  the  church,  wlu) 
shall  be  assisted  by  twelve  counselors  of  the  High 
Priesthood  ; 

83.  And  their  decision  upon  his  head  shail  be  an 
end  of  controversy  concerning  him. 

84.  Thus,  none  shall  be  exempted  from  the  justice 
and  the  laws  of  God,  that  all  things  may  be  done  iu 
order  and  in  solemnity  before  him,  according  to  truth 
and  righteousness. 

85.  And  again,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  the  duty  of  a 
president  over  the  office  of  a  deacon  is  to  preside  over 
twelve  deacons,  to  sit  in  council  with  them,  and  to  teach 
them  their  duty — edifying  one  another,  as  it  is  given 
according  to  the  covenants. 

86.  And  also  th3  duty  of  the  president  over  the 
office  of  the  teachers  is  to  preside  over  twenty-four  of 
the  teachers,  and  to  sit  in  council  with  them,  teaching 
them  the  duties  of  their  office,  as  given  in  the  cove- 
nants. 

87.  Also  the  duty  of  the  president  over  ihe  priest- 
hood of  Aaron  is  to  preside  over  forty-eight  priests,  and 
sit  in  council  with  them,  to  teach  them  the  duties  of 
their  office,  as  is  given  in  the  covenants. 

88.  This  president  is  to  be  a  bishop  ;  for  this  is  one 
of  the  duties  of  this  priesthood. 

89.  Again,  the  duty  of  the  president  over  the  office 
of  elders  is  to  preside  over  ninety-six  elders,  and  to  sit 
in  council  with  them,  and  to  teach  them  according  to 
the  covenants. 

90.  This  presidency  is  a  distinct  one  from  that  of 
the  seventy,  and  is  designed  for  those  who  do  not  travel 
into  all  the  world. 

91.  And  again,  the  Aut^  ot  ^^W  Pxeiaident  of  the 
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office  of  the  High  Priesthood  is  to  preside  over  the 
whole  church,  and  to  be  like  unto  Moses. 

92.  Behold,  here  is  wisdom  ;  yea,  to  be  a  ^^seer,  a 
revelator,  a  translator,  and  a  prophet,  having  all  the 
gifts  of  God  which  he  bestows  upon  the  head  of  the 
church. 

93.  And  it  is  according  to  the  vision,  showing  the 
order  of  the  ^•'seventy,  that  they  should  have  seven 
presidents  to  preside  over  them,  chosen  out  of  the  num- 
ber of  the  seventy; 

94.  And  the  seventh  president  of  these  presidents  is 
to  preside  over  the  six  ; 

95.  And  these  seven  presidents  are  to  choose  othei 
seventy  besides  the  first  seventy,  to  whom  they  belong, 
and  are  to  preside  over  them  ; 

96.  And  also  other  seventy,  until  seven  times 
seventy,  if  the  labor  in  the  vineyard  of  necessity  re- 
quires it. 

97.  And  these  seventy  are  to  be  traveling  ministers 
unto  the  Gentiles  first,  and  also  unto  the  Jews ; 

98.  Whereas  other  officers  of  the  church,  who  be- 
long not  unto  the  Twelve,  neither  to  the  seventy,  are 
not  under  the  responsibility  to  travel  among  all  nations, 
but  are  to  travel  as  their  circumstances  shall  allow, 
notwithstanding  they  may  hold  as  high  and  responsible 
offices  in  the  church. 

99.  Wherefore  now  let  every  man  learn  his  duty, 
and  to  act  in  the  office  in  which  he  is  appointed,  in  all 
diligence. 

100.  He  that  is  slothful  shall  not  be  counted  worthy 
to  stand,  and  he  that  learns  not  his  duty  and  shows 
himself  not  approved,  shall  not  be  counted  worthy  to 
stand.     Even  so.     Amen.

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SECTION    108. 

A  Revelation  through  Joseph  Smith,  jr.,  concerning 
Lyman  SJiermaii,  given  at  Kirtland,  Geauga 
County,  Ohio,  December  26th,  1835. 

1.  Verily  thus  saith  the  Lord  unto  you,  my  servant 
Lyman,  your  sins  are  forgiven  you,  because  you  have 
obeyed  my  voice  in  coming  up  hither  this  morning  to 
receive  counsel  of  him  whom  I  have  appointed. 

2.  Therefore,  let  your  soul  be  at  rest  concern- 
ing your  spiritual  standing,  and  resist  no  more  my 
voice ; 

3.  And  arise  up  and  be  more  careful  henceforth,  in 
observing  your  vows  which  you  have  made,  and  do 
make,  and  you  shall  be  blessed  with  exceeding  great 
blessings. 

4.  Wait  patiently  until  the  Solemn  assembly  shall 
be  called  of  my  servants,  then  you  shall  be  remembered 
with  the  first  of  mine  elders,  and  receive  right  by  ordi- 
nation with  the  rest  of  mine  elders,  whom  I  have 
chosen. 

5.  Behold,  this  is  the  promise  of  the  Father  unto 
you  if  you  continue  faithful ; 

6.  And  it  shall  be  fulfilled  upon  you  in  that  day 
that  you  shall  have  right  to  preach  my  gospel  where- 
soever I  shall  send  you,  from  henceforth  from  tiiat 
time. 

7.  Therefore,  strengthen  your  brethren  in  all  your 
conversation,  in  all  your  prayers,  and  in  all  your  exhor- 
tations, and  in  all  your  doings  ; 

8.  And  behold !  and  lo !  I  am  with  you  to 
you,  and  deliver  you  for  ever.     Amen.

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SECTION     109. 

The  following  Prayer  was  given  by  revelation  to 
Joseph,  the  Seer,  and  was  repeated  in  the  Kirtland 
Temple  at  the  time  of  its  dedication,  March  27th, 
1836. 

1.  Thanks  be  to  thy  name,  0  Lord  God  of  Israel, 
who  keenest  covenant  and  showest  mercy  unto  thy  ser- 
vants who  walk  uprightly  before  thee,  with  all  their 
hearts; 

2.  Thou  who  hast  "commanded  thy  servants  to  build 
%  house  to  thy  name  in  this  place.     (Kirtland.) 

3.  And  now  thou  beholdest,  0  Lord,  that  thy  ser- 
vants have  done  according  to  thy  commandment, 

4.  And  now  we  ask  thee.  Holy  Father,  in  the  name 
of  Jesus  Christ,  the  Son  of  thy  bosom,  in  whose  name 
alone,  salvation  can  be  administered  to  the  children  of 
men,  we  ask  thee,  0  Lord,  to  accept  of  this  house,  tlie 
workmanship  of  the  hands  of  us,  thy  servants,  which 
thou  didst  command  us  to  build  ; 

5.  For  thou  knowest  that  we  have  done  this  work 
through  great  tribulation  ;  and  out  of  our  poverty  we 
have  given  of  our  substance,  to  build  a  house  to  thy 
name,  that  the  Son  of  man  might  have  a  place  to 
manifest  himself  to  his  people. 

6.  And  as  thou  hast  said  in  a  Revelation,  given  to 
us,  calling  us  thy  friends,  saying,  "  Call  your  solemn 
assembly,  as  I  have  commanded  you  ; 

7.  And  as  all  have  not  faith,  seek  ye  diligently,  and 
teach  one  another  words  of  wisdom  ;  yea,  seek  ye  out 
of  the  best  books,  words  of  wisdom,  seek  learning  even 
by  study,  and  also  by  faith. 

8.  Organize    yourselves ;    prepare    every    needful

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thing,  and  establish  a  house,  even  a  house  of  prayer,  ^ 
house  of  fasting,  a  house  of  faith,  a  house  of  learning,

9.  That  your  incomings  may  be  in  the  name  of  the 
Lord,  that  your  outgoings  may  be  in  the  name  of  the 
Lord,  that  all  your  salutations  may  be  in  the  name  of 
the  Lord,  with  uplifted  hands  unto  the  Most  High." 

10.  And  now.  Holy  Father,  we  ask  thee  to' assist  us, 
thy  people,  with  thy  grace,  in  calling  our  ^^solemn 
assembly,  that  it  may  be  done  to  thy  honor,  and  to  thy 
divine  acceptance, 

1 1.  And  in  a  manner  that  we  may  be  found  worthy, 
in  thy  sight,  to  secure  a  fulfillment  of  the  promises 
which  thou  hast  made  unto  us,  thy  people,  in  the  reve- 
lations given  unto  us ; 

12.  That  thy  glory  may  rest  down  upon  thy  people, 
and  upon  this  thy  house,  which  we  now  dedicate  to 
thee,  that  it  may  be  sanctified  and  consecrated  to  be 
holy,  and  that  thy  holy  presence  may  be  continually  in 
this  house, 

13.  And  that  all  people  who  shall  enter  upon  the 
tlireshold  of  the  Lord's  house,  may  feel  thy  power,  and 
feel  constrained  to  acknowledge  that  thou  hast  sancti- 
fied it,  and  that  it  is  thy  house,  a  place  of  thy  holiness.

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17.  That  all  the  incomiDgs  of  thy  people,  into  this 
house,  may  be  in  the  name  of  the  Lord ;

19.  And  that  all  their  salutations  may  be  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord,  with  holy  hands,  uplifted  to  the 
Most  High ; 

20.  And  that  no  ^unclean  thing  shall  be  permitted 
to  come  into  thy  house  to  pollute  it ; 

21.  And  when  thy  people  transgress,  any  of  them, 
they  may  speedily  repent,  and  return  unto  thee,  and 
find  favor  in  thy  sight,  and  be  restored  to  the  blessings 
which  thou  hast  ordained  to  be  poured  out  upon  those 
who  shall  reverence  thee  in  thy  house. 

22.  And  we  ask  thee.  Holy  Father,  that  thy  servants 
may  go  forth  from  this  house,  armed  with  thy  power, 
ana  that  thy  name  may  be  upon  them,  and  thy  glory 
be  round  about  them,  and  thine  -^angels  have  charge 
over  them ; 

23.  And  from  this  place  they  may  bear  exceedingly 
great  and  glorious  tidings,  in  truth,  unto  the  ^ends  of 
the  earth,  that  they  may  know  that  this  is  thy  work, 
and  that  thou  hast  put  forth  thy  hand,  to  fulfill  that 
which  thou  hast  spoken  by  the  mouths  of  the  prophets, 
concerning  the  last  days. 

24.  We  ask  thee,  Holy  Father,  to  establish  the  peo- 
ple that  shall  worship,  and  honorably  hold  a  name  and

Holy  Father,  to  confound,  and 
astonish,  and  bring  to  -^shame  and  confusion,  all  those 
who  have  spread  lying  reports,  abroad,  over  the  world, 
against  thy  servant,  or  servants,  if  they  will  not  repent, 
when  the  *everlasting  gospel  shall  be  proclaimed  in 
their  ears, 

30.  And  that  all  their  works  may  be  brought  to 
naught,  and  be  swept  away  by  the  ^ail,  and  by  the 
judgments  which  thou  wilt  send  upon  them  in  thine 
anger,  that  there  may  be  an  *"end  to  lymga  and  slanders 
against  thy  people  ; 

31.  For  thou  knowest,  0  Lord,  that  thy  servants 
have  been  innocent  before  thee  in  bearing  record  of 
thy  name,  for  which  they  have  suffered  these  things ; 

32.  Therefore  we  plead  before  thee  a  full  and  com* 
plete  deliverance  fi*om  under  this  yoke  ; 

33.  Break  it  off,  0  Lord  ;  break  it  off  firom  the 
necks  of  thy  servants,  by  thy  power,  that  we  may  rise 
up  in  the  midst  of  this  generation  and  do  thy  work 

34.  0  Jehovah,  have  mercy  upon  this  people,  and  as 
all  men  sin,  forgive  the  transgressions  of  tny  people, 
and  let  them  be  blotted  out  forever. 

35.  Let  the  ^anointing  of  thy  ministers  be  sealed 
upon  them  with  power  fi-om  on  high  ; 

36.  Let  it  be  fulfilled  upon  them,  as  upon  those  on 
the  day  of  Pentecost,  let  the  ''gift  of  tongues  be  poured 
out  upon  thy  people,  even  cloven  tongues  as  of  fire,  and

;hey  may  ^seal  up  the  law,  and  prepare  the  hearts  of  thy 
aints  for  all  those  judgments  thou  art  about  to  send,  in 
}hy  ^vrath,  upon  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth,  because

39.  And  whatsoever  city  thy  servants  shall  enter,

41.  And  whatsoever  city  thy  servants  shall  enter, 
ind  the  people  of  that  city  receive  not  the  testimony  of 
}hy  servants,  and  thy  servants  warn  them  to  save  them- 
selves fi:om  this  untoward  generation,  let  it  be  upon 
'that  city  according  to  that  which  thou  hast  spoken  by 
the  mouths  of  thy  prophets ; 

42.  But  deliver  thou,  0  Jehovah,  we  beseech  thee,  thy 
servants  firom  their  hands,  and  cleanse  them  from  their 
blood. 

43.  0  Lord,  we  delight  not  in  the  destruction  of  our 
Fellow  men  !  their  souls  are  precious  before  thee  ; 

44.  But  thy  word  must  be  fulfilled  ;  help  thy  ser- 
vants to  say,  with  thy  grace  assisting  them,  thy  will  be 
ione,  0  Lord,  and  not  ours. 

45.  We  know  that  thou  hast  spoken  by  the  mouth 
Df  thy  prophets  terrible  things  concerning  the  wicked, 
in  the  last  days — that  thou  wilt  pour  out  thy  judg- 
ments, without  measure  ;

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46.  Therefore,  0  Lord,  deliver  thy  people  from  the 
calamity  of  the  wicked ;  enable  thy  servants  to  'seal  up 
the  law,  and  bind  up  the  testimony,  that  they  may  be 
prepared  against  the  day  of  burning. 

47.  We  ask  thee,  Holy  Father,  to  remember  those 
who  have  been  driven  (by  the  inhabitants  of  Jackson 
County,  Missouri)  from  the  lands  of  their  inheritance, 
and  break  off,  0  Lord,  this  yoke  of  affliction  that  has 
been  put  upon  them. 

48.  Thou  knowest,  0  Lord,  that  they  have  been 
greatly  oppressed  and  afflicted  by  wicked  men,  and  our 
hearts  flow  out  with  sorrow,  because  of  their  grievous 
burdens. 

49.  0  Lord,  how  long  wilt  thou  suffer  this  people 
to  bear  this  affliction,  and  the  cries  of  their  innocent 
ones  to  ascend  up  in  thine  ears,  and  their  blood  come 
up  in  testimony  before  thee,  and  not  make  a  display  of 
thy  testimony  in  their  behalf  ? 

50.  Have  mercy,  0  Lord,  upon  that  wicked  mob, 
who  have  driven  thy  people,  that  they  may  cease  to 
spoil,  that  they  may  repent  of  their  sins,  if  repentance 
is  to  be  found  ; 

51.  But  if  they  will  not,  make  bare  thine  arm,  0 
Lord,  and  ^redeem  that  which  thou  didst  appoint  a 
i^ion  unto  thy  people  ! 

52.  And  if  it  cannot  be  otherwise,  that  the  cause  of 
bhy  people  may  not  fail  before  thee,  **may  thine  anger 
be  kindled,  and  thine  indignation  fall  upon  them,  that 
they  may  be  wasted  away,  both  root  and  branch,  from 
under  heaven  ;

56.  That  their  hearts  may  be  softened,  when  thy 
jervants  shall  go  out  from  thy  house,  0  Jehovah,  to 
3ear  testimony  of  thy  name,  that  their  prejudices  may 
^ve  way  before  the  truth,  and  thy  people  may  obtain 
favor  in  the  sight  of  all, 

57.  That  all  the  ends  of  the  earth  may  know  that 
ve  thy  servants  have  '^heard  thy  voice,  and  that  thou 
last  sent  us, 

58.  That  from  among  all  these,  thy  servants  the 
»ns  of  Jacob  may  gather  out  the  righteous  to  build 
I,  *holy  city  to  thy  name,  as  thou  hast  commanded  them. 

59.  We  ask  thee  to  appoint  unto  Zion  other"  ^'Stakes, 
)esides  this  one  which  thou  hast  appointed,  that  the 
fathering  of  thy  people  may  roll  on  in  great  power  and 
najesty,  that  thy  work  may  be  cut  short  in  righteous- 
less. 

60.  Now  these  words,  0  Lord,  we  have  spoken  be- 
ore  thee,  concerning  the  revelations  and  command- 
nents  which  thou  hast  given  unto  us,  who  are  identified 
^ith  the  Gentiles ; 

61.  But  thou  knowest  that  thou  hast  a  great  love 
or  the  children  of  Jacob,  who  have  been  scattered 
ipon  the  mountains,  for  a  long  time,  in  a  cloudy  and 
iark  day  ;

65.  And  cause  that  the  ^  Remnants  of  Jacob,  who 
have  been  cursed  and  smitten,  because  of  their  trans- 
gression, be  converted  from  their  wild  and  savage  con- 
dition, to  the  fullness  of  the  everlasting  gospel, 

66.  That  they  may  lay  down  their  weapons  of 
bloodshed,  and  cease  their  rebellions  ; 

67.  And  may  all  the  scattered  remnants  of  Israel, 
who  have  been  driven  to  the  ends  of  the  earth,  come 
to  a  knowledge  of  the  truth,  believe  in  the  Messiah, 
and  be  redeemed  from  oppression,  and  rejoice  before 
thee. 

68.  0  Lord,  remember  thy  servant,  Joseph  Smith, 
junior,  and  all  his  afflictions  and  persecutions,  how  he 
has  covenanted  with  Jehovah,  and  vowed  to  thee,  0 
mighty  God  of  Jacob,  and  the  commandments  which 
thou  hast  given  unto  him,  and  that  he  hath  sincerely 
striven  to  do  thy  will. 

69.  Have  mercy,  0  Lord,  upon  his  wife  and  chil- 
dren, that  they  may  be  exalted  in  thy  presence,  and 
preserved  by  thy  fostering  hand  ; 

70.  Have  mercy  upon  all  their  immediate  con- 
nexions, that  their  prejudices  may  be  broken  up,  and 
swept  away  as  with  a  flood,  that  they  may  be  converted 
and  redeemed  with   Israel,  and  know  that  thou  art 

God. 

71.  Remember,  0  Lord,  the  presidents,  even  all  the 
presidents  of  thy  church,  that  thy  right  hand  may 
exalt  them,  with  all  their  families,  and  their  immediate 
connexions,  that  their  names  may  be  perpetuated,  and 
had  in  everlasting  remembrance,  from  generation  to 
generation.

if  thou  art  in  perils  among  false  brethren  ;  if  thou  art 
in  perils  among  robbers  ;  if  thou  art  in  perils  by  land 
or  by  sea ; 

6.  If  thou  art  accused  with  all  manner  of  false  accu- 
sations :  if  thine  enemies  fall  upon  thee  ;  if  they  tear 
thee  from  the  society  of  thy  father  and  mother  and 
brethren  and  sisters  ;  and  if  with  a  dxa^rw  ^^ot^^'CjKNSNfc 
enemies  tear  thee  from  the  bosom  ot  \)k^  n^\1^,  ^2>sA  ^*sL  i 
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thine  oflFspring,  and  thine  elder  son,  although  but  six 
years  of  age,  shall  cling  to  thy  garments,  and  shall  say, 
My  father,  my  father,  why  can't  you  stay  with  us  ?  0, 
my  father,  what  are  the  men  going  to  do  with  you  ?  and 
if  then  he  shall  be  thrust  from  thee  by  the  sword,  and 
thou  be  dragged  to  prison,  and  thine  enemies  prowl 
around  thee  like  wolves  for  the  blood  of  the  lamb  ; 

7.  And  if  thou  shouldst  be  cast  into  the  pit,  or 
into  the  hands  of  murderei*s,  and  the  sentence  of  death 
passed  upon  tliee  ;  if  thou  be  cast  into  the  deep  ;  if  the 
billowing  surge  conspire  against  thee ;  if  fierce  winds 
become  thine  enemy  ;  if  the  heavens  gather  blackness, 
and  all  the  elements  combine  to  hedge  up  the  way ; 
and  above  all,  if  the  very  jaws  of  hell  shall  gape  open 
the  mouth  wide  after  thee,  know  thou,  my  son,  that 
all  these  things  shall  give  thee  experience,  and  shall  be 
for  thy  good. 

8.  The  Son  of  Man  hath  "descended  below  them 
all ;  art  thou  greater  than  he  ? 

9.  Therefore,  hold  on  thy  way,  and  the  Priesthood 
shall  remain  with  thee,  for  their  bounds  are  set,  they 
cannot  pass.  Thy  days  are  known,  and  thy  years 
shall  not  be  numbered  less ;  therefore,  fear  not  what 
man  can  do,  for  God  shall  be  with  you  for  ever  and 
ever. 


SECTION     123. 


Dtity  of  the  Saints  in  relation  to  their  persecutors^  as 
set  forth  by  Joseph,  the  Prophet,  while  in  Liberty 
jail,  Clay  County,  Missouri,  March,  1839. 

1.  And  again,  we  would  suggest  for  your  considera- 
tion the  propriety  of  all  the  saints   gathering  up  a

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knowledge  of  all  the  facts,  and  sufferings  and  abuses 
put  upon  them  by  the  people  of  this  State  ; 

2.  And  also  of  all  the  property  and  amount  of 
damages  which  they  have  sustained,  both  of  character 
and  personal  injuries,  as  well  as  real  property  ; 

3.  And  also  tlie  names  of  all  persons  that  have  had 
a  hand  in  their  oppressions,  as  far  as  they  can  get  hold 
of  them  and  find  them  out ; 

4.  And  perhaps  a  committee  can  be  appointed  to 
find  out  these  things,  and  to  take  statements,  and  afii- 
davits,  and  also  to  gather  up  the  libelous  publications 
that  are  afloat, 

5.  And  all  that  are  in  the  magazines,  and  in  the 
encyclopedias,  and  all  the  libelous  histories  that  are 
published,  and  are  writing,  and  by  whom,  and  j)resent 
the  whole  concatenation  of  diabolical  rascality,  and 
nefarious  and  murderous  impositions  that  have  been 
practised  upon  this  people, 

6.  That  we  may  not  only  publish  to  all  the  world, 
but  present  them  to  the  heads  of  government  in  all 
their  dark  and  hellish  hue,  as  the  last  effort  .which  is 
enjoined  on  us  by  our  Heavenly  Father,  before  we  can 
fully  and  completely  claim  that  promise  which  shall 
call  him  forth  from  his  "hiding  place,  and  also  that  the 
whole  nation  may  be  left  without  excuse  before  he  can 
send  forth  the  power  of  his  mighty  arm. 

7.  It  is  an  imperious  duty  that  we  owe  to  God,  to 
angels,  with  whom  we  shall  be  brought  to  stand,  and 
also  to  ourselves,  to  our  wives  and  children,  who  have 
been  made  to  bow  down  with  grief,  soitow,  and  care, 
under  the  most  damning  hand  of  murder,  tyranny, 
and  oppression,  supported,  and  urged  on,  and  upheld 
by  the  influence  of  that  spirit  which  hath  so  strongly 
riveted  the  creeds  of  the  fathers,  who  have  inherited 
lies,  upon  the  hearts  of  the  children,  and  filled  the 
world  with  confusion,  and  has  been  growing  stronger

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and  stronger,  and  is  now  the  very  main-spring  of  all 
corruption,  and  the  whole  earth  groans  under  the  weight 
of  its  iniquity. 

8.  It  is  an  iron  yoke,  it  is  a  strong  band ;  they  are 
the  very  hand-cuflfs,  and  chains,  and  shackles,  and 
fetters  of  hell. 

9.  Therefore  it  is  an  imperious  duty  that  we  owe, 
not  only  to  our  own  wives  and  children,  but  to  the 
widows  and  fatherless,  whose  husbands  and  fathers  have 
been  murdered  under  its  iron  hand  ; 

10.  Which  dark  and  blackening  deeds  are  enough 
to  make  hell  itself  shudder,  and  to  stand  aghast  and 
pale,  and  the  hands  of  the  very  devil  to  tremble  and 
palsy. 

11.  And  also  it  is  an  imperious  duty  that  we  owe 
to  all  the  rising  generation,  and  to  all  the  pure  in 
heart ; 

12.  (For  there  are  many  yet  on  the  earth  among  all 
sects,  parties,  and  denominations,  who  are  blinded  by 
the  subtle  craftiness  of  men,  whereby  they  lie  in  wait 
to  deceive,  and  who  arc  only  kept  from  the  truth  be- 
cause they  know  not  where  to  find  it ;) 

13.  Therefore,  that  we  should  waste  and  wear  out 
our  lives  in  bringing  to  light  all  the  hidden  things  of 
darkness,  wherein  we  know  them ;  and  they  are  truly 
manifest  from  heaven. 

14.  These  should  then  *be  attended  to  with  great 
earnestness. 

15.  Let  no  man  count  them  as  small  things ;  for 
there  is  much  which  lieth  in  futurity,  pertaining  to  the 
saints,  which  depends  upon  these  things. 

16.  You  know,  brethren,  that  a  very  large  ship  is 
benefited  very  much  by  a  very  small  hehn  in  the  time 
of  a  storm,  by  being  kept  workways  with  the  wind  and 
the  waves. 

17.  Therefore,  dearly  beloved  brethren,  let  us  cheer- 
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fully  do  all  things  that  lie  in  our  power,  and  then  may 
we  stand  still  with  the  utmost  assurance,  to  see  the 
salvation  of  God,  and  for  his  arm  to  be  revealed.

Revelation  given  to  Joseph  Smithy  at  Nauvoo,  Hancock 
County  J  Illinois,  January  \^th,  1841. 

1.  Verily,  thus  saith  the  Lord  unto  you,  my  servant 
Joseph  Smith,  I  am  well  pleased  with  your  offering  and 
acknowledgments,  which  you  have  made,  for  unto  this 
end  have  I  raised  you  up,  that  I  might  show  forth  my 
wisdom  through  the  "weak  things  of  the  earth. 

2.  Your  prayers  are  acceptable  before  me,  and  in 
answer  to  them  I  say  unto  you,  that  you  are  now  called 
immediately  to  make  a  ^solemn  proclamation  of  my 
gospel,  and  of  this  ^Stake  which  I  have  planted  to  be 
a  corner  stone  of  Zion,  which  shall  be  polished  with 
that  refinement  which  is  after  the  similitude  of  a 
palace. 

3.  This  proclamation  shall  be  made  to  all  the  kings 
of  the  world — to  the  four  corners  thereof — to  the 
honorable  President  elect,  and  the  high  minded  Gover- 
nors of  the  nation  in  which  you  live,  and  to  all  the 
nations  of  the  earth  scattered  abroad. 

4.  Let  it  be  written  in  the  spirit  of  meekness  and 
by  the  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  which  shall  be  in  you 
at  the  time  of  the  writing  of  the  same ; 

5.  For  it  shall  be  ^given  you  by  the  Holy  Ghost  to 
know  my  will  concerning  those  kings  and  authorities, 
even  what  shall  befall  them  in  a  time  to  come.

7.  Call  ye,  therefore,  upon  them  with  loud  procla- 
mation, and  with  your  testimony,  fearing  them  not,  for 
they  are  as  grass,  and  all  their  glory  as  the  flower 
thereof  wliich  soon  falleth,  that  they  may  be  left  also 
without  excuse, 

8.  And  that  I  may  visit  them  in  the  day  of  visita- 
tion, when  I  shall  ^unvail  the  face  of  my  covering,  to 
appoint  the  portion  of  the  oppressor  among  hypocrites, 
where  there  is  gnashing  of  teeth,  if  they  reject  my  ser- 
vants and  my  testimony  which  I  have  revealed  unto 
them. 

9.  And  again,  I  will  visit  and  soften  their  hearts, 
many  of  them  for  your  good,  that  ye  may  find  grace  in 
their  eyes,  that  they  may  Ajome  to  the  light  of  truth, 
and  the  Gentiles  to  the  exaltation  or  lifting  up  of  Zion. 

10.  For  the  day  of  my  visitation  cometh  speedily, 
in  an  hour  when  ye  think  not  of,  and  where  shall  be 
the  safety  of  my  people,  and  refuge  for  those  who  shall 
be  left  of  them  ? 

11.  Awake  !  0,  kings  of  the  earth  !  Come  ye,  0, 
come  ye,  with  your  gold  and  your  silver,  to  the  help  of 
my  people,  to  the  house  of  the  daughters  of  Zion. 

12.  And  again,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  Let  my  servant 
Robert  B.  Thompson  help  you  to  write  this  proclama- 
tion, for  I  am  well  pleased  with  him,  and  that  lie  should 
be  with  you  ; 

13.  Let  him,  therefore,  hearken  to  your  counsel, 
aud  I  will  bless  him  with  a  multiplicity  of  blessings ; 
let  him  be  faithful  and  true  in  all  things  from  hence- 
forth, and  he  shall  be  great  in  mine  eyes  ; 

11.  But  let  him  remember  that  his  ^stewardship 
will  I  require  at  his  hands.

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15.  And  again,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  Blessed  is  my 
servant  Hyrum  Smith,  for  I,  the  Lord,  love  him  because 
of  the  integrity  of  his  heart,  and  because  he  lovetli 
that  which  is  right  before  me,  saith  the  Lord. 

16.  Again,  let  my  servant  John  C.  Bennett,  help 
you  in  your  labor  in  sending  my  word  to  the  kings  of 
the  people  of  the  earth,  and  stand  by  you,  even  you  my 
servant  Joseph  Smith,  in  tlie  hour  of  affliction,  and  his 
reward  shall  not  fail  if  he  receive  counsel  ; 

17.  And  for  his  love  he  shall  be  great,  for  he  shall 
be  mine  if  he  do  this,  saith  the  Lord.  1  have  seen  the 
work  which  he  hath  done,  which  1  accept,  if  he  con- 
tinue, and  will  crown  him  with  blessings  and  great 
glory. 

18.  And  again,  I  say  unto  you,  that  it  is  my  will 
that  my  servant  Lyman  Wight  should  continue  in 
preaching  for  Zion,  in  the  spirit  of  meekness,  confessing 
me  before  the  world,  and  1  will  bear  him  up  as  on 
eagle's  wings,  and  he  shall  beget  glory  and  honor  to 
himself,  and  unto  my  name. 

19.  That  when  he  shall  finish  his  work,  that  I  may 
receive  him  unto  myself,  even  as  I  did  my  servant 
David  Patten,  who  is  with  me  at  this  time,  and  also 
my  servant  Edward  Partridge,  and  also  my  aged 
servant  Joseph  Smith,  sen.,  who  sitteth  with  Abraham 
at  his  right  hand,  and  blessed  and  holy  is  he,  for  he  is 
mine. 

20.  And  again,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  my  servant 
George  Miller  is  without  guile  ;  he  may  be  trusted  be- 
cause of  the  integrity  of  his  heart ;  and  for  the  love 
which  he  has  to  my  testimony  I,  the  Lord,  love  him  ;

28.  For  there  is  not  a  place  found  on  earth  that  he 
may  come  and  restore  again  that  which  was  lost  unto 
you,  or  which  he  hath  taken  away,  even  the  fullness  of 
the  Priesthood ;

33.  For  verily  I  say  unto  you,  that  after  you  have 
had  sufficient  time  to  build  a  house  to  me,  wherein  the 
ordinance  of  ^baptizing  for  the  dead  belongeth,  and  for 
which  the  same  was  instituted  from  before  the  founda- 
tion of  the  world,  ^your  baptisms  for  your  dead  cannot 
be  acceptable  unto  me, 

34.  For  therein  are  the  keys  of  the  holy  Priesthood, 
ordained  that  you  may  receive  honor  and  glory. 

35.  And  ''after  this  time,  your  baptisms  for  the  dead, 
by  those  who  are  scattered  abroad,  are  not  acceptable 
unto  me,  saith  the  Lord  ; 

36.  For  it  is  ordained  that  in  Zion,  and  in  her 
Stakes,  and  in  Jerusalem,  those  places  which  I  have  ap- 
pointed for  refuge,  shall  be  the  ^places  for  your  baptisms 
for  your  dead. 

37.  And  again,  verily  I  say  unto  you.  How  shall 
your  ^washings  be  acceptable  unto  me,  except  ye  per- 
form them  in  a  house  which  you  have  built  to  my 
name?

46.  But  if  they  will  not  hearken  to  my  voice,  nor 
unto  the  voice  of  these  men  whom  1  have  appointed, 
they  shall  not  be  blest,  because .  they  pollute  mine  holy 
grounds,  and  mine  holy  ordinances,  and  charters,  and 
my  holy  words  which  I  give  unto  them. 

47.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass.  That  if  you  build  a 
house  unto  my  name,  and  do  not  do  the  things  that  I 
say,  I  will  not  perform,  the  oath  which  I  make  unto 
you,  neither  fulfill  the  promises  which  ye  expect  at  my 
hands,  saith  the  Lord  ;

54.  For  I  am  the  Lord  your  God,  and  will  sav( 
those  of  your  brethren  who  have  been  pure  in  h 
and  have  been  slain  in  the  land  of  Missouri,  saith 
Lord. 

55.  And  again,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  I  comn 
you  again  to  build  a  house  to  my  name,  even  in 
place,  that  you  may  ^cp^ove  yourselves  unto  me 
ye  are  faithful  in  all  things  whatsoever  I  command 
that  I  may  bless  3''ou,  and  crown  you  with  honor, 
mortality,  and  eternal  life.

1.  Forasmuch  as  the  Lord  has  revealed  unto  mo 
.Jiat  my  enemies,  both  in  Missouri  and  this  State,  were

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again  in  the  pursuit  of  me  ;  and  inasmuch  as  they 
pursue  me  without  a  cause,  and  have  not  the  least 
shadow  or  coloring  of  justice  or  right  on  their  side,  in 
the  getting  up  of  their  prosecutions  against  me ;  and 
inasmuch  as  tliieir  pretensions  are  all  founded  in  fa'se- 
hood  of  the  blackest  die,  I  have  thought  it  expedient 
and  wisdom  in  me  to  leave  the  place  for  a  short  season, 
for  my  own  safety,  and  the  safety  of  this  people.  1 
would  say  to  all  those  with  whom  I  have  business,  that 
1  have  left  my  aifairs  with  agents  and  clerks,  who  will 
transact  all  business  in  a  prompt  and  proper  manner, 
and  will  see  that  all  my  debts  are  canceled  in  due  time, 
l)y  turning  out  property,  or  otherwise,  as  the  case  may 
require,  or  as  the  circumstances  may  admit  of  When 
I  learn  that  the  storm  is  fully  blown  over,  then  1  will 
return  to  you  again. 

2.  And  as  for  the  perils  which  I  am  called  to  pass 
through,  they  seem  but  a  small  thing  to  me,  as  the 
envy  and  wrath  of  man  have  been  my  common  lot  all 
the  days  of  my  life  ;  and  for  what  cause  it  seems  mys- 
terious, unless  I  was  ordained  from  before  the  founda- 
tion of  the  world  for  some  good  end,  or  bad,  as  you 
may  choose  to  call  it.  Judge  ye  for  yourselves.  God 
knoweth  all  these  things,  whether  it  be  good  or  bad. 
But  nevertheless,  deep  water  is  what  I  atn  wont  to 
swim  in.  It  all  has  become  a  second  nature  to  me,  and 
I  feel  like  Paul,  to  glory  in  tribulation,  for  to  this  day 
has  the  God  of  my  fathers  delivered  me  out  of  them 
all,  and  will  deliver  me  from  henceforth ;  for  behold, 
and  lo,  I  shall  triumph  over  all  my  enemies,  for  the 
Lord  God  hath  spoken  it.

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appointed  unto  you,  be  continued  on  and  not  cease; 
and  let  your  diligence,  and  your  perseverance,  and 
patience,  and  )''our  works  be  redoubled,  and  you  shall 
in  nowise  loie  your  reward,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts. 
And  if  they  persecute  you,  so  persecuted  they  the 
proi)hets  and  righteous  men  that  were  before  yoa.  For 
all  this  there  is  a  reward  in  heaven. 

5.  And  again,  I  give  unto  you  a  word  in  relation  to 
the  baptism  for  your  dead. 

6.  Verily,  thus  saith  the  Lord  unto  you  concerning 
your  dead  :  When  any  of  you  are  ^baptized  for  your 
dead,  let  there  be  a  ^Recorder,  and  let  him  be  eye 
witness  of  your  baptisms  ;  let  him  hear  with  his  ears, 
that  he  may  testify  of  a  truth,  saith  the  Lord ; 

7.  That  in  all  your  recordings  it  may  be  recorded 
in  heaven  ;  whatsoever  you  ^bind  on  earth,  may  be 
ojund  in  heaven  ;  whatsoever  you  loose  on  earth,  may 
be  loosed  in  heaven  ; 

8.  For  I  am  about  to  restore  many  things  to  the 
earth,  pertaining  to  the  Priesthood,  saith  the  Lord  of 
hosts. 

9.  And  again,  let  all  the  ^'records  be  had  in  order, 
that  they  may  be  put  in  the  archives  of  my  Holy 
Temple,  to  be  held  in  remembrance  from  generation  to 
generation,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts. 

10.  I  will  say  to  all  the  saints,  that  I  desired,  with 
exceedingly  great  desire,  to  have  addressed  them  from 
the  stand,  on  the  subject  of  baptism  for  the  dead,  on 
♦ne  following  sabbath.  But  inasmuch  as  it  is  out  of 
;^y  power  to  do  s:),  I  will  write  the  word  of  the  Lord 
from  time  to  tim?,,  on  that  subject,  and  send  it  to  you 
by  mail,  as  well  a^  many  other  things.

1 .  As  I  stated  to  you  in  my  letter  before  I  left  my 
tee,  that  I  would  write  to  you  from  time  to  time,  and 
re  you  information  in  relation  to  many  subjects,  I 
w  resume  the  subject  of  the  baptism  for  the  dead,  as 
%t  subject  seems  to  occupy  my  mind,  and  press  itself 
on  my  feelings  the  strongest,  since  I  have  been 
rsued  by  my  enemies. 

2.  I  wrote  a  few  words  of  revelation  to  you  con- 

:ning  a  recorder.     I  have  had  a  few  additional  views 

relation  to  this  matter,  which  I  now  certify.     That 

it  w^as  declared  in  my  former  letter  that  there  should 

a  recorder,  who  should  be  eye  witness,  and  also  to 

ar  with  his  ears,  that  he  might  make  a  record  of  a 
ith  before  the  Lord. 

3.  Now,  in  relation  to  this  matter,  it  would  be  very 
ficult  for  one  recorder  to  be  present  at  all  times,  and 
do  all  the  business.  To  obviate  this  difficulty,  there 
a  be  a  "recorder  appointed  in  each  ward  of  the  city, 
LO  is  well  qualified  for  taking  accurate  minutes  ;  and 
;  him  be  very  particular  and  precise  in  taking  the 
lole  proceedings,  certifying  iu  his  record  that  he  saw 
th  his  eyes,  and  heard  with  his  ears,  giving  the  date^ 

,  I,  -  1 

a,  recorder  and  wltncascs  neceaaai.rs. 
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ariid  names,  &c.,  and  the  history  of  the  whole  transac- 
tion ;  naming  also,  some  three  individuals  that  are 
present,  if  there  be  any  present,  who  can  at  any  time 
when  called  upon,  certify  to  the  same,  that  in  the 
^mouth  of  two  or  three  witnesses,  every  word  may  be 
established. 

4.  Then  let  there  be  a  general  recorder,  to  whom 
these  other  records  can  be  handed,  being  attended  with 
certificates  over  their  own  signatures,  certifying  that 
the  record  they  have  made  is  true.  Then  the  general 
churcli  recorder,  can  enter  the  record  on  the  general 
church  book,  with  the  certificates  and  all  the  attending 
witnesses,  with  his  own  statement  that  he  verily  believes 
the  above  statement  and  records  to  be  true,  from  his 
knowledge  of  the  general  character  and  appointment  of 
those  men  by  the  church.  And  vhen  this  is  done  on 
the  general  church  book,  the  record  shall  be  just  as 
holy,  and  shall  answer  the  ordinance  just  the  same  as 
if  he  had  seen  with  his  eyes,  and  heard  with  his  ears,  and 
made  a  record  of  the  same  on  the  general  church  book 

5.  You  may  think  this  order  of  things  to  be  very 
particular,  but  let  me  tell  you,  that  it  is  only  to  an- 
swer the  will  of  God,  by  conforming  to  the  ordinance 
and  preparation  that  the  Lord  ordained  and  prepared 
^'before  the  foundation  of  the  world,  for  the  salvation 
of  the  dead  who  should  die  without  a  knowledge  of  the 
gospel. 

6.  And  further  I  want  you  to  remember  that  John 
the  Revelator  was  contemplating  this  very  subject  in 
relation  to  the  dead,  when  he  declared,  as  you  will  find 
recorded  in  Revelations  xx.  12 — "And  I  saw  the  dead 
small  and  great,  stand  before  God  ;  and  the  ^^books  were 
opened  ;  and  another  book  was  opened,  which  was  the 
book  of  life  ;  and  the  dead  were  judged  out  of  those 
things  which  were  written  in  the  books,  according  to 
their  works."

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7.  You  will  discover  in  this  quotation,  that  the 
books  were  opened  ;  and  another  book  was  opened, 
which  was  the  book  of  life  ;  but  the  dead  were  judged 
out  of  those  things  which  were  written  in  the  books, 
according  to  their  works ;  consequently  the  books  spoken 
of  must  be  the  books  which  contained  the  record  of 
their  works ;  and  refer  to  the  Records  which  are  kept 
on  the  earth.  And  the  book  which  was  the  book  of 
life,  is  the  record  which  is  kept  in  heaven ;  the  prin- 
ciple agreeing  precisely  with  the  doctrine  which  is  com- 
manded you  in  the  revelation  contained  in  the  letter 
which  I  wrote  to  you  previously  to  my  leaving  my  place 
— that  in  all  your  recordings  it  may  be  /recorded  in 
heaven.  n 

8.  Now  the  nature  of  this  ordinance  consists  in  the 
power  of  the  Prie^hood.  by  the  revelation  of  Jesus 
Christ,  wherein  it  is  granted,  that  ^whatsoever  you 
bind  on  earth,  shall  be  bound  in  heaven,  and  whatso- 
ever you  loose  on  earth,  shall  be  loosed  in  heaven. 
Or,  in  other  words,  taking  a  different  view  of  the 
translation,  whatsoever  you  ^record  on  earth,  shall  be 
recorded  in  heaven ;  and  whatsoever  you  *do  not  record 
on  earth,  shall  not  be  recorded  in  heaven  ;  for  out  of 
the  books  shall  your  dead  be  judged,  according  to  their 
own  works,  whether  they  themselves  have  attended 
to  the  ordinances  in  their  own  propria  persona^  or  by 
the  means  of  their  own  agents,  according  to  the  ordi- 
nance which  God  has  prepared  for  their  salvation 
from  before  the  foundation  of  the  world,  according 
to  the  •''records  which  they  have  kept  concerning  their 
dead. 

9.  It  may  seem  to  some  to  be  a  very  bold  doctrine 
that  we  talk  of — a  power  which  records  or  binds  on 
earth,  and  binds  in  heaven.  Nevertheless  in  all  ages 
of  the  world,  whenever  the  Lord  has  given  a  dispensa-

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tion  of  the  Priesthood  to  any  man  by  actual  revelation, 
or  any  set  of  men,  this  power  has  alwa}^  been  given. 
Hence,  whatsoever  those  men  did  in  authority,  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord,  and  did  it  truly  and  faithfully,  and 
kept  a  proper  and  ^faithful  record  of  the  same,  it  be- 
came a  law  on  earth  and  in  heaven,  and  could  not  be 
annulled,  according  to  the  decrees  of  the  great  Jehovak 
This  is  a  faithful  saying  !     Who  can  hear  it  ? 

10.  And  again,  for  the  precedent,  Matthew  xvi.  18, 
19,  "And  I  also  say  unto  thee,  that  tliou  art  Peter:  and 
upon  this  rock  I  will  build  ray  church  ;  and  the  gates 
of  hell  shall  not  prevail  against  it ;  and  I  will  give  unto 
thee  the  keys  of  the  kingdom  of  heaven,  and  whatso- 
ever thou  shalt  bind  on  earth,  shall  be  bound  in  heaven ; 
and  whatsoever  thou  shalt  loose  on  earth,  shall  be  loose<l 
in  heaven." 

11.  Now  the  great  and  grand  secret  of  the  whole 
matter,  and  the  sumnuun  bouum  of  the  whole  subject 
that  is  lying  before  us,  consists  in  obtaining  the  powers 
of  the  Holy  Priesthood.  For  him  to  whom  these  keys 
are  given,  there  is  no  difficulty  in  obtaining  a  know- 
ledge of  facts  in  relation  to  the  salvation  of  the 
children  of  men,  both  as  well  for  the  dead  as  for  the 
living. 

12.  Herein  is  glory  and  honor,  and  immortality  and 
eternal  life.  The  ordinance  of  baptism  by  water,  to  be 
immersed  therein  in  order  to  '^answer  to  the  likeness  of 
the  dead,  that  one  principle  might  accord  with  the 
other.  To  be  immersed  in  the  water  and  come  forth 
out  of  the  water  is  in  the  likeness  of  the  resurrection 
of  the  dead  in  coming  forth  out  of  their  graves  ;  hence 
this  ordinance  was  instituted  to  form  a  relationship 
with  the  ordinance  of  baptism  for  the  dead,  being  in 
Hkeness  of  the  dead. 

13.  Consequently  the  ^baptismal  font  was  instituted

that  all  things  may  have  their  likeness,  and  that  they 
may  accord  one  with  anotlier ;  that  which  is  earthly 
conforming  to  that  which  is  heavenly,  as  Paul  hath 
declared,  1  Corinthians  xv.  46,  47,  and  48. 

14.  "  Howbeit  that  was  not  first  which  is  spiritual, 
but  that  which  is  natural,  and  afterwards  that  whicl* 
is  spiritual.  The  first  man  is  of  the  earth,  earthy  ;  the 
•second  man  is  the  Lord,  from  heaven.  As  is  the 
earthy,  such  are  they  also  that  are  earthy ;  and  as  is 
the  heavenly,  such  are  they  also  that  are  heavenly.' 
And  as  are  the  *^ecords  on  the  earth  in  relation  to 
y(»nr  dead,  which  are  truly  made  out,  so  also  are  the 
records  in  heaven.  This,  therefore,  is  the  sealing  and 
binding  power,  and,  in  one  sense  of  the  word,  the  ^keys 
of  the  kingdom  which  consist  in  the  key  of  know- 
ledge. 

15.  And  now,  my  dearly  beloved  brethren  and 
sistei-s,  let  me  assure  you  that  these  are  principles  in 
relation  to  the  dead,  and  the  living,  that  cannot  be 
lightly  ])assed  over,  as  pertaining  to  our  salvation. 
For  their  salvation  is  necessary,  and  essential  to  our 
salvation,  as  Paul  says  concerning  the  fathers  "that 
they  without  us  cannot  be  made  perfect ; "  neither  can 
'^we  without  our  dead  be  made  perfect. 

ir>.  And  now,  in  relation  to  the  baptism  for  the 
dead,  I  will  give  you  another  quotation  of  Paul,  1  Go 
rinthians  xv.  29,  "  Else  what  shall  they  do  which  are 
baptized  for  the  dead,  if  the  dead  rise  not  at  all ;  why 
are  they  then  baptized  for  the  dead  ?  " 

17.  And  again,  in  connection  with  this  quotation,  I 
will  give  you  a  quotation  from  one  of  the  prophets,  who 
had  his  eye  fixed  on  the  restoration  of  the  Priesthood 
the  glories  to  be  revealed  in  the  last  days,  and  in  an

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especial  manner  this  most  glorious  of  all  subjects  be- 
longing to  the  everlasting  gospel,  viz. ,  the  baptism  for 
the  dead ;  for  Malachi  says,  last  chapter,  verses  5th 
and  6th,  "  Behold,  1  will  send  you  ''Elijah  the  prophet, 
before  the  coining  of  the  great  and  dreadful  day  of 
the  Lord  ;  and  he  shall  turn  the  *heart  of  the  fathers 
to  the  children,  and  the  heart  of  the  children  to 
their  fathers,  lest  I  come  and  smite  the  earth  with  a 
curse." 

18.  I  might  have  rendered  a  plainer  translation  to 
this,  but  it  is  sufficiently  plain  to  suit  my  purpose  as  it 
stands.  It  is  sufficient  to  know,  in  this  case,  that  the 
earth  will  be  smitten  with  a  curse,  unless  there  is  a 
welding  link  of  some  kind  or  other,  between  the  fathen 
and  the  children,  upon  some  subject  or  other,  and  be> 
hold  what  is  that  subject  ?  It  is  the  ^baptism  for  the 
dead.  For  we  without  them  cannot  be  made  perfect ; 
neither  can  they  without  us  be  made  perfect.  Neither 
can  they  nor  we,  be  made  perfect,  without  those  who 
have  died  in  the  gospel  also  ;  for  it  is  necessary  in  the 
ushering  in  of  the  dispensation  of  the  fullness  of  times ; 
which  dispensation  is  now  beginning  to  usher  in,  that 
a  whole  and  complete  and  perfect  union,  and  weldinfi 
together  of  dispensations,  and  keys,  and  powers,  and 
glories  should  take  place,  and  be  revealed  from  the  days 
of  Adam  even  to  the  present  time  ;  and  not  only  this, 
but  those  things  which  never  have  been  revealed  from 
the  foundation  of  the  world,  but  have  been  kept  hid 
from  the  wise  and  prudent,  shall  be  revealed  unto  ^babes 
and  sucklings  in  this  the  dispensation  of  the  fullness  of 
times.

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earth  ;  glad  tidings  for  the  dead  ;  a  vpice  of  gladness 
for  the  Eving  and  the  dead  ;  glad  tidings  of  great  joy ; 
how  beautiful  upon  the  mountains  are  the  feet  of  those 
that  bring  glad  tidings  of  good  things  ;  and  that  say 
unto  Zion,  behold  !  thy  God  reigneth.  As  the  dews  of 
Cannel,  so  shall  the  knowledge  of  God  descend  upon 
them." 

20.  And  again,  what  do  we  hear  ?  Glad  tidings 
from  Cumorah  !  Moroni,  an  angel  from  heaven,  de- 
claring the  fulfillment  of  the  prophets — ^he  book  to  be 
revealed.  A  voice  of  the  Lord  in  the  wilderness  of 
Fayette,  Seneca  county,  declaring  the  ^three  witnesses 
to  bear  record  of  the  book.  The  voice  of  ^Michael  on 
the  banks  of  the  Susquehanna,  detecting  the  devil  when 
he  appeared  as  an  angel  of  light.  The  voice  of  ^"Peter, 
James,  and  John  iji  the  wilderness  between  Harmony, 
Susquehanna  county,  and  Colesville,  Broome  county, 
on  the  Susquehanna  river,  declaring  themselves  as 
possessing  the  keys  of  the  kingdom,  and  of  the  dispen- 
sation of  the  ftdlness  of  times. 

21.  And  again,  the  voice  of  God  in  the  chamber  of 
old  father  Whitmer,  in  Fayette,  Seneca  county,  and  at 
sundry  times,  and  in  divers  places  through  all  the 
travels  and  tribulations  of  this  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
of  Latter-day  Saints.  And  the  voice  of  2&Michael,the 
archangel;  the  voice  of  Gabriel,  and  of  Raphael,  and 
of  divers  angels,  from  Michael  or  Adam,  down  to  the 
present  time,  all  declaring  their  dispensation,  their 
rights,  their  keys,  their  honors,  their  majesty  and  glory, 
and  the  power  of  their  Priesthood;  giving  line  upon 
line,  precept  upon  precept ;  here  a  little,  and  there  a 
little — ^giving  us  consolation  by  holding  forth  that  which 
is  to  come,  confirming  our  hope. 

22.  Brethren,  shall  we  not  go  on  in  so  great  a  cause? 
Go  forward  and  not  backward.  Courage,  brethren  ; 
and  on,  on  to  the  victory  !     Let  your  hearts  rejoice,

24.  Behold  the  great  day  of  the  Lord  is  at  hand, 
and  who  can  abide  the  day  of  his  coming,  and  who  can 
stand  when  he  appeareth  ;  for  he  is  like  a  refiner's  fire, 
and  like  fuller's  soap  ;  and  he  shall  sit  as  a  refiner  and 
purifier  of  silver,  and  he  shall  purify  the  sons  of  Levi, 
and  purge  them  as  gold  and  silver,  that  they  mm  offer 
unto  the  Lord  an  offering  in  righteousness.  Let  us 
therefore,  as  a  church  and  a  people,  and  as  Latter-day 
Saints  offer  unto  the  Lord  an  offering  in  righteousness, 
and  let  us  present  in  his  -4ioly  temple,  when  it  is 
finished,  a  2A)ook  containing  the  records  of  our  dead, 
which  shall  be  worthy  of  all  acceptation. 

25.  Brethren,  I  have  many  things  to  say  to  you  on 
the  subject ;  but  shall  now  close  for  the  present,  and 
continue  the  subject  another  time.

SECTION   129. 

Three  Grand  Keys  by  which  Good'  or  Bad  Angels  or 
Spirits  may  he  known.  Revealed  to  Joseph,  the 
Prophet,  at  Nauvoo,  Illinois,  February  ^th,  1843. 

1.  There  are  two  kinds  of  beings  in  heaven — viz., 
augels  who  are  resurrected  personages,  having  "bodies 
of  f?esh  and  bones. 

2.  For  instance,  Jesus  said,  "  Handle  me  and  see, 
for  a  spirit  hath  not  flesh  and  bones,  as  ye  see  me 
have." 

3.  2nd.  The  ^spirits  of  just  men  made  perfect — 
they  who  are  not  resurrected,  but  inherit  the  same 
glory. 

4.  When  a  messenger  conies,  saying  he  has  a  mes- 
sage from  God,  offer  him  your  hand,  and  request  him 
to  shake  hands  with  you. 

5.  If  he  be  an  angel,  he  will  do  so,  and  you-  will 
feel  his  hand. 

6.  If  he  be  the  spirit  of  a  just  man  made  perfect, 
he  will  come  in  his  glory  ;  for  that  is  the  only  way  he 
can  appear. 

7.  Ask  him  to  shake  hands  with  you,  but  he  will 
not  move,  because  it  is  contrary  to  the  order  of  heaven 
for  a  just  man  to  deceive  ;  but  he  will  still  deliver  his 


message. 


8.  If  it  be  the  Devil  as  an  angel  of  light,  when  you 
ask  him  to  shake  hands,  he  will  offer  you  his  hand,  and 
you  will  not  feel  anything  :  you  may  therefore  detect 
him. 

9.  Theie  are  ''three  grand  keys  whereby  you  may 
know  whether  any  administration  is  from  God.

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SECTION     130. 

Important  Items  of  Instruction,  given  by  Joseph,  the 

Prophet,  April  2nd,  1843. 

1.  When  the  Saviour  shall  appear,  we  shall  see  him 
as  he  is.     We  shall  see  that  he  is  a  man  like  ourselves  ; 

2.  And  that  same  sociality  which  exists  among  us 
here  will  exist  among  us  there,  only  it  will  be  coupled 
with  eternal  glory,  which  glory  we  do  not  now  enjoy, 

3.  (John  xiv.  23.)  The  appearing  of  the  Father 
and  the  Son,  in  that  verse,  is  a  personal  appearance  ; 
and  the  idea  that  the  Father  and  the  Son  dwell  in  a 
man's  heart,  is  an  old  sectarian  notion,  and  is  false. 

4.  In  answer  to  the  question,  "  Is  not  the  reckoning 
of  God's  time,  angel's  time,  prophet's  time,  and  man's 
time  according  to  the  planet  on  which  they  reside  ?  " 

5.  I  answer,  yes.  But  there  are  no  angels  who 
minister  to  this  earth  but  those  who  do  belong  or  have 
belonged  to  it. 

6.  The  angels  do  not  reside  on  a  planet  like  thie 
earth  • 

7.  But  they  reside  in  the  presence  of  God,  on  a 
globe  like  a  "sea  of  glass  and  fire,  where  all  things  for 
their  glory  are  manifest — past,  present,  and  future,  and 
are  continually  before  the  Lord. 

8.  The  place  where  God  resides  is  a  great  ^Urim 
and  Thummim. 

9.  This  earth,  in  its  sanctified  and  immortal  state, 
will  be  made  like  unto  crystal  and  will  be  a  ^Urim  and 
Thummim  to  the  inhabitants  who  dwell  thereon, 
whereby  all  things  pertaining  to  an  inferior  kingdom, 
or  all  kingdoms  of  a  lower  order,  will  be  manifest  to 
those  who  dwell  on  it ;  and  this  earth  will  be  Christ's. 
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10.  Then  the  **white  stone  mentioned  in  Revela- 
tions ii.  17,  will  become  a  *Urim  and  Thummim  to  each 
individual  who  receives  one,  whereby  things  pertaining 
to  a  higher  order  of  kingdoms,  even  all  kingdoms,  will 
be  made  known ; 

11.  And  a  -^ white  stone  is  given  to  each  of  those 
who  come  into  the  celestial  kingdom,  w^liereon  is  a  new 
name*  written,  which  no  man  knoweth  save  he  that  re- 
ceiveth  it.     The  new  name  is  the  ^key  word. 

12.  I  prophesy,  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  God,  that 
the  commencement  of  the  difficulties  which  will  cause 
much  bloodshed  previous  to  the  coming  of  the  Son  of 
Man  will  be  ^in  South  Carolina. 

13.  It  may  probably  arise  through  the  slave 
question.  This  a  voice  declared  to  me,  while  I  was 
praying  earnestly  on  the  subject,  December  25th, 
1832. 

14.  I  was  once  praying  very  earnestly  to  know  the 
time  of  the  coming  of  the  Son  of  Man,  when  I  heard 
a  voice  repeat  the  following  : — 

15.  "  Joseph,  my  son,  if  thou  livest  until  thou  art 
*eighty-five  years  old,  thou  shalt  see  the  face  of  the  Son 
of  Man :  therefore  let  this  suffice,  and  trouble  me  no 
more  on  this  matter." 

16.  I  was  left  thus,  without  being  able  to  decide 
whether  this  coming  referred  to  the  -^beginning  of  the 
millennium  or  to  some  previous  appearing,  or  whether 
I  should  die  and  thus  see  his  face. 

17.  I  believe  the  coming  of  the  Son  of  Man  will 
not  be  any  *sooner  than  that  time. 

18.  Whatever  principles  of  intelligence  we  attain

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unto  in  this  life,  it  will  rise  Vith  us  in  the  resurrec- 
tion ; 

19.  And  if  a  person  gains  more  knowledge  and  in- 
telligence in  this  life  through  his  diligence  and  obe- 
dience than  another,  he  will  have  so  much  the  advan- 
tage in  the  world  to  come. 

20.  There  is  a  '"law,  irrevocably  decreed  in  heaven 
before  the  foundations  of  this  world,  upon  which  all 
blessings  are  predicated ; 

21.  And  when  we  obtain  any  blessing  from  God, 
it  is  by  obedience  to  that  law  upon  which  it  is  predi- 
cated. 

22.  The  Father  has  a  body  of  flesh  and  bones  as 
tangible  as  man's ;  the  Son  also  :  but  the  Holy  Ghost 
has  not  a  body  of  flesh  and  bones,  .but  is  a  **personage 
of  Spirit.  Were  it  not  so,  the  Holy  Ghost  could  not 
dwell  in  us. 

23.  A  man  may  receive  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  it  may 
descend  upon  him  and  not  tarry  with  him.

Remarks  of  Joseph,  the  Propriety  at  Ramus,  Illinois, 
May  Uth  and  nth,  1843. 

1.  In  the  celestial  glory  there  are  Hhiee  heavens  or 
degrees ; 

2.  And  in  order  to  obtain  the  highest,  a  man  must 
enter  in  to  this  ^Order  of  the  Priesthood  ;  (meaning  the 
new  and  everlasting  covenant  of  marriage  ;)

4.  He  may  enter  into  the  other,  bnt  that  is  the  end 
of  his  kingdom  :  he  cannot  have  an  increase. 

5.  (May  17th,  1843.)  The  more  sure  word  of 
prophecy  (mentioned  by  Peter)  means  a  man's  ''know- 
ing that  he  is  sealed  up  unto  eternal  life,  by  revelation 
and  the  spirit  of  prophecy,  through  the  power  of  the 
Holy  Priesthood. 

6.  It  is  impossible  for  a  man  to  be  saved  in  igno- 
rance. 

7.  There  is  no  such  thing  as  ^^mmaterial  matter. 
All  spirit  is  ^matter,  but  it  is  more  fine  or  pure,  and 
can  only  be  discerned  by  purer  eyes. 

8.  We  cannot  see  it ;  but  when  our  bodies  are 
purified,  we  shall  see  that  it  is  all  matter.

Revelation  on  the  Eternity  of  the  Marriage  Covenant, 
including  Plurality  of  Wives,  Given  through 
Joseph,  the  Seer,  in  Nauvoo,  Hancock  County,  Illi- 
nois, July  12  th,  1843. 

1.  Verily,  thus  saith  the  Lord  unto  you,  my  servant 
Joseph,  that  inasmuch  as  you  have  inquired  of  my  hand, 
to  know  and  understand  wherein  I,  the  Lord,  justified 
my  .servants  Abraham,  Isaac  and  Jacob;  as  also  Moses, 
David  and  Solomon,  my  servants,  as  touching  the  prin- 
ciple and  doctrine  of  their  having  "many  wives  and 
concubines :

5.  For  all  who  will  have  a  blessing  at  my  hands, 
shall  ^abide  the  law  whicii  was  appointed  for  that  bless- 
ing, and  the  c(5nditions  thereof,  as  were  ^instituted  from 
before  the  foundation  of  the  world  : 

6.  And  as  pertaining  to  the  '^new  and  everlasting 
covenant,  it  was  instituted  for  the  fullness  of  my  glory; 
and  he  that  receiveth  a  fullness  thereof,  *must  and 
shall  abide  the  law,  or  he  shall  be  damned,  saith  the 
Lord  God. 

7.  And  verily  I  say  unto  you,  that  the  ■'conditions 
of  this  law  are  these : — All  covenants,  contracts,  bonds, 
obligations,  oaths,  vows,  performances,  connections,  as- 
sociations, or  expectations,  that  are  not  made,  and 
entered  into,  and  *"sealed,  by  the  Holy  Spirit  of  pro- 
mise, of  him  who  is  anointed,  both  as  well  for  time  and 
for  all  eternity,  and  that  too  most  holy,  by  revelation 
anil  commandment  through  the  medium  of  mine 
anointed,  whom  I  have  appointed  on  the  earth  to  hold 
this  power,  (and  1  have  appointed  unto  my  servant 
Joseph  to  hold  this  power  in  the  last  days,  and  there  is

12.  I  am  the  Lord  thy  God,  and  I  give  unto  you

13.  And  everything  that  is  in  the  world,  whether

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16.  Therefore,  when  they  are  ^out  of  the  world, 
they  neither  marry,  nor  are  given  in  marriage  ;  but  are 
appointed  angels  in  heaven,  which  angels  are  ministering 
servants,  to  minister  for  those  who  are  worthy  of  a  far 
more,  and  an  exceeding,  and  an  eternal  weight  of  glory ; 

17.  For  these  angels  did  not  abide  my  law,  there- 
fore they  cannot  be  enlarged,  ,but  remain  separately 
and  singly,  without  exaltation,  in  their  saved  condition, 
to  all  eternity,  and  from  henceforth  are  not  Gods,  but 
are  angels  of  God,  for  ever  and  ever. 

18.  And  again,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  if  a  man 
marry  a  wife,  and  make  a  covenant  with  her  for  time 
and  for  all  eternity,  if  that  ^covenant  is  not  by  me,  or

my  house  is  a  house  of  order,  saith  the  Lord  God. 

19.  And  again,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  if  a  man 
marry  a  wife  by  my  word,  which  is  my  law,  and  by 
the  *new  and  everlasting  covenant,  and  it  is  'sealed 
unto  them  by  the  Holy  Spirit  of  promise,  by  him  who 
is  anointed,  unto  whom  I  have  appointed  this  power, 
and  the  keys  of  this  Priesthood  ;  and  it  shall  be  said 
imto  them,  ye  shall  come  forth  in  the  first  resurrection ; 
and  if  it  be  after  the  first  resurrection,  in  the  next  re- 
surrection ;  and  shall  inherit  tlirones,  kingdoms,  princi- 
palities, and  powers,  dominions,  all  heights  and  depths 
— then  shall  it  be  written  in  the  Lamb's  Book  of  Life,

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commit  no  murder  whereby  to  shed  imiocent  blood,  it 
shall  be  done  unto  them  in  all  things  whatsoever  my 
servant  hath  put  upon  them,  in  time,  and  through  all 
eternity,  and  shall  be  of  full  force  when  they  are  out 
of  the  world  ;  and  they  shall  **pass  by  the  angels,  and 
the  Gods,  which  are  set  there,  to  their  exaltation  and 
glory  in  all  things,  as  hath  been  sealed  upon  their 
heads,  which  glory  sliall  be  a  fullness  and  a  continuation 
of  the  seeds  for  ever  and  ever. 

20.  Then  shall  they  be  ^Gods,  because  they  have 
no  end  ;  therefore  shall  they  be  from  everlasting  to 
everlasting,  because  they  continue  ;  then  shall  they  be 
above  all,  because  ^all  things  are  subject  unto  them. 
Then  shall  they  be  Gods,  because  they  have  all  power, 
and  the  angels  are  subject  unto  them. 

21.  Verily,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  except  ye  %bide 
my  law,  ye  cannot  attain  to  this  glory  ; 

22.  For  2/strait  is  the  gate,  and  narrow  the  way  that 
leadeth  unto  the  exaltation  and  continuation  of  ^the 
lives,  and  few  there  be  that  find  it,  because  ye  receive 
me  not  in  the  world,  neither  do  ye  know  me. 

23.  But  if  ye  receive  me  in  the  world,  then  shall 
ye  know  me,  and  shall  receive  ^^our  exaltation,  that 
where  I  am,  ye  shall  be  also. 

24.  This  is  eternal  lives,  to  know  the  only  wise  and 
true  God,  and  Jesus  Christ,  whom  he  hath  sent.  I  am 
he.     Receive  ye,  therefore,  my  law. 

25.  Broad  is  the  gate,  and  ^^wide  the  way  that 
leadeth  to  the  deaths,  and  many  there  are  that  go  in 
thereat ;  because  they  receive  me  not,  neither  do  they 
abide  in  my  law. 

26.  Verily,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  if  a  man  ^ ''marry 
a  wife  according  to  my  word,  and  they  are  ^  ^sealed

commit  no  murder,  wherein  they  shed  innocent  blood — 
yet  2-^they  shall  come  forth  in  the  first  resurrection, 
and  enter  into  their  exaltation ;  but  they  shall  be 
^  ^destroyed  in  the  flesh,  and  shall  be  delivered  unto 
tlie  '^'^buffetings  of  Satan  unto  the  day  of  redemption, 
saitli  the  Lord  God. 

27.  The  blasphemy  against  the  Holy  Ghost,  which 
shall  not  be  forgiven  in  the  world,  nor  out  of  the 
world,  is  in  that  ye  ^*commit  murder,  wherein  ye  shed 
innocent  blood,  and  assent  unto  my  death,  after  ye 
have  received  my  ^^uew  and  everlasting  covenant,  saith 
the  Lord  God ;  and  he  that  abideth  not  this  law,  can 
in  no  wise  enter  into  my  glory,  but  shall  be  damned, 
saith  the  Lord. 

28.  I  am  the  Lord  thy  God,  and  will  give  unto  thee 
the  law  of  my  Holy  Priesthood,  as  was  ordained  by  me, 
and  my  Father,  before  the  world  was. 

29.  Abraham  received  all  things,  whatsoever  he 
received,  by  revelation  and  commandment,  by  my  word, 
saith  the  Lord,  and  ^^hath  entered  mto  his  exaltation, 
and  sitteth  upon  his  throne. 

30.  Abraham  received  promises  concerning  his  seed, 
and  of  the  fruit  of  his  loins, — ^from  whose  loins  ^'ye 
are,  namely,  my  servant  Joseph, — which  were  to  con- 
tinue so  long  as  they  were  in  the  world  ;  and  as  touch- 
ing Abraham  and  his  seed,  ^'"out  of  the  world  they 
should  continue ;  both  in  the  world  and  out  of  the 
world  should  they  continue  as  innumerable  as  the  stars; 
or,  if  ye  were  to  count  the  sand  upon  the  sea  shore,  ye 
could  not  number  them.

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31.  This  promise  is  yours,  also,  because  ye  are  of 
Abraham,  and  the  promise  was  made  unto  Abraham ; 
and  by  this  law  are  the  continuation  of  the  works  of 
my  Father,  wherein  he  glorifieth  himself. 

32.  Go  ye,  therefore,  and  do  the  ^^orks  of  Abra- 
ham ;  enter  ye  into  my  law,  and  ye  shall  be  saved. 

33.  But  if  ye  enter  not  into  my  law  ye  cannot  re- 
ceive the  promise  of  my  Father,  which  he  made  unto 
Abraham. 

34.  God  commanded  Abraham,  and  Sarah  ^^gave 
Hagar  to  Abraham  to  wife.  And  why  did  she  do  it  ? 
Because  this  was  the  law,  and  from  Hagar  sprang  many 
people.  This,  therefore,  was  fulfilling,  among  other 
things,  the  promises. 

35.  Was  Abraham,  therefore,  under  condemnation  ? 
Verily,  I  say  unto  you.  Nay ;  for  I,  the  Lord,  com- 
manded it. 

36.  Abraham  was  commanded  to  ofi*er  his  son  Isaac; 
nevertheless,  it  was  written,  thou  shalt  not  kill.  Abra- 
ham, however,  did  not  refuse,  and  it  was  accounted 
unto  him  for  righteousness. 

37.  Abraham  received  concubines,  and  they  beai 
him  children,  and  it  was  accounted  unto  him  for  right- 
eousness, because  they  were  ^^given  unto  him,  and  he 
abode  in  my  law,  as  Isaac  also,  and  Jacob  did  none 
other  things  than  that  which  they  were  commanded  ; 
and  because  they  did  none  other  things  than  that 
which  they  were  commanded,  they  have  entered  into 
their  exaltation,  according  to  the  promises,  and  sit 
upon  thrones,  and  are  not  angels,  but  ^^are  Gods. 

38.  David  also  received  many  wives  and  concu- 
bines, as  also  Solomon  and  Moses  my  servants ;  as  also 
many  others  of  my  servants,  from  the  beginning  of 
creation  untU  this  time  ;  and  in  nothing  did  they  sin, 
save  in  those  things  which  they  ^ '"received  not  of 
me.

David's  wives  and  concubines  were  2«given 
unto  him,  of  me,  by  the  hand  of  Nathan,  my  servaut, 
and  others  of  the  prophets  who  had  the  keys  of  this 
power ;  and  in  none  of  these  things  did  he  sin  against 
me,  save  in  the  case  of  Uriah  and  his  wife  ;  and, 
therefore  he  hath  fallen  from  his  exaltation,  and  re- 
ceived his  portion  ;  and  he  shall  ^^not  inherit  theiu 
out  of  the  world  ;  for  I  gave  them  unto  another,  saitli 
the  Lord. 

40.  I  am  the  Lord  thy  God,  and  I  gave  unto  thee, 
'^y  servant  Joseph,  an  appointment,  and  restore  all 
Jiings  ;  ask  what  ye  will,  and  it  shall  be  given  unto 
you  according  to  my  word  : 

41.  And  as  ye  have  asked  concerning  adultery— 
verily,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  if  a  man  ''^^'receiveth  a 
wife  in  the  new  and  everlasting  covenant,  and  if  she 
be  with  another  man,  and  I  have  not  appointed  unto 
her  by  the  holy  anointing,  she  hath  committed  adultery, 
and  shall  be  destroyed. 

42.  If  she  be  not  in  the  new  and  everlasting  cove- 
nant, and  she  be  with  another  man,  she  has  ^^coin- 
mitted  adultery  ; 

43.  And  if  her  husband  be  with  another  woman, 
and  he  was  under  a  vow,  he  hath  broken  his  vow,  and 
2  "'hath  committed  adultery, 

44.  And  if  she  hath  not  committed  adultery,  but  is 
innocent,  and  hath  not  broken  her  vow,  and  she  know- 
eth  it,  and  I  reveal  it  unto  you,  my  servant  Joseph, 
then  shall  you  have  power,  by  the  power  of  my  Holy 
Priesthood,  to  take  her,  and  give  her  unto  him  that 
^•*^hath  not  committed  adultery,  but  hath  been  faithfiil; 
for  he  shall  be  made  ruler  over  ^J'many  ; 

45.  For  I  have  conferred  upon  you  the  keys  and 
power  of  the  Priesthood,  wherein  I  restore  '-^^all  thin«^, 
and  make  known  unto  you  all  things  in  due  time.

in  the  heavens ;  and  whosesoever  sins  you  ^^remit  on 
earth  shall  be  remitted  eternally  in  the  heavens  ;  and 
whosesoever  sins  you  '^ detain  on  earth,  shall  be  retained 
in  heaven. 

47.  And  again,  verily  I  say,  ^''whomsoever  you  bless, 
I  will  bless,  and  whomsoever  you  ^^curse,  I  will  curse, 
saith  the  Lord  ;  for  I,  the  Lord,  am  thy  God. 

48.  And  again,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  my  servant 
Joseph,  that  whatsoever  you  give  on  earth,  and  to 
whomsoever  you  -^^give  any  one  on  earth,  by  my  word, 
and  according  to  my  law,  it  shall  be  visited  with  bless- 
ings, and  not  cursings,  and  with  my  power,  saith  the 
Lord,  and  shall  be  without  condemnation  on  earth,  and 
in  heaven  ; 

49.  For  I  am  the  Lord  thy  God,  and  will  be  with 
thee  even  unto  the  end  of  the  world,  and  through  all 
eternity  ;  for  verily,  I  ^^seal  upon  you  your  exaltation, 
and  prepare  a  ^*throne  for  you  in  the  kingdom  of  my 
Father,  with  Abraham  your  father. 

50.  Behold,  I  have  seen  your  sacrifices,  and  will 
forgive  all  your  sins  ;  I  have  seen  your  sacrifices,  in 
obedience  to  that  which  I  have  told  you  ;  go,  therefore, 
and  I  make  a  way  for  your  escape,  as  I  accepted  the 
oflfering  of  Abraham,  of  his  son  Isaac. 

51.  Verily,  I  say  unto  you,  a  commandment  I  give 
unto  mine  handmaid,  Emma  Smith,  your  wife,  whom  I 
have  given  unto  you,  that  she  stay  herself,  and  partake 
not  of  that  which  I  commanded  you  to  offer  unto  her ; 
for  I  did  it,  saith  the  Lord,  to  prove  you  all,  as  I  did 
Abraham ;  and  that  I  might  require  an  offering  at  your 
hand,  by  covenant  and  sacrifice  ;

53.  For  I  am  the  Lord  thy  God,  and  ye  shall  obey 
my  voice  ;  and  I  give  unto  my  servant  Joseph,  that  ho 
shall  be  made  ruler  over  many  things,  for  he  hath  been 
faithful  over  a  few  things,  and  from  henceforth  I  will 
strengthen  liim. 

54.  And  I  command  mine  handmaid,  Emma  Smith, 
vO  abide  and  cleave  unto  my  servant  Joseph,  and  to 
none  else.  But  if  she  will  not  abide  this  command^ 
ment,  she  shall  be  destroyed,  saith  the  Lord  ;  for  I  am 
the  Lord  thy  God,  and  will  destroy  her,  if  she  abide 
not  in  my  law  ; 

55.  But  if  she  will  not  abide  this  commandment, 
then  shall  my  servant  Joseph  do  all  things  for  her,  even 
as  he  hath  said ;  and  I  will  bless  him  and  multiply  him 
and  give  unto  him  an  ^*hundred-fold  in  this  world,  oi 
fathers  and  mothers,  brothers  and  sisters,  houses  and 
lands,  wives  and  children,  and  crowns  of  eternal  lives 
in  the  eternal  worlds. 

56.  And  again,  verily  I  say,  let  mine  handmaid  for- 
give my  servant  Joseph  his  trespasses  ;  and  then  shall 
she  be  forgiven  her  trespasses,  wherein  she  has  tres- 
passed against  me  ;  and  I,  the  Lord  thy  God,  will 
bless  her,  and  multiply  her,  and  make  her  heart  to  re- 
joice.

Verily,  if  a  man  be  called  of  my  Father,  as  was 
Aaron,  by  mine  own  voice,  and  by  the  voice  of  him 
that  sent  me  :  and  I  have  endowed  him  with  the  keys 
of  the  power  of  this  Priesthood,  if  he  do  anything  in 
my  name,  and  according  to  my  law,  and  by  my  word, 
he  will  not  commit  sin,  and  1  will  justify  him. 

60.  Let  no  one,  therefore,  set  on  my  servant 
Joseph ;  for  I  will  justify  him ;  for  he  shall  do  the 
sacrifice  which  I  require  at  his  hands,  for  his  transgres- 
sions, saith  the  Lord  your  God. 

61.  And  again,  as  pertaining  to  the  law  of  the 
Priesthood  :  If  any  man  espouse  a  virgin,  and  desire 
to  espouse  another,  and  the  first  give  her  consent ;  and 
if  he  espouse  the  second,  and  they  are  virgins,  and 
have  vowed  to  no  other  man,  then  is  he  justified ;  he 
cannot  commit  adultery,  for  they  are  ^  %iven  unto  him ; 
for  he  cannot  commit  adultery  with  that  that  belongeth 
unto  him  and  to  no  one  else ; 

62.  And  if  he  have  ten  virgins  given  unto  him  by 
this  law,  ^'"he  cannot  commit  adultery,  for  they  belong 
to  him,  and  they  are  given  unto  him,  therefore  is  he 
justified. 

63.  But  if  one  or  either  of  the  ten  virgins,  after 
she  is  espoused,  shall  be  with  another  man ;  she  has 
^^committed  adultery,  and  shall  be  destroyed  ;  for  they 
are  given  unto  him  to  multiply  and  replenish  the  earth, 
according  to  my  commandment,  and  to  fulfill  the  pro- 
mise which  was  given  by  my  Father  ^  ^before  the 
foundation  of  the  world ;  and  for  tlieir  exaltation  in 
the  eternal  worlds,  that  they  may  bear  ^^he  souls  of 
men ;  for  herein  is  the  work  of  my  Father  continued, 
that  he  may  be  glorified. 

64.  And  again,  verily,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  if  any 
man  have  a  wife,  who  holds  the  keys  of  this  power,  and 
he  teaches  unto  her  the  ^^law  of  my  Priesthood,  as

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pertaining  to  these  things,  then  shall  she  believe,  and 
administer  unto  him,  or  she  shall  be  destroyed,  saith 
the  Lord  your  God,  for  I  will  destroy  her  ;  for  I  will 
magnify  my  name  upon  all  those  who  receive  and  abide 
in  my  law. 

65.  Therefore,  it  shall  be  lawful  in  nie,  if  she  re- 
ceive not  this  law,  for  ^''him  to  receive  all  things,  what- 
soever I,  the  Lord  his  God,  will  give  unto  him,  because 
she  did  not  administer  unto  him  according  to  my  word; 
and  she  then  becomes  the  transgressor  ;  and  he  is 
exempt  from  the  law  of  Sarah,  who  administered  unto 
Abraham  according  to  the  law,  when  I  ^*commanded 
Abraham  to  take  Ilagar  to  wife. 

66.  And  now,  as  pertaining  to  this  law,  verily,  verily 
I  say  unto  you,  I  will  reveal  more  unto  you,  hereafter ; 
therefore,  let  this  suffice  for  the  present.  Behold,  I  am 
Al})ha  and  Omega.     Amen.

44.  Yea,  when  thou  comest  down,  and  the  ^^moun- 
tains  flow  down  at  thy  presence,  thou  shalt  meet  him 
who  rejoiceth  and  worketh  righteousness,  who  remem- 
bereth  thee  in  thy  ways  ; 

45.  For  since  the  beginning  of  the  world  have  not 
men  heard  nor  perceived  by  the  ear,  neither  hath  any 
eye  seen,  0  God,  besides  thee,  how  ^-^great  things  thou 
hast  prepared  for  him  that  waiteth  for  thee. 

46.  And  it  shall  be  said,  ^^Who  is  this  that  cometh 
down  from  God  in  heaven  with  dyed  garments ;  yea, 
from  the  regions  which  are  not  known,  clothed  in  his

53.  In  all  their  afflictions  he  was  afflicted.  And 
the  angel  of  his  presence  saved  them  ;  and  in  his  love, 
and  in  his  pity,  he  redeemed  them,  and  bear  them,  and 
carried  them  all  the  days  of  old  ; 

54.  Yea,  and'  Enoch  also,  and  they  who  were  with 
him ;  the  prophets  who  were  before  liim ;  and  Noah 
also,  and  they  who  were  before  him,  and  Moses  also, 
and  they  who  were  before  him  ; 

55.  And  from  Moses  to  ^^Elijah  ;  and  from  ^^Elijah

57.  And  for  this  cause,  that  men  might  be  made 
partakers  of  the  glories  which  were  to  be  revealed, 
the  Lord  sent  forth  the  fullness  of  his  gospel,  his 
8*everiasting  covenant,  reasoning  in  plainness  and  sim- 
plicity, 

58.  To  prepare  the  ^%eak  for  those  things  which 
are  coming  on  the  earth,  and  for  the  Lord's  errand  in 
the  day  when  the  weak  should  confound  the  wise,  and 
^'^the  little  one  become  a  strong  nation,  and  ^^two 
should  put  their  tens  of  thousands  to  flight ; 

59.  And  bv  the  weak  things  of  the  earth  the 
Lord  should  thresh  the  nations  by  the  power  of  his 
Spirit. 

60.  And  for  this  cause  these  commandments  were 
given  ;  they  were  commanded  to  be  kept  from  the  world 
m  the  day  that  they  were  given,  but  now  are  to  ^^go 
forth  unto  all  flesh. 

61.  And  this  according  to  the  mind  and  will  of  the 
Lord,  who  ruleth  over  all  flesh. 

62.  And  unto  him  that  repenteth  and  sanctifieth 
himself  before  the  Lord,  shall  be  given  eternal  life  ; 

63.  And  upon  them  that  hearken  not  to  the  voice 
of  the  Lord,  snail  be  fulfilled  that  which  was  written 
by  the  Prophet  Moses,  that  they  should  be  ^^cut  off" 
from  among  the  people.

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SECTION    134. 

OF  GOVERNMENTS  AND  LAWS  IN  GENERAL. 

That  our  belief  with  regard  to  earthly  governments  and 
laws  in  general  may  not  be  misinterpreted  nor 
misunderstood  J  we  have  thought  proper  to  present 
near  the  close  of  this  volume  our  opinion  concerning 
the  same. 

1.  We  believe  that  govermnents  were  instituted  of 
jiod  for  the  benefit  of  man,  and  that  he  holds  men 
iccoimtable  for  their  acts  in  relation  to  them,  either  in 
liaking  laws  or  administering  them,  for  the  good  and 
safety  of  society. 

2.  We  believe  that  no  government  can  exist  in 
)eace,  except  such  laws  are  framed  and  held  inviolate 
IS  will  secure  to  each  individual  the  free  exercise  of 
jonscience,  the  right  and  control  of  property,  and  the 
)rotection  of  life. 

3.  We  believe  that  all  governments  necessarily  re- 
mire  civil  oflScers  and  magistrates  to  enforce  the  laws  of 
!ne  same,  and  that  such  as  will  administer  the  law  in 
jquity  and  justice,  should  be  sought  for  and  upheld  by 
ihe  voice  of  the  people  (if  a  repubUc,)  or  the  will  of  the 
overeign. 

4.  We  believe  that  religion  is  instituted  of  God, 
md  that  men  are  amenable  to  him,  and  to  him  only, 
or  the  exercise  of  it,  unless  their  religious  opinions 
)rompt  them  to  infringe  upon  the  rights  and  Uberties 
)f  others  ;  but  we  do  not  believe  that  human  law  has 
I  right  to  interfere  in  prescribing  rules  of  worship  to 
Mnd  the  consciences  of  men,  nor  dictate  forms  for 
public  or  private  devotion ;  that  the  civil  magistrate 
ihould  restrain  crime,  but  never  control  conscience  ; 
jhould  punish  guilt,  but  never  suppress  "Aia  fe<i<i\cit£^  «5Jv 
^he  8ouL 
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5.  We  believe  that  all  men  are  bound  to  sustain 
and  uphold  the  respective  governments  in  which  thej 
reside,  while  protected  in  their  inherent  and  inalienable 
rights  by  the  laws  of  such  governments ;  and  that  sedi- 
tion and  rebellion  are  unbecoming  every  citizen  thus 
protected,  and  should  be  pimished  accordingly;  a&d 
that  all  governments  have  a  right  to  enact  such  laws  as 
in  their  own  judgment  are  best  calculated  to  secure  the 
public  interest,  at  the  same  time,  however,  holding, 
sacred  the  freedom  of  conscience. 

6.  We  believe  that  every  man  should  be  honored 
in  his  station  :  rulers  and  magistrates  as  such,  being 
placed  for  the  protection  of  the  innocent,  and  the  pun- 
ishment of  the  guilty ;  and  that  to  the  laws,  all  men 
owe  respect  and  deference,  as  without  them  peace  and 
harmony  would  be  supplanted  by  anarchy  and  terror ; 
human  laws  being  instituted  for  the  express  purpose  of 
regulating  our  interests  as  individuals  and  nations, 
between  man  and  man,  and  divine  laws  given  of 
heaven,  prescribing  rules  on  spiritual  concerns,  for  ' 
faith  and  worship,  both  to  be  answered  by  man  to  his 
Maker. 

7.  We  believe  that  rulers,  states,  and  governments,  ! 
have  a  right,  and  are  bound  to  enact  laws  for  the  pro-  ! 
tection  of  all  citizens  in  the  free  exercise  of  their  re- 
ligious belief ;  but  we  do  not  believe  that  they  have  a 
right  in  justice,  to  deprive  citizens  of  this  privilege,  or 
proscribe  them  in  their  opinions,  so  long  as  a  regard 
and  reverence  are  shown  to  the  laws,  and  such  religious 
opinions  do  not  justify  sedition  nor  conspiracy. 

8.  We  believe  that  the  commission  of  crime  should 
be  punished  according  to  the  nature  of  the  oflFence ; 
that  murder,  treason,  robbery,  theft,  and  the  breach  of 
the  general  peace,  in  all  respects,  should  be  punished 
according  to  their  criminality,  and  their  tendency  to 
e\'il  among  men,  by  the  laws  of  that  government  in 
which  the  offence  \a  com\\\\\X:^^  \  ^w^  W  the  public 

peace  and  tranquility,  aG.m^TL^o\:\\^\.«^W^«5^«^ 
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use  their  ability  in  bringing   offenders  against  good 
laws  to  punishment. 

9.  We  do  not  believe  it  just  to  mingle  religious 
influence  with  civil  government,  whereby  one  religious 
society  is  fostered,  and  another  proscribed  m  its  spiritual 
privileges,  and  the  individual  rights  of  its  members  as 
citizens,  denied. 

10.  We  believe  that  all  religious  societies  have  a 
right  to  deal  with  their  members  for  disorderly  conduct 
according  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  such  societies, 
provided  that  such  dealings  be  for  fellowship  and  good 
standing ;  but  we  do  not  believe  that  any  religious 
society  has  authority  to  try  men  on  the  right  of  pro- 
perty or  life,  to  take  from  them  this  world's  goods,  or 
to  put  them  in  jeopardy  of  either  life  or  limb,  neither 
to  inflict  any  physical  punishment  upon  them,  they  can 
only  excommunicate  them  from  their  society,  and  with-  j 
draw  from  them  their  fellowship.  .. . .  --  ^ 

11.  We  believe  that  men  should  appeal  to  the  civil  • 
law  for  redress  of  all  wrongs  and  giievances,  where 
personal  abuse  is  inflicted,  or  the  right  of  property  or 
character  infringed,  where  such  laws  exist  as  will  protect 
the  same ;  but  we  believe  that  all  men  are  justified  in  de- 
fending themselves,  their  friends,  and  property,  and  Ihe 
government,  from  the  unlawful  assaults  and  encroach- 
ments of  all  persons,  in  i  *mes  of  exigency,  where  imme- 
diate appeal  cannot  be  made  to  the  laws,  and  relief  afforded. 

12.  We  believe  it  just  to  preach  the  gospel  to  the 
natioas  of  the  earth,  and  warn  the  righteous  to  save 
themselves  from  the  comiption  of  the  world  ;  but  we 
do  not  believe  it  right  to  interfere  ^vith  bond  servants, 
neither  preach  the  gospel  to,  nor  baptize  them,  contrary 
to  the  will  and  wish  of  their  masters,  nor  to  meddle 
with  or  influence  them  in  the  least,  to  cause  them  to 
be  dissatisfied  with  their  situations  in  this  life,  thereby

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SECTION    135. 

Martyrdom  of  Joseph  Smith,  the  Prophet,  a?id  his 

brother  Hyrum, 

1.  To  seal  the  testimony  of  this  book  and  the  Book 
of  Mormon,  we  announce  the  Martyrdom  of  Joseph 
Smith  the  Prophet,  and  H)Tum  Smith  the  Patriaim 
They  were  shot  in  Carthage  jail,  on  the  27th  of  June, 
1844,  about  five  o'clock  p.m.,  by  an  armed  mob,  painted 
black — of  from  150  to  200  persons.  Hyrum  was  shot 
first  and  fell  calmly,  exclaiming,  "  I  am  a  dead  man  I " 
Joseph  leaped  from  the  window,  and  was  shot  dead  in 
the  attempt,  exclaiming,  "  0  Lord  my  God  !  "  They 
were  both  shot  after  they  were  dead  in  a  brutal  manner, 
and  both  received  four  balls. 

2.  John  Taylor,  and  Willard  Richards,  two  of  the 
^y^lv.e,  were  the  only  persons  in  the  room  at  the  time; 

.the  former  w^4¥,ounded  in  a  savage  manner  with  four 
balls,  but  has  since  recovered ;  the  latter,  through  the 

Erovidence  of  God,  escaped,  "  without  even  a  hole  in 
is  robe." 

3.  Joseph  Smith,  the  Prophet  and  Seer  of  the 
Lord*  has  done  more  (save  Jesus  only,)  for  the  salvation 
of  men  in  this  world,  than  any  other  man  that  ever 
lived  in  it.  In  the  short  space  of  twenty  years,  he 
has  brought  forth  the  Book  of  Mormon,  which  he 
translated  by  the  gift  and  power  of  God,  and  has  been 
the  means  of  publishing  it  on  two  continents  ;  has  sent 
the  fullness  of  the  everlasting  gospel  which  it  contained 
to  the  four  quarters  of  the  earth ;  has  brought  forth 
the  revelations  and  commandnients  which  compose  this 
Book  of  Doctrine  and  Covenants,  and  mwiy  other  wise 
documents  and  instructions  for  the  benefit  of  the 
children  of  men ;  gathered  many  thousands  of  the 
Latter-day  Saints,  founded  a  great  city  ;  and  left » 
/ame  and  name  tkat  c;axaiot  be  slain.  He  lived  great, 
and  he  died  great  m  tW  e^^  ^^  ^^^  ^^  ^  "^^^ 
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and  like  most  of  the  Lord's  anointed  in  ancient  times, 
has  sealed  his  mission  and  his  works  with  his  own 
blood — and  so  has  his  brother  Hyrum.     In  life  they . 
were    not    divided,    and    in    death    they    were    not 
separated ! 

4.  When  Joseph  went  to  Carthage  to  deliver  him- 
self up  to  the  pretended  requirements  of  the  law,  two 
or  three  days  previous  to  his  assassination,  he  said,  "  I 
am  going  like  a  lamb  to  the  slaughter  ;  but  I  am  calm 
as  a  summer's  morning  ;  I  have  a  conscience  void  of 
oflFence  towards  God,  and  towards  all  men.     I  shall 

DIE  INNOCENT,  AND  IT   SHALL   YET  BE  SAID   OF   ME — HE 

WAS  MURDERED  IN  COLD  BLOOD."  The  Same  morning, 
after  Hyrum  had  made  ready  to  go — shall  it  be  said  to 
the  slaughter  ?  Yes,  for  so  it  was, — he  read  the  follow- 
ing paragraph,  near  the  close  of  the  fifth  chapter  of 
Ether,  in  the  Book  of  Mormon,  and  turned  down  the 
leaf  upon  it : — 

5.  "  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  prayed  unto  the 
Lord  that  he  would  give  unto  the  Gentiles  grace,  that 
they  might  have  charity.  And  it  came  to  pass  that 
the  Lord  said  unto  me,  if  they  have  not  charity,  it 
mattereth  not  unto  you,  thou  hast  been  faithful  ; 
wherefore  thy  garments  are  clean.  And  because  thou 
hast  seen  thy  weakness,  thou  shalt  be  made  strong, 
even  unto  the  sitting  down  in  the  place  which  I  have 
prepared  in  the  mansions  of  my  Father.     And  now  I 

bid  farewell  unto  the   Gentiles;  yea  and  also 

unto  my  brethren  whom  I  love,  until  we  shall  meet 
before  the  judgment-seat  of  Christ,  where  all  men 
shall  know  that  my  garments  are  not  spotted  with 
your  blood."  The  testators  are  now  dead,  and  their 
testament  is  in  force. 

6.  H)Tum  Smith  was  44  years  old,  February,  1844, 
and  Joseph  Smith  was  38  in  December,  1843  ;  and 
henceforward  their  names  will  be  classed  among  the 
martyrs  of  religion ;  and  the  reader  in  every  nation 
will  be  reminded  that  the  "  Book  of  Mormft\!L"  ^ewk 
this  book  of  DoctnnQ  and  Covexvaut^  oS.  'Oc^'^  ^«sxt^^ 
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cost  the  best  blood  of  the  nineteenth  century  to  brinff 
them  forth  for  the  salvation  of  a  ruined  world :  and 
that  if  the  fire  can  scathe  a  green  tree  for  the  glory  of 
God,  how  easy  it  will  burn  up  the  "  dry  trees  '  to 
purify  the  vineyard  of  corruption.  They  lived  for 
glory  ;  they  died  for  glory  ;  and  glory  is  their  eternal 
reward.  From  age  to  age  shall  their  names  go  down 
to  posterity  as  gems  for  the  sanctified. 

7.  They  were  innocent  of  any  crime,  as  they  had 
often  been  proved  before,  and  were  only  confined 
in  jail  by  the  conspiracy  of  traitors  and  wicked  men ; 
and  their  imiocent  blood  on  the  floor  of  Carthage  jail, 
is  a  broad  seal  affixed  to  "  Mormonism  "  that  cannot 
be  rejected  by  any  court  on  earth  ;  and  their  innocent 
blood  on  the  escutcheon  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  with 
the  broken  faith  of  the  State  as  pledged  by  the 
Governor,  is  a  witness  to  the  truth  of  the  everlastii^ 
gospel,  that  all  the  world  cannot  impeach ;  and  their 
innocent  blood  on  the  banner  of  liberty,  and  on  the 
magna  charta  of  the  United  States,  is  an  ambassador 
for  the  religion  of  Jesus  Christ,  that  will  touch  the 
hearts  of  honest  men  among  all  nations  ;  and  their 
innocent  blood ,  with  the  innocent  blood  of  all  the 
martyrs  under  the  altar  that  John  saw,  will  cry  unto 
the  Lord  of  hosts,  till  he  aveuges  that  blood  on  the 
earth.     Amen.

The  Word  and  Will  of  the  Lord,  given  through  Presi- 
dent BrigJiam  Young,  at  the  Winter  Quarters  of  the 
Camp  of  Israel,  Omaha  Nation,  West  Bank  of  Mis- 
souri River,  near  Council  Blvffs,  January  14^A,1847. 

I.  The  word  andmW  ot  \Jcifc  Lo\d  concenung  the

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2.  Let  all  the  people  of  the  ^Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
of  Latter-day  Saints,  and  those  who  journey  with  them, 
be  organized  into  companies,  with  a  covenant  and  pro- 
mise to  keep  all  the  commandments  and  statutes  of  the 
Lord  our  God. 

3.  Let  the  ^companies  be  organized  with  captains  of 
hundreds,  captains  of  fifties,  and  captains  of  tens,  with 
a  president  and  his  two  counselors  at  their  head,  under 
the  direction  of  the  <T^welve  Apostles; 

4.  And  this  shall  be  our  covenant,  that  we  will  walk 
in  all  the  ordinances  of  the  Lord. 

5.  Let  each  company  provide  themselves  with  all 
the  teams,  wagons,  provisions,  clothing,  and  other  neces- 
saries for  the  journey  that  they  can. 

6.  When  the  companies  are  organized,  let  them  go 
to  with  their  might,  to  prepare  for  those  who  are  to 
tarry. 

7.  Let  each  company  with  their  captains  and  presi- 
dents decide  how  many  can  go  next  sprmg ;  then  cnoose 
out  a  sufficient  number  of  able-bodied  and  expert  men, 
to  take  teams,  seeds,  and  farming  utensils,  to  go  as 
pioneers  to  prepare  for  putting  in  spring  crops. 

8.  Let  each  company  bear  an  ^equal  proportion,  ac- 
cording to  the  dividend  of  their  property,  in  taking  the 
poor,  the  widows,  the  fatherless,  and  the  families  of 
those  who  have  gone  into  the  army,  that  the  cries  of 
the  widow  and  the  fatherless  come  not  up  into  the  ears 
of  the  Lord  against  this  people. 

9.  Let  each  company  prepare  houses,  and  fields  for 
raising  grain,  for  those  who  are  to  remain  behind  this 
season,  and  this  is  the  will  of  the  Lord  concerning  his 
people. 

10.  Let  every  man  use  all  his  influence  and  property 
to  remove  this  people  to  the  place  where  the  Lord  shall 
locate  a  *Stake  of  Zion  ;

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11.  And  if  ye  do  this  with  a  pure  heart,  in  all  faith- 
fulness, ye  shall  be  blessed ;  you  shall  be  blessed  in 
your  flocks,  and  in  your  herds,  and  in  your  fields,  and 
in  your  houses,  and  in  your  families. 

12.  Let  my  servants  Ezra  T.  Benson  and  Erastus 
Snow  organize  a  company  ; 

13.  And  let  my  servants  Orson  Pratt  and  Wilford 
WoodruflF  organize  a  company. 

14.  Also,  let  my  servants  Amasa  Lyman  and  George 
A.  Smith  organize  a  company  ; 

15.  And  appoint  presidents,  and  captains  of  hun- 
dreds, and  of  fifties,  and  of  tens, 

16.  And  let  my  servants  that  have  been  appointed 
go  and  teach  this  my  will  to  the  saints,  that  tney  may 
be  ready  to  go  to  a  land  of  peace. 

17.  Go  thy  way  and  do  as  I  have  told  you,  and  fear 
not  thine  enemies ;  for  they  shall  not  have  power  to 
stop  my  work. 

18.  Zion  shall  be  -^redeemed  in  mine  own  due  time, 

19.  And  if  any  man  shall  seek  to  build  up  himself, 
and  seeketh  not  my  counsel,  he  shall  have  no  power, 
and  his  folly  shall  be  made  manifest. 

20.  Seek  ye  and  keep  all  your  pledges  one  with 
another,  and  covet  not  that  which  is  thy  brother's. 

21.  Keep  yourselves  from  evil  to  take  the  ^name  of 
the  Lord  in  vain,  for  I  am  the  Lord  your  God,  even  the 
God  of  your  fathers,  the  God  of  Abraham,  and  of  Isaac, 
and  of  Jacob. 

22.  I  am  he  who  led  the  children  of  Israel  out  of 
the  land  of  Egypt,  and  my  arm  is  stretched  out  in  the 
last  days  to  save  my  people  Israel. 

23.  Cease  to  '^contend  one  with  another,  cease  to 
*speak  evil  one  of  another. 

24.  Cease  drunkenness,  and  let  your  words  tend  to 
edifying  one  another.

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25.  If  thou  borrowest  of  thy  neighbour,  thou  shalt 
return  that  which  thou  hast  borrowed  ;  and  if  thou 
canst  not  repay,  then  go  straightway  and  tell  thy  neigh- 
bor, lest  he  condemn  thee. 

26.  If  thou  shalt  find  that  which  thy  neighbor  has 
lost,  thou  shalt  make  diligent  search  till  thou  shalt 
deliver  it  to  him  again. 

27.  Thou  shalt  be  diligent  in  preserving  what  thou 
hast,  that  thou  mayest  be  a  -^vise  steward  ;  for  it  is 
the  free  gift  of  the  Lord  thy  God,  and  thou  art  his 
steward. 

28.  If  thou  art  merry,  praise  the  Lord  with  sing- 
ing, with  music,  with  dancing,  and  with  a  prayer  of 
praise  and  thanksgiving. 

29.  If  thou  art  sorrowful,  call  on  the  Lord  thy 
God  with  supplication,  that  your  souls  may  be  joyful. 

30.  JFear  not  thine  enemies,  for  they  are  in  mine 
hands,  and  I  will  do  my  pleasure  with  them. 

31.  My  people  must  be  tried  in  all  things,  that 
they  may  be  prepared  to  receive  the  glory  that  I  have 
for  them,  even  the  glory  of  Zion,  and  he  that  will 
not  *bear  chastisement,  is  not  worthy  of  my  king- 
dom. 

32.  Let  him  that  is  ignorant  learn  wisdom  by 
humbling  himself  and  calling  upon  the  Lord  his  God, 
that  his  eyes  may  be  opened  that  he  may  see,  and  his 
ears  opened  that  he  may  hear, 

33.  For  my  Spirit  is  sent  forth  into  the  world  to 
enUghten  the  humble  and  contrite,  and  to  the  con- 
demnation of  the  ungodly. 

34.  Thy  brethren  have  rejected  you  and  your  testi- 
mony, even  the  nation  that  has  driven  you  out ; 

35.  And  now  cometh  the  day  of  their  calamity, 
even  the  days  of  sorrow,  like  a  woman  that  is  taken  in 
travail ;  and  their  sorrow  shall  be  great,  unless  they 
speedily  repent ;  yea,  very  speedily ;

38.  Which  foundation  he  did  lay,  and  was  faithftJ 
and  I  took  him  to  myself. 

39.  Many  have  marveled  because  of  his  death,  but 
it  was  needful  that  he  should  *"seal  his  testimony  with 
his  blood,  that  he  might  be  honored,  and  the  wicked 
might  be  condemned. 

40.  Have  I  not  delivered  you  from  your  enemies, 
only  in  that  I  have  left  a  witness  of  my  name  ? 

41.  Now,  therefore,  hearken,  0  ye  people  of  my 
church ;  and  ye  elders  listen  together ;  you  have  re- 
ceived my  kingdom. 

42.  Be  diligent  in  keeping  all  my  commandments, 
lest  judgment  come  upon  you,  and  your  faith  fail  you, 
and  your  enemies  triumph  over  you. — So  no  more  at 
present.     Amen,  and  Amen.
